Miller with 405.

In Ward 8 the at-large nominees are: 
Cynthia Creem with 5873 votes, Aid. 
Wendell Bauckman with 5266 votes, 
Jerold Wise with 4512 votes and Mitchell 
Snyder with 1607. Samuel Kardon with 
1075 votes was eliminated from the race. 

The four candidates with the most votes 
will vie for two at-large seats from Ward 
8 in the-November election. 

In ward alderman races, Wards 1 and 3 
made their choices for the November 
election. 

In Ward 1, voters chose Joseph 
DePasquale and Joseph Bradley as their 
nominees for November. DePasquale got 
549 votes and Bradley got 446. Eliminated 
were Patricia Ciccone with 298 votes and 
Guido Cetrone with 233. 

Nominees for the Ward 3 seat vacated 
by Bullwinkle are Paul Daley with 917 
votes and Anthony Salvucci with 575.

nomination for mayor. 

Most political prognosticators had 
predicted that either Harrington or Eliot 
Cohen would be the second man on the 
ballot, but Bullwinkle made a sur¬ 
prisingly strong showing and finished 
ahead of Cohen. 

Mayor Mann was the victor in five of 
the city's eight wards. He lost to 
Harrington in Ward 1 and Bullwinkle in 
Wards 3 and 4. 

Harrington made a much stronger 
showing than either Bullwinkle or Cohen 
in Wards 5, 6 and 7, with Mann main¬ 
taining his firm grasp on Ward 8, which 
gave him 1371 votes to Harrington’s 190. 
In this ward, Eliot Cohen made his 
strongest showing with 559 votes. 

Both Bullwinkle and Cohen are ending 
many years of public service to the city, 
and both had the comfort Tuesday night 
of being surrounded by dedicated sup¬ 
porters, crushed by their respective 
defeats. 

Bullwinkle was eloquent in defeat; 
Cohen was dignified and philosophical. 

There were tears and regrets among 
Bullwinkle's supporters at his 
Washington Street headquarters as the 
candidate, hoarse from last-minute 
campaigning, asked his supporters to

leaving the Board of Aldermen at the end 
of this year. 

Aid. Elhel Sheehan, seeking her second 
term on the Board, was the top vote- 
getter in Newton. Sheehan got 7603 votes 
to nominate her for reelection at-large 
from Ward 6. 

In the Ward 6 race Vincent Farina with 
5343 votes came in second, Rodney 
Barker was third with 4023 votes and 
Gene Blumenreich got 2386 votes to 
Frederic Stemburg’s 2332. 

There is a strong possibility Sternburg 
will ask for a recount. 

If the figures stand, Sheehan, Farina, 
Barker and Blumenreich wwuld be the 
four candidates for two at-large seats 
from Ward 6 on the ballot in November. 


In Tuesday’s election, Prince narrowly 
beat Jones , receiving 5242 votes to her 
5213. Dennis Becker with 1771 votes and 
Brian Vallely with 881 were eliminated 
from the race. 

School Committeeman Michael 
LeConti finished second in his bid for 
reelection to the School Committeee 
behind challenger Nancy Mann. 

Mann received 5843 votes and LeConti 
got 5330. The third person in this race, 
Gregory Buck, received 1461 votes and 
was eliminated. 

Mayoral race 

It became apparent early Tuesday 
evening that Peter Harrington was going 
to withstand a vote drain from Richard 
Bullwinkle and go on to get the 


work for, and vote for, Peter Harrington. 

Bullwinkle made an Impressive 
showing in Ward 3, getting 895 votes to 
win it. Mann trailed him with 685 and 
Harrington had 447. Bullwinkle also won 
Ward 4 with 508 votes to Mann's 482 and 
Harrington's 411. 

Bullwinkle did not dwell on his defeat 
and was gentle and optimistic with his 


supporters, urging them to put aside 
differences on issues and support 
Harrington for the "good of the city." 

"We know it was a difficult contest and 
we hoped we could get our message 
across to the citizens," Eliot Cohen said 
to his friends and supporters at Sidney 
Hill Tuesday night.

Talks progress, but teachers continue job action

Newton teachers disregarded the 
advice of their leaders Monday and voted 
to continue the work-to-rule job action in 
spite of the progress that was made in 
contract talks Saturday. 

The School Committee, which offered 
the teachers $816,000 in salary increases, 
was to have met last night (Wednesday) 
in executive session to consider taking 
action against the teachers.

"The Great Wall of China" loomed as 
the most disruptive and hated of Newton 
Corner’s problems at a recent meeting of 
the Burr Park neighborhood and Newton 
Corner’s planning consultants, Skidmore, 
Uwuigs and Merrill (SOMl. 

Melvin Chalfen, the neighborhood 
committee chairman, used that term to 
describe the Turnpike and came head to 
head with SUM representatives who are 
trying to make the best of a bad thing. 

Chalfen commented, "Anything we do 
to accommodate (to the Turnpike) is a 
waste." 

The meeting, the last week was the 
fourth m a series of five neighborhood 
meetings to elicit opinions on a land use 
plan for Newton Corner. 

The consultants were hired by the 
Newton Corner Advisory Committee of 


School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell said Tuesday that the Com¬ 
mittee would "consider whether it will 
continue to honor all provisions of the 
expired contract." 

Without being bound by the contract 
which expired in July, the Committee 
could change its agreements on personal 
leave, sick leave, sabbaticals, life and 
health insurance, and the grievance 
procedure. Mandell said the Committee 
would check with a lawyer to make sure 


the conununity development program;

Chalfen and others at this meeting, as 
did others at previous meetings, 
suggested that a giant reconstruction at 
the intersection of Centre and 
Washington Streets is needed, either a 
change is the exits and entrances or a 
closuig of them.

Two years ago the teachers began 
school without a contract. They began a 
work-to-rule action on Sept. 16 that year 
and the contract was settled on Sept. 24 
with the help of a factfinder. 

The work-to-rule action, when teachers 
work only 20 minutes before and after the 
lime they are required to be in school, did 
not cause the cancellation of the number 


development program-as the answer to 
their prayers. 

Financially, however, both SOM and 
residents recognize that the community 
development program cannot be counted 
on to fund much of the construction and 
reconstruction being contemplated. 

SUM planner Karen Alschuler ex¬ 
plained that SOM believes that a com¬ 
bination of public and private in¬ 
vestments is needed.

This year, he said, "The teachers are 
very angry about not having a contract." 

Previously President Adams said the 
teachers would call off the work-to-rule 
action when progress had been made in 
the talks. 

The School Committee and the teachers 
are both now waiting for the first meeting 
with the state-appointed factfinder that is 
scheduled for Oct. 30. 

NTA President Adams said his group 
reduced its salary request from 10 per¬ 
cent to 7 percent Saturday, and the 
Committee raised its offer from 1 to 2 l 3 
percent. These percentages are based on 
changes in the increment scale, not on 
personal average salary increases. 

Teachers usually progress annually 
along a 13-step increment scale that is 
graded according to the degree they 
have. 

Chairman Mandell would not express 
the Committee’s offer in terms of per¬ 
centages, but said the $816,000 offered 
represents an average annual mcrease of 
over $800 per person. Mandell said he 
included the uicrement increase in the 
estimate. 

Negotiations have been going on for 15 
months. There was a delay this summer 
when the School Committee took the 
advice of its lawyer and ceased

Turnpike rankles Burr Park residents 


Architect's 
threat may 
defeat plan

Notes delivered to several residents 
living near the proposed condominium 
development in Ward 8 may be the 
ultimate cause of the proposal’s defeat by 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Developer Stephen Hopkins' architect, 
Thomas Larson, added handwritten 
comments on several descriptive flyers 
delivered in the neighborhood 
threatening the homeowner with building 
on the 30-acre property under Chapter 776 
(assumed to be in error for Chapter 774, 
the state’s "anti-snob” zoning law 
allowing the construction of low-income 
housing.) 

"Get ready to sell," one note read. 
"Glad we have people like you. I make 
twice as much on 776." 

I-arson admitted at the public hearing 
on the new 100-unit proposal that he had 
WTitten the notes. 

At a brief working meeting following 
the hearing, the sentiment of the mem¬ 
bers of the Land Use Committee were 
clearly angry at Larson's remarks and 
were in favor of denying the petition, but 
Chairma r Eliot Cohen was oppposed to a 
motioj/or denial at that point.

Roach awarded 
$1.1m for land

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Questions to the governor 
have monetary theme

Dukakis appeared at Newton 
North High School in his 59th 
"town meeting" in 
Massachusetts. The format 
allowed for brief opening 
remarks from the governor, 
followed by questions from the 
audience. 

Newton teachers, currently 
involved in labor negotiations, 
took the opportunity to 
demonstrate at the high school, 
and Dukakis visit also brought 
a pro-life contingent to town. 

Local politicians were 
liberally sprinkled throughout 
the crowd; and in spite of the 
odds, at least 200 citizens were 
also on hand. 

State funding of state 
programs was a favorite 
subject with Newton tax¬ 
payers. 

Dukakis admitted that the 
way funds are now distributed 
to cities and towns is "ab¬ 
solutely cockeyed," and said 
his administration is hoping 
that with an expanding 
ecomnomy in Massachusetts 
and a hope for federal takeover 
of welfare, Massachusetts may 
soon be able to reform its 
reimbursement procedures 
and fully fund so that money 
coming to cities and towns for 
property tax relief would be 
used for that. 

Dukakis also said that since 
1975, no state-mandated 
programs without funding had 
been signed by the governor. 

Ernest Loewenstein, Newton 
Highlands' answer to the 
MBTA, took the opportunity to 


state that three things are 
needed for improved mass 
transit: bus stop signs, 
timetables and and in¬ 
formation phone. 

The governor agreed with 
Loewenstein, pointing out that 
it was not a particularly good 
night to discuss the ‘T’ with 
him since it had taken him 90 
minutes to get home on the 
Green Line. 

Dukakis did say he did not 
see any reason why the 
basically simple requests 
couldn't be taken care of. 

"The MBTA is capable of 
massive passive resistance," 
Loewenstein replied. 

In revaluation-related 
matters, Dukakis told the 
audience he was in favor of an 
amendment to permit 
classification of property by 
type. 

Efforts are underway at the 
state level now to overturn 100 
percent revaluation and 
change abatement levels. 

Asked about Metco money, 
the governor explained that 
after discovering last year 
some communities were 
making money on Metco, his 
administration worked out 
funding guidelines this year 
and requested money on that 
basis. 

The legislature, wary of the 
administration's figures, cut 
the Metco budget $900,000. 
Dukakis said he thought the 
legislature would restore 
$400,000 and that' would be 
sufficient to fully fund the 
Metco program. 


'Quorum suit'against 
aldermen dismissed 


A suit against the city by a 
political group, Center, was 
dismissed by Judge John P. 
Sullivan at Middlesex Superior 
Court Monday upon request of 
lawyers for both sides. 

Center had brought suit to 
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force the Board of Aldermen's 
various committees to meet 
and act only when they have a 
quorum (more than half the 
committee members) present. 

Center had charged that 
some of the Board’s actions 
might be construed as invalid, 
since the committees to which 
some matters had been 
referred had not had quorums 
when they met and later issued 
a report. 

Both the president of the 
Board and the city solicitor 
have ruled that the final action 
of the Board, which has never 
acted in the absence of a 
quorum, is the only action of 
legal consequence. 

A. Jefferson Cornell, 
spokesman for Center, said 
Monday the suit could have 
resulted in a "landmark" 
decision if it had gone to its 
conclusion. 

Both parties to the suit had 
filed a motion for dismissal. 

The Center suit, actually a 
"ten-taxpayer” suit, was 
deserted by at least one of the 
10 taxpayers upon learning 
that Aid. Mark White had 
planned to countersue and ask 
$500,000 damages. 

White said he would claim 
that the suit was an "abuse of 
process” that was damaging to 
his personal, professional and 
political reputation.

Support mounts to save church 


The little church at 2342 
Washington St., Lower Falls’ 
has been deemed by a Lower 
Falls citizens' group as not 
worth saving, but others are 
coming to its rescue. 

The church, now occupied by 
a television and air- 
conditioning business is in the 
Lower Falls urban renewal 
area, and a decision must now 
be made about whether the 
Community Development 
Authority should acquire the 
property. 

In the original renewal plan, 
according to one-man Com¬ 
munity Development Authority 
Charles Thomas, also the city's 
planning director, included 
giving preference to proposals 
for developing the south side of 
Washington Street that would 
retain the church. 

But LOPAC, the area 
citizens' committee involved in 
the redevelopment, does not 
want to retain the 1890 church. 


Aid. Carol Ann Shea, Ward 4 
alderman, is in favor of 
keeping the church. She says it 
keeps “a little of the village 
atmosphere" that is now 
almost completely gone. 

A report submitted to the 
Newton Redevelopment 
Authority in 1968, far from 
finding that the church is of no 
historic value, cites many 
examples of its 19th century 
characteristics and says, “The 
building is certainly worthy of 
preservation.” 

The church is now owned by 
the Shipley Company, which 
owns a large area behind the 
property. It has made no 
decision about whether it 
wants to tear the church down 
or reuse it. 

The Newton Historical 
Commission is now behind 
preservation of the church. In 
addition to agreeing with the 
1968 assessment by ar¬ 
chitectural historian Eleanor 


Pearson, the Historical 
Commission notes that the 
"distinguished” William Curtis 
House next door would be 
isolated by the demolition of 
the church. 

The Curtis House, built in 
1830-40, has been renovated 
and is used as offices by 
Salame Associates, designers. 

The Planning & Develop¬ 
ment Board and Community 
Developement Authority will 
meet Oct. 13. Among the 
matters to be discussed is 
whether the church should be 
acquired by the Authority. 

If the church is not acquired 
by the Community Develop¬ 
ment Authority, Thomas said, 
Shipley would still need per¬ 
mission to destroy it, unless it 
can be proved that the building 
cannot realistically be used. 

If the CDA does acquire the 
church it will have to find a 
practical developer and reuse 
for the structure. 


Free breakfasts available 
in 5 more schools next week 


Free breakfasts will be 
available to students of low- 
income parents in five more 
elementary schools next 
Tuesday in order to meet the 
state requirement that was 
passed late last month. 

Federal family income 
criteria will determine who 
gets the meals free, at a 
reduced cost, or at full cost. 

The modest breakfasts will 
be available next week at the 
Carr, Davis, Franklin, Horace 
Mann, and Underwood 
elementary schools. They are 
currently served at the 
Countryside, Emerson, and 
Lincoln-Eliot schools, the 
Bigelow, Day, and Warren 
junior highs, and Newton North 
High School. 

Newton South High School 
also has an a la carte breakfast 
program, but it is not man¬ 
dated because of the number of 
needy students. 

Roy Cornelius, director of 
Support Services, said the 
breakfasts will probably 
consist of three containers of 


milk, cereal, and probably a 
juice. Whether the cereal 
would be sugar-coated or not, a 
topic of concern to the School 
Committee last year, had not 
been decided, Cornelius said 
Tuesday. 

The free breakfast program 
must be started in all schools 
where there are 40 or more 
students who have applied for 
free lunches. Lunches are 
already served in all schools. 

In addition to the recently 
passed state requirements, the 
federal government requires 
breakfasts to be served in 
schools where more than 50 
percent on the students qualify 
for free lunches. 

The federal income 
guidelines for eligibility are 
also used by the state. These 
state that if a family of four 
earns less than $7610 gross, 
children are eligible for free 
milk and meals. The income 
criteria increases by about 
$1000 for each additional 
family member. 

Milk and meals are available 


at reduced costs for children of 
a family of four that grosses 
between $7611 and $11,880. That 
criteria increases about $1500 
per each additional family 
member. 

Lunches and breakfasts 
usually cost 45 and 20 cents 
respectively. For children 
qualifying for the reduced-cost 
meals the prices are 20 cents 
for lunch and 10 cents for 
breakfast. 

Cornelius could not yet 
estimate how much the ad¬ 
ditional free breakfast 
programs would cost the 
taxpayers, nor could he 
estimate how much he ex¬ 
pected the state to supply in 
remimbursements. 

He hopes to have these 
figures in about a month. 

The director said he and 
Ernestine Hooper, supervisor 
for food services, have found 
that about half of the students 
who take breakfast now pay 
full price, and only about half 
of those eligible for free 
breakfasts take them.

In the last decade or two, industries and 
academic institutions have sought out 
women and members of minorities for 
employment and enrollment. While there 
are cries of reverse discrimination and 
court cases pending it seems likely that the 
trend to make up for past discriminations 
will continue. 

But the worse offender of all, as far as 
visual quotas are concerned, is turning out 
to be television. 

The United States Commission on Civil 
Rights has just released a report of a six- 
year study called "Window-Dressing on the 
Set. Women and Minorities in Television." 

It deals, not so much with the small number 
of women and blacks employed by networks 
and stations, but with the image projected it 
goes so far as to suggest that the Federal 
Communications Commission set up a new 
license renewal system based in part upon 
that image. 

The TV world is simply out of touch with 
the real world, the report declares. In the 
United States, men make up 48.6 percent of 
the population but on the TV screen they fill 
in 73.9 percent. Correspondents and an¬ 
nouncers are white males in 85.9 percent of 
the cases, only 11.8 percent are females and 
only 5.9 percent are nonwhite. Stereotypes 
include the harried and helpless housewife 
who needs the strong male figure or voice in 
the background to tell her how to brew 
coffee or bake a cake, of all things. How 
many husbands take over either of those 
roles with authority in real life? 

The soaps are not any better. The women 
are almost always put upon, sniffling, in¬ 
decisive or complaining until a man sets 
them right and they have someone to cling 
to and lean upon. The absence of minorities 
is obvious, except in some prime time slots, 
where networks are getting the uneasy 
feeling about licenses or they are becoming 
aware of new audiences to attract. 

Television hardly needs new regulations 
from the FCC. Past discrimination has 
brought a lack of mid-management and 
higher executive experienced people among 
women and minorities. It will simply take 
some time to catch up. 

The two part fantasy this past weekend on 
the trail of Lee Harvey Oswald, the assassin 
of President Kennedy, was another venture 
into the world of make believe in pursuit of 
high ratings and higher dollar returns. The 
fact and truth of the matter is Oswald was 
himself slain and never did stand trial. But 
right now there are many youngsters who 
have a distorted view of this sad segment in 
history because the quasi TV documentary 
was no documentary at all. 

But more and more in news coverage and 
reporting, in drama and especially in com¬ 
mercials. television must come to reflect 
the real world and not some Madison 
Avenue concept of what it is or even should 
be.

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Your taxes grease squeaky wheels

WASHINGTON — It’s been nearly two centuries since 
Benjamin Franklin wrote to a friend; “Our Constitution is 
in actual operation; everything appears to promise that it 
will last; but in this world nothing is certain but death and 

taxes.” 

Well, the Constitution still stands, death awaits us all, 
though it has been greatly delayed thanks to modern 
medicine, and taxes — oh, uow certain our taxes are. Since 
1929, our population has increased 75 percent; our taxes 
however, have increased 10,000 percent! 

A Library of Congress study estimates that from 1975 to 
the year 2,000; the total of major taxes paid direcUy by 
families as a percentage of their income is expected to rise 
from 18.1 percent to 24.4 percent; the federal individual 
income tax will increase from 10.9 percent of income to 14.6 
percent; and state and local individual income taxes, as a 
percent of median family income, will rise from 1.9 percent 
to 4.4 percent. 

A national survey conducted by the Roper Organization 
for the H and R Block people has found that over half of all 
taxpayers say their own income taxes are “excessively 
high.” Sixty-nine percent of those polled say the middle 
class is paying too much tax. The Roper poU observes: “It 
seems that everyone feels that he pays too much in taxes." 

So how did we get on this tax treadmill and, more im¬ 
portantly, how do we get off? According to the National 
Tax-Limitation Committee (Box 1000, Briarcliff Manor, 
N.Y. 10510) we got on it because of a basic flaw in our 
political system, namely tuat special interests are per¬ 
mitted to gain private benefits at the expense of taxpayers. 

As the NTLC explains it: 

"In any government program that involves taking a little 
money from each taxpayer and giving a large benefit to a 
small group, the ‘benefits’ are highly visible, and who is to 
argue against them? But the real costs remain real even if 
they’re invisible, and it’s not easy to fight against the in¬ 
visible, is it? ... the average taxpayer pays only a few 
pennies a day for the average ’special interest’ program 
and has little incentive to fight against it.” In other words, 
the squeaky wheel gets the grease, and the more grease 
that’s gotten means more taxes levied. 

How can the average taxpayer be rescued from this 
vicious circle? Well, the NTLC says that mere “tax 
reform" won’t do the trick because this involves merely the 
shifting of the tax burden from one group of productive 
citizens to another group of productive citizens. The only 
real solution to the problem of increasing taxes is by law — 
to amend the various state constitutions, and ultimately the 
federal Constitution, to limit the percentage of our incomes 
that government can take from us in taxes. This means 
limiting by law the amount of money government can 
spend. 

As Dr. Milton Friedman, the Nobel laureate who is a 
founder of the NTLC, observes: 


"What’s really Important is how much government Is 
spending. And, indeed, if taxes are correctly interpreted, 
the real tax burden on people is what government spends, 
not those receipts that are labeled taxes. If government 
spends more than what it take! in in what are called axes, 
the res is financed either by inflation, which is a tax enacted 
without legislative action, or it’s an indirect tax on wealth 
because of the burden of paying back the debt. 

"So, the real concept is limitation of government spen¬ 
ding. And, in my opinion, there is no measure, no approach 
that has more promise of stopping what seems to be a drift 
towards ever more powerful government control over the 
lives of individuals. There is no proposal that has more of a 


chance of doing that than this proposal, which would enact 
constitutional limits on the amount of money that govern¬ 
ment could spend.” 

In its "Taxpayer’s Guide to Survival,” which tells how to 
get a constitutional spending limit adopted in your state, the 
NTLC asks: Do you think taxes in general are a bargain? 
Do you think you're really getting your money's worth for 
the taxes you pay? 

If your answer to these questions is "no," if you're one of 
those who thinks his taxes are "excessively high," then 
drop the NTLC a line and ask for a copy of their guide. After 
all, the money you're fighting to save is your own.

Will the poor always be with us?

NEW YORK — Has America been getting its money’s 
worth in the many wars against poverty — declared and 
undeclared — from the time President Roosevelt an¬ 
nounced that one-third the nation is ill-fed, ill-clad, ill- 
housed? 

Some recent figures suggest that the answer is No. 

In the last decade (1965 to 1975) there has been a four-fold 
increase in spending by all levels of government for social 
welfare programs— from $77.2 billion to $286.5. In the same 
period, the percentage of families officially living under the 
poverty line declined at a snail’s pace: from 19 per cent to 
about 14 per cent Offhand, It appears that we spend too 
much to accomplish too little 

When we dig a little deeper, however, and get below the 
surface of the figures on the number of families living in 
poverty, we discover the startling fact that without the 
social programs enacted since FDR the percentage of 
families living in poverty today would be just about as great 
as in the 1930s. This revelation is contained in a fairly ob¬ 
scure “Background Paper No. 17," issued by the 
Congressional Budget Office of the U.S. Congress, under the 
unenticing title of "Poverty Status of Familes Under 
Alternative Definitions of Income." 

If you get beyond the forbidding title and the equally 
stand-offish academic prose of this somewhat technical 
document, you discover the stark statistic that if the 
American families depended exclusively for their income 
on wages and salaries, rents, interest, and dividends then 
one family out of every four would be in poverty. 



Actually, the percentage in poverty would be even 
greater if we did not have a $2.30 an hour floor under most 


wages. Without this lusty lift out of poverty, the percentage 
of poor families would be just about as great today as it was 
when FDR rallied against the fate of the forgotten one-third 
of the nation. 

What brings down the percentage of families in poverty, 
however, is the action of government — at all levels. Thus: 

Many millions of Americans are the recipients of Social 
Security, unemployment benefits, and similar social in¬ 
surance income. Because of this, the percentage of families 
in poverty is almost cut in half: reduced to 14.1 per cent 

In addition, many families receive cash benefits such as 
aid to families with dependent children (commonly called 
welfare) and supplemental security income for aged, etc. 
This added income — from government — brings down the 
poverty percentage to 11.4. 

Too, many families get the equivalent of income through 
such things as food stamps and Medicaid. These are 
technically referred to as "in kind transfer payments." 
inis added income reduces the percentage of families 
uvuig in poverty to 6.7. 

(If it seems improper to include Medicare and Medicaid 
as "in-kind’’ income, the percentage of families in poverty 
would go up again to 9.3.) 

In sum, however, what these remarkable reckonings teLl 
us is that, without all the programs of government 
payments to families in cash and in kind, we would still be 
living with one-third of the nation ill-fated.

To the Editor: 

As both a parent of Newton 
school children and a former 
teacher in a neighboring 
community, I am writing to 
express my distress with the 
way the present School 
Committee is treating our 
teachers. 

In the community where I 
taught, as in other nearby 
towns, a new contract has been 
negotiated which reflects two 
things: the increased cost of 
living and the community's 
confidence in the teachers, 
people with whom their 
children spend almost half 
their waking hours. 

Last year' Newton's School 
Committee was fortunate to 
have a previously determined, 
automatic *500,000 cut (the 


closing of Newton Junior 
College) built into its budget, 
which allowed it to take credit 
for ’’cutting" the budget in¬ 
crease almost to zero. 

This year, even with the 
Memorial School closing (also 
a decision of the previous 
School Committee, but 
foolishly delayed by the 
present one) inevitable rises in 
costs are making it harder for 
them to keep the budget down 
to where they promised during 
the 1975 campaign. 

I am wondering if the 
teachers are not being used for 
political purposes. 

The School Committee’s 
offer of less than 1 percent 
raise is an insult to a superb 
group of hard-working people. 


If the School Committee 
settles the contract before the 
November election in a way 
that would reflect the increase 
in the cost of living, the school 
budget would no longer be at a 
zero increase over last year's. 

1 wonder if this School 
Committee's attempt to delay 
the agreement until after the 
election is not a deception of 
the public, which might not 
find out until after Nov. 8 that 
this year’s budget was higher 
than it was led to believe. 

I am sure it is one more in¬ 
stance of the contempt and 
lack of regard this school 
committee has for the ex¬ 
cellent administrators and 
teachers in Newton.

1 ask your readers to bear 
with my lay ignorance 
regarding any internal 
technicalities existing in our 
city government which would 
negate what all Newton 
residents desire and are en¬ 
titled to as taxpayers. I refer 
specifically to street and 
sidewalk maintenance. 

In my opinion, the condition 
of our streets and sidewalks 
has been allowed to become 
deplorable during the last six 
of the 13 years 1 have been a 
Newton taxpayer. 

This opinion is shared by all 
of my friends and neighbors 
throughout this city where the 
streets and sidewalks have 
deteriorated to the point of 
becoming hazardous to our 
children, our pedestrians, our 
vehicles and to traffic in 
general. 

Gaping holes on my street 
exist as of this writing. Badly- 
neglected sidewalk conditions 
also exist. Catchbasins , 
manholes, uneven sidewalks 
(settled and improperly 
paved) causing our citizens to 
stumble, trip or fall as I have 
on occasion when I walk our 


dog or Jog around the city; 
cracked pavement in the 
streets, dead and diseased 
trees—all in dire need of at¬ 
tention throughout the city 
have been ignored and the 
conditions allowed to exist for 
unreasonable periods . of time 
(as long as six years, in some 
cases, to my knowledge). 

These conditions could and 
should have been repaired 
expeditiously and inex¬ 
pensively through simple and 
sound accepted construction 
methods.

than purely on land use concerns. 

An opinion is also being requested on 
whether the rezoning needed by the 
developer, from Residence A to 
Residence D district, would constitute 
spot zoning," which is permissible only 
in very rare cases. 

The l .and Use Committee will discuss 
further, and probably act on, the con¬ 
dominium proposal Oct. 11. 

The plan presented last week was the 
third proposal, each smaller than the one 
before, but opposition seemed just as 
strong as at the beginning. Before the 
hearing Hopkins had thought that op¬ 
position was diminishing, and despite the 
100 people who came to the hearing 
Hopkins said afterward he is "en¬ 
couraged." 

Hopkins presented several residents of 
the Ward 8 area who are in favor of the 
development on the grounds that the 
apartments, set far back from the street, 
would be less objectionable than the 40 or 
so single-family houses that could be built 
on the land as a matter of right. 

They also mentioned the increase in the 
tax base that would benefit the city as a 
result of the construction. 

Hopkins warned that the market for 
construction of houses is not good at this 
time and construction would probably 
drag on for years, disrupting the 
neighborhood more than the construction 
of the condominiums. 


Michael Malm, a former abutter to the 
Murley land, reminded the Land Use 
Committee that the permissive use 
procedure gives the Board of Aldermen 
"tremendous control,” and the proposed 
housing meets a need for some people in 
this city. 

The opposition to the development, led 
at the meeting and in the neighborhood by 
Ur. Frederick Kaplan, chose as its main 
point of objection the "change in the 
character of the neighborhood" they feel 
will be caused by the condominiums. 

Kaplan presented a petition with 150 
signatures in opposition. 

Kaplan also spoke of the expectation 
people have that zoning will stay the 
same as when they bought their houses. 

He and the others are afraid, too, that 
development of the Murley land with 100 
condominiums will put pressure on other 
large parcels of land, causing land values 
to go up to the point at which the only 
development possible would be of high 
density. 

In reference to Hopkins' prediction that 
single-family house construction would 
take years to complete, Kaplan said even 
if it took eight years, that will give the 
neighborhood time to get used to them. 

"We realize that the land will be 
developed'" Kaplan said, "but we want it 
in harmony with the neighborhood." 

Mitchell Fishman, Brush Hill Rd., 
commented that in his opinion Nahanton 


Woods, another condominium proposal in 
Ward 8 just turned down by the Board, 
was better than Murley. "If this is a 
precedent (the approval of Murley), 
there had better be a good reason." 

In rebuttal to several speakers in op¬ 
position, Hopkins challenged the value of 
the 150 signatures on the oppositon 
petition and said many of the names were 
from the same families. 

Hopkins said there are only 36 abutters 
to the property, and some of them were 
among the 286 signers in favor of his 
development. He did not have the 
signatures with him but said he would 
bring them to the Oct. 11 meeting. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas 
commented at the committee meeting 
later that "a great deal of work remains 
to be done." 

Compliance with the city’s "10 percent 
ordinance," which requires developers to 
provide low-income housing equal to 10 
percent of their new apartments or make 
a financial contribution in lieu of housing' 
will pose a problem to the committee. 

If the land is rezoned to Residence D, 
according to Thomas, the 10 percent 
ordinance would not apply, since it comes 
into play only when the density is in¬ 
creased by permission of the Board of 
Aldermen beyond that normally allowed. 

In the case of the Murley-Hopkins 
development, the 100 units would not be 
more than allowable in Residence D.

Bellevue neighborhood feel that an or¬ 
derly facility would do much to alleviate 
the severe traffic problem on the loop 
around Howard Johnson's. 

Peter McManmon of SOM explained 
that heretofore the state has always 
refused to help on the Centre Street- 
Washington Street "rotary" because it 
said the rotary was the city's problem. 

Now. McManmon. said, the Central 
Transportation Planning Staff has agreed 
at least to review some of SOM’s findings 
on the rotary. 

"After all," McManmon said, "we 
wouldn't have the problem without the 
Turnpike." 

A bus facibty could also provide a 
pedestrian bridge or other safe crossing 
for people walking from Washington 
Street to the other side of the Turnpike. 

The crossing that exists now, between 
the front of Howard Johnson and the 
parking garage, "seems like 
trespassing," McManmon observed. 

Problems m housing were perceived by 


residents attending the meeting as 
mainly the lack of zoning enforcement. 

Residents are greatly disturbed by the 
illegal conversion of single-family houses 
to two- and three-family occupancy. In 
addition to the obvious changes wrought 
by some of this use, there is the lack of 
inspection and control over heating, 
plumbing, wiring and egress, Chalfen 
noted. 

"The city is riddled with unsafe ac¬ 
commodations," Chalfen said. "There 
has to be citywide recognition of illegal 
apartments," he said, which have been 
estimated at 5000. 

SOM is trying to interest neighborhoods 
in conversion, with strict safeguards, of 
some of the large old houses, which it 
feels will deteriorate unless conversion is 
allowed. 

Planner Edward Tsoi of SOM also 
believes that if all zoning and building 
codes are strictly enforced, the result 
may be demolition of some of the grand 
old houses and construction of smaller 
houses on smaller lots that would not be 


in keeping with the Newton Comer at¬ 
mosphere. 

"The solution," Tsoi warned, “is not to 
keep every house in Newton Corner 
not like the condition of the parks, 
especially Burr Park, the largest. 

Suggestions were made for a better 
arrangement of Burr Park's playing 
areas and areas of less intensive use, as 
well as the provision of better benches 
and improvement of landscaping in all 
parks. 

The final meeting of the neighborhoods 
will be for Hunnewell Hill neighborhood 
at 8 p.m., Thursday, Oct. 13, at the Eliot 
Church. All Newton Comer residents are 
invited.(For further information call 
Peter McManmon at 261-5697.)

House passes bill requiring 
readable insurance policies 


The Massachusetts House of 
Representatives has given 
approval to legislation that 
would require insurance policy 
forms to be written in an easily 
understood manner. 

Rep. Lois G. Pines, author of 
the bill, was cautiously op¬ 
timistic that the Senate would 
act favorably on the bill 
shortly. 

According to Pines, who has 
been working for reform in this 
area since 1973, intense 
negotiations have resulted in 
the domestic life insurance 
industry dropping its 
previously staunch opposition 
to the bill, thus clearing the 
path for legislative approval. 

“There is overwhelming 
evidence that millions of 
consumers are unable to un¬ 
derstand, or interpret their 
insurance coverage because of 
the unnecessarily technical 
and legalistic . language in the 
insurance policy. This bill will 
dramatically increase the 


readability of all policy forms 
sold in the Commonwealth,” 
Pines said. 

In a 1974 Harris poll 89 
percent of those surveyed 
believed themselves to be 
incapable of understanding the 
nature of their insurance 
protection through reading 
their policies. 

Rep. Pines also announced 
her intention to file legislation 
for next year requiring a broad 
range of consumer contracts 
including leases and retail 
installment loan agreements, 
to be wTitten in nontechnical, 
comprehensible language. 

The bill passed by the House 
would require insurance policy 
forms to be written in type (ten 
point, two points leaded) large 
enough to be easily read. 

In addition, each policy form 
must achieve a minimum score 
of 55 on the Flesch readability 
test, meaning that the 
document should be com¬ 
prehensible to an individual

An intensified lead-paint 
testing program was begun 
this week by the Newton Health 
Department. 

The project will include 
testing of owner-occupied and 
rental housing for the presence 
of lead paint and informing the

Since much of Newton's 
housing was built before lead- 
based paint was banned, the 
presence of lead paint in its 
housing is a potentially serious 
and widespread problem. 

This project will begin by 
offering Inspections of all 
dwellings in selected target 
areas, such as neighborhoods 
where cases of lead poisoning 
have been found and com¬ 
munity-development-desig¬ 
nated areas, and to selected 
groups, such as tenants who 
request inspection of rental 
housing. Inspection will be 
offered to other areas of the 
city if possible. 

The Health Department has 
the legal authority through 
state and local laws to require 
removal of lead paint by the 
owner-landlord and con¬ 
sequently can make a 
signigicant contribution to the 
health of children in these 
areas. The availability of 
testing will be publicized in 
local neighborhoods by 


CETA has special training 
for 60 permanent jobs 


On-the-job training under the 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA) is a 
“hands on" training program 
which offers permanent 
private employment to CETA 
eligible persons after the 
training period. 

“This is one of the most ef¬ 
fective methods of getting 
unemployed persons back Into 
the private system as valuable, 
trained personnel," said 
Mayor Theodore Mann, 
chairman of the Newton Area 
CETA. 

Over 60 positions are 
currently on file at the CETA 
Training and Job Center, 141 
Moody St., Waltham. These 
pay between 33 and 34 per hour 
during the training period and 
a ten percent raise is 


guaranteed at the end of that 
time. 

One program, offered by 
Metropolitan Coach Co., 
Newton, will provide training 
for eight school bus drivers, 
giving them the necessary 
preparation for Class II Motor 
Vehicle Licenses. A Class II 
license also allows the holder to 
drive a truck. 

Participants in this 20-hour 
training program will receive 
34.50 per hour. 

As with most on-the-job 
training programs, trainees 
will be hired by the coach 
company and will continue 
their employment once the 
training period has been 
completed. 

There are other openings for 
plumbers’ apprentices, payroll 


clerks, lab testers, baker 
trainees, data entry operators, 
clerks, product assemblers, 
electro-mechanical assemb¬ 
lers and many more. 

To be eligible for this and 
other CETA training 
programs, applicants must 
have been unemployed at least 
30 days and meet the Federal 
low income guidelines. 

Special consideration will be 
given to those who have 
demonstrated problems in 


finding jobs such as a physical 
or emotional handicap, being a 
member of a minority group, a 
special veteran, a law of¬ 
fender, a welfare recipient, a 
high school dropout, a single 
parent with dependents, a 
person with limited English- 
speaking ability, or a person 
over 45. 

Applicants must also llVe in 
one of the ten communities 
served by Newton Area CETA.

“Only when people of 
all ages recognize this, and 
individually do something 
about it, will this nation’s fire 
toll be reduced significantly.” 

As it is now, Chief Preble 
reports, in one year in the 
United States an estimated 
11,700 lives are lost in 2,694,000

The real tragedy of this 
annual toll of fire, Chief Preble 
points out, is that most of these 
disasters could be prevented. 
Start now by making it a habit 
always to be careful with 
smoking materials and mat¬ 
ches, the Number 1 cause of 
building fires; to properly 
maintain and use electrical 
apparatus and all heating and 
cooking equipment; to take 
special precautions with open 
flames and sparks; and to 
observe safe procedures with 
flammable liquids. 

"The nation’s fire loss record 
in terms of both lives and 
property, can be substantially 
reduced,” says Chief Preble — 
"If everyone seriously tries to 
develop- fire-safe habits at 
home and on the job, if 
everyone acts as if every week 
were Fire Prevention Week.”

Energy-saving program planned 
for municipal buildings 


Plans for an energy con¬ 
servation program in Newton's 
municipal buildings were 
announced this week by Mayor 
Theodore Mann. 

Building Commissioner 
Allan B. Fraser has been ap¬ 
pointed to serve as energy 
conservation manager 
(coordinator) of the long-term 
program, which is designed to 
save up to 30 percent over 
current energy use. 

"We expect that energy 
prices will rise again this 
year,” Mayor Mann said. 


"This program will soften the 
impact of these pressures on 
our budget. Many Newton 
people have turned down their 
thermostats and taken other 
energy-saving steps in their 
homes. We have an obligation 
to take these steps In our public 
buildings.”

Checks for combined grants 
from the Mutual Bank for 
Savings and the National 
Historical Publications and 
Records Commission in 
Washington, D.C., totaling 
$37,400, have been received by 
Historic Newton, Inc., the 
corporate extension of the 
Newton Historical Com¬ 
mission. 

The money will be used to 
fund a professional archivist 
for a 2 ‘■i-year period to 
organize, inventory and 
catalog the municipal archives 
of Newton and to treat for 
preservation those records in 
need of it. 

The archives of Newton now 
in City Hall form an extensive 
and complete record of the 
development of this city from 
1679, when the General Court of 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
gave permission to the small 
group of residents here to begin 
town meetings pending formal 
incorporation which took place 
in 1688. 

The records to be inventoried 
will cover some 15 depart¬ 
ments. Among them will be 
those of the city clerk, 
assessors, street, school, 
health, engineering and 
building departments. 

Newton has a history more 
varied than most of its citizens 
realize. Beginning as a colonial 
farming community, Newton 
was thrust early into the 
American industrial revolution 
by the several waterfalls of the 
Charles River. Three of its 
villages developed as in¬ 
dustrial communities in the 
1820s: Newton Upper Falls, 
Newton Lower Falls and 
Nonantum. Immigrants from a 
variety of nations were at¬ 
tracted to these villages to 
work at the paper, iron rolling 
and textile mills. 

The introduction of the 
railroad through the northern 
half of the city in 1834 led to its 
very early suburbanization, 
which has been growing 
continuously to this day. This 
early suburbanization at¬ 
tracted some of the most 
imaginative and creative in¬ 
tellectuals of the 19th century 
even as it does today: Horace 
Mann’ Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
Elizabeth Peabody, Alexander 
Graham Bell, Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, Nathaniel Allen, 
Celia Thaxter, and others. An 
early tract refers to "those 
incendiaries and radicals of 
West Newton."

BOW.N.H. (UPI)-Sharing 
Mama's mustard with local 
customers turned Frank and 
Laura Gregory's farm produce 
business into a national enter¬ 
prise. 

Their Greylore Farms mus¬ 
tard whipped up from Laura's 
mother's recipe now is sold in 
stores in a variety of states and 
they ship food gift packages 
around the country and to 
England, France and New 
Zealand every year. 

It all started when someone 
reneged on a verbal contract to 
buy 100 baby pigs for an Easter 
celebration. 

The Gregorys, who 
previously had tried sheep, 
chickens and cows, were just 
entering into the hog raising 
business. They found them¬ 
selves broke in springtime with 
a hundred piglets and no 
capital. Their banker 
suggested they raise the piglets 
to slaughter size and cure and 
sell their own ham and bacon. 

"We tried it and it came out 
pretty well,” Mrs. Gregory 
, recalls. At Easter, when they 
, sold the most hams, she 
whipped up some of the spiced 
mustard her mother invented, 
put it in little plastic jars, and 
presented one with each ham 
as a gift. 

Within two months they were 
inundated with letters and 
telephone calls asking where 
more mustard could be ob¬ 
tained She made som,’ more in 
the back kitchen, her husband 
found a few local stores to sell 
the mustard, “and from there 
it just took off.” 

They found a Boston dis¬ 
tributor, got into several 
supermarket chains, added 
sales through stores in Flordia, 
Texas, Pennsylvania, Tennes¬ 
see, Michigan and a growing 
list of states. "I just had a 
request the other day from > 
Phoenix," she said. 

Mrs. Gregory said her 
mother, Christina Wollrath, 
'was a fabulous cook. She 
would always whip up a fresh 
little bowl of mustard for my 
father, who loved it.” 

It's good on ham, and Mrs. 
Gregory says it is good in 
cooking, too. “If you spread it 
. on a hamburger before you 
cook it, it gives a lovely taste, 
but it doesn’t taste like 
mustard." 

The recipe is a trade secret, 
but Mrs. Gregory will say the 
mustard is uncooked, contains 
spices, and is made of a special 
and expensive blend of 
mustard flour. 

Greylore Farms almost went 
under when its Boston mustard 
supplier went bankrupt. Other 
mustard flours "were awful,” 
Mrs. Gregory said. Finally her 
husband found the bankrupt 
firm’s chemist, who said his 
company had imported the 
mustard from a company in 
I Hamilton, Ontario. 

One Christmas Mrs. Gregory 
I made homemade pickles and 
jams for presents. Her 
husband made little baskets for 
them, and decided they looked 
so nice, they should try selling 
them. 

The business soon expanded 
out of the living room in their 
1810 house and into a new shop 
across the road. Soon they 
were selling pickles, relishes, 
cheese, meats, their own 
maple syrup and local hand¬ 
crafts. People came from 
miles for sleighrides and 1 
hayrides, and school children I 
were bused in to see maple 
syrup made the old fashioned | 
way, the sap collected by hand I 
and boiled down over a wood ( 
fire. I 

Mrs. Gregory said they 
called the new shop 
"Salmagundi" a word meaning I 
a salad made of any mixture of 
things, "because we were 
selling a mixture of country 
living." 

In January of 1974, the, 
Greylore Barn burned down, j 
almost taking the house with it. 
Town civic groups got together 
and informed the Gregorys 
they would raise a new barn for 
them. Frank Gregory worked 
all winter cutting boards and 
planning the structure, and in 
September up it went. In one 
day it was complete to the 
rafters and the walls were 
boarded in. 

Last year the Uregorys 
thought of retirement, and sold 
the mustard operation to a 
Connecticut firm. Four months 
later, Frank died. 

Mrs. Gregory has no children 
or brothers and sisters and 
finds she can’t manage sin¬ 
glehanded. She has the 
business on the market and 
hopes she can find someone 
who wants to carry it on. 

"1 would liate to see the place 
cut up for house lots,” she said.

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Federal funds awarded 
for fixing streets 


Newton has been successful 
In obtaining approval of the 
federal Economic Develop¬ 
ment Administration and 
award of a grant in the amount 
of $730,000 to aid in the 
reconstruction of city streets. 
Mayor Theodore Mann an¬ 
nounced Monday. 

The reconstruction work will 
consist of removement and 
replacement of the base and 
pavement.

Taxpayers' Assn, supports CDC 


The directors of the Newton 
Taxpayers’ Association at 
their most recent meeting 
voted approval of the police- 
fire central dispatch center 
recommended by the mayor’ 
Lorenz F. Muther, Jr., the 
association's executive 
director, reported this week. 

The dispatch center was 
approved and financed by the 
Board of Aldermen by a 17-7 
via a five-year bond issue. 

The basis for the decision 
was that although the directors 
were dubious that all the 
savings claimed as being 
obtainable by installing the

the Taxpayers’ board felt. 
Also, in view of the offsets, 
borrowing, even for equip¬ 
ment, in this case could be 
approved, concluded Muther.

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Jan Fontein believes in sharing art 


At the Museum of Fine Arts, life has been a series of 
triumphs lately— most of them engineered by Jan Fonteir. 
of Newton who is the director. Inside the staff is 
exhilerated. Outside, there is a growing rapprochement 
between the museum and an enthusiastic public. Fontein 
has had a galvanic effect on the 107 year old institution. 

Outwardly relaxed, occasionally flashing a grin, Fontein 
maintains an incredible pace. On the day of this interview, 
an old friend from the Royal Ontario Museum paid him a 
surprise visit. During the interview he was interrupted by 
an invitation to see a taped television newscast on a recent 
museum exhibit, "Tapestry in Sharp Focus.” "That was 
the best coverage we've ever had," enthused Fontein. 

At five p.m. there were still people waitinq to see him in 
another part of the museum and a sheaf of letters, including 
one to Joan Mondale, were waiting to be signed. 

Only someone who loves what he is doing can move 
through a day like Fontein. Fontein, a scholar with an in¬ 
ternational reputation, about whom it is said "he knows 
everyone there is to know," delights in people and in the 
sharing process. 

For too long art has been a value only to some—today 
there is the realization that art who should be a value for all. 
For visitors without an extensive background in art, or with 
no background at all, that time spent in a museum can be 
enhanced by the staff members. A good staff, says Fontein, 
"are people with scholarly training, who also have an in¬ 
terest in sharing with the public—they should be able to 
explain in coherent fashion to laymen." 

Fontein’s philosophy "we must broaden our base of 
support" coincides with the museum’s $19.5 million drive to 
modernize the museum, add a wing, and inst a climate 
control system. 

The climate control is needed to preserve what the 
museum has. The extra room is badly needed to for the 
museum to be able to properly present what it has. “Art 
can't teach, if it can't be seen," says Fontein. 

Fontein came to the job of director with impressive 
credentials. He is a leading expert on Asian art and skilled 
in Chinese and Japanese languages. Specializing in 
Southeast Asian art, he has been a visiting lecturer on Fine 
Arts at Harvard University. He has appeared on local and 
national television and has lectured on Asian art throughout 
the United States. 

The work of director, he says, "requires artistic 
judgement and that part I am prepared for—the other part 
I will learn." The “other part” is the administrative part. 
Fontein is "hoping to run the museum in such a way" that 
the creative talents of the staff are unleashed. 

"The director gives people confidence and creates a 
psychological climate and a means of communication that 
can stimulate creative work." 

Exhibits such as the present one at the museum featuring 
Thracian treasures from Bulgaria demonstrate he is doing 
this. Getting the treasures to Boston was considered by 
many to be a "coup" since they were had been at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Fine Arts and were presumably 
scheduled to return to Bulgaria. 

Fontein successfully negotiated for the exhibit thus 
making Boston only the second city in the United States to 
have these archeological treasures. 

Fontein was not satisfied to simply display the items 
which included a spectacular gold and silver drinking 
vessel, jewelry and ornaments from chariots and harnesses 
and an array of bronze armour. Homer had written in "The 
Uliad” that when the Thracian king arrived,' his armour 
was “golden and gigantic, a wonder to look on...gold not for 
mere mortals but for the immortal gods." 

Yet it was gold fashioned by humans for humans. Fontein 
wanted visitors to the museum to get an idea of the en¬ 
vironment from which these treasures came and "to see art 
as something made by the people." Thus he arranged for a 
film made by the British Broadcasting Company showing 
the pieces and the farmers who had dug up these pieces, 
some as recently as 1974, 

What adds to the exhibit's excitement is that there is a 
reproduction of an ancient Thracian tomb, or burial mound, 
similar to those in which the pieces were discovered. 
Fontein believed if people could see the tomb, they could get 
a better grasp of what they were seeing, and view the ob¬ 
jects with historical perspective. 

Although at the time of the interview, the exhibit was not 
yet ready, Fontein was already talking about the future. 
"Next year we plan an Irish exhibit." Ideas for exhibits, 
which have "budgetary restraints,” are always being

presented to him. While exhibits are planned in advance, 
"we don't want to be too rigid —we want to be able to take 
advantage of unexpected opportunities.” 

Museums can use exhibits put together by someone else, 
which Fontein calls "canned” exhibits or the people in the 
museum “start from scratch.” “We try to keep a 
reasonable mixture between the two types.” 

He also stressed the importance of an exhibit which 
utilizes museum objects from its own collection. Through 
that kind of exhibit, he says "we can throw new light and 
give our members a better understanding of that collec¬ 
tion.” 

"Our basic task is to interpret for the public—so they can 
enjoy our own permanent collection." 

Since the "great time for adding is over," Fonteins sees 
the museum’s first priority as "not more—but displaying 
what we have in a better light.” He does envision expanding 
in the area of contemporary art and "we may try Pre- 
Colombian and primitive art." 


Things in storage in the basement are not "lost,” says 
Fontein, they are "recycled." They are also studied by "a 
much larger group than people think and we hardly have a 
day that someone doesn’t ask to see something in the 
basement.” 

The museum assembles exhibits for museums without 
collections and these exhibits travel to other states. 
"Instead of competing for the last few pieces in the art 
market, it is more sensible to send the pieces around.” 

He recently returned from Ladakh, in the Himalayas’ the 
place he selected for his vacation. He chose Ladakh 
because of his interest in Oriental Art and because he en¬ 
joys mountain climbing..."well, not exactly mountain 
climbing, but trekking” up to 13,000 feet. He also chose 
Ladakh, a "barren, desolate country with green patches,” 
as a retreat

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German American Legion posts may lose slot machine income 


FRANKFURT, West Germa¬ 
ny (UPI) — posts operated by 
the American Legion in West 
Germany may lose the slot 
machines which subsidize both 
their club operations and their 
patriotic and charitable ac¬ 
tivities. 

One post also is in trouble for 
non-payment of taxes, while 
the post in West Berlin has 
been ordered to hold a new 
election in the wake of a 
management dispute. 

William "Bo” R. Williams, 
an Army E-7 (sergeant first 
class) who is Commander of 
the legion’s Department of 
France, which includes all of 
the Legion's posts in Europe, 
agrees some of them are in 
difficulty. 

"There are problems," Wil¬ 
liams said in an interview. 
"We’re aware of them. And 
we’re going to take positive 
action. Some action we’re 
taking today. Some things are 
programmed. But it is not that 
we’re sitting here with the 
shutters pulled or that we 
ca/inot see the trees for the 
forest. We know the problem, 
we have identified the 
problem, and action is to be 
taken. It is planned action." 

About 10 of the 19 Legion 
posts in West Germany and 


West Berlin support their club, 
patriotic and charitable activi¬ 
ties in part from the proceeds 
of American-made "one- 
armed bandit" slot machines. 

But the Interior Ministry of 
the State of Hesse, in which a 
large part of the American 
Army in Germany is stationed 
and where a number of the 
Legion’s posts are located, 
earlier this year declared the 
slot machines illegal and or¬ 
dered police to remove them by 
July 15. 

Concessionaires who operate 
restaurant, bar and slot ma¬ 
chine facilities in the Legion 
clubs appealed the decision. 

Franz Nowak, the respon¬ 
sible official in the Hessian 
State Ministry of Interior, says 
he instructed police to return 
slot machines to the clubs from 
which they had been removed 
and allow them to continue in 
use there pending outcome of 
the concessionaires' appeal. 

"We have taken due pro¬ 
cess," says Williams. “What 
we did was to stay the order. 
But if they say take them out. 
we take them out."

India battles bottle; 
a call for prohibition 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) - 
India has launched another of 
its battles against the bottle, 
this time with the personal 
encouragement of a teetotaler 
prime minister. 

“There has to be prohibition 
by law and total prohibition," 
Premier Morarji Desai said in 
a recent speech that brought 
groans from the parched 
throats of hotel owners, tourist 
officials and everyday tipplers. 

Desai, 81, is a puritanical 
man who shuns alcohol, ciga¬ 
rettes and most foods except 
fruits and nuts. He counts 
himself an associate' and 
follower of the late Mohandas 
Gandhi, architect of India's 
independence and a lifelong 
campaigner against the demon 
rum. 

Desai, who took office last 
“ March, told state government 
officials India should be com¬ 
pletely dry "within a 
maximum of four years." 

Although prohibition would 
cost India an estimated $500 
million or more in annual 
taxes, Desai says that’s no 
argument against a ban on 
liquor because such money is 
tainted. 

"Would you commit a rob¬ 
bery to raise money for 
building a hospital?" he asks. 

Desai contends that only 
about 15 percent of India’s 625 
million citizens drink now. For 
one thing, it’s an expensive 
habit in a poor country. 

Imported Scotch can cost 525 
to $50 per fifth in government- 
licensed shops. 

Indian whiskey, which can 
give a Westerner a headache 
with the first sip, costs about $5 
a bottle. Beer, some of which is 
passable, runs a bit under $1. 
The wine is a little less subtle 
than kerosene and would be 
over priced even if free. 

Each year hundreds, if not 
thousands, of Indians kill 
themselves drinking vile and 
lethal concoctions of furniture 
polish or derivatives of methyl 
alcohol. 

There are no western-style 
bars, although the hotels 
catering to tourists do have 
bars attached. Indians can 
drink there except on "dry 
days," which used to be 
Wednesdays and the first and 
last days of each month. But 
the dry days are changed often 
enough to confuse the most 
dedicated alcoholic. 

The loudest cries against 
prohibition, aside from those of 
Indian journalists, have come 
from people in the tourist 
trade. 

"Prohibition will definitely 
affect tourism," one travel 
agency executive said. 

"Foreigners are so used to 
their drinks that they will not 
accept its absence. From our 
experience in Tamil Nadu, 
where tourists have to get 
special permits for liquor, we 
know that if there is total 
prohibition they are going to 
think twice before coming to 
India." 

Tamil Nadu, the southern 
state formerly known as 
Madras, and Gujurat, the 
western state that was home to 
Mahatma Gandhi and Desai, 
are the only two of India’s 22 
states that are now dry 

•Of Course I'm an 
alcoholic," a senior Tamil 
Nadu government official 
laughed in an interview earlier 


this year. He explained that 
anyone knowing the right 
doctor could buy a certificate 
of alcoholism for about $5, 
which entitles him to drink 
legally. "All my closest friends 
are alcoholics, too," he said. 

The system has since been 
changed, with permits now 
coming from the prohibition 
commissioner and government 
officials barred from drinking. 
But to beat the new rules, 
Tamil Nadu residents hurried 
to get certificates while they 
could. The number of permits 
was 27,000 on March 31, 1976. It 
shot up to 59,000 a year later. 

Desai has long been a chief 
speaker at sessions of one or 
another of India’s prohibition 
groups. His autobiography is 
riddled with tales of the harm 
done to poor people by drink. 

As chief minister of what was 
then the state of Bombay, 
Desai introduced prohibition 
two decades ago. The city itself 
now is partially wet, with a 
patchwork of rules about who 
can buy what sort of alcohol 
where. 

Desai says that when Soviet 
leader Nikita Khrushchev 
came to Bombay in 1955 he was 
issued a liquor permit but 
didn't use it. He said Khrush¬ 
chev praised the prohibition 
policy and expressed the wish 
it could be introduced in the 
Soviet Union. 

The drive for prohibition is a 
periodic one in India. Two 
years ago the government of 
then Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi announced a 12-point 
program to culminate in a dry 
nation, but nothing came of it. 

India’s brewers, tourism 
officials and drinkers hope the 
same thing happens this time. 
But, in view of Desai's well- 
known feelings, no one is 
betting on it.

Air Force base, confirmed that 
"we have a stay of execution, 
our basis being that we are a 
private club, we are not open to 
the German public, and that 
therefore the (German) public 
safety regulations don't really 
bind a Legion post home." 

Nowak counters that the 
Legion is subject to all West 
German laws and that the law 
forbidding "high win-high loss 
automatic gambling devices” 
applies to private clubs, too. 

The outcome of the dispute 
will affect the Legion’s future 
in Germany because income 
from the slot machines allows 
post "home" concessionaires 
to offer food and drink at prices 
below those charged by mili¬ 
tary clubs on U.S. military 
bases or by German clubs and 
helps to pay the costs of the 
Legion’s many patriotic and 
charitable activities. 

Founded in 1919, the Ameri¬ 
can Legion is the oldest and, 
with 2.6 million members, the 
largest U.S. veterans organiza¬ 
tion. Membership is open to 


soldiers, present and former, 
who served during World Wars 
I or II, or during the Korean or 
Vietnam conflicts. 

The Department of France 
comprises all of the Legion's 24 
posts in Europe —19 of them in 
West Germany and West 
Berlin. Williams, assigned to 
the 32nd Army Air Defense 
Command in Darmstadt, 
became Department Com¬ 
mander on June 26, to serve for 
one year. 

In addition to the possibility 
of losing the slot machines now 
in the clubs. Williams is coping 
with a tax problem that 
developed in Bitburg, with a 
management dispute in West 
Berlin, and with a membership 
problem in Hanau. 

Bitburg Post No. 20, located 
in the middle of a complex of 
U.S. military bases in the Eifel 
Mountains, is the largest post 
in the department, with 2,200 
members. 

Early in 1973. the Bitburg 
Post decided to install slot 
machines. 


Robert H. Winkler, com¬ 
mander of the Bitburg Post, 
says that because the post 
could not afford them, "several 
individuals went together to 
purchase slot machines, and 
our Legion benefits to the tune 
of about $3,000 to $4,000 a 
month from them.” 

Winkler became Involved in 
Legion affairs in Bitburg in 
1971, nine years after the post 
was formed. 

’The regime at that time (in 
1962), through ignorance, did 
not nor did they ever consider 
registering themselves to pay 
taxes," Winkler said in an 
interview. "They were not ever 
told at any time that while they 
were domiciled on the (Ger¬ 
man) economy, that they had 
to pay German taxes. 

"About 1974, when I was in 
my life Insurance office in 
Bitburg, a gentleman came up 
to me and said he wanted to 
talk to me about the Legion's 
tax situation and I said we 
didn’t pay any. He said, 'don’t 


you think it's a bit late?’ He 
then started throwing out 
figures like 110,000 marks, 
200,000 marks, 280,000 marks, 
that was the highest figure he 
gave me." 

The argument with the tax 
office has raged since then. 
Winkler says the Bitburg post 
now withholds wage taxes from 
its employees' pay and in 
addition pays business tax and 
turnover tax. At the same time, 
it is depositing a sum of money 
toward whatever delinquent 
tax payment will have to be 
made The German tax 
authorities wiped out the 
period from 1962 through 1972 
and are talking only about 
taxes due from Jan. 1, 1973, 
which may amount to about 
85,000 marks ($36,600), Winkler 
said. 

Although the state'»f«aijme- 
land-Palatinate, in which BIT 1 ' 
burg is located, has not yet 
moved against the slot ma¬ 
chines, it may feel obliged to 
follow Hesse's lead. 


Winkler says that would be a 
black day for the legion. 

"We’re giving people what 
they want — good food, hands, 
a decent facility — because of 
our slot machines. Yes, we 
have slots. Yes, we have Monte 
Carlo night. But our people 
want that, too. And more than 
that, it's controlled.” 

Helmut Spangenthal, a 
publisher’s representative who 
is a member of the National 
Executive Committee and is 
one of 58 members who 
represent the Department of 
France at National Con¬ 
ventions, is angry because 
critics think the Legion is 
operating slot machines. 

"The American Legion has 
no slot machines," Spangen¬ 
thal says. 

Jack Legg, a businessman 
who is commander of Rhein 
Main Post 5, explains that the 
concessionaires operate all of 
the facilities in a Post "home" 
and pay the post a fee, thus 
providing income for the Post's 


patriotic and charitable ac¬ 
tivities. 

These activities include 
sacred torch ceremonies, 
annual visits to Bastognc, a 
Patton March, care and 
decoration of U.S. cemeteries 
and monuments to Americans, 
support of Scout and athletic 
programs, contributions to 
schools for handicapped chil¬ 
dren, aid to needy veterans and 
orphans. 

“You go to an American 
Legion home in the United 
States — and there are 16,000 of 
them — and they all have some 
kind of funds generator which 
has nothing to do with the 
American Legion." 
Spangenthal says. "You have 
got to raise some money to 
support your programs. But 
this is not the American 
Legion. The American Legion 
sees that It gets some kind of 
income to support its 
programs." 

Rhein Main Post No. 5 leases 
the club building.

First Lady makes strong 

plea for needs of the mentally ill

Rosalynn Carter, dedicating 
the Mailman Research Center 
of McLean Hospital in Belmont 
this week, played her role of 
First Lady with grace. But her 
dedication speech, delivered in 
her gentle southern voice, 
made some strong points for 
the cause of mental health. 

She denounced the stigma 
attached to the mentally ill, 
telling her audience that “You 
and I together can speak out 
forcefully about the need to 
erase the stigma connected 
with mental illness — and the 
need for communities to 
support in every sense of the 
word — those who have been ... 
afflicted.” 

She felt that the "crucial 
nature of basic research” 
needs to be made clear to the 
public, which does not always 
understand how such an ab¬ 
stract concept can relieve the 
suffering of a friend or 
relative. 

As honorary chairman of the 
President's Commission on 
Mental Health, Mrs. Carter is 
concerned that one out of four 
families in the United States is 
directly touched by mental 
illness. 

"We spend $17 billion a year 
on mental health care and only 
one half of one per cent of that 
goes to support basic 
research." In its proposed 
budget, the Commission has 
requested increased funding 
for basic reseach, although this 
is the only area m which they 
ask for more money. 

Mrs. Carter made the 
keynote speech of the 
dedication on the McLean 
Hospital grounds to an 


audience of a thousand who 
gained admission to the huge 
tent in Upham .Bowl only after 
elaborate scrutiny by droves of 
security agents and police. She 
was wel8comed by Mrs. Kitty 
Dukakis, first lady of the 
Commonwealth, and among 
her audience were members of 
the Mailman family, whose 
philanthropic foundation gave 
$1 million of the $3.28 million 
raised through private gifts to 
complete the research center 
last spring. 

After her speech, Mrs. 
Carter was given a private tour 
of the handsome new 
laboratories, built to straddle 
McLean's exisiting research 
center, where, since 1945, 
scientists have been studying 
the function of the brain. 

The center's two 

collaborating laboratories are 
the Ralph Lowell Laboratory, 
composed of scientists already 
on the McLean staff, and the 
laboratories for Psychiatric 
Research, with members from 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital, Harvard and MIT. 
who have joined McLean. The 
center has a library, animal 
rooms, laboratories of many 
kinds, and quiet offices. It is 
touched with cheerful color and 
light from large windows. 
Studies deal with genetics, 
neuroanatomy, neurophar¬ 
macology, neurochemistry, 
psychology, and 
neuropathology. Dr. Seymour 
S. Kety, director of the 
Laboratories for Psychiatric 
Research, says that the center 
strikes a good balance between 
pure research and the clinical 
work which it does with 
patients. 

Mrs. Carter, dressed in a 


classic brown tailored suit and 
pumps, with a bow tied print 
blouse and simple gold ear 
hoops, said that the Com¬ 
mission on Mental Health had 
found it very difficult to define 
the scope of mental illness, 
because there are so many 
factors contributing to it. Her 
group also found that 
everywhere the stigma of 
mental illness made sufferers 
afraid to seek treatement. 
When they did, the stigma 
continued in the attitudes of 
those working with the patients 
inthe hospitals, and when the 
patient returned to the outside 
world, he carried the stigma 
with him. 

"We must talk about mental 
health," Mrs. Carter said. 
"People should know that 
everyone has the problem, but 
that mental illness can be 
cured like everything else." 
She favors the trend toward 
keeping mental patients in 
their own communities where 
they know people who are 
supportive. 

She feels "absolutely" that 
mental illness should be 
covered in a national health 
program, because it is "just 
another illness". 

Dr. Francis de Mameffe, 
director of McLean Hospital, 
and John E. Lawrence, 
chairman of the board of 
trustees of Massachusetts 
General Hospital, of which 
McLean is a division, both 
referred in their dedication 
remarks to Mrs. Carter’s 
previous involvement in 
mental health. She told the 
press conference that she had 
become interested in mental 
health when her husband was 
running for governor of 
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The Auburndale Club, 283 
Melrose St., Auburndale, will 
hold an outdoor flea market 
and crafts show on Saturday, 
Oct. 8 from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. for 
the benefit of the club.

KAILUA-KONA, Hawaii 
(UP*) — 1 went hunting in 
Hawaii and became known as 
"the great white hunter," not 
for prowess but for wearing 
white tennis hat and shirt 
guaranteed to scare off game. 

The experience served both 
to inflate and deflate the ego. 

Many Hawaiians think of 
their islands much as tourists 
do — a palm-shaded, beach- 
fronted, flower-bedecked 
paradise. 

They tend to forget that on 
the big island called Hawaii 
there also is wild sheep, goat 
and boar hunting. It is on 
rugged ground — the high lava 
flows of several volcanos. 

The game thrives on this 
rocky land, so forbidding even 
predators are scarce. And, in 
the tight-packed jungle of the 
rain forest below, there are 
larg^ numbers of wild turkey, 
partridge and pheasant. 

Gene Ramos, a tall, ruddy- 
complexioned small cattle 
rancher in a Hawaiian straw 
version of a Stetson, is perhaps 
the island's best known big 
game guide. His clientele come 
from such diverse 
backgrounds as Chicago, 
Texas, Africa, Pennsylvania 
and the Far East.

Hualalai, third largest of the 
island’s five volcanos. 

He is unlikely to forget the 
experience. He also is unlikely 
to again take so inexperienced 
a group. 

It started with some remarks 
about that tennis hat and shirt 
and a two-hour drive up a 
narrow track so rough the 
horses of paneolas (Hawaiian 
cowboys who also are allowed 
to hunt the private preserve) 
pick their way up the trail with 


difficulty. 

The truck cabin became 
stifling. In the rain forest, the 
windows were kept closed to 
protect against the jungle-like 
brush laiden with wild flowers. 
It is a beautiful — and very 
uncomfortable — drive. 

Ramos, 53, is strong, not 
silent. He describes the 
flowers, the game, the foibles 
he has encountered shepher¬ 
ding hunters and would-be 
hunters and how his grand¬ 


father came here from Por¬ 
tugal in the 18808, how his 
father built a 1,000-acre ranch 
here. 

"This flower here. There is a 
superstition. If you pick it, it 
will rain. I pick it. No rain. But 
better not pick it now. You 
never know about supersti¬ 
tions." 

A local policeman for 10 
years before he turned to 
ranching and the guide busi¬ 
ness, he talks of the need for 


effective conservation. 

Trophy game hunting, he 
says, is one way to practice it. 
It promotes growth of the 
flocks of wild Mauna Kea sheep 
and the herds of Spanish goat 
by removing older rams and 
billies; enabling younger ani¬ 
mals to take over and thus 
increasing reproduction. 

"ItV just commonsense," 
Ramos said. “I keep telling 
environmentalists that. But 
they don’t listen." 


"The sheep are an easier 
shot,” he said as the pickup 
climbed slowly out of the rain 
forest onto the lava slope. "The 
goats are very spooky. The 
smell of pipe smoke will spook 
them.” 

This pipe-smoking novice put 
out his pipe. 

"Goats are smart. They 
gather in the craters — their 
meeting place for talk-talk. 

"You look up at the crater 
rim. Sometimes you see a billy 


looking down at you. He is the 
lookout. But the female leads 
the herd. 

"Before you get a shot, they 
are gone. You get a goat, that is 
a challenge. The sheep, they 
are not so hard. But they are 
under cover during much of the 
day because of the heat. Their 
coats are so thick.” 

Several opportunities to 
shoot wild turkey in the ram 
forest pass without a kill. Dr. 
Louis Wolhuter, a South 
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African geologist is the one 
with hunting experience. He 
has trouble getting in position 
with the shotgun as they 
waddle into the brush. 

Now the pickup has reached 
the barren higher -slopes, 
almost entirely red and black 
lava and an occasional cactus, 
scrub brush or tree. The 
windows are open and the air is 
now fresh, but HelervChung of 
Hong Kong is already'car sick 
from the jouncing ride.

West, Fla., and flew across 90 
miles of water to Havana. 
Cuba, carrying sacks of mail in 
the first scheduled in¬ 
ternational flight by an 
American aircraft. 

Freshly painted on the side of 
the plane were three letters: 
PAA — which stood for Pan 
American Airways. Within 
three months the fledgling 
airline was flying passengers 
as well as mail and cargo on 
regular schedules across the 
Straits of Florida. 

It was a small beginning for 
what was to become one of the 
world's top international air 
carriers. Pan American World 
Airways' fleet of 100 jetliners 
now fly an average of 8.4 
million passengers annually to 
all corners of the world. 

To commemorate its 50th 
anniversary, and in what it 
says is a salute to the in¬ 
ternational air transport 
system, Pan Am will fly a 
Boeing 747SP jumbo jet on a 
record-setting round the world 
flight over the North and South 
Poles on Oct. 28 this year. 

Only 150 passengers will be 
carried on the flight in the 
longrange SP (Special Per¬ 
formance) four-engined 
jetliner. The announcement 
said seating will be restricted 
to 22 first-class and 128 
economy class to maximize the 
comfort for the round-the- 
world fliers. 

William T. Seawell, Pan Am 
chairman and chief executive 
officer, in announcing the flight 
said it was intended to “focus 
world attention to the scope, 
capability and human and 
technical achievements of 
today's global air network 
which has developed over the 
past half century to serve the 
world under the leadership of 
the U.S. flag airlines and U.S. 
aircraft and engine manufac¬ 
turers. - ' 

Seats on the flight will be 
available to the public on a 
__ first-come, first-served basis. 
Around the world fares would 
be $3,333 for first class and 
$2,222 for economy. 
Passengers will have the op¬ 
tion of flying the entire route or 
one or more sectors. 

The plane will take off from

Future Forecast 
The Reshaping of Man 
By United Press International 
The People Shapers, by 
Vance Packard. 

(Little, Brown, $12.50) 

In Aldous Huxley's brilliant 
“Brave New World," people 
are grown in hatcheries and 
bred to perform specific tasks. 
The level of intelligence is 
controlled by heredity and the 
amount of oxygen given the 
fetuses. A future sewer worker 
got a minimum of oxygen. 
People were trained by 
psychological techniques and 
drugs. 

Vance Packard tells how it 
all could come true. “Most of 
the techniques Huxley fanta¬ 
sized for the distant future (six 
centuries from now) are 
already becoming available or 
at least being forecast by 
reputable scientists,” he 
writes. 

Some of the projects, he 
says, “may make your skin 
crawl." He cites such plans as 
•'keeping people under sur¬ 
veillance by locking tran¬ 
smitters to their bodies, 
creating subhumans for menial 
work and as a source of spare 
parts for human bodies, 
transplanting heads, creating 
humans with four or more 
parents, and pacifying trou¬ 
blesome people, including chil¬ 
dren. by cutting into the 
brain." 

Shocking stuff, indeed. Pack¬ 
ard. the outraged social critic, 
has taken on his best subject 
since "The Hidden Per¬ 
suaders" and he tears into it 
like a voracious dog at a bone. 

He has talked to geneticists, 
psychosurgeons and 
behavioral psychologists such 
as B.F. Skinner, who once 
observed: "We have not yet 
seen what man can make of 
man." 

He also studies the new 
techniques of political, techni¬ 
cal and marketing 
professionals who are en¬ 
thusiastic about their ability to 
manipulate huge masses of 
people. 

Packard has little patience 
with these people controllers 
who he feels long to become a 
new elite. "The ascent of Man 
covered tens of thousands of 
years The reshaping of Man 
now under way can ociui 
within a few decades," lie 


San Francisco, fly over the 
North Pole to London, then on 
to Cape Town, South Africa, 
over the South Pole to 
Auckland, New Zealand, and 
then back to San Francisco. 
There will be stops of about two 
hours each in London, Cape 
Town and Auckland.

munications hookup. 

The announcement said 
passengers will be offered a 
wide range of in-flight ser¬ 
vices, including full meals and 
snacks on each of the four 
sectors, 24-hour bar service, 
selections of movies and 


various games and contests 
provided by four separate in¬ 
flight service crews. 

Entertainment will include a 
fashion show, strolling 
musician and a magician. 
There will be a hairdresser 
aboard for women, according 
to the announcement. 

United Airlines also ob¬ 
served a birthday this year — 
the 50th anniversary of tran¬ 


scontinental air service. It was 
on Sept. 1, 1927, that United’s 
predecessors — National Air 
Transport fNAT) and Boeing 
Air Transport (BAT) — linked 
up or the first time in Chicago, 
Ill., to provide direct ocean-to- 
ocean service. NAT flew the 
New York-Chicago route while 
BAT provided services bet¬ 
ween San Francisco and 
Chicago. 


The daring passengers of 50 
years ago flew in either the 
two-place cabin of single- 
engined Boeing 40As or atop 
mailbags in the front cargo pit 
of Douglas M4s, also single 
engined. The lone passenger 
had to wear goggles, a flying 
suit and a parachute. 

The flight between San 
Francisco and New York took 
32 hours, 15 minutes, with 15 


stops along the way. The fare 
for the flight over the original 
NAT-BAT cross-country route 
was $404. 

United noted that passengers 
today can fly non-stop from 
coast to coast in about five 
hours and one way fares are as 
low as around $170 via night 
coach. United has 364 jetplanes 
in its fleet today and flies about 
34 million passengers annually.

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Prison inmates earn and learn, producing variety of items

CHICAGO (UPI) - Illinois 
prison inmates no longer make 
license plates, but they earn up 
to *200 a month producing a 
wide variety of other items, 
including cigarettes, soap, 
clothes and furniture. 

Wages paid to the 800 
prisoners and 120 civilians in 
the Illinois Correctional Indus¬ 
tries program, including ICI 
Director Edmund H. Muth, 


come directly from the sales of 
the products - not out of the 
pockets of taxpayers. 

"We are very proud we 
receive no legislative sub¬ 
sidy." Muth said. "We try to 
run it as much like real fac¬ 
tories as possible so it is like a 
training program. 

"The ICI program is a good 
opportunity to teach... and also 
to address the terrible problem 


of idleness in prisons," he said. 

Unlike license plates, which 
now can be produced easily 
and cheaply by private in¬ 
dustry, items currently made 
in state prisons can be 
produced and sold at a cheaper 
price than comparable 
products In stores. 

Under state law, the prison 
products can be sold only to 
state and local government 


agencies. 

The program, near 
bankruptcy in the mid-1970s, 
had sales last year of $4.3 
million and a profit of $70,000. 
Sales this year are expected to 
be about $6 million, Muth said. 
Profits are invested back Into 
the program. 

The Menard Correctional 
Center at Chester has one of 
the most unusual factories in 


the state prison system. In¬ 
mates make filtered and un¬ 
filtered cigarettes and package 
them under the name 
Pyramid. They are sold at 16 
cents a pack to institutions, 
such as veterans and nursing 
homes. 

"I’ve been told by other 
people they taste pretty much 
like Camels," Muth, a nons¬ 
moker, said. 


Prisoners at Menard also 
make knitted garments, such 
as underwear and socks, and 
brooms, brushes and wax, 
concrete drain culverts and 
parking lot curbs, and they 
upholster furniture and main¬ 
tain a beef, dairy and swine 
farm. 

"We think we make the best 
brushes and brooms in the 
world." Muth said, adding that 


wax is also in great demand. 
"Just try to imagine the miles 
of state hospital and prison 
corridors in Illinois." 

Inmate clothing is made by 
prisoners at the Stateville 
Correctional Center near 
Joliet. They also make fur¬ 
niture and all kinds of soap, 
including both deodorant and 
non-deodorant bath soap. The 
laundry soap is "similar in

appearance to Ivory flakes," 
Muth said. 

Lumber for the furniture 
factory comes from a timber 
farm at the Vienna Correc-. 
tional Center. Most of the other 
raw materials used in the 
factories are bought from 
private industry. 

"We are a good customer for 
Illinois Industry," Muth said, 
noting the program spent $3.5 
million in buying raw 
materials last year. 

The largest factory produces 
highway signs at Pontiac. 
Inmates there also rebind 
books and make dentures. 

The Sheridan Correctional 
Center has a refinishing fac¬ 
tory for used furniture and the 
Joliet Correctional Center 
makes mattresses and bed¬ 
ding. 

A beef, dairy and swine farm 
is maintained at the Vandalia 
Correctional Center. The 
Vienna facility also has a beef 
farm to go along with its 
timber farm. 

The Dwight Correctional 
Center, a facility for women, 
has a garment factory where 
inmates "make a full line of 
clothes for the state’s mental 
institutions," Muth said. 

The women usually are paid 
more than men because they 
produce more. Muth said. He 
attributed the higher rate of 
productiorr-Li-Jhe "thrill" 
women inmates gerwhen they 
are able to send money to their 
children or other relatives. 

The ICI program "gives 
people an awareness that 
people are in state prisons and 
can do a good job ... that 
they’re not animals," Muth 
said. 

"He’s (the inmate’s) a 
valued employe. He’s called by 
name, not by number. Withput 
him, we wouldn’t get paid. 1 
think our guys do a helluva 
job." 

Muth said most of the in¬ 
mates save their money so they 
can live comfortably “on the 
outside” while searching for a 
job. 

“Illinois still sends inmates 
away with $75 and a bus ticket 
home.” he said.

Unfinished Journey, by 
Yehudi Menuhin. 

(Knopf, $12.50) 

Yehudi Menuhin is one of the 
great violinists of all times. He 
is also a first-rate storyteller. 

This book is a treasure house 
of andecdotes. Menuhin writes 
about his childhood — he didn’t 
really have one — his debut in 
the musical world at the age of 
seven in San Francisco, his 
concert tours as a teen-ager 
and, most important, his 
friendship with the contempo¬ 
rary masters. 

Menuhin knew most of them 
— Bela Bartok, Zoltan Kodaly, 
Jascha Heifetz, Dmitri Shos¬ 
takovich, Eugene Ormandy 
and David Oistrakh, to name a 
few. He befriended Bartok, 
perhaps the greatest composer 
of the 20th century, whom he 
met in 1942 as a “refugee, 
swept by the tide of war onto 
American shores, living in a 
New York tenement, ill, poor 
and known outside Hungary 
only to a happy few.” 

His writing is vivid, his 
observations to the point. This 
is how he compares Paris, New 
York and San Francisco: 

"San Francisco had gran¬ 
deur but owed it to nature’s 
setting, and wisely its human 
arhitects had not tried to 
compete. New York’s powerful 
personality derived from the 
abstractions of money and 
commerce, which downgraded 
its inhabitants to mobs, the city 
to a corral in which to herd 
them. Paris, in contrast, I 
found a city built for in¬ 
dividuals. There was space for 
human beings here, boule¬ 
vards, avenues and streets 
threaded the community like 
arteries and veins of living 
organism, and the buildings 
themselves seemed loved." 

Menuhin captivates the 
readers the same way he 
captures his audience in a 
symphony hall — by giving an 
emotional performance that 
borders on perfection.

Kings & lOO’s 
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Twelfth Night ' abounds with mirth

No, I do not own a piece of the 
Boston Shakespeare Company, 
even though what follows is 
another in a long series of good 
reviews for them. The latest 
production is "Twelfth Night." 

No comedy of Shakespeare's 
unites such abounding mirth 
and fine satire, with the charm 
of a poetical romance. It is the 
summing up of the several 
admirable qualities which 
appear in the joyous comedies, 
of which it forms the last. 

The Boston Shakespeare 
Company's characters come to 
life as fully robust and ardent 
as they were written. The 
company is improving in this, 
their third season. Their 
production of " Twelfth Night" 
evidences a very evident 
measure of polish. 

Paul Dunn plays Orsino with 
a lovesick, romantic fervor and 
gets some of the best laughs of 
the evening, for as Orsino talks 
a strikes a romantic phrase, he 
immediately writes it down. 

David Michael Bertie may 
well serve the BSC as their 
resident matinee idol even 
more so in the future, but for 
now merely dresses the stage 
as Sebastian. 

Ramon Ramos, as usual, 
lends fiery emotion, though 
this time in the minor role of 
Antonio. 

Steven B. Aveson finally 
comes into his own as Sir Toby 
Belch. Unlike most of the other 


company members, who've 
benefited from my pen in the 
past, I can't recall ever giving 
him anything but criticism. As 
the portly, imbibing bon 
vivant, Aveson smartly un¬ 
derplays his comedy, for his 
appearance and script are 
comic in their own right. He is 
a twinkle of delight upon the 
stage. 

Sterling Swann, out of the 
romantic lead and given a 
comic role for once, gives as 
always a stellar performance 
as the buffoon Aguecheek. 
Unlike Aveson. he has a ten¬ 
dency to overact but he is 
funny nonetheless. Whenever 
the team of Aveson and Swann 
are upon the stage, the stage 
lights up in mirth and 
merriment. 

With Maria and Malvolio, 
their midnight drinking scene 
was hilarious. Wiil Lebow is a 
terrific Malvolio, his deep 
voice and stuffiness only 
lending credence to his 
character. 

Tom Dinger gets somewhat 
of a promotion by playing 
Feste the fool. Until now- 
relegated to second banana 
roles, Dinger enjoys some of 
the best comic moments of the 
play. 

Alas, an unkind word must 
be said of Catherine Rust as the 
smug and snotty Olivia. The 
BSC might as well have had a 
beautiful statue upon the stage, 
for Rust only took up space. 


Viola was warmly played by 
Khorshed Dubash, but her 
appearance bore little 
resemblance to that of Bertie, 
who was supposed to be almost 
identical. This minor point 
strained the imagination. 

The BSC has a fine 
comedienne in S. Proctor-Gray 
who again offers a top-notch 
performance, this time as 
Maria. 

Fine background music 
provided by Robert Fiorentino 
lent much atmosphere to the 
play. 

Shakespeare provides some 
raucous one-liners in "Twelfth 
Night" that do nothing but 


bring down the house. Bill Cain 
once again offers his steady- 
hand in weaving this comedy, 
which for all intents and 
purposes may well serve as a 
showcase of the Boston 
Shakespeare Company at its 
best. Special mention must be 
given to readily adaptable set 
by Gail VanVoorhis. 

As has been said before, 
gather up whomever you 
please, friend, lover, spouse, or 
kiddie, and go to the BSC to see 
"Twelfth Night" at the Boston 
Shakespeare Compant Theatre 
at the corner of Marlborough 
and Berkeley Streets in the 
Back Bay.

CETA program at Bentley 
trains administrative assistants 


Sixteen participants from 
Newton, Waltham, Brookline, 
Needham, and Wellesley are 
upgrading their office skills 
through the Newton Area 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA) 
administrative assistant 
program currently being held 
at Bentley College, Waltham. 

The program, which will be 
repeated in the spring, is 
designed in two consecutive lb- 
week sections and covers six 
basic skill areas. Three are 
covered in each section, and 
participants receive a cer¬ 
tificate upon the successful 
completion of each course. An 
administrative assistant 
certificate is awarded upon the 
successful completion of all six 
courses. 

As with most CETA training, 
the administrative assistant 
program operates on a work- 
study basis. Participants go to 
school one day a week and use 
the skills they are learning in a 


job situation the rest of the 
week. Although the majority 
hold clerical positions in CETA 
temporary public-service jobs, 
three participants already hold 
on-the-job training positions as 
administrative assistants 
while they are completing their 
classes. 

The program is open to 
residents of the 10-towns 
served by Newton Area CETA 
which includes Newton, 
Waltham, Brookline, 
Needham, Bedford, Dover, 
I-exington, Lincoln, Weston, 
and Wellesley, who meet 
federal low-income family 
guidelines and have been 
unemployed 30 days or more. 

Priority is given to those with 
special handicaps which make 
getting a job particularly 
difficult. This could include 
physical and mental han¬ 
dicaps, being a member of a 
minority group, a special 
veteran, a law offender, a 


welfare recipient, a high school 
dropout, a single parent with 
dependents, a person with 
limited English-speaking 
ability or a person over 45. 

Participants must also have 
some prior office experience. 

The current 10-week section 
includes office management, 
accounting overview and 
business communications. The 
next section, scheduled for 
January, will cover business 
math, data processing con¬ 
cepts and managing concepts.

BROCKTON — Armand Columbo has finally got it right. 

The Brockton High head football coach has had trouble 
forecasting the results of Newton-Brockton football con¬ 
tests. In 1975 and 1976, Coach Columbo predicted big vic¬ 
tories for his charges, who subsequently fell to the Tigers 
194X1975) and 35-6 (1976). This year, taking no chances, the 
Boxers' mentor predicted that his team would lose. He was 
right, as Newton defeated Brockton for the third con¬ 
secutive time, 25-6. 

"Newton is much too strong a team for us," the Boxer 
mentor had stated prior to the game. 

Newton’s strength, however, did not lie in its size. While

DEFENSE 

As so often happens with Coach Norm Walker’s team's, it 


is the defense that is emphasized. 

"I feel that our defense is perhaps our most important 
unit," Coach Walker has stated. "When they are playing 
well they force mistakes by our opponents and set up the 
offense with good field position." 

So it was at Brockton's Rocky Marciano Stadium. While 
the Tigers' offensive unit was stalled with over 110 yards in 
penalties, Newton's defense held firm. 

Junior Eric DiMartino led the attack. The diminutive 
DiMartino, playing at the left end spot, was effective all 
day. From his recovery of the opening on side kickoff, to his 
mobile activity against the Boxers’ rushing game, 
DiMartino was one of the Tigers' defensive standouts. 

Also working to stop Brockton’s running game was 
linebacker Bob Donahue. Senior Donahue was Newton's 
number one "Stop Hcger” unit. Bob was mainly responsible 
for keeping Brockton fullback Rodney Heger (6'0", 215 lbs.) 
under control. The huge fullback was held to only 28 yards 
in 12 carries.

Wl RESERVE TH1 RIGHT TO LIMIT QUANTITIE 
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New kind of TV in the offing: viewers to get in cable act 





COLUMBUS (UPI) - If 
offerings of the new television 
season seem lackluster, a large 
cable television firm intends to 
soon provide its viewers with a 
very different kind of 
programming - feedback 
television. 

Feedback television, or two- 
way television as the Warner 
Cable Corp. refers to it, 1s when 
viewers participate in shows in 
progress by pushing buttons at 
home which register their vote 
or answer with the program. 
Their response is then 
disclosed on the air. 

The system will be available 
to 30,000 cable subscribers here 
by the end of the year, ac¬ 
cording to the firm. Its 
chairman, Gustave M. Hauser, 
said it will "take us into a 


whole new era, the way 
television superseded radio." 

Each subscriber will have a 
box of electronic equipment 
installed next to his TV. 
Viewers will also have a 
control box, slmiliar to a 
pocket calculator, that will 
enable them to select among 30 
channels and to "talk back" to 
the TV on two of the channels 
that are called "par¬ 
ticipatory." 

One of the two is entitled 
Pinwheel. It Is to carry a 
Sesame Street-type of chil¬ 
dren’s show that will run from 
7 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

The other is called Columbus 
Alive. It will feature a morning 
show slmiliar to NBC’s Today, 
a game show with viewers 
participating, and public ser¬ 


vice programs. 

The game show, called "How 
do You Like Your Eggs?" is 
hosted by Bill Cullen. It was 
presented in the spring to 204 
homes in an initial test of the 
service. 

Contestants on the show tried 
to guess how viewers would 
respond to such questions as in 
the show’s name. 

The five buttons on the 
control box in the viewer’s 
home stood, in the case of the 
question in the title of the show, 
for scrambled, soft-boiled, 
sunny-side up, hard-boiled and 
poached. 

Viewers voted by pushing a 
button on their control box and 
contestants tried to guess what 
the result would be. 

Within minutes, the com¬ 


pany’s computer told everyone 
that 48 per cent favored 
scrambled. 

On Columbus Alive, some 
cable officials envision having 
politicians on a show and then 
asking the viewers what they 
think of the officeholder’s 
positions, or simply asking the 
audience, "Do you believe 
him?" The computer then lets 
the politician know. 

Viewers of Columbus Alive 
will be able to push buttons to 
tell program officials what 
topics they would like to see 
discussed, register approval or 
disapproval of guests, or just 
give their opinions of guests or 
show material. 

One program may be 
devoted to having merchants 
show merchandise, such as 


electronic equipment. It en¬ 
visions viewers then ordering 
items they want by simply 
pushing a button correspon¬ 
ding to an item displayed. 

The computer will have the 
viewer's address and charge 
account number. Based on 
such orders, the product and 
the bill would then be sent to 
the subscriber. 

Hauser says Columbus was 
selected as the test market 
because, "We felt it was an 
hospitable environment for a 
new business. Columbus hap- 
pens to be a great city 
demographlcally. It's a good 
test market." 

Warner, a subsidiary of 
Warner Communications Inc., 
is banking heavily on the 
project. More than $2 million 


has been spent on its program¬ 
ming division, called QUBE 
and another (10 million will be 
spent for programs, equipment 
and modifying its present cable 
system. 

The company has a franchise 
to serve 100,000 homes in 
Columbus and expects its 
present list of 30,000 subscri¬ 
bers will increase as QUBE 
develops. 

Of the remaining channels in 
the system, 10 will be tradition¬ 
al TV, 10 will be premium or 
"pay” television, and the rest 
for community service. 

Plans call for the premium, 
or "pay package," to have 
three movie selections; college 
courses; nightclub entertain¬ 
ment; cultural performances 
and specials; sports; and rock 


concerts. 

Harlan Kleiman, QUBE vice 
president for the premium 
channels, said programming 
the channels, which require 
payment in addition to the 
regular monthly cable bill, will 
"each month present a chal¬ 
lenge to provide something you 
haven't seen before." 

The monthly bill will remain 
the same, but the company 
notes, that much of the cost will 
be up to the viewer. A sub¬ 
scriber who selects few of the 
premium programs will have a 
much smaller bill then a heavy 
viewer of the shows that cost 
extra. 

Warner is thinking of going a 
step further, possibly as soon 
as sometime next year. That 
idea involves adding a fire and 
burglar alarm system to its 
cable TV service.

Assertiveness is one 
key to weight loss 


By MELANIE DEEDS 

DETROIT (UPI) - It takes 
more than willpower to lose 
those few extra pounds. Just 
ask weight-loss therapist 
Judith Tan ter. 

"When you really analyte 
it,” she says, "you always find 
the appropriate assertiveness 
missing ' 

What that means is saying 
"no” in a firm manner that will 
not hurt feelings but will make 
everyone understand you are 
serious and mean business. 

Mrs. Tanter teaches a class 
in the Behavioral Approach to 
Weight Loss at Oakland 
—'University in nearby 

Rochester. She has a host of 
examples of situations where 
appropriate assertiveness is 
lacking. 

“What comes to mind first is 
the husband who orders drinks 
for everyone at the table,” she 
said in an interview. "The wife 
really doesn't want it but 
before she knows it, the drink is 
before her, and then there's 
another and another. 

"Or how about this case, 
which happens again and 
again. 

"Your mother-in-law arrives 
at your house with homemade 
goodies. It only hurts feelings if 
you get mad. All you have to do 
is pul Saran wrap over it, say it 
looks just lovely but you are 
going to give it to your 
neighbor. 

"The main thing is making 
sure the food walks out the 
door." 

This advice comes from 
experience. 

Mrs. Tanter was visiting her 


mother and grandmother in 
Chicago not long ago. 

"I was trying to lose weight, 
but after the first day I was a 
nervous wreck,” she said. 
"They spent the whole day 
preparing food, and I spent the 
whole day eating it." 

On the second day, she 
exercised her assertiveness 
and asked that family reunions 
no longer be arranged around 
food. They listened and 
"everything was fine from that 
point on.” 

During class, she said, data 
is collected and analysed on 
how the students are fitting 
their eating into daily life. 

“We analyse personal rela- 
tionahlps and environmental 
stimuli," said Mrs. Tanter, 
who also is a part-time in¬ 
structor at the Institute for 
Behavior Change in Ann Arbor, 
Mich. "We assess their 
assertive abilities and 
demonstrate new ways to be 
assertive about food, and we 
analyse anxieties and tensions 
surrounding food.” 

The students also learn to 
reprogram eating habits. 

"Go to the theater instead of 
going out to dinner," Mrs. 
Tanter suggested. "If 
television snacking is a 
problem, ban food near the 
television. 

"Learn to relax so that you 
eliminate tensions that lead to 
the refrigerator.” 

But nothing is better than 
shaking your head and saying 
"no." 

"Be more assertive," she 
said, "say no when you don't 
want food or a drink.” 


Many Americans 
without children 


ST. PAUL (UPI) - 
Childlessness, is chosen by 
large numbers of Americans 
today who want freedom to 
pursue their interests and who 
oppose the world's over¬ 
population. 

A three-year demographic 
study of 275 couples in Min¬ 
nesota found between 13 and 17 
percent of the married couples 
in the U.S. are estimated to be 
childless, without even 
children by an earlier 
marriage. 

The research was conducted 
by Linda G. Budd and Richard 
N. Hey of the University of 
Minnesota Department of 
Family Social Science. 

Preliminary findings in¬ 
dicate childless couples, on an 
average, are younger, have 
been married 6.7 years, are 
well educated and earn a 
family income of |15,000. Their 
average age is 29.56 yeirs, and 
67.5 per cent have at least a 
college degree. For 96 percent, 
it is the first marriage. 

More than 80 per cent of such 
couples generally live in the 
city or suburbs and come from 
stable homes where the mother 
had been a full-time housewife 
since her first child was bom. 
Fifty-six per cent of those who 
filled in the questionnaire said 


they did not practice a religion. 
Of thoe who did, more than 50 
per cent were Protestants. 

Thirty percent of the couples 
had had surgery performed on 
at least one spouse. Another 60 
per cent reported using tempo¬ 
rary methods of contraception 
such as birth control pills. 
Slightly more than 50 per cent 
of the individuals were either 
an only or an eldest child. 

He said the single most 
important reason cited for 
childlessness was the desire for 
a career. Some couples also 
felt they could do more for 
society and families by 
remaining childless. 

Hey says a relation probably 
exists between occupations 
chosen and the desire to 
remain childless. Business 
owners and administration 
personnel were well 
represented among the 
childfree couples, which might 
mean that commitment to 
occupation may be of greater 
importance than rearing chil¬ 
dren. 

Many couples who decide not 
to have children are in oc¬ 
cupations that involve working 
with children or families: as 
examples, teaching, social 
work, health services and 
library work.

Poston despondent 
after divorce 


HOLLYWOOD / UPl I - Tom 
Poston, despite his starring 
role in the new "We've Got 
Each Other” series, is a 
despondent man because after 
a recent divorce he and his wife 
"no longer have each other."

MOSCOW fUPI) - Twenty 
years ago Oct. 4 the Soviet 
Union fired a shot heard and 
seen around the world. It 
blazed man's trail into space. 

The launching into earth 
orbit of Sputnik 1 — a 
basketballsized 184-pound 
round metal capsule — 
shocked the United States out 
of its 1950s complacency and 
into a multi-billiondollar space 
program that would ultimately 
put men on the moon and send 
space probes rocketing to the 
outer limits of the solar 
system. 

"As a result of big and 
strenuous work by research 
institutes and design bureaus, 
the world's first satellite has 
been created,” the official 
Soviet news agency Tass 
bulletined to an awed world. 
"Earth satellites will blaze the 
trail to interplanetary flights." 

Sputnik 1 was suddenly there 
in everyone's evening skies, 
circling the globe every 96.2 
minutes at an altitude of 560 
miles, sounding its plaintive 
bleep-bleeps. 

The little sphere, with its 
ungainly backswept antennas, 
set America back on its heels. 

"Russians win race as whole 
world watches flight of satel¬ 
lite," a banner headline 
screamed in Pravda. Another, 
not much smaller, added, 
"New U.S. Secretary of 
Defense says Russia cannot be 
ignored.” 

Proud Soviets crowded 
around bulletin boards with the 


latest editions of Moscow 
newspapers and read a New 
York dispatch from Pravda 
correspondent Fedor Orekhov 
reporting that some Americans 
had reacted with confusion and 
hysteria. 

"Now, when prominent 
Americans recognize the false 
fabrications of bourgeois 
propaganda about alleged 
Soviet backwardness, the 
ruling circles of the United 
States are again faced with the 
problem of the necessity of 
peaceful coexistence and 
cessation of the arms race and 
abandonment of their cold war 
policy," Orekhov wrote. 

Sputnik 1 was joined in early 
November of 1957 by Sputnik II 
— a satellite eight times larger 
and carrying a live dog. 

The dog Laika lived only a 
few days and on Nov. 15, 1957, 
became the world's first space 
casualty when Sputnik II's 
oxygen regeneration plant 
stopped working. 

Sputnik 1 lasted little longer. 

By the end of October its 
signals became inaudible and 
the Soviets had to ask 
England's Jodrell Bank obser¬ 
vatory to help them track the 
satellite. In early January 1968 
the little sphere which turned 
man's age-old dreams into 
reality fell back to earth and 
disintegrated on re-entry. 

America’s fears that nothing 
would ever again be the same 
were confirmed within days of 
the Oct. 4 launch when Soviet 
scientists began speaking of 


the obvious military ad¬ 
vantages to be gained from 
equipping future satellites with 
cameras. 

With "Spy in the Sky" 
headlines the rage, Washington 
began its own space program 
and by January of 1958 
Explorer 1 was fired into orbit. 

For a time the U^. played 
catch-up baseball — and Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
would laugh and tell American 
visitors: "You call those 
oranges you are putting up 
satellites?" 

The Soviets pressed ahead 
with an impressive string of 
space firsts, including the 
successful launching of the 
first man Into orbit when 
cosmonaut Yuri Gagarin spent 
an hour and 49 minutes circling 
the earth on April 12, 1961. 

But it took a dozen years and 


the American Apollo moon 
landing for a space event to ,> 
equal the sheer shock and 
amazement generated by Sput- *„ 
nik l's bleep-bleep.

LONDON (UPI) - It seems 
incredible that Julie Harris is 
only now making her London 
stage debut. 

"The Belle of Amherst” won 
Miss Harris an unprecedented 
fifth Broadway Tony award in 
its successful New York run. 
She took it briefly to this year's 
Edinburgh Festival and now 
has settled into a West End 
theater to standing ovations 
from her audiences and modi¬ 
fied raptures from London’s 
critics. 

Few onlookers in either 
category are left wondering for 
long why Julie Harris won all 
those awards or why she 
carries such a high reputation 
on those slim and girlish 
shoulders 

"She is an eerily compelling 
actress,” one London critic 
wrote. Others said “Miss 
Harris hardly errs at all," 
giving "an effortless exhibition 
of tact and good taste.” 

There is a virtuoso element 
in her portrait of Emily Dickin¬ 
son, described as "American’s 
first great poetess, and 
perhaps still its greatest." 

At the outset Miss Harris 
establishes her character's age 
as 53 — and almost immediate¬ 
ly she becomes Emily at 15, 
confidently predicting she will 
be "the belle of Amherst" at 17. 

Alone on stage in William 
Luce's carefully crafted play, 
the actress brings to life a 
whole household of people 
thrown into a tizzy because 
father is home for a lunch not 
yet ready. 

Chatting cozily and without 
pause, slipping imperceptibly 
| from Emily's small talk into 
Emily's poems, Miss Harris 
makes vivid the tiny events in 


Miss Dickinson's life which she 
felt so deeply and transmuted 
into 1,775 poems — only seven 
of which were published before 
her death in 1886. 

It is a performance of 
masterly skill. Miss Harris 
inhabits her character com¬ 
pletely, and the baffling, 
transparantly honest figure on 
stage is Emily Dickinson 
almost to the life, not a 
Broadway and Hollywood star 
demonstrating her skill. 

This first London ap¬ 
pearance by Julie Harris is a 
compelling debut. As another 
local critic said, her virtuoso 
performance "is one of the 
theatrical events of the year 
and should not be missed.”

The wok: an all purpose cooking too / 


David Held wants us to throw 
away all our pots and pans 
except the soup pot and start 
cooking with woks. 

This great-great-great-gran- 
dnephew of Gay Nineties’ 
songbird Anna Held aspires to 
be a cooking teacher and 
author and pioneer of 
American wok cookery. He’s 
also considering opening a 
catering service in Rhinebeck, 
N.Y., where he lives. 

Held is a recent graduate of 
the Culinary Institute of 
America in nearby Hyde Park. 
In an interview, he said he 
became enamoured of the 
dome-shaped pans when he 
took over a Woodstock, N.Y. 
restaurant in 1969 and ran it for 
two years almost single- 
handedly. 

He claims he’d never seen or 
heard of a wok until he went to 
buy pots and pans for his 
Creative Cookery restaurant in 
Woodstock. The wok’s all¬ 
purpose shape, ease of use and 
manipulation made so much 
sense to him that he bought 


three. With just those and a 
grill, he prepared and served 
120 meals nightly for two 
years. 

"Nobody told me. the wok 
was the exclusive province of 
the Chinese and other Orien¬ 
tals," he said. 

"But I was so ignorant of the 
restaurant business that I 
didn't know how many people I 
needed in help," he said. He got 
along with one. He grilled 
salmon, capon and lamb 
steaks, wok specialties, 
chicken with scallions and 
sesame seeds. 

“I used oriental and health 
foods, ethnic spices." 

But the food was strictly 
American, he insists. 

After leaving Woodstock, he 
worked at a New York City 
restaurant and as a journey¬ 
man chef preparing con¬ 
tinental and American food in 
several New England eateries 
before enrolling for formal 
training at the institute. He 
graduated Aug. 19. 

"I’m a good faker," he said.

A peek at New York interior 
designer Brad Guilford’s three- 
and-a-half room apartment 
reveals many professional 
touches that you can use to 
make your living space more 
personal, more attractive, and 
more spacious. 

Individuality — "Merv,” a 
six-foot-tall, carved-walnut 
griffin, is the largest example 
of the recurring decorative 
motif in the Guilford duplex. 
Once a newel post in the Hearst 
mansion at Montauk, Long 
Island, Merv is the grand- 
daddy of Guilford’s collection 
of griffins, which appears in 
candelabra, bookends, scon¬ 
ces, and the base of a 
glasstopped dining table. 

Collections of almost 
anything can be used to ex¬ 
press your individual taste and 
provide a thematic element. 
Don’t overdo it; a motif should 
provide continuity and pop up 
in unexpected places, but it 
shouldn’t overpower the whole 
design. 

Plants — Plants bring color, 
texture and life to a room. 
Guilford’s plants also help to 
widen his living room. They 
flow from the mirrored wall to 
the sliding, glass doors and 
seem to mingle with the ivy on 
the terrace, leading the eye 
beyond the confines of the 
room to the open panorama of 
the dty. If your plants require 
direct light, try to keep them to 
the sides of the window. They 
won’t block off the view and 
they will camouflage the edges 
of the window frame, making it 
appear larger. 

Equipment — Most of 
Guilford's appliances and 
equipment are portable so they 
can be hidden when not in use. 
But 3ome, like the 3M "051" 
desktop copier, are used too 
often to be put away. He uses 
the copier to reproduce sket¬ 
ches for his clients, estimates 
and correspondence for his 
files. 

If you have appliances that 
must be kept handy, choose a 
simple, dean design that is 
inconspicuous and doesn’t 
intrude on the design scheme. 

Lighting — “Most rooms are 
much too brightly lit," explains 
Guilford. “It’s- a waste of 
energy, it is unflattering, and it 
diminishes the room.” Frosted 
bulbs give a flat, washed-out 
light, so Guilford uses only 
clear bulbs, controlled by 
rheostats (also called "dim¬ 
mers" and available in any 
good hardware store).

While the official bicen¬ 
tennial celebration may be 
over, the movement to 
preserve our country’s historic 
heritage goes on.

It is Included 
in the Historic American 
Buildings Survey and listed in 
the National Register of 
Historic Places. Like the House 
of Pilasters, was recently 
reroofed with the help of 
Certain Teed’s Building 
Restoration Program.

HAMBURG, West Germany 
(UPI) — West Germans are 
among the world’s leading 
flower lovers. They buy a 
thousand tons of fresh flowers 
a week. 

Last year, they spent about 
$2.33 billion on fresh flowers, 
an average $38 per capita, 
compared with only $12 per 
head spent on ice cream. 

West Germans began splurg¬ 
ing on flowers when they began 
earning higher incomes, and 
the nation reached full em¬ 
ployment. 

The floral industry had 
anticipated a drop in business 
following the economic reces¬ 
sion. 

But to everyone’s surprise, 
flower sales continued to 
climb. 


“Flowers are like drugs, you 
get hooked on them," says 
Horst Meyer, president of the 
Floral Advertisers 
Associations. 

He also said flowers help 
people forget their worries and 
woes. 

The recession also provided 
a sound economic reason for, 
the increase in flower sales. 

“I’ve stopped giving my 
business associates engraved 
pens for Christmas and an¬ 
niversaries,” said Malte 
Tietchen, operator of a public 
relations firm in Hamburg. "I 
send nice floral arrangements 
instead. They're much chea¬ 
per."

A guest always gives flowers 
to the hostess, choosing the 
colors carefully. 

"Red roses speak their own 
language,” Erica Pappritz ex¬ 
plains in her "Modern Etiquet¬ 
te,” now the standard work in 
this field. "Beautiful women 
easily decode the language, but 
their husbands as easily 
misunderstand it. 

“In the case of couples, the 
man always- presents the 
flowers to the hostess," Miss 
Pappritz adds-. “He removes 
the paper wrapping from the 
flowers before handing them to 
her. 

“He should make his prepa¬ 
rations before pushing the 
doorbell button, because it is 
possible that instead of the 
maid or the butler (assuming 
such household staff is availa¬ 
ble) the hostess herself opens 
the door. And it would be quite 
embarrassing if he began only 
then to uncover the fragrant 
present.” 

Miss Pappritz neglects to say 
what the man should do with 
the paper wrapping. Lacking 
guidance on this vital point, 
some men roll it into a ball and 
drop it in the host's garden or a 
corner of the stairwell, some 
put it in their pocket until they 
can withdraw from the party 
and discreetly ditch it. Others 
just give it to their wives.

when the wind is higher than 
eight knots or so. That means 
stay ashore if the waves are 
white tipped or even flecked 
with foam or if your boat heels 
to the wind with her mast bare 
at her slip or mooring. 

Some other tips: 

— Nobody, not even very 
experienced skippers, should 
sail alone at night. 

— Every day sailer more 
than about 14 feet long should 
have any outboard motor. This 
doesn’t apply to club fleet 
racing craft. 

— Never sail in waters where 
you don’t know the speed and 
direction of the currents. 

— Don’t take a boat built for 
day sailing offshore; one rogue 
wave could cost the lives of you 
and your family. 

— Require children to wear 


good lifejackets all the time. 

— Unless you are a good 
swimmer, beware of buying a 
small boat with the sail sleeved 
on the mast so it can’t be 
dropped. These sporty craft 
are sure to capsize from time 
to time. Boardboats also 
capsize easily, but it’s easy to 
drop their lateen sails and 
prevent it. 

— Any craft bigger than a 
Sailfish or a Laser should have 
an anchor, including several 
feet of chain, ready to drop if 
the wind pushes it too close to 
danger such as a rocky lee 
shore. 

— Don’t try putting up sails 
at your slip. Motor out to where 
you have plenty of room to 
weathercock the boat by 
holding the bow into the wind. 

— Anchoring is the easiest 
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way to weathcock the boat 
when you're alone. 

— Never let a halyard get 
away from you for even a 
second. If it goes up the mast or 
fouls at the sheave you're in 
deep trouble. 

— Fresh water sailing is the 
most dangerous because the 
water temperatures often are 
lower than salt water, the 
winds over lakes are more 
tricky, and the banks are steep 
and often rocky and dangerous. 
The currents also can be more 
dangerous than salt water tidal 
currents. 

— Don’t go sailing on a lake 
unless there are plenty of other 
boats within hailing distance. 
On some of the colder lakes, if 
you capsized, you could die of 
hyperthermia in an extremely 
short time.

Time was when a family 
outgrew a house, it simply 
stretched its budget and bought 
a bigger home. But, today’s 
high home costs make it more 
practical to stay put and 
stretch the house by adding on 
a room. 

To be successful, a room 
addition should aim at three 
goals. It should provide enough 
extra living space to make a 
comfortable difference to the 
cramped family. It should 
blend architecturally with the 
rest of the house. And, it should 
be economical. Prior 
knowledge and careful plan¬ 
ning can bring the project in on 
target. 

The Western Wood Products 
Association, experienced in 
new home construction and 
remodeling needs, offers these 
suggestions: 

1) Begin by checking local 
zoning laws. They dictate what 
and where you can build. Be 
sure construction plans meet 
local building codes. Get all 
necessary permits. 

2) Determine realistically 
what work can be handled on a 
do-it-yourself basis. Hire a 
professional for those jobs that 
requires special skills or 
equipment. 

3) Don’t stint on the size of 
the addition. Once you’re 
geared to invest time, labor 
and money, you won’t save 
much by shaving inches. And, 
a few extra feet can mean the 
difference between spacious 
and small. 

4) Where possible, use the 


same type ot exterior 
materials — roofing, siding, 
trim — as the rest o' the house. 
Where color can’t be matched 
because original materials 
have weathered, get the most 
compatible blend or a tasteful 
contrast. If you must pay a 
premium for architectural 
propriety or visual appeal, this 
is the place to do it. 

5) At the same time, be 
aware of the savings possible 
when the appearance is not 
important. For example, less 
expensive utility-grade 
western framing lumber is 
fully adequate for studs — 
which aren’t seen after the 
walls are enclosed. Further 
savings can be realized by 
placing the studs at 24 inches 
on center instead of the con¬ 
ventional 16 inches. With 24- 
inch spacing, less lumber, time 
and labor are required. Labor 
costs will also be reduced if 
windows and doors are 
selected to fit the 24-inch 
spacing. 

WWPA points out that use of 
utility-grade lumber and 24- 
inch spacing produce a 
structurally sound frame that 
meets FHA Minimum 
Property Standards and the 
Uniform Building Code. 

6) Make sure the addition is 
energy-efficient to achieve 
long-range fuel savings. 
Provide optimum insulation in 
walls and ceiling, use wood 
windows with insulating glass, 
and weatherstrip any exterior 
doors.

Louis Cheskin, director of the 
Chicago-based Color Research 
Institute, says his studies 4 
have shown that people 
are deeply affected both 
physiologically and 
psychologically by color.

Enjoy Charles River nature 
at the Dedham Canoe House 


DEDHAM-The Dedham 
Canoe House is a year-round 
all-season facility. 

Along with canoeing, the 
facility offers a chance to 
rediscover nature and enjoy 
the seasonal changes of the 
historic Charles River. 

Other features at the Canoe 
House are an outdoor sun deck, 
indoor sun room and a 
relaxation lounge.

Proper insulation can 
drastically reduce fuel bills.

For do-it-fast wall 
insulation, measure and select 
blanket insulation that is wide 
enough to fit snugly between 
the wall studs. Unroll and press 
the blanket insulation into 
place between the studs,

Another effective way to seal 
windows and doors is by using 
heavy plastic covers.

Building in Dedham, used 
foam in place of insulation as a 
rapid and effective means of 
making the building warmer in 
the winter and cooler in the 
summer, with the further 
advantage of reducing overall 
energy costs. 

In this case, everyone gained 
from the use of a superior new 
insulation product in com¬ 
pleting the building con¬ 
struction, according to Elliot 
Ravech, executive 
vicepresident of Peter Elliot. 

“Insulspray" a foamed in 
place urea formaldehyde in¬ 
sulation system developed by 
Borden Chemical, was applied 
to the 180,000 sq. ft. office 
building by Spray Systems of 3 
Lenox Street, Norwood, a firm 
headed by Charles Scott. 

Insulspray is reported to 
have an insulation value 1.7 


times that of mineral wool and 
2.2 times that of fiberglass. It 
also is an effective sound 
deadener and resists moisture, 
mold, fungi, pests and rodents.

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Are you heating the attic instead of rooms? 


Twenty years ago, 
homeowners sometimes had 
problems during the winter 
months when moist, warm air 
rose from the living area of the 
house through the ceiling into a 
cold attic. Under these con¬ 
ditions, the moisture in the air 
condensed — in a sense, it 
rained. If the attic was not 
sufficiently ventilated, the 
accumulated water often 
resulted in structural damage 
and was frequently severe 
enough to be visible on walls 
and ceilings downstairs. 

‘‘Today, moisture problems 
occur infrequently," notes 
Joseph F. Kimpflen, 
residential energy expert for 
the Certain Teed Home 
Institute. “Most homes have 
adequate attic ventilation, 
usually 1 sq. ft. of open vent 
area for every 150 sq. ft of attic 
space, if the attic has no vapor 
barrier. Too, the passage of 
moisture into the attic is 
somewhat restricted by latex 
paints used in many homes 
today. Our primary concern 
now is letting all of the ex¬ 
pensive warm air escape into 
the attic in the first place,” he 
says. "With today’s high utility 
bills, no one can afford to waste 
heat on an unoccupied attic.” 

Wise homeowners can attack 
the heat loss problem by in¬ 
stalling at least 6 inches of 
fiber glass insulation (or its R- 
19 equivalent) between the 
joists on the attic floor, as 
suggested by leading energy 
experts. “The National Bureau 
of Standards now recommends 
12 inches of insulation overhead 
in the attic in most areas of the 
country to reduce fuel con¬ 
sumption for heating and 
cooling,” Mr Kimpflen 
reports. 



When you encounter ob¬ 
structions in the attic, simply 
cut the batts of fiber glass 
Insulation to fit around them. A 
bread knife Is a handy tool for 
doing this. 


Resulting utility bill savings 
help pay for the insulation 
itself. Still, when it comes to 
the moisture question, many 
do-it-yourselfers hesitate — 
they don’t know which in¬ 
sulation product is right for 
their homes. Mr. Kimp- 
flens suggest reviewing the 
following guidelines to help 
determine which product to 
buy. That way, you’ll save 
money on buying the in¬ 
sulation, as well as on monthly 
utility bills. 

If your home has some attic 
insulation already, check to see 
if there is kraft paper or a foil 
facing on the underside of it. 
There may also be a 
polyethylene sheet, with loose- 
fill insulation between the 
joists, or foil-backed gypsum 
board. All of these facings — 
whether paper, foil or plastic — 
are vapor barriers. They 
should be installed between the 
existing insulation and the attic 
floor facing down, toward the 
living area of the home. 

“In this case,” Mr. Kimpflen 
suggests, ‘‘install batts of 
unfaced fiber glass attic in¬ 
sulation at least 6 inches thick. 
No new vapor barriers are 
needed. In fact, adding a new 
vapor barrier might result in 
moisture collecting between 
the new and old In¬ 
sulation. . .which could really 
cause problems,” he cautions. 
"I usually urge homeowners 
who’ve mistakenly created 
such a double vapor-barrier 
situation to make big slashes in 
the foil or kraft paper on the 
new insulation to destroy the 
vapor barrier’s effectiveness." 

If your home has no in¬ 
sulation in the attic now, install 
fiber glass attic insulation, 
with either a kraft paper facing 
or a foil facing. Make sure you 
add at least 6-inch thick batts 
or rolls, and, where possible, 
buy the kraft-facing. The 
reflective value of foil facing, 
installed face down on the attic 
floor, is marginal in overall

energy savings. . .and it is 
usually more expensive to buy. 

"Of course," noted 
Mr. Kimpflen, "if you're really 
on a restricted budget and your 
attic is properly ventilated, you 
could install unfaced fiber 
glass insulation here, too. It's 
less expensive than faced 
products. But, check first, 
making certain that the vents 
are not closed off. In order to 
avoid the risk of moisture

damage, your attic must have 
freely circulating, outside air 
at all times, especially during 
the winter months," he 
warns.” It'd be silly to save a 
few dollars this year, only to 
have to repair attic moisture 
damage later on,” 

For added savings on your 
heating and cooling bills, in¬ 
stall another layer of 6-inch 
thick batts or rolls of unfaced 
fiber glass insulation across

the floor joists, on top of and 
perpendicular to the batts 
you’ve Just installed between 
the floor Joists. That will help 
bring your home’s total in¬ 
sulation level in line with the 
National Bureau of Standards 
recommendations.

Spring doesn't officially 
arrive until the tulips are in 
bloom. Standing tall and 
stately in the garden, these 
plants are unmistakably the 
"Queens of Spring.” No garden 
is complete without them. 

There is a tulip to suit every 
taste. Some bloom as early as 
April, others as late as June. 
Rainbow colors range from 
purest white to almost black. 
Some are striped or multi¬ 
colored. 

Listed below are some of the 
most popular tulip classes: 

The Species tulips are 
sometimes referred to as 
"botanical” or "wild" tulips. 
Four of the more familiar 
classes of species are Eichleri, 
Fosteriana, Greigii, and 
Kaufmanniana. 

Excellent for massing in 
beds and borders because of 
their sturdiness are the short- 
stemmed Single Early and the 
bold, attractive Double Early 
tulips. 

Triumph tulips produce 
large blossoms on strong, stiff 
stems, which makes them also 
suitable for mass planting in 
exposed locations, where they 
bloom toward late April. 

Darwin Hybrids have im¬ 
mense, striking blossoms — 
the largest in the tulip family 
— which appear in midseason.

Exceptionally striking are 
the fringed or feather-edged 
Parrot tulips, with light green 
foliage, contrasting with bright 
colors and multi-colors of the 
flowers. 

Unsurpassed for elegance 
and charm are the Lily- 
flowered tulips, with their 
graceful, long-lasting blossoms 
on strong, wiry stems, ap¬ 
pearing in late spring. 

The late or May-flowering 
Cottage tulips are derived from 
seedlings gathered from the 
cottage gardens of England 
and Ireland. Their elegant 
form is enhanced by en¬ 
chanting, usually pastel, 
shades. 

The Double Late tulips, 
sometimes called "Peony- 
flowered," owe their 
popularity to their late 
blooming time. 

Even a new gardener can 
succeed with tulips. Just 
remember that for good root 
development, tulips must be 
planted in the fall, before the 
deep freeze of winter. 

For best effect, plant them in 
clumps of 12 to 25, in sunny or 
partially shaded locations. 
Bulbs should be placed 6-8 
inches deep and 6 inches apart. 
Then let nature - take its 
course. When spring bows in, 
you can sit back and enjoy your 
own private flower show. 


Vegetable and Fruit 

Consumption Is Up 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
More Americans are heeding 
that old dictum, “Eat your 
vegetables." 

USDA figures indicate total 
per capita consumption of 
fresh vegetables (potatoes 
excepted) has increased four 
per cent since 1970, to a total of 
100.2 pounds per person. Fresh 
sweet corn consumption gained 
12 per cent during the same 
period, lettuce consumption 
was up six per cent, and 
tomatoes, four per cent. 

Fresh fruit also gained. 
USDA figures show its total per 
capita consumption at 86.6 
pounds annually, the highest 
level in 30 years. 

The United Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable Association, which 
represents the industry, attrib¬ 
utes the gains to health con¬ 
sciousness and the availability 
throughout the United States of 
more than 70 kinds of fresh 
produce in any given season.

l Glorious tulips in vibrant 
crimsons, reds, yellows and 
pinks, the golden trumpets of 
daffodils, the shapely beauty 
and fragrance of hyacinths, the 
petite charm of crocuses — 
these are the special delights of 
our springtime gardens. But 
like all spring bulbs, they must 
be planted in the fall. 

You also may wish to select 
some of the smaller bulbs — 
grape hyacinths, Snowdrops, 
Winter Aconite, Chionodoxa, or 
Iris Reticulata — to add 
variety and extend the 
blooming season. 

! Spring bulbs are among the 
easiest of all plants to grow, 
even for beginners. Their only 
special requirement is well- 
drained soil, since excessive 
moisture may cause the fleshy 
bulbs to rot. Bulbs must be 
planted well before the first 
hard freeze of autumn, so that 
they will have time to develop 
strong roots to sustain them 

[ until spring. 

Prepare your bulbs beds by 
breaking up and loosening soil 
to a depth of 8-10 inches. If 
drainage is poor, or soil is 
heavy, add sand or peat moss, 
Bone meal or fertilizers rich in 
phosphorous, calcium and 
magnesium should be mixed 

j with the loosened soil. 

I Tulips, daffodils and 
hyacinths should be planted 6-9 
inches below the soil surface 
and spaced 6 inches apart. 
Crocuses and other small bulbs 
should be set 4-6 inches deep, 
and spaced 3 inches apart. 
Place the bulbs firmly in 
position, pointed end up, cover 
with soil, then water 
thoroughly after planting, and 
water regularly throughout the 
fall. 

Once the bulbs are in the 
ground, nature takes over. 
Roots begin to form, and the 
plant develops throughout the 
winter to burst forth at the first 
hint* of spring. 

When the first shoots appear 
in spring, fertilize again with 
nitrogen and potassium. After 
flowering remove faded 
flowers and let the foliage grow 
until it starts to yellow. 


Artificial light keeps plants blooming 


If you’re one of those who 
enjoys flowers and misses 
them during the winter 
months, you can indulge 
yourself by moving a few of 
your favorites indoors before 
the first frost. 

Whether annuals or 
perennials, you can have your 
flowers in full bloom all winter, 
simply by placing them under 
a special plant-growth lamp 
such as the Gro-Lux, produced 
by GTE Sylvania Incor¬ 
porated.

Trout aid pollution studies 


EAST LANSING, Mich. 
(UPI) — Biologists at 
Michigan State University are 
using the colorful and much- 
sought rainbow trout as a 
laboratory "guinea pig” in 
hopes of learning more about 
water pollution. 

lake traditional laboratory 
animals, rainbow trout are 
readily available from hat¬ 
cheries and grow to a large, 
readily manageable size, says 
physiology professor Paul 
Fromm. 

Fromm uses trout gill tissue 
to study the biological effects 


of heavy metals, detergents, 
acids and other water 
pollutants. 

His experiments began 10 
years ago as basic research 
into fish physiology, but are 
expanding to encompass a 
quest for information on the 
effects of man-induced en¬ 
vironmental changes. 

Industry, agriculture, 
chemical manufacturing and 
energy production are putting 
increasing amounts of 
pollutants into lakes and 
streams, Fromm said. 

‘‘If we burn more coal or 


strip mine more of it," he said, 
“acids and coal tars and going 
to get into our waterways. We 
better know something about 
what these things are going to 
do to fish and other living 
things." 

Fromm believes the trout gill 
is an excellent laboratory tool: 
a biological model. The gill, 
fully exposed to water and the 
pollutants in it, is responsible 
for several vital physiological 
functions. 

Besides providing fish with 
oxygen, the gill also extracts 
necessary salts from the 
water, disposes of wastes and 
helps to regulate the fish’s 
water and acid balance. 

‘‘If a pollutant is going to 
have an effect," Fromm said, 
"chances are we'll see it in the 
gill." 

Fromm and his students now 
are studying the way materials 
move into the fish's gills from 
the surrounding waters. 

To do this, he removes a 
section of gill tissue from a fish 
and connects the gill to a pump 
that forces a salt solution 
through the gill. 

“We simulate the pumping 
action of the trout's heart," he 
said, “and then immerse the 
gill in a radioactive water 
bath."

at least four years all students from 
Meadowbrook (which would be for 
grades 7 and 8) would have to attend 
Newton South (which would be 9-12) 
before Newton North becomes a four- 
year high school (as early as 1985). 

The Committee also heard of a plan 
proposed by Mason-Rice parent Maureen 
Bonazoli that would preclude the current 
fourth grade classes at some schools 
from attending four separate schools in 
four years. 

The Bonazoli Plan, as it was referred to 
by the Committee, would have all south 
side seventh graders go to Meadowbrook 
in 1980, and for that year Weeks would be 
for grades 8 and 9. 

In 1981 those students from Weeks 
would all go to Newton South in grades 9 
and 10 during the first year of the four- 
year high school, and Weeks would be 
closed. 

Previous plans had some students 
attending an elementary school for grade 
6, Weeks for 7, Meadowbrook for 8, and 


According to the decision, ‘‘Cornelius, 
however, told the Union representatives 
that the Union’s request that only 
provisional employees be selected for

The decision later notes that the seven 
men who were given layoff notices by 
Assistant Director of Personnel Thomas 
O'Conor had worked for the schools 
longer than seven provisional employees 
that were retained.

The School Committee unanimously 
agreed Tuesday night that it favors 
closing Weeks Junior High School at 
some time and making Newton South a 
four-year high school. 

The Committee altered the original 
resolution before them that would make 
the two changes in September, 1981, and 
all plans considered Tuesday included 
that date. 

School Committeeman Robert Cohen 
began the deliberations Tuesday by 
summarizing the near unanimous sup¬ 
port at last week's public hearing for the 
four-year high school and for closing 
Weeks. : 

The final resolution by the School 
Committee was weaker than the one 
Cohen originally put on the agenda, but 
seemed to be a compromise in light of 
trying to please as many parents as 
possible and dealing with the upcoming 
election. 

Several Committee members feel 


Seven Newton school custodians who 
were laid off on June 30 of last year were 
ordered to be rehired by the State Labor 
Relations Commission after it found that 
the School Committee failed to bargain in 
good faith. 

School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell said Wednesday that "it is 
likely" that the Committee will appeal 
the ruling, but the attorney that handles 
negotiations had not been contacted 
about the decision.

Two of the seven men who were or¬ 
dered to be rehired have already rejoined 
the school custodial force, and the union 
president said at least three other men 
want their old jobs back. 

Robert Robards, president of Newton 
School Custodians Association, said his 
men were "overjoyed” with the decision. 

The 24-page decision by hearing officer

Consultants' report 


Newton citizens want a new main 
library but want the city to pay for it all, 
because private fund raising will not 
work. 

That is the conclusion of a study done 
for the Library Board of Trustees by a 
professional fundraising organization. 

The study was commissioned by the 
Library Board of Trustees to try to 
determine whether there would ever be 
enough support among Newton's more 
influential and well-to-do citizens to raise 
$2 million toward a library. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has said that he 
would push for a $2 million commitment 
by the city if the Board of Trustees and 
the Friends of the Library could make 
assurances that the other 82 million could 
be raised by popular subscription. 

As presented in the study, done by the 
Robert J. Corcoran Company of Boston, 
comments from people interviewed 


obliged to let the voters know how they 
feel on this matter before the election, but 
they also know anything they finally 
decide could be overturned by a new 
School Committee. 

The Committee decided to hold 
separate meetings with individual 
schools to draw up the specific district 
lines that would determine which high 
school feeder system students from 
eleme8ntary schools would enter.

The aldermanic site selection com¬ 
mittee rejected the library's first choice 
— the land recently occupied by some of 
Newton Junior College — but the report 
dwells on the undesirabilility of the 
Homer-Walnut site and said that "few 
people favored" that site. 

The report added that "most" people 
argued, too, that a new main library 
should be located in a busy, congested 
area. 

That outlook had been considered by 
the site selection committee, which found

Teachers' 

demands 

revealed 

The complete details of all collective 
bargaining offers made by the teachers 
and the School Committee were disclosed 
this week when Chairman Alvin Mandell 
released a transcript of a radio interview. 

The frustration of students being on the 
receiving end of the sixth week of the 
teachers’ work-to-rule action was afeo 
brought out at the Committee meeting by 
student representatives to the School 
Committee. 

The transcript of Mandell’s interview 
on WNTN, handed to School Committee 
members the night of the meeting, 
caused furor in Committeeman Manuel 
Beckwith who called it "opinionated, 
unauthorized, and (containing) political 
references."

Mann-Harrington contest not so predictable

Often in a preliminary, or primary, 
election there are more losers than 
winners, and that was the case last week 
when Newton selected its nominees for 
mayor. 

The four serious contenders for the job, 
Theodore Mann, Peter Harrington, 
Richard Bullwinkle and Eliot Cohen, fully 
expected to "win," even if, in this case, 
“winning" meant finishing second. 

The consensus, in the closing moments 
of the campaign, was that either Eliot 
Cohen or Peter Harrington would “win.” 
There was little doubt that incumbent 
Mann would come out on top. 

Ultimately, the voters threw the 
prognosticators a curve. Cohen's can- 
jlidady fell woefully short of what was 
expected, and Bullwinkle finished a 
respectable third. 

In retrospect, with the aid of invaluable 
20-20 hindsight, it should have come as a 
surprise to no one that Peter Harnnglon 
emerged victorious. 

Mann, Harrington and Bullwinkle all 
had one thing Eliot Cohen lacked, a power 
base. 

Harrington, who has served as an 
alderman and state representative on the 
north side of Newton, operates from a 
position of strength m Wards 1 and 2. 

Bullwinkle, a ward alderman in Ward 
3, managed to ’ in that area. . draw the 
overwhelming share of votes 

Mann, of course, has his traditional 


bastion, Ward 8' to give him a lion's share 
of votes. 

But Cohen, also homebased in Ward 8, 
had to gamble that he could drain enough 
votes away from the mayor on their home 
turf to give his candidacy a boost. 

This would have required some 
widespread dissatisfaction with the in¬ 
cumbent that simply does not appear to 
exist. 

Cohen actually made a modest showing 


in all Newton wards, but lacked that 600 
or 700 vote cushion to send him to the top 
of the statistics. 

He did receive 559 votes in Ward 8, but 
by contrast Bullwinkle walked off with 
895 votes in Ward 3 and Harrington got 
close to 600 votes in both Wards 1 and 2. 

By the same token, while Bullwinkle 
fared well in Wards 1, 2, 3 and 4, his 
support dwuidled to nothing on the south 
side where he got 143,156,46 and 88 votes 
respectively in Wards 5,6,7, and 8. Since 
Harrington did not suffer a proportional 
drop in votes once his candidacy hit 
Commonwealth Avenue, he won. 

Ward contests 

The guiding principle of getting elected 
is getting "your votes” to go to the polls. 

Preliminary elections are usually not 
big drawuig cards for voters, and a core 


of between 10,000 and 15,000 people of the 
50,000 registered voters can be counted on 
to go to the polls, more 

In last week’s election, it behooved any 
clever politician to stack the deck’ so to 
speak, to get his people out and voting' 
and here ward contests became a factor. 

An additional 2000 voters voted last 
week as compared to the last mayoral 
preliminary election, 1973; and the voter 
bulge took place on the north side of 


Newton. 

Bullwinkle appears to have been the 
candidate that had a hand in creating 
run-off elections in Wards 1, 2 and 3, 
perhaps sharing the credit with 
Harrington for this tactic in Ward 2. 

Five candidates were running for 
Bullwinkle's vacant seat in Ward 3, more 
than enough to ensure a local race 
guaranteed to get some extra voters to 
the polls. There were also four candidates 
vying for two ballot spots in the Ward 1 
aldermanic race where Aid. Andrew 
Magni is stepping down. 

Ward 2 managed a four-way School 
Committee race and Ward 3 also had a 
School Committee race, with LeConti 
challenged by two people. 

Both School Comnuttee races, as well 
as the contests for alderman-at-large in 


Wards 6 and 8, were city wide races. 

However, no matter how often the 
public is told that the whole city votes for 
candidates in at-large races even if they 
come from one particular ward, the 
message never changes the fact that less 
voters go to the polls where there are no 
apparent local contests. 

The exception to this rule is 
traditionally Ward 8 where voter apathy 
is virtually nonexistent. 

The presei.ee of two minor candidates 
in this race, James Miller and David 
Berkeley, does not seem to have had any 
influence on its outcome. Together these 
candidates got 871 votes. Without them, 
these votes would have probably been 
divided among the four other candidates. 

Money 

In a city noted for its political activism 
and wealth, money does not seem to have 
played an unportant role in the outcome 
of the election. 

Mann raised the most money; Cohen 
spent the most money. Harrington and 
Bullwinkle had modest sums to spend and 
used their funds primarily for campaign 
literature. All the candidates except the 
mayor had to lend money to their own 
campaigns. 

Harrington and Cohen both hired 
campaign managers to run their cam¬ 
paigns while Bullwinkle turned the reuis 
over to his wife and spoke often during 
the race of how well she was doing 
managing his effort.

The Middlesex County 
prosecutor in the case said if 
the Grand Jury returns in¬ 
dictments as expected, there 
would be a Superior Court 
arraignment this month and a 
trial date would probably be in 
January. 

Ms. Allan, 30, had previously 
pleaded innocent to the murder 
of Donald L. Bagnall, 45, of 538 
California St., Newtonville. 
The two had been living 
together for five months at that 
address. 

Defense lawyer Carmen 
Durso tried to make a case for 
the knifing being done in self- 
defense, based on the 
testimony of what Allan had 
told police the night of the 
slaying. 

Allan was not called to testify 
at the hearing in Newton 
District Court. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Roanne Sragow called Officer 
Marie Morello as her first 
witness. 

Officer Morello arrived at 
the second floor apartment 
shortly after the police stattion 
received a call from the house 
at 11:37 p.m. 

3ie saw Officers Peter Hart 
and James Scalzi giving first 
aid to a man wearing shorts 
and lying on his back in the 
hallway inside the apartment 
door.

Officer Morello went into the 
bedroom and saw a woman in a 
blood-stained yellow 
nightgown sitting on the end of 
the bed. she said in court. 

She asked the woman if she 
was all right, and she said she 
was, according to Morello. 

The woman on the bed then 
said without any questioning’ 
‘"I didn’t mean to stab him. He 
went crazy. I'm not going to 
work again with another black 
eye,"’ according to the of¬ 
ficer’s testimony in court. 

Morello said she stopped the 
woman from talking and ad¬ 
vised her of her Miranda rights 
to remain silent. Hie woman 
said she understood her rights, 
Morello said at the hearing. 

Hie officer then asked what 
happenned, and the woman 
said she and Bagnall had had 
about three drinks each that 
night, and had been very happy 
about the new corporation they 
had formed. 

Police had said before the 
hearing this was the LorDan 
corporation that was going to 
do consulting in health care 
services. 

Morello said in court, "She 
said they had a very lovely 
relationship and they were 
very happy." 

Hie night of the murder 
Allan said she noticed a change 
in Bagnall, Morello said. 

"She was in fear that he was 
going crazy," Morello said in 
court. 

Allan then told the officer 
that she went to the kitchen to 
get a paring knife from a 
drawer, and went back into the 
hallway, according to 
testimony. 

Bagnall then saw Allan and 
said to her, ‘"So, you have a 
knife,"' according to Morello’s 
testimony. 

Bagnall then allegedly 
grabbed Allan's neck from 
behind, and Allan allegedly 
swung her right arm around 
and stabbed Bagnall in the 
chest’ according to Morello's 
testimony of what Allan said to 
her that night. 

Assistant Dist. Atty. Sragow 
questioned Officer Morello and 
asked, “Did she (Miss Allan) 
say anything about being beat 
up that night?" 


"No, she did not"' Morello 
said. 

When asked what Allan had 
said about being beaten, 
Morello said, "She said she 
would not be beaten again.” 

Hie only contact Allan had 
had with Bagnall that day was 
when he put his arm around er 
neck, Morello said in court 
from what she had learned 
from Allan. 

Det. Sgt. Arthur Fryar, an 
officer for eight years, then 
was called into the courtroom 
to testify. All the witnesses had 
been sequestered outside the 
courtroom and called in one by 
one to testify. 

When he entered the apart¬ 
ment at about 11:40 p.m. he 
saw the victim lying on the 
floor with a pool of blood on his 
chest and in the nape of his 
neck. He also saw a steak knife 
with a blade four to four-and-a- 
half inches lying next to the 
body' he said in court. 

There was no evidence of a 
struggle in the apartment, and 
he entered the bedroom with 
Officer Morello and the 
defendant in it, Fryar said in 
court. 

Allan told him that the last 
time she had been beaten up 
was two weeks prior to Sept. 5. 

Sgt. Fryar in court said he 
asked Allan if she had ever 
called the police or seen a 
doctor about the previous 
beatings, and she said she 
hadn't. 

The day before Bagnall had 
driven to New Hampshire and 
brought two of his four children 
back to Newton, Fryar said. 
They had gone to the 
Aquarium, had dinner at the 
apartment with Allan, and all 
four had gone to a park, ac¬ 
cording to what Allan told him’ 
Fryar said. 

Bagnall and Allan drove the 
two children back to New 
Hampshire, Sgt. Fryar said. 

Allan had told both Fryar 
and Morello that Bagnall's wife 
had felt "bitter” about them 
breaking up several years ago’ 
according to court testimony. 

Fryar and Morello both 
testifified that Allan was 
crying sometimes while not 
talking, but when she spoke she 
was understandable.

Assistant Dist. Atty. Sragow 
rested her case alter these two 
witnesses.

After describing the several 
scrapes, bruises, and spots on 
her body, he began to testify 
that he had David Bagnall as a 
patient In psychotherapy. 

He saw Bagnall for a total of 
29 hourly sessions, and Bagnall 
told him about his relationship 
with Allan. 

At this point Judge Basbas 
stopped the testimony for fear 
that Dr. Pearce might be 
leaving himself open to 
litigation from Bagnall's estate 
for disclosing the information 
gained during a confidential 
relationship with his patient. 

Dr. George Katsas, a con¬ 
sultant medical examiner for 


the state, said he examined 
Bagnall’s body at Cate and 
Pratt Funeral Home in West 
Newton. 

He testified that Bagnall died 
of a single stab would wound in 
the chest between the second 
and third ribs that punctured 
the aorta and coronary artery. 
He also said the blood alcohol 
level at the time of death was 
0.13 percent. 

Several other officers 
testified as to their role in the 
investigation, but no evidence 
from the apartment was ad¬ 
mitted' as it is in custody of the 
state police. 

Judge Monte Basbas 
criticized defense lawyer 
Durso for using the probable 
cause hearing for a "fishing 
expedition” to find out what the 
witnesses knew, stating that 
was beyond the function of the 
hearing. 

Basbas dismissed the charge 
of assault with a dangerous 
weapon against Allan, and held 
the murder charge. 

It is not up to the district 
court judge to reduce a first 
degree murder charge to 
second degree murder or 
manslaughter’ or decide if the 
act was done in self-defense.

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Fleet of city cars needs 
controls, report says

An analysis of the use and 
maintenance of 57 city-owned 
cars, prepared by Director of 
Accounting I^wrence Marino, 
puts down in black and white 
what everyone has surmised — 
that there is a lot of room for 
improvement. 

The cars studied comprise 
the entire city fleet except for 
police, fire and School 
Department vehicles. 

The study, requested of 
Marino during budget 
deliberations last spring, has 
recommended several changes 
in procedures. 

One of these changes is 
already in effect in a small 
way. A three-vehicle car pool is 
available to all employees at 
City Hall who need a car. 

Vehicles should be replaced 
before their maintenance costs 
exceed reasonable standards, 
and police vehicles should be 
reused by other departments 
only if they meet those 
maintenance and operational 
standards. 

A preventive-maintenance 
program should be carried out 
on all city vehicles, the report 
says. Before the report was 
issued, such a program was 
begun for public works and 
other vehicles maintained by 
the public works garage. 

Another area to be in¬ 
vestigated further is whether 
to allow some employees to 
lake city vehicles home at 
night and over the weekend. 

Nearly half the city fleet of 
cars is now composed of for¬ 


mer police sedans, whose 
average maintenance and 
operational costs are $950 per 
year' almost double the 
average of $550 for nonpolice 
cars. 

Marino's report backs up the 
public works commissioner's 
determination that a central 
garage is needed. Not only 
would maintenance of vehicles 
be improved but also the need 
for surplus vehicles would be 
reduced for each department. 

Currently, the Recreation 
Department, Public Works 
Department and Water 
Department all maintain 
separate garages. 

Marino recommends the 
purchase of small, economy 
cars when they are suitable. 
Inspectors, who do not tran¬ 
sport tools and often travel 
alone, might use small cars. 

There should be a systematic 
replacement plan for city cars 
to avoid what has been hap¬ 
pening — the expenditure of so 
much money on maintenance 
and repair of old cars that 
there is not enough money for 
buying new ones. 

Prohibition of taking cars 
home would save 7000 gallons 
of gas a year, but would have 
its drawbacks. More em¬ 
ployees' cars would have to be 
accommodated at City Hall, 
and city vehicles left unat¬ 
tended over the weekend would 
be subject to vandalism. 

Seventy-three people receive 
car allowances for their use of 
the own cars for city business. 


They are paid apparently at a 
variable rate, and Marino says 
costs may be cut by $12,000 a 
year by using a strict per-mile 
system. 

Car allowances are the 
cheapest way to provide 
transportation for city em¬ 
ployees with very low mileage 
requirements, the report says, 
but having employees use their 
own cars instead of a car pool 
would not be practical. 

Marino strongly recom¬ 
mends computerization of the 
mass of data being ac¬ 
cumulated on vehicles and 
equipment. Computerization 
would provide reports on 
performance, maintenance 
costs, operating costs and so on 
that will alert department 
heads to uneconomical use of 
the vehicles. 

The report, while setting 
forth in concrete terms certain 
inefficiences and lacks in 
management of city cars, will 
not provide instantaneous 
results. 

A letter from Mayor 
Theodore Mann’s chief ad¬ 
ministrative office, Jane Pitt, 
to Marino commented that 
some of Marino's figures have 
been disputed by department 
heads who have kept their own 
records. 

Pitt added that “the study 
will assist us in making ad¬ 
ditional changes during this 
coming year and in the FY79 
budget.” 


Enrollment drops 150 students, 
more this year than predicted 


Hie tenth year of declining 
enrollment in the Newton 
schools was 150 students worse 
than had been expected for the 
current year, Director of 
Research and Planning Vin¬ 
cent Silluzio told the School 
Committee Tuesday night. 

Silluzio’s report was 
received as salt in a wound in 
light of the School Committee’s 
difficulty in dealing with the 
closing plan for Weeks Junior 
— High School. 

The total enrollment is now- 
14, 558, down 21.1 percent from 
the 1967 peak of 18,424. 

Silluzio gave three factors 
for his projection of last year 
being 150 students off. These 
were the Lower Falls project 
that wasn’t built, fewer 
children than expected in the 
Hamlet Street project, and the 


Metco enrollment was lower 
than expected. 

Those three reasons account 
for 68 fewer students, leaving 
an error rate of 0.6 percent in 
his projection, which he said 
was consistent with past 
predictions. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink pointed out that 
once again the largest 
enrollment drop is in the 
elementary schools. 

The total elementary school 
figure is 6,995, down 30 percent 
from the 1962 peak. 

Fink stressed that despite 
this great decline in space 
needed for students, only 3 
percent of the total elementary 
school space has been dosed. 

If Hamilton School is dosed, 
as has previously been 
recommended by some School

Committee members, that 
would reduce the elementary 
school space by 5 percent, Fink 
said. 

This year the Hamilton 
enrollment is 115 students, 
down 22 students from last 
year. There were four new 
kindergartners this year, three 
less than Silluzio had expected 
for what is now the school with 
the smallest enrollment in the 
city. 

Silluzio, in this preliminary 
seven-page report that 
precedes his annual 90-page 
report, added that six or seven 
years ago he predicted the 1981 
enrollment to be from 12,500 to 
13,000. 

This year, now that all the 
children who will be students in 
1981 are born, he can more 
accurately say the 1981 
enrollment will be about 12,000. 

In predicting enrollment 
beyond five years the 
statistician has to include a 
prediction of the future birth 
rate. 

In the past four years the 
number of births in Newton has 
been under 700, and a predicted 
upward trend in births that was 
expected for this year has not 
materialized. 

Even if the birth rate rises, 
Silluzio predicted the 
enrollment would bottom out in 
about 1987 with around 10,000 
students.

New trial 
sought on

Blue Laws 
should go 

Except for a token action in allowing 
department stores and other retail 
businesses to remain open for a few Sundays 
before Christmas, it appears that the 
Legislature again this year will sweep under 
the rug the question of outright repeal of the 
antiquated Sunday Blue Laws 

The Legislature placed a non-binding 
referendum on last year's election ballot but 
then virtually disregarded a vote by the peo¬ 
ple of Massachusetts favoring repeal of the 
laws requiring most stores to close on Sun¬ 
day 

A number of factors are responsible for 
the failure on the Legislature to wipe out the 
Blue Laws which go back to Puritan times 
and are not geared to the tempo of present- 
day life. 

The most important is that a big majority 
of employees in department stores and other 
retail establishments don't want to work on 
the Sabbeth. They prefer to spend that day 
at home with their families. 

Their political muscle commands atten¬ 
tion on Beacon Hill. (They will be paid time 
and a half on the Sundays they work before 
Christmas. (Store-owners say they could not 
afford that the rest of the year.) 

Representatives of store employee unions 
have lobbied effectively at the State House 
against the repeal of the out-dated Blue 
Laws. 

Many store executives, who back through 
the years complained bitterly about being 
forced to close on Sundays and certain 
holidays, now unexpectedly say they only- 
want to operate six days a week. 

They declare that their expenses would 
rise and that they would be forced to charge 
higher prices if they were open for business 
every Sunday. 

An exception are store-owners in northern 
Massachusetts near the New Hampshire 
border who see Sunday shoppers drive in 
large numbers across the state line into New 
Hampshire. 

Indications are that they will continue 
watching the loss of business to New 
Hampshire except on the Sundays just 
- before this coming Christmas. Scant 
likelihood exists that the Blue Laws will be 
* scrapped entirely this year. Strong senti¬ 
ment for such an action simply does not 
exist. 

As previously stated in this space, we 
think the outmoded Blue Laws should be 
repealed. With working couples, there simp¬ 
ly is not enough time on Saturdays to do all 
those chores. 

There is no reason why someone shouldn't 
be able to buy paint or work on plumbing on 
Sunday. Open stores on Sunday will mean 
more free time for these harried 
homeowners. 

As for store employees, strict laws should 
be passed preventing discrimination against 
those workers who prefer not to work on the 
Seventh Day. 
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Kennedy pushes against closed doors

NEW YORK - To give the little guys and gals a real 
chance to get "behind closed doors" in the nation's capital 
was one of the big promises of the Carter campaign last 
year. Now Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D.-Mass., and Rep. 
Peter Rodino, D.-N.J., are pushing hard to redeem the 
pledge — at least in part. 

They have introduced legislation to make federal funds 
available to persons so that they may make effective 
representations to the many regulatory agencies whose 
decisions are generally made with little or no “public" 
participation although these self-same decisions directly 
affect the lives of “the public." 

For many years, it has been reasonably charged that too 
many agencies on too many occasions have been 
“regulated" by the industries they were supposed to 
regulate 

In effect, public agencies have become the instruments of 
private interests to push around the public. One of the 
reasons for this reversal of the proclaimed purposes of 
these - agencies was the one-sided character of the 
presentations that were made before the agencies when 
they held their hearings. 

A railroad, for instance, has the money to hire resear¬ 
chers, economists, lawyers, map-makers, computer genii, 
to prepare a nifty case. And the corporation has the staying 
power to continue the battle for the duration before agen¬ 
cies or courts. Railroad commuters, on the other hand, 
generally lack all the sinews for such a war. 

When the hearings are ended, the record on which the 
agency is supposed to base its decision is weighted for the

railroad whose professionals can generally make the 
amateurs look like amateurs. 

Sen. Kennedy cited several sad stories about the unequal 
struggle between the well-organized interests and the 


disorganized individuals. A West Virginia group of citizens 
tried to challenge the location of a power plant they felt was 
unneeded. They put together a few bucks to make the initial 
move before the Federal Power Commission. But they went 
bust even before the hearings were held. 

In the District of Columbia, a group of experts on food and 
nutrition filed petitions, backed up by solid info, before 
agencies such as the Food and Drug Administration. 
Despite the excellence of their materials, they had to quit 
for lack of do-re-mi. , t . ... 

A Michigan group tried to get tight standards for the 
distribution of radioactive plutonium. The Atomic Energy 
Commission tied the citizens up in court for seven years, 
until the poor souls were financially exhausted and gave up. 

The Kennedy-Rodino bills would authorize federal 
agencies to "make awards of reasonable attorneys' fees" 
and other costs to persons the agencies "deem capable of 
making substantial contributions to a fair resolution of the 
issues involved in agency proceedings." 

It would' also authorize "Federal courts to make 
discretionary awards of reasonable fees and costs in 
lawsuits for review of agency decisions, where a plaintiff 
prevails and the court determines that the bringing of the 
action served an important public purpose." 

Although the whole idea sounds shockingly newfangle 
the fact is that several agencies — on their own — have 
been doing this with many positive results. 

The Federal Trade Commission, the Consumer Products 
Safety Commission, and the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration are among the pioneers. The Ken¬ 
nedy-Rodino legislation would apply the idea to all federal

More advice than followers for GOP

WASHINGTON — As it diminishes in size to where it now 
has approximately as many members as the Hare Krishna 
religion, the Republican Party is getting a lot of advice on 
how to increase its ranks. Some of this advice is good, some 
of it is bad. 

In this latter category I would put some of the things said 
recently in an article in the Chicago Tribune by Richard 
Whalen, a thoughtful, moderate Republican conservative 
who used to write speeches for Richard Nixon and now 
advises business on international economic matters. Ex¬ 
plaining that the rightward drift in America is social and 
cultural, not economic, primarily concerned with 
strengthening such institutions as the family, the church, 
the neighborhood and the school, Whalen writes: 

"The Republican Party needs to redefine itself as the 
representative of a broadly based social and cultural 
conservatism, forsaking its obsolete and narrowly 
economic opposition to big government. The American 
middle-class is now the main beneficiary of the welfare 
state, in the form of Social Security and Medicare 
payments, and it cannot be expected to vote to expropriate 
itself." 


Now, there are several reasons why I think Whalen's 
analysis is maladroit and his advice wrong-headed. First, 
he misunderstands the current political reality. Every 
national poll I've seen shows that when they are asked, 
most Americans say that the No. 1 danger to this country is 
posed by Big Government Intricately involved in this 
concern is a rising dissatisfaction among voters with ex¬ 
cessive taxation, too much government spending, huge 
budget deficits, over-regulation and inflation. All of these 
issues are chiefly economic in nature, not cultural or social. 

During the past decade, the main cause of these af¬ 
flictions has been a four-fold increase in federal ex¬ 
penditures for social welfare programs — from $77.2 billion 
in 1965 to $286.5 billion in 1975 — and a whopping 16-fold 
jump in government spending for so-called in-kind 
payments, things like food stamps. Medicare and Medicaid. 
These last two items have enormously inflated medical 
care costs. 

To say, as Whalen does, that the middle-class is the 
"main beneficiary" of these schemes is preposterous. A 
more accurate statement would be that the middle-class is 
the main victim of these programs. 


My second objection to Whalen's analysis is that it offers 
the GOP a false alternative and it is overly simplistic. It's 
certainly true that large numbers of Americans are con¬ 
cerned about the breakdown of the family, the church, the 
school and the neighborhood. But, the record clearly 
demonstrates that the increasing involvement of Big 
Government in all these areas has played a large role in 
weakening these institutions. For example, nothing has 
done more to destroy our neighborhoods than federal 
housing policies, specifically urban renewal. 

The challenge the GOP faces is not an either-or strategy, 
as Whalen believes — either to abandon its traditional anti- 
Big Government, pro-free enterprise position, or to start 
talking up social and cultural issues. The party must do 
both because they are interconnected in a thousand dif¬ 
ferent ways. 

Rep. Jack Kemp, R-N. Y., is one of those Republicans who 
understands the importance of the economic issue to the 
GC^ 3 . In a talk last week to the Republican National 
Committee in.. New Orleans, Kemp, the chief sponsor of 
The Tax Reduction Act of 1977, declared that permanently 
reducing the taxes Americans pay "is not only good 
politics; it is good economics as well.” He observed: 


Alternative education not always easy to understand 


Newton Citizens for Education (NCE) 
will present a series of articles in this 
column on topics that it considers im¬ 
portant for debate before the November 
School Committee election.

What is alternative education? It is not 
a radical trend in education, a series of 
temporary fads, or a specific system of 
teaching; nor is it always more expensive 
than whatever it replaces. 

With the help of two Newton educators, 
John Livingston of Newton North High 
School and Robert Wicks of Newton 
South, an attempt was made to explore 
this complex subject focusing par¬ 
ticularly on alternatives at the high 
school level. 

Alternative education is a difficult 
concept to specify or define. While it 
occasionally is used to label a specific 
educational program, more often it refers 
lo any departure from traditional school 
or classroom procedure and goes far 
beyond variations in curriculum. Though 
most alternatives are new and in¬ 
novative, the Basic School movement, 
which favors a return to earlier methods 
and structure, may also be considered 
alternative education in our system since 
it is not presently in the mam stream of 
Newton education. 

In a broad sense alternative education 
has always existed. Innovations were 
tried and either faded away or became an 
established part of school procedure. But 
what was once a very gradual, almost 
imperceptible process has become a self- 
conscious movement aimed, not at fin¬ 
ding one system which will succeed with 
all children, but seeking to vary the 
learning experience in a number of ways 
so as lo meet or attempt to meet the in¬ 
dividual and unique needs of each 
student. 

The present movement began in the 
sixties as a revulsion against what was 
seen as the processing of children and as 
a recognition that present methods failed 
large numbers of students. 

In those days, armed with the belief 
that money and enthusiasm would 
inevitably produce a successful program, 
alternative programs were begun in 
many parts of the country, a ‘ number of 
them with federal grants. Often the high 
level of interest and dedication of the 
teachers began to flag alter three or four 
years of uitense effort and involvement. 
This "teacher burn out” resulted in the 
gradual return of the status quo. 
However, some of the best aspects 
became permanent. 


There are several reasons why there is 
currently such a strong emphasis on 
alternatives to the traditional educational 
process. Wicks commented that the last 
few decades have produced such an 
explosion of knowledge that the goal of 
producing "Renaissance men" who know 
something about everything is no longer 
possible. 

Instead students must learn how to 
learn so that they can master the specific 
knowledge they will need as they make 
definite educational and career choices. 
In addition, new programs help to 
stimulate professional growth in an in¬ 
creasingly older and more stable teacher 
population. The excitement and exchange 
of ideas brought about by such alter¬ 
natives will hopefully take the place of 
the ferment caused by a constant influx of 
new teachers into the system. 

Educators are responding to problems 
and challenges by varying many aspects 
of the educational process. In some 
communities, scheduling is being 
changed by using a modular system of 20 
minute "mods" so that the length of class 
periods can reflect the demands of the 
subject matter and the characteristics of 
the students being taught. While some 
subjects may be difficult to attend to for 
an hour at a time, other subjects may 
lend themselves to two or three hours of 
intense effort a few times a week. Also, 
the attention and concentration of some 
students may improve with short periods 
of instruction. 

The size of both schools and classes has 
been of increasing concern to educators. 
For many years bigger equaled more 
efficient in educational circles; but over 
the last decade, the problems of large 
suburban high schools have become more 
and more apparent. They tend to be 
large, unpersonal and bureaucratic. It is 
easy to be anonymous, and in anonymity 
there is no impetus for students to feel 
responsible to the school or to each other. 

This may have something to do with 
such problems as cheating and van¬ 
dalism. Much learning is based on a 
personal relationship between teacher 
and student. Yet it is difficult, if not 
impossible, for a teacher to have a per¬ 
sonal relationship with large numbers of 
students 

In Newton the house system m the 
senior high level have attempted to 
create smaller, more intimate dusters 
within the larger setting. Murray Road 
School provides a situation where all the 
teachers and students know and are 
therefore supportive to one another. In 
this context, Livingston pointed out that 
alternative choices often mean that 
something is lost as well as gained. 

For example, the more personal, small 
school cannot offer the variety of courses, 
sports, and extra-curricular activities 


that a larger school can. Such trade-offs 
demand that those espousing a particular 
alternative be clear on what students 
they hope to serve and what goals are to 
be accomplished in order to justify 
whatever has to be given up. 

Variation in curriculum both in what is 
taught and how it is presented has been a 
focus of alternative education. 

Teachers have attempted to motivate 
and interest students through making the 
curriculum more relevant to their lives, 
by applying the point of view of several 
disciplines to a particular topic, and by 
using other media than print to convey 
information. 

While books and the spoken word were 
once the primary tools of teaching, the 
modern day library has become a media 
center, and these important media are 
augmented by television, slides, movies, 
and especially through the student’s own 
experience. 

Children are becoming more actively 
involved in the learning process, putting 
on a play by Shakespeare instead of just 
reading it, and visiting the differing 
ecologies of river banks or tidal marshes 
instead of just talking about them in 
class. This emphasis on experiential 
learning has led to all kinds of programs 
that extend beyond the school setting. 

For example, the L.A.B. School utilizes 
the whole city of Boston as a teaching 
tool; and various work-study programs 
were established mainly because for 
some students, a job setting may be much 
more appropriate for learning than a 
classroom. 

Usually these out of school settings do 
not totally replace classroom learning. 
Instead, for one semester or one part of 
each day, students gain experiences 
which make school more understandable 
and bearable for them. 

The Executive Internship program 
places high school pupils in institutions 
and businesses where they work as 
assistants to people in management. This 
experience gives them a new perspective 
on school because they have to use their 
skills. Reading, math and other academic 
subjects are seen as crucial to their 
functioning in the world and may be 
studied much more diligently after ex¬ 
posure to such an experience. 

Just as the school building and school 
books have been supplemented by other 
locations and new ways of experiencing, 
so the teacher has also been sup¬ 
plemented as the sole giver of knowledge. 

Schools are not only letting students out 
lo pursue interests in the larger world, 
they are also letting new students in 
because of declining enrollment. Senior 
citizens, housewives and others with 
flexible schedules may join teenagers 
and contribute new perspectives adding 
an extra and valuable dimension to the 
educational process. 


A number of alternative programs mix 
students from different communities or 
even from different countries in the belief 
that peers can also contribute a great 
deal to each others' education. 

Alternative education, far from being a 
single concept, involves a growing 
number of programs which sound ex¬ 
citing and may or may not have real : 
merit. 

Evaluation is extremely difficult but 
extremely important. In spite of the in¬ 
terest and excitement they generate, 
alternative programs should be more 
than an intellectual pleasure trip for 
students and teachers. They should ac¬ 
tually accomplish their goals. 

Planning any innovative program 
should include a clear statement of goals 
as well as a number of criteria for 
judging if the goals have been met. Many 
important aims, creativity, ability to 
cope with new situations, intellectual 
curiosity, are intangible and hard to 
quantify. Yet the same ingenuity which 
brings about new programs must also be 
applied to defining ultimate aims and 
measuring success. 

One criterion of success is longevity. If 
a program can maintain the interest and 
involvement of students, teachers, and 
the community, it is considered wor¬ 
th whUe. Yet whether a program lasts or 
ends may have less to do with its intrinsic 
worth than with any number of totally 
unrelated factors such as personnel 
changes, funding problems, or simply 
school politics. 

How popular a course or a school is 
with the students is another way of 
measuring the worth of an alternative. 

There is no doubt that this is important 
since some students are dropping out 
physically, and even more are dropping 
out mentally; showing up every day but 
with no real interest in what is going on. 
Yet young people don't always know 
what's good for them. Something that 
they enjoy may have no value to them in 
newton...alternative ed...U the long run 
while another course that they dislike at 
the time may have a real and positive 
effect on their lives. Therefore, this ' 
criterion too must be applied cautiously 
as only one of a number of measures of 
success. 

Wliatever the criteria used, present 
studies have given no conclusive 
evidence lhat any one style of education 
is better than any other. 

Any style, if done well, produces sue- . 
cessful results. As the number of 
programs and curricula proliferate, 
some methods of selection will have to be 
found. We need to strike a balance bet- - 
ween innovation and stability so that 
innovation doesn’t become chaos and 
stability doesn't become stagnation.

The standoff in contract 
negotiations, the NTA's "work 
to rule" practice and the recent 
Newton South teachers’ 
decisions not to write letters of 
recommendation for students 
applying to colleges is of great 
concern to us.

We urgently appeal to the 
negotiating parties’ wisdom, 
good judgment and concern for 
our children in calling for 
immediate meetings to 
negotiate the issues. 
Reasonable and intelligent 
parties should be able to effect 
a solution to the impasse.

It is with great reluctance 
that I am leaving the School 
Committee. 

When 1 first joined the 
Committee, A1 Mandell and I 
were a minority of two. The 
majority of that time had good 
intentions but was unaware of 
important changes taking 
place. 

In particular, it badly 
misread public feeling about 
spiralling school costs and the 
burdens of taxation. It also had 
difficulty seeing parent con¬ 
cern about basics as a real 
issue. 

These shortcomings had a 
_ great deal to do with the 
” stunning upset in the last 
elections when the voters 
decided to retire four in¬ 
cumbents and create a new 
majority which would be more 
responsive. 

The new majority has made 
considerable progress despite 
often vehement opposition 
from people who seem unable 
to accept, or even understand 
the verdict of the voters. 

These are the people who are 
trying to make an issue of "the 
climate of distrust.” That is 
just so much hot air. What they 
really mean is that unlike the 
old Committee, we have 
refused to rubber stamp every 
new idea the administration 
comes up with 

That’s not what the people 
elected us to do. 

Any informed person knows 
that this is what responsible 
school committees are doing 
all over the country. So, if 
asking hard questions and 
insisting on high standards of 
accountability causes a 
"climate of distrust," then this 
is what the people want. 

1 feel strongly that a school 
committeeman should be 
responsive to the needs of his 
or her ward. People should 
know their member personally 
and feel free to contact him 
directly when they need help. 

1 do not feel that the present 
at-large system favors this 
kind of closeness. Often, a 
ward is represented by 
someone whose electoral base 
is elsewhere in the city. 

1 spent a long time before 
making up my mind not to run. 
I’ve recently left Boston 
University to take a new job at 
Harvard, and this, and other 
commitments , has taken an 
increasing amount of my time. 

1 didn’t wish to leave the 


School Committee at this time 
because 1 felt the work of the 
new majority had only begun. 
The new directions we took are 
only beginning to bear fruit. 

I endorse William J. Moloney 
as my successor. 

I am very impressed by his 
credentials; a person of his 
education and experience can 
be of great benefit to the School 
Committee. His years as a high 
school principal and current 
work with the Department of 
Education give him a valuable 
insiders's understanding of 
school issues. 


1 also believe he will give 
individual attention to con¬ 
stituent needs. He has taken 
the trouble to move around the 
district getting to know people 
and their problems. 

In looking back over my two 
terms, I feel that the renewed 
stress on "basics" and 
bringing down the school tax 
rate two years in a row are 
memorable achievements. 

It is a beginning. 1 hope 
others can continue.

As a businessman and 
taxpayer, I have had my fill of

I protest not because I bleed for 
the utilities, but because I 
bleed for myself." 

Rep. Pines says she has 
doubts about nuclear power. 
Well I don't. When Edison 
closed down its Pilgrim 
nuclear plant for service, my 
fuel adjustment charge in¬ 
creased tremendously. 

I become suspicious of the 
political influence when I am 
told on one hand that strip 
mining is bad, and on the other 
that electric utilities should 
generate by coal nevertheless 
because nuclear is bad and oil 
is in short supply. 

I know America must have 
enough power for growth. So I 
am more than a little skeptical 
when I hear the politicans tell 
me it is to our advantage to 
deprive electric utilities of 
adequate revenues to provide 
power. 

When 1 am told that oil 
supply is limited, coal can be 
environmentally undsound and 
alternative methods won’t be 
perfected for another 20 years, 
and then see the countless 
restrictions, criticisms and 
delays related to nuclear plant 
licensing, I am, to say the 
least, irate. 

Even though it appears to me 
Rep. Pines does not know what 
she is talking about in the 
nuclear field, I trust she is 
judicious and sincere; 
judicious enough to realize that 
ill-founded statements and 
illogical recommendations 
should be curtailed because 
they are not in the best in¬ 
terests of the public she serves, 
and sincere enough to give the 
energy matter the attention 
and study it deserves. 

If she does, I for one believe

Abatements in the value of a 
property may be given by the 
assessors. Usually the 
abatement is permanent, when 
Ihe board has found that a 
mistake has been made in the 
valuation of a property. 

In cases of damage to a 
property by fire or flood, or 
when a house is unfinished, the 
assessors may grant an 
abatement for one year. 

When an abatement is ap¬ 
plied for, the tax bill must first 
be paid. A portion of the money 
will be returned if the 
abatement is granted. 

Deadline for abatement 
applications is Oct. 28. 


The Board of Assessors will 
grant an exemption under 
Clause 41 of $4000 on the value 
of the property or $360 off the 
tax bill, whichever is greater. 

In Newton the $4000 exemption 
on the property value would be 
greater.

rescinds vote on CDC

Political pressure right before elections 
caused the Board of Aldermen Tuesday 
night to rescind its 17-7 favorable vole on 
the $ 666,000 puhee-fire central dispatch 
and riimmunicshow* center tCDC). 

By its aeSMHi the Board prevented the 
CHteBtion from going onto the Nov. 8 ballot 
as a referendum question. 

Eight aldermen who had been in favor 
of the $665,000 bond issue for the CDC 
during its course through the Board 
changed their minds Tuesday night and 
favored the motion to rescind. 

Six of the eight aldermen who voted in 
tavor of rescission are opposed in the 
November election. 

Firefighters and police officers op¬ 
posing the CDC gathered more than 4000 
signatures on petitions asking the Board 
to rescind its vote or put the maWor 
before the voters. 

Opponents of the CDC, which was 
proposed by Mayor Theodore Mann and 
Police Chief William Quinn and sup¬ 
ported by Fire Chief Harvey Preble, 
based their opposition on possible 
problems in the joint operation of the 
center and on their feeling that the CDC 
would lead to a department of public 
safety instead of maintaining the two 
lepoeaw safety sen-ices. 

(In Hie Board of Aldermen the op 


position had been mainly based on the 
cost and the feeling that the necessary 
new equipment could be bought without 
combining the communications func¬ 
tions. Some were also concerned about a 
merger of police and fire departments. 

The Board had voted Sept. 6 in favor of 
the CDC by a 17-7 vote; 16 votes are 
needed for a bond authonaatlon. 

The Tuesday night vote showed 14 
aldermen in favor of rescission, 10 op¬ 
posed. 

Aid. Joan Saklad made the first move 
Tuesday night, when she proposed that 
the Board, meeting in special session, 
refer the decision immediately to the 
voters. 

"The referendum is a o principle of 
gvernment," she said. 

But Aid. Mark White successfully 
substituted a motion to rescind the ap¬ 
proval of the CDC in the Board. * 

Aid. Matthew Jefferson commented, 
"It is ludicrous to repudiate our own vote. 
We have made our decision. We should 
put this on the ballot." 

Of the 17 who had been in favor of the 
CDC previously' nine aldermen main¬ 
tained that position by voting against 
rescission . They were David Cohen, 
Kobert Gaynor, Matthew Jefferson, 
Terry Morris. Joan Saklad, Susan Schur, 
Ethel Sheehan, Kobert Stiller, and Board 
President Joseph MoDonnell. 


Wendell Bauckman, Donald Budge, 
Ernest Dietz, Carol Anne Shea, Sidney 
Small. Domenic Taglienti, Robert 
Tennant and Mark White, all of whom 
had voted in favor of the CDC, voted to 
rescind. 

Bauckman, Dietz, Saklad, Jefferson, 
and Edward Richmond (who voted 
against rescission even though he had 
voted against the CDC) wanted to see the 
question put on the ballot. 

Various reasons were given by 
aldermen who had been in favor of the 
CDC for their votes to rescind. 

The feeling among some aldermen and 
observers was that some genuinely were 
responding to what they considered the 
public's wishes, even though only 4500 
expressed their wishes on the subject. 

Others are seen as employing a 
strategy that will make it easier for 
Mayor Mann, provided he is reelected, to 
get the CDC into the budget or the capital 
improvement program next year and 
easier for the aldermen to approve it. 

It is felt that a rescission by the Board 
of Aldermen would be easier for the 
mayor and other elected officials to 
ignore than a defeat at the polls. 

Several aldermen felt that if the matter 
were put to the voters they would defeat it 
because the question could not go into the 
background of the CDC or the need for it 
and would show only the cost

The deadline for application 
under Chapter 41 is Dec. 28, 
according to Leonard Aronson, 
chairman of the Newton Board 
of Assessors. 

If a person is not eligible for 
Clause 41, he or she may be 
eligible under Clause 17, which 
is similar but has no income 
limits. Assets limit is $20,000, 
not including any unpaid 
mortgage interest. 

The exemption under Clause 
17 allows $2000 off the property 
value, or $175, whichever is 
greater. 

Clause 17 also applies to 
widows and minors. Deadline 
for application is Dec. 28. 

Clause 41A allows persons 
over age 65 to defer payment of 
real estate taxes up to 50 
percent of the value of the 
property. The assessors would 
charge 8 percent interest on 
unpaid taxes. 

The accumulated taxes and 
interest may be paid at any 
time or by the estate of the 
elderly person after his or her 
death. 

There is no asset limit under 
Clause 41 A, but there is a 
$ 20,000 income limit for the 
year preceding the year in 
which application is made. 

Persons applying for Clause 
41A must have owned property 
in Massachusetts for at least 
five years and must have 
claimed Massachusetts as the 
place of principal residence for 
10 years or more.

Clause 18 exemptions are for 
people so aged, so infirm, or so 
poverty stricken that they 
cannot pay their property 
taxes. 

Unlike the three previous 
exemptions, an exemption 
under Clause 18 is solely at the 
discretion of the Newton Board 
of Assessors.

Cook 
Islands 
face 
change 

RAROTONGA, Cook Islands 
fUPI) — Shafts of sunlight 
break Into the green bower 
where the young Maori man 
and the visitor are talking, on a 
flyspeck of an island in the vast 
South Pacific. 

"My ancestors are here,” 
said Nga Ratumu, pointing to a 
lava rock obelisk at Arai-te- 
tonga, investiture area for 
Maori kings. It is said to be the 
most sacred and most beautiful 
spot in all of the Cook Islands. 

"No, they are not buried 
here. They ARE here. People 
say on certain nights you can 
hear them talking. You can 
hear the drums and 
everything. My grandmother 
has heard them." 

Not two miles away, Sir 
Albert Henry, premier of the 
Cooks, is taking tea with a 
roomful of cabinet ministers 
and travel agents. They are 
celebrating his nation’s 
decision to court the tourist 
industry. The tie that binds is 
to be the new international air 
route that connects tiny 
Rarotonga with North America 
and the Orient via Honolulu. 

The Cooks are a group of tiny 
islands 1,500 miles northwest of 
New Zealand and southwest of 
Tahiti. As far as the outside 
world is concerned, the Cooks 
only now are receiving any 
recognition. 

Rarotonga had no improved 
harbor until 1971 and no jet 
airstrip until 1974. Until Janua¬ 
ry, it was the only island of the 
15-member Cook group to have 
telephone service. Only one 
other island, Sir Albert’s native 
Aitutaki, has a public electric 
supply. 

“1 see tremendous change 
coming," said Ron Powell, a 
New Zelander who came to the 
Cooks as a government worker 
in 1938 and stayed to open a 
shop for local crafts. 

“Like all Polynesian islands, 
our problem here is just people 
changing from a subsistence to 
a money economy. It brings the 
need for money and all the 
. useless things that clutter up 
our lives when this happens." 

The resort-loving visitor who 
expects Rarotonga to match or 
excel facilities at established 
tourist destinations will surely 
be disappointed. Rarotonga 
provides no such insulation 
from the life of its people. 

There are candles in hotel 
rooms as there are in every 
home, because power outages 
are frequent. Flaws in the 
water delivery system affect 
everyone. There are a mini-bus 
service and a few cars for rent, 
but motorbike is the major 
means of getting around. 

Rarotonga is a place where 
one encounters the local people 
effortlessly. They all wave as 
you make your way around the 
island’s 22-mile perimeter. If 
you stop to take a picture, 
passersby want to know all 
about you, when you came and 
how long you will be staying.

Newton to get $6.8m 
for 3-year community 
development program 


Drinan says U.S.-Russian 
statement hinders peace 


Cong. Robert F. Drinan iD- 
Mass. i today labeled the joint 
United States-Soviet Union 
Middle East declaration “a 
step backward in the search for 
. peace" and a document "which 
casts grave doubt upon 
traditional American positions 
in support of Israel." 

Drinan said the Carter 
Administration had erred by 
reintroducing the Soviets as a 
prune mover in Mideast peace 
talks, and by violating a 1975 
agreement to "consult fully 
iwith Israel) and seek to 
concert its positions and 
strategy at the Geneva Peace 
Conference." 

"Surely that commitment, 
signed by Secretary of State 
Kissinger two years ago, was 
violated Oct. 1 when the United 
States presented Israel with 
the final draft of the U.S.- 
U.S.S.R. initiative just 24 hours 
before its release," Drinan 
charged. 

"The declaration s call to 
'insure the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people' is the 
use of a phrase which has been 
a code word describing the 
establishment of a Palestinian 
state dominated by the P.L.O. 
and irrevocably hostile to 
Israel," Drinan explained. 

Cong. Drinan also noted that 
the joint initiative spelled out 


plans tor Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied territories 
"without any accompanying 
affirmation of Israel’s right to 
exist.” 

“That is no small omission,” 
Drinan said, "when we 
remember that just one month 
ago Syrian President Hafez El- 
Assad said, ’The desire to see a 
continuation of its I Israel's) 
existence — this depends on 
future developments.”' 

“When we couple statements 
like Mr. Assad’s with the brutal 
murders and explosive 
rhetoric directed at Israel by 
the PLO, we can see that the 
American-Soviet plan for 
reconvening the Geneva 
Conference is simply unfair to 
Israel. 


FIRST LADIES 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
first ladies of Mexico and the 
United States will meet for the 
fourth time Nov. 2 — on the 
Mexican-American border in 
Texas. 

The White House said Rosa- 
lynn Carter and Carmen 
Romano de Lopez Portillo will 
meet on the border between El 
Paso. Texas, and Ciudad 
Juarez, Chihuahua, where they 
will open a museum of 
Mexican-American culture. 


"1 call upon President Carter 
to reverse the seriously 
misguided path he has 
chosen," Drinan said. 


Newton's allocation of 
federal block grants has more 
than tripld for each of the next 
three years of the community 
development programs. 

In 1977, Newton was 
allocated *742.000. In the 1978 
fiscal year, Newton will be 
given $2.1 million; in 1979, $2.3 
million; and in 1980, $2.4 
million. 

According to Planning 
Director Charles Thomas, who 
is also in charge of the com¬ 
munity development program, 
the amount of money 
scheduled for Newton will 
allow, for example, three 
years' improvements 

to be done in one year. 

Another step that may be 
taken as a result of the ad¬ 
ditional money, Thomas said, 
is the linking of beautification 
projects to housing 
rehabilitation. 

With additional money 
several streets may be the 


recipients of improved street 
lighting, sidewalk im¬ 
provements and housing 
rehabilitation all at the same 
time. 

The money is made available 
under the federal Housing and 
Community Development Act 
of 1977, aimed at communities 
with considerable poverty, a 
lot of old housing and little or 
no economic growth. 

The law has citizen par¬ 
ticipation built into it. Public 
hearings are required for each 
year’s plans. Newton had 
advisory committees set up in 
each of the three official 
"target areas," West Newton, 
Newton Corner, and Nonan- 
tum, and gets citizens’ groups' 
opinion on woitu Vo be done in 
other neighborhoods. 

The public hearings lor the 
next year's community 
Development program will 
probably be in late November’ 
according to Thomas. 


State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) and nine other per¬ 
sons and groups have 
petitioned the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Utilities 
to eliminate New England Bell 
Telephone Company charges to 
consumers for the use of in¬ 
dividually purchased telephone 
equipment. 

Pines acted in response to a 
Supreme Court decision an¬ 
nounced last week upholding 
Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) action 
aimed at eliminating these 
charges. 

New England Bell, which 
services virtually all of the 
state, presently requires a 
$1.50 monthly service charge 
for the use of each privately 
purchased extension phone. 

In addition, users of other 
privately purchased or rented 
equipment such as answering 
devices and switchboard 
systems are required to pay for 
the installation and continuing 
rental of a protective device at 
$5.50 a month, more 

The phone company last year 
began conducting an in¬ 
vestigation in Newton and 
other areas aimed at locating 
and charging for the use of 
customer provided extension 
phones. At that time, Rep. 
Pines objected both to the 
charge and the methods used to 
locate the phones. While the 
just concluded litigation 
prevented the Newton 
lawmaker from moving for an 
end to the charges earlier, her 
petition was filed the day after 
the Court decision was an¬ 
nounced. 

Under the FCC registration 
program the Bell System will 
be prohibited from charging 
for the use of customer 
provided equipment, where 
that equipment meets certain 
technical requirements and 
will not be harmful to the 
telephone network. 

Rep. Pines said, "The Court 
decision is a clear victory for 
those of us who have urged an 
end to this gouging of the 
consumer. 

"It is essential that the 
D.P.U. act quickly to eliminate 
these charges and that Bell 
telephone be required to in¬ 
form all its customers that

Vagabond Stars, by Nahma 
Sandrow. 

(Harper, Row, $20) 

Europe's Jewish com¬ 
munities adopted Yiddish for 
secular writing and en¬ 
tertainment because Hebrew 
was regarded as holy. For 
centuries Yiddish theater 
provided the only en¬ 
tertainment for Jews in the 
Pale and in Central Europe. In 
the New World, it gave millions 
of migrants a sense of identity 
and a source of cheap en¬ 
tertainment in their own 
language until they could 
assimilate the culture of their 
new homes. 

The story of Yiddish theater 
from its origins in the late 
Middle Ages has always been 
one of traveling players escap¬ 
ing oppression and seeking 
scattered Jewish communities. 
Sholom Aleichem wrote a 
comic novel about a group of 
Yiddish troupers entitled 
"Vagabond Stars," from which 
Ms. Sandrow takes the title of 
her exhaustive, well- 
researched "World History of 
Yiddish Theater” (her sub¬ 
title.). 

From the beginning Yiddish 
theater used Biblical themes 
for farces with musical accom¬ 
paniment, traditional Jewish 
characters and topical com¬ 
ment. That is what Yiddish 
theater basically remains 
today. 

Professional Yiddish theater 
started 100 years ago, when 
song writer Avroro Goldfadn 
started producing his own 
plays at the Green Tree Cafe in 
Jassy, Romania. "Vagabond 
Stars” is devoted mostly to the 
peripatetic actors and play¬ 
wrights who underwent 
Czarist, Nazi and Soviet op¬ 
pression. (Yiddish entertainers 
were in great demand in the 
Warsaw ghetto and the con¬ 
centration camps till star¬ 
vation and the gas-chambers 
intervened.) 

In the period of the great 
waves of immigrants in the 
late 19th and early 20th Cen¬ 
turies, some Yiddish actors 
made fortunes and owned their 
own theaters: Jacob Adler, 
David Kessler, Boris 
Thomashevsky. But most — 
before and since — only 
scraped a living, and the 
playwrights whom they ex¬ 
ploited shamelessly died 
penniless almost to a man. 

Ms. Sandrow tells the story 
of Yiddish theater In loving 
detail and her book deserves a 
place on the bookshelf next to 
“Bright Star of Exile," Lulla 
Rosenfeld's biography of her 
grandfather Jacob Adler, pub¬ 
lished earlier this year. 

Cooper’s Creek, by Alan 
Moorehead. (St. Martin’s, 
$12.95) Moorehead has written 
an incomparable adventure 
story with the narrative skill 
and careful control of language 
that distinguished his books on 
the Blue and White Nile. In the 
middle of the last century, the 
Australian interior was a vast, 
unexplored region. The 
government commissioned an 
expedition led by a flamboyant 
Irishman to open the area by 
traversing the continent north 
to south. What started in glory 
ended in death and disgrace. 
Moorehead, an Australian 
himself, puts special feeling 
into his engrossing, moving 
account. 

A Fine Old Conflict, by | 
Jessica Mitford. (Knopf, $10) 

The English upper class family 
of the Mitfords would make a 
dandy subject for a British 
television series, except their 
attitudes and actions would be i 
totally unbelievable. Unfor-1 
tunately, Miss Mitford has 
chosen to spend more time | 
relating her dedicated years as 
a disciplined member of the 
Communist party. Even this 
spirited woman was docile in 
submitting to the party until 
quitting it in the mid-1950s. At 
any rale, it was nice to spend 
some time with the Mitfords. 

The Condensed World of the 
Reader’s Digest, by Samuel 
Schreiner Jr. (Stein and Day, 

|10) In exchange for what | 
many writers consider the 
ignominy of turning out the 
bland, simplistic prose of the 
Digest, editorial employees 
have enjoyed some marvelous 
side benefits. Salaries have 
been immense by magazine 
standards. The ordered, subur¬ 
ban working atmosphere has 
been relaxing and friction-free. 
DeWitt Wallace, who founded 
the hugely successful 
magazine in the 1930s ruled as 
a benevolent if eccentric mo-1 
narch.

control and amnesty not palatable to 
many Bullwinkle supporters. 

It remains to be seen whether people 
who would have voted for Bullwinkle will 
overcome these philosophical differences 
and support Harrington. 

Newton's northside liberal contingent 
is also pparent to some extent in the 
Harrington camp, most notably William 
Carmen, defeated by Mann in 1973, and 
Anita Greenbaum, another veteran 
political worker. 

Because of Mann's strong stand on the 
Metco issue on the School Committee, 
Mann is felt to have the backing of many 
liberals who have not supported him in 
the past. 

Mann is clearly a dominant figure in 
Newton with his politics firmly in hand. 
He's been successful at fundraising and 
at maintaining his vast corps of faithful 
that have been working and voting for 
him since his very first race. 

Many see this the upcoming mayoral 
race as an issueless one. 

The northside cannon, revaluation, has 
been silenced with another court delay. 
The mayor has actively created 
programs for the elderly in Newton, 
supports acquisition of open space, has 
reorganized departments at City Hall and 
is part of a campaign to get federal 
monies for Newton for upgrading of many 
sagging village areas in the city. He 


seems to be able to easily transform 
every criticism into action before the 
criticism can even get off the ground. 

The only exception to this might be the 
Public Works Department, the largest 
under mayoral control, but even on this 
front charges remain vague. 

Harrington, at a press conference last 
week, was asked if he will have a 
definitive report on this issue during his 
campaign, and has indicated he will 
within the next two weeks. 

Cohen, it appears, will not be publicly 
lending his support to either candidate 
and Miller doesn't care to say anything on 
the subject either.

that there is not enough available land in 
such an area anywhere. 

Some of the people interviewed doubted 
that a new library could be built for the $4 
million being talked about. 

"A vocal and thoughtful minority,'' the 
report says, questioned the need for new 
construction, since at least two schools 
are being considered for closing, as well 
as another institution. 

According to the report, nearly all 
those interviewed felt that the number of 
branches should be cut. But at various 
meetings held by the aldermen, most of 
those who spoke did not want branches 
eliminated.

relations campaign reassuring residents 
of the various villages.” 

When it came to the actual financial 
data on building a new library, the report 
says, "Most of those interviewed seemed 
vehemently opposed to raising any 
private money for a public project.” 

Raising the entire $4 million estimated 
cost by a 10 -year bond issue would raise 
the tax rate as now computed by $1.50 per 
thousand dollars of assessed value, the 
report says, and “most people, it was 
believed, would probably not notice an 
additional $1.50 to $2 on the tax rate; it 
would not be a disproportionate burden.” 

One person quoted in the report, who 
has "the wherewithal to make major gifts 
to charitable causes," said that people 
will not give money "m five or six

figures" when they can accept $1.50 on 
the tax rate and achieve the same thing.

Adams blamed the Committee for not 
negotiating during the time that he 
teachers were having an election with the 
Newton Federation of Teachers. 

The bargaining could have reached its 
current stage by the start of the school 
year if talks went on in the summer, he 
said. 

Adams further said he wrote a letter to 
the Newton South High School Faculty 
Senate asking it to reconsider its decision 


not to write college recommendations for 
graduating seniors. 

Adams said he thought this would hurt 
the teachers’ support in the community, 
Although the student representatives to 
the School Committee complained about 
teachers at North High who also are not 
writing recommendations, Adams said 
the faculty there did not take a vote and 
thought only one or two teachers were 
refusing to write them. 

Mandell said in the transcript that the 
Committee offerred a package of

developer who will build from 300 to 350 
low- and moderate-income housing units 
on the site. 

Hopkins said James Murley, owner of 
the land, already has a developer “ready 
to buy" and the design for the apartments 
has already been started. 

Site approval has already been granted 
by the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, Hopkins said. 

The land may possibly be developed 
with HUD subsidy by invoking the state's 
"anti-snob zoning" law, Chapter 774. 

If a community fails to grant per¬ 
mission for low- and moderate-income 
housing, when it does not meet state 
criteria for such housing, a developer 
may appeal to the state for a com¬ 
prehensive permit that overrides local 
zoning and other other ordinances. 

Newton does not meet the criteria for 
number of units of low-income housing or 
percentage of land devoted to low-income 
housing. 

The whole process is a lengthy one, 
taking at least six months and perhaps as 
long as two years. 


There are still some loose ends of in¬ 
formation to be submitted, such as a 
marketing report being done for Hopkins 
and a determination as to how many 
abutters have opposed the project, so the 
Board of Aldermen could vote to hold off 
on any action at the Oct. 17 meeting. 

If more than 20 percent of the abutters 
oppose the development, which entails a

A draft plan for regional 
health systems prepared by the 
consumer-based Health 
Planning Council for Greater 
Boston is now available for 
review in the Newton Main 
Library, 414 Centre St., and in 
many other public libraries in 
the region. 

Spokespersons for the 
nonprofit health systems 
agency also announced a series 
of five public hearings for 
citizens who wish to comment 
upon the draft plan. 

The Newton hearing will be 
Nov. 16 at 7:46 p.m. at City

The three-volume draft 
document describes the 
region's overall health needs 
and problems, identifies goals 
for meeting those needs, and 
proposes actions to be taken to 
implement the plan over the 
next few years. 

Information in the draft plan 
is grouped into 11 major 
categories: health status of 
area residents; ambulatory¬ 
primary health care; acute

hold weekly passive protest

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Are 
all "light” beers the same? 

Basically, yes. The same 
process is involved, one that 
results in more complete 
fermentation during the brew¬ 
ing process. As a result, light 
beers contain less alcohol, 
fewer carbohydrates, fewer 
calories and more water. 

Right now, most brewers of 
light beers tell you they contain 
one third fewer calories than 
the regular beer of that brand. 

Both brewing industry 
spokesmen and officials at the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms say even lighter 
beers containing about half the 
calories of regular beer are in 
the works and will soon be 
marketed 

Currentyly, most light beers 
contain about 96 calories per 
12-ounce can or bottle. 

One bureau official, asked if 
there were really any differ¬ 
ence between brands, said 
"None, other than the usual 
differences in taste and so on." 


The government does not 
have a formula by which beers 
must be made if they are going 
to be called light. But once 
brewers use that designation or 
refer to calories they must 
spell out the exact number of 
calories on the label and In 
advertising and compare the 
product only to their regular 
beer, not to another brand. 

In addition, the bureau 
allows a brewer a leeway of 
five calories either way in 
listing the calorie count. 

In any case, the light beer 
story is the fastest growing 
segment of the beer market. 
"Astounding" is the word the 
U.S. Brewers Association uses 
to describe it. Light beers's 
share of the market is expected 
to increase again this year to 
total seven per cent of all beer 
sold in the United States.. 

Low calorie beers are not 
new. But the Miller Brewing 
Co. was the first to mass 
market a version that not only 
was low in calorie content, but 


also tasted enough like regular 
beer to appeal to weight¬ 
conscious drinkers. The rest of 
the industry followed. 

The Postal Service says it is 
moving to close a loophole that 
has allowed a certain kind of 
mall fraud to continue. 

Involved are statements sent 
in the mail which look like bills 
but which are actually solicita¬ 
tions for the consumer to buy 
something. The senders use the 
technique to make the unwary 
think they owe something for 
an item that they've already 
ordered. In reality the state¬ 
ment is Just an attempt to get 
them to buy something. 

The Postal Servicve says a 
requirement has existed for 
some time for a printed notice 
to appear on such solicitations 
stating that it is "not a bill" 
and "You are under no 
obligation to make any pay¬ 
ments on account of this offer 
unless you accept this offer." 

Through an oversight, the 


Postal Service failed to pre¬ 
scribe thje size of type, the 
method of display or other 
printing requirements. 

As a result, It said, mail 
order firms using such devices 
have hidden the disclaimer or 
otherwise placed It where 
consumers might not notice it. 
The service adds there have 
been "numerous complaints" 
from the public and members 
of Congress. 

Now, It has published a 
notice in the Federal Register 
proposing to require the 
disclaimers be prl ited in 
boldface capital letters in a 
color that contrasts with the 
background, in no smaller than 
30-point type.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(UPI) — At first glance, the 
women could be members of a 
canasta club enjoying a stroll 
through Buenos Aires's main 
square during a downtown 
shopping trip. 

Look again. Their faces are 
troubled. Their talk is 9erious. 
These women are nervous, 
defiant, impatient, deter¬ 
mined, grieving, caught bet¬ 
ween hope and despair. 

These are "Las Locas" — the 
Mad Women of Plaza de Mayo. 
Their presence haunts Argen¬ 
tina's leaders. 

They are the wives, mothers 
and grandmothers of "the 
Disappeared Ones," the hun¬ 
dreds or thousands of people 
who have vanished since a 
military government took 
power last year and promised 
to stamp out leftist subversion. 

Most of them think the army 
or police are responsible for 


the disappearances but they 
cannot prove it and have found 
the courts powerless even to 
help them locate their missing 
husbands, daughters, sons and 
grandchildren. 

The women are old, young, 
well-dressed, shabby. They are 
poised ladies from the elegant 
neighborhoods and dumpy 
housewives from workers' bar¬ 
rios. 

They are united by their loss 
and by their determination to 
keep trying until they find their 
loved ones. 

They meet each Thursday 
afternoon in the Plaza de Mayo 
opposite Argentina's presiden¬ 
tial palace, the Casa Rosada, to 
bear witness by their presence. 
Their number varies, some¬ 
times reaching more than a 
hundred. 

They carry no signs or 
placards and the most active 
thing they have done is wave 


handkerchiefs at tlie limousine 
of a visiting U.S. State 
Department official as he left 
the Casa Rosada, 

They speak softly but their 
voices carry an undertone of 
fury, the rage of those whose 
only weapon is persistence. 

"My son was an honor 
student at the University in La 
Plata (35 miles southeast of 
Buenos Aires), only 45 days 
away from his physics 
degree," said Mrs. Hebe 
Bonafini. 

She has not seen Jorge, 26, 
since he was seized Feb. 8. 
Other women are searching for 
relatives missing from two to 
16 months. 

"The neighbors told us four 
automobiles arrived at about 
10 a.m. at the building where 
he lived," Mrs. Bonafini said. 

"Seven men in civilian 
clothes carrying guns got out 
and broke into his apartment. 


He wasn't there so they 
smashed up the aaprtment and 
sat down to eat a meal. 

"Jorge arrived home at 
about 1 p.m. and the neighbors 
say they saw him being 
dragged out, beaten un¬ 
conscious and shoved into one 
of the cars. That night, a car of 
the same make returned, drove 
into the garage and stole 
everything of value — or at 
least everything they could get 
into the car," Mrs. Bonafini 
said. 

Many of their stories are 
similar. Men in civilian clothes 
who identify themselves as 
being from the army or police 
come to make an arrest. 
Sometimes they are polite, 
sometimes brutal. Often there 
is destruction or outright 
robbery of television sets, 
radios, Jewelry, cash — any¬ 
thing of value.

The Newton Public Works 
Department will get a gigantic 
shot in the arm when 16 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act CETA) 
contracts are put into effect, 
according to Mayor Theodore 
Mann. 

“These projects will provide 
employment for 255 CETA- 
eligible persons and will call 
for a variety of skills," Mayor 
Mann, Newton Area CETA 
chairman, said. "Over $1 
million will be brought into the 
city and many necessary 
services will be provided 
through these contracts." 

The largest project totals 
$166,095 and will employ 50 
persons who will patrol all 
main thoroughfares and 
squares, cleaning up bottles, 
cans, paper and other debris. 

Other projects will collect 
management information on 
resident waste collection; 
survey all city streets, 
sidewalks, curbs and traffic 
signs to maximize main¬ 
tenance efforts; publish and 
distribute a pamphlet with 
information about public works 
services; and construction to 
provide the physically han¬ 
dicapped with full use of public 
buildings. 

Other projects will enable 
the city to clean brooks and 
streams, reset headstones and 
markers in cemeteries, 
upgrade dump areas, remove 
dead and diseased trees and 
replace them with healthy 
ones, rehabilitate the Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue center 
strip, secure vacant public 
buildings and gardens, paint 
various traffice traffic 
structures, repair all gravel 
sidewalks and loam borders, 
clean up municipal parking 
lots, repair damage caused by 


snowplows, paint municipally 
owned fences and guard rails, 
and mark catch basins for 
easier location during flooding 
conditions. 

The addition of these 16 
projects will bring the total 
CETA funds available to the 
City of Newton to $2,204,826 and 
will provide jobs for 400 CETA- 
eligible employees.

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Discovering children with learning abilities

I-ately, it seems as though the educational 
emphasis is on identifying children with learning 
disabilities rather than children with learning 
abilities. However, a recent visitor to the United 
States has been reminding many of the problems 
identifying and educating gifted children. The 
visitor was Henry' Collis, director of the National 
Association for Gifted Children based in London. 

Collis spoke about gifted children on the Today 
show and at seven New England schools. He is the 
brother-in-law of Michael Wynne-Willson, director 
of developement at Noble and Greenough School, 
Dedham. 

Interviewed at the school last week, Collis 
cautioned that gifted children must be identified 
early, because that intellectual ability or talent can 
"wither away by adolescence if it is not used, or it 
can be misdirected into delinquency.’ 

Identification of these children may be impeded 
for a variety of reasons. In England, Collis said, 
many uneducated parents deny their child’s ability 
regarding it as a stigma 

Collis observed that while a gifted child might be 
discovered through testing and defined as one who 
has an I.Q. of 130 or above, he warned that I.Q. 
tests can vary by “40 points in five years." Gifted 
children also include those who have "high 
creative talent, musical, artistic or technical., 
gifts of social leadership or ethical un¬ 
derstanding." 

"The children we are the most concerned with," 
says Collis, "are the children from underprivileged 
families where they lack environmental and 
parental circumstances to test high...but when 
mixed with children lof their abilities) their test 
scores rise steadily and there is fulfillment of their 
potential." 

Fulfillment oi potential is what NAGC is about. It 
was founded after the 1965 Conference on the 
Education of Gifted Children revealed "not enough 
was being done to help these children.' 


The NAGC organized the first World Conference 
on Gifted Children in 1975 in which 50 countries 
participated. There were 500 educators, parents, 
psychologists and social workers, including 90 
from California. The third conference is scheduled 
to be held in Jerusalem in 1979. As a result of the 
first conference, the World Council for Gifted 
Children was formed. 

NAGC established on a nationwide basis, a gifted 
children's activity group, "Explorers Unlimited." 
During meetings, which in London are conducted 
Saturday mornings, these children and their 
siblings, gifted or not, explore a wide range of 
creative and intellectual subjects. 

Not only are the children aided by being with 
peers whose abilities equal theirs, but also their 
parents have the opportunity to meet informally 
with professionals and discuss what it is like to 
bring up a gifted child. While the children are free 
to "explore to any heights," the sessions are 
enhanced by the utilization of the talents and skills 
of the parents 

Many who enter the program learn to face 
failure for the first time. Collis recalled one little 
girl of seven "bought a chess board and played a 
little boy who defeated her.” The defeat was a first, 
and although the child had a temper tantrum, 
Collis confided, "she’s ever so much nicer now." It 
is through experiences such as these the 
youngsters "realize they've got to work or they will 
be left behind.” 

Residential courses are arranged through NAGC 
during which youngsters may spend one or two 
weeks together. During one such meeting, Collis 
noted "24 children put together 60 computer 
programs in two days—something no adult had 
ever done in a week.” The result was the instructor 
was "dead beat,” and the children were enor¬ 
mously satisfied because as parents wrote, "their 
minds were fully stretched." 

Gifted children may be identified a tan early age 


They are the ones, Collis said, "who speak under a 
year, have a short sleep pattern and when they 
read, they are usually voracious readers." In an 
article on “Recognizing the Gifted Child,” written 
by Collis for The Practitioner, and distributed to 
every doctor, he explained that parents of these 
children usually say “he started talking at nine 
monthes and never stopped...at under two, she 
wanted to know what was in the moon and who 
made God...his mind works so quickly he is always 
saying that his pen won’t keep up...his handwriting 
is apalling." 

Despite intellectual ability or talent, many gifted 
children are underachievers. In a NAGC 
newsletter, Dr. R.S. Illingwroth pointed out that 
"Louis Pasteur was only a mediocre pupil in his 
Baccalaureal...he was 15th out of 22 in chemistry.” 
Darwin’s father wassurehis son would “disgrace” 
the family; Carl Jung was considered "stupid." 
and Rodin's father said "I have an idiot for a son." 

Not only parents overlook gifted children. 
Teachers often fail to recognize the child's abilities 
or do not know how to deal with the youngster. 

Sometimes, Collis said "they may regard the 
child as a threat..they must realize the child will 
learn in 10 minutes what it takes the rest of the 
class 40 minutes...their attention span is like a red 
light..it's either on or off...if you turn it on there is 
a luminous intelligence...the key to these 
children’s education is a sympathetic teacher.” 

"They are enormously important children for 
they are the future of the world”

FUDGESUNDAE CAKE 

2 packages ladyfingers 

24 galloas ice cream, different flavors 
Line a springform pan, 9 or 10", with ladyfingers around 
the edge and on the bottom. Break some of the ladyfingers 
to fill in the whole bottom of the pan. Spread one flavor ice 
cream into this. Then add a layer of homemade fudge 
sauce. Alternate ice cream with sauce. On the top, put 
fudge sauce sprinkled with toasted almonds and whipped 
cream 

FUDGE SAUCE 

5 squares unsweetened chocolate 
4 cup butter 

3 cup unsifted confectioner’s sugar 
1 can (I4V 4 oz.) evaporated milk 
14 teaspoons vanilla 

Melt chocolate and butter. Remove from heat. Mix in 
sugar alternately with milk. Bring to boil over medium 
heat, stirring constantly. Cook and stir about 8 min., or until 
thickened and creamy. Remove from heat; stir in vanilla. 
Sene warm. Makes 3 cups sauce. 

NEAPOLITANS 

(Napoleons) 

44 cups sifted aD-purpose flour 

1 lb. butter, chilled 

water 

1 tablespoon vinegar 
1 cup confectioners’ sugar 

4 cup semisweet chocolate pieces 
1 teaspoon white com syrup 

Several days before, combine flour and 41b. butter, in 
small pieces. With pastry blender, cut in butter until 
mixture is like com meal. Mix 1 cup cold water with 
vinegar and pour over flour mixture. With fork, mix well. 
Shape into ball and refrigerate 4 hour. Roll this dough into 
a rectangle 4" thick. Starting at the narrow end of the 
dough, dot two-thirds of it with remaining chilled 41b. 
butter. Fold unbuttered third over center third, then fold 
last third on top, making three layers. Next, fold opposite 
ends so they completely overlap each other, making equal 
thirds and a block shape with straight sides. Wrap in foil, 
refrigerate 4 hour. 

Reroll dough and repeat folding, wrapping and 
refrigerating three more times. Then refrigerate dough 
overnight or for several days. 

When you are ready, remove dough and let it rest outside 
refrigerator 4 hour. Divide into six equal parts. Heat oven 
to 425 degrees F. On very well floured surface roll one of the 
sixths of dough into rectangle about 14” x 12”. Fold in half 
and lift to large ungreased cookie sheet. Unfold. Prick top 
generously with a fork. Bake 10 min. or until a rich golden 
brown. Carefully remove to flat surface and cool. Repeat 
rolling with 5 remaining portions, baking one sheet at a 
time and making 6 14" x 12" rectangles. This baked dough 
may be frozen. 

For the icing, stir, in a small bowl, the confectioners' 
sugar with 14 tablespoons water until smooth. For the 
glaze, over warm water, melt chocolate with com syrup 
and stir in 1 teaspoon water. Drizzle on from wax paper 
cone with small opening. 

Using 3 of the baked rectangles, decorate one with icing 
and add glaze making crosswise lines 1" apart from one 
side to the other. Place decorated pastry' rectangle aside. 
Spread the other two with custard filling. Top with 
decorated pastry rectangle. 

CUSTARD FILLING 

Cook 2 pkg. vanilla pudding and 1 pie-filling mix, as label 
directs, using 3 cups milk. Pour into large bowl. Cover with 
wax paper and chill thoroughly. Sprinkle one envelope 
gelatin on 3 tablespoons water to soften. Stir over hot water 
until completely dissolved. Cool slightly. Whip 2 cups heavy 
cream with 1 teaspoon vanilla extract until just starting to 
mound. Gradually add cooled gelatin while continuing to 
beat cream stiff. Beat chilled pudding mixture until 
olendeo: fold in whipped-cream mixture. Refrigerate 
Makes enougn for 18 Napoleons. 



Cake decorating can be creative

Creative cooks express themselves in 
many ways. Colorful hors d'oeuvres 
platters, imaginative desserts, ethnic 
specialties, and original recipes are some 
outlets for their talents. 

But for the true artist, what could be 
more satisfying than cake decorating? It 
offers opportunities to create unique 
designs, work with color, and use the 
decorator's tools to mold delicate flowers 
and elaborate scrolls. 

Nita Buglio of Newton began 
decorating cakes as a hobby ten years 
ago. studying diagrams in cake 
decorating magazines and library books 
lo leach herself basic techniques. 

”1 fiddled around on my own," says 
Mrs. Buglio. 'and before long I learned 
how to make traditional as well as 
novelty cakes." 

For so-called novelty cakes she created 
designs around children's themes: 
clowns, dolls, Winnie the Pooh, Big Bird 
and Cookie Monster of Sesame Street 
fame i the latter shown in the photograph 
on this page) 

"But 1 was not fully satisfied with my 
techniques," admits Mrs. Buglio. "1 
needed lo work with a professional.” 

So last year she look a course in cake 
decorating at Beethoven School "I 
learned how to control my pressure on the 
lubes belter," she explains in the cake 
decorator's lingo. This year she is 
enrolled in an advanced course at Warren 
Junior High. 

Metal tubes, or lips, are among the 
basic tools of the decorator's trade, along 
with pastry bags and coupling screws. 
There are perhaps 200 or 300 different tips 
iur various effects; 100 of these are 
commonly used. 


learning the art of decorating is easy, 
according to Mrs. Buglio, and she offers 
some hints lo beginners. 

"A good introduction to the art of 
decorating is to make a lovely hors 
d'oeuvres tray for company,'' she 
suggests. "You use the same skills as for 
a cake, and you only need to invest about 
$3.00 in tools that will last forever." 

Following are Mrs. Buglio's directions 
for decorative hors d’oeuvres: 

1. Slice a piece off the bottom of black 
olives and hollowed out cherry tomatoes 
so they will remain upright. Arrange 
them on a tray with celery boats and 
cucumber slices. 

2. Place a coupling in a 10" pastry 
decorating bag. Insert a number 20, 22 or 
32 metal star decorating tube in the 
coupling and screw tightly. 

3. Fill bag half full with whipped cream 
cheese i at room temperature) or port 
wine Cheddar spread (thawed until soft) 

4. Squeeze bag until vegetables are 
filled. Trim with bits of parsley 

The same tools used for the hors 
d'oeuvres can be used to decorate a cake; 
Mrs. Buglio fills the pastry bag with 
decorative icing, the recipe for which is 
found ui most cookbooks. Following is her 
favorite cake recipe and some ideas for 
simple decorations: 

Nita's Favorite Chocolate Loaf Cake 

1 cup boiling water 

2 squares unsweetened chocolate 
2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 

4 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
4 cup soft butter or margarine 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

l 1 ! cups brown sugar, firmly packed 

2 eggs 

4 cup undiluted evaporated milk, soured. 
(To sour milk: put 2 teaspoons vinegar in 


bottom of measuring cup. Add 
evaporated milk to make 4 cup. Let 
stand a few minutes before using.) 

1. Preheat oven to 325 degrees. 

2. In small bowl, pour boiling water 
over chocolate. Cool. 

3. Apply to a 9" by 5" by 3" loaf pan a 
generous coaling of non-stick vegetable 
spray. 

4. Sift flour with salt and baking soda. 

5. In large bowl, with electric mixer at 
high speed, beat butter, vanilla, sugar, 
and eggs until light and fluffy (about five 
minutes), scraping sides of bowl with 
rubber spatula. 

6. Beat in flour mixture la fourth at a 
time) at low speed, alternating with 
soured milk,, beginning and ending with 
flour. 

7. Beat in melted chocolate. 

8. Pour batter into prepared pan. Bake 
60 or 70 minutes, or until cake tester in¬ 
serted in center comes out clean 

9. Cool in pan 15 nunutes, Remove from 
pan and cool on wire rack 

10 Before frosting, cut hump off cake 
and place cake on plate with cut side 
down 

11. Apply your favorite frosting to cake. 
To smooth frosting: Dip a long metal 
spatula into a tall glass of hot water. 
Flick off excess water. Angle spatula 
slightly and draw it across top and sides 
of cake (Water makes the frostong 
glossy and smooth.) Don’t use too much 
water. 

12. To decorate, fill pastry bag with 
decorative icing. Drop little star flowers 
on cake for decoration. 

13. Ur, with toothpick, draw a picture 
on top of the cake. Using different colored 
lubes of frosting from the supermarket, 
fill in a happy face, or a baby's bootie, a 
house, etc.

Only three NHL players picked 


BOSTON (UPI) - Do 
football players care more for 
each other than other pro 
athletes? 

A seemingly ridiculous ques¬ 
tion. But the answer could give 
early indication of the New 
England Patriots' tate in 1977. 

Both John Hannah and Leon 
Gray say their 41 teammates 
understand the reasons that 
caused the All Pro pair to 
strike for 23 days over contract 
extension disputes. Hannah 
claims the fans, and the media 
that provided the story of the 
rift with management, simply 
do not understand. 

Yet neither player wants to 
explain his point of view any 
further. Instead, the entire, 
messy contract situation is 
supposed to be shoved under 
the Superturf carpet until 
season's end. 

In the meantime, the 
Patriots players say they will 
bust a gut to reach the Super 
Bowl. 


Two similar situations, with 
varied circumstances, arose on 
other Boston-based pro teams 
in 1976. In both cases, the 
teams affected fell from their 

1975 heights to the also-ran 
category the following season. 

Fred Lynn, Carlton Fisk and 
Kick Burleson, who helped 
Boston to the 1975 American 
league pennant, admittedly 
disrupted the Ked Sox and 
hampered their own play in 

1976 while battling the front 
office for heftier contracts. 
Unlike Hannah and Gray, the 
three Red Sox players were on 
the option years of their con¬ 
tracts, a situation that forced 
Boston management to sign 

• them or lose them at season’s 
end. 

All three stayed with the club 
that season and did sign by 
mid-summer. By then, though, 
the Red Sox were out of the 
pennant race and the other 
players had formed negative 
feelings. 


In mid-autumn, Dave 
Co wens left the Boston Celtics 
and did not return for 38 
games. Cowens' walkout was 
for "personal reasons” and not 
for money. But the net effect 
was that the defending NBA 
champions were without their 
Most Valuable Player for half a 
season. Cowens came back in 
January but he was not in 
mental or physical condition to 
lead the Celtics as in past 
years. 

The other Celtics professed 
to understand Cowens' reasons 
for leaving, but they all knew 
the whole team was hurt by one 
man's decision. 

The defection of Hannah and 
Gray lasted less than one- 
fourth of the season. But the 
walkout had to set other 
Patriots to thinking. If, as the 
two linemen claim, the 
Patriots have reneged on bonus 
promises, then other players 
must be thinking that they, too, 
can be hoodwinked by 


management. And if some 
players feel Hannah and Gray 
were wrong in walking out, 
they could be holding a grudge 
that could affect the club’s 
performance. 

Simply, Hannah and Gray 
did what the Red Sox trio did 
and what Cowens did: they 
acted in their own best In¬ 
terests. 

But whatever happened to 
fair play and the good of the 
team? A contract Is a contract 
and all the players mentioned 
failed to do their best. In the 
cases of the Red Sox and 
Celtics, the whole team suf¬ 
fered ultimately. In the Patri¬ 
ots' situation, the next 10 
games will write the end to the 
Hannah-Gray story. 

LOCKERRUMORS - The 
hockey season is here but 
Boston Bruins defenseman 
Brad Park still has baseball on 
his mind. Park, a team player 
both with the New York 
Rangers and the Bruins, is 


rooting for the Los Angeles 
Dodgers to beat the Yankees. 
He also cheered for Kansas 
City to beat New York in the 
American League playoffs. 

Park holds no bitterness 
toward the city of New York, 
where he played eight seasons. 
"I Just don't want to see the 
Yankees win because the 
players on that team had too 
much controversy and too 
much bad press this year," 


said Park, 

Red Auerbach is smarting 
over the misrepresentation of 
contract that ended in Johnny 
Johnson being shipped back to 
Houston. Maybe the Rockets 
pulled the wool over Auer¬ 
bach’s eyes, but then, so did 
Johnson. He obviously knew 
the terms of his own lucrative, 
no-cut contract but never said 
anything to the Boston 
management.

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Daughter's tales: a hairband gift, a tip returned and bicycle status 


WASHINGTON (UPI i-You 
can learn quite a bit about 
China In just 17 days. You can 
learn even more, or at least 
enjoy a slightly different 
perspective, if you have some 
background in Chinese lan¬ 
guage, history or philosophy. 

1 do not claim to be a China 
scholar, but do feel that my 
college studies and the half 
year I lived in Taiwan gave me 
opportunities and insights that 
my parents did not have. 

In many societies, language 
reveals cultural patterns and 
characteristics. Nowhere is 
this more true than in China. 
My knowledge of and 
discussions about the Chinese 
language helped illuminate 
otherwise confusing oc¬ 
currences. 

For example, my parents 
and I began getting the im¬ 
pression that the direct 
questions we asked during the 
formal Introductory sessions 
seldom received succinct, 
simple responses. Instead, 
lengthy explanations, often on 
a tangential topic, were 
provided. 

One day, during the in¬ 
troductory session, Dad 
slipped me a note: “I wonder 
whether or not I can get just a 
simple yes or no answer to this 
next question." 

It then dawned on me. Dad 
could never get a simple yes or 
no because In Chinese the 
words "yes" and "no” do not 
exist. Instead, the Chinese use 
phrases such as “it is” or “It is 
not," "it has" or "it has not," 
"good” or "not good." 

One evening in Kuelin, the 
second city we visited, Mom, 
Dad and I decided to go 
shopping on a street near the 
hotel. I wanted to buy a hair- 
band that 1 had seen several 
Chinese girls wearing. I saw 
several plastic hairbands in the 
display case, but did not see the 
metal one I wanted. Another 
customer, however, was 
wearing one. So I pointed to the 
customer's hairband and using 
my broken Chinese asked the 
salesgirl if she sold that kind. 
She said she did not. 

We left the store and strolled 
down the street. Behind me, I 
heard someone call in Chinese, 
"Friend, friend." I turned 
around and there was the 
customer who was wearing the 
kind of hairband I wanted. 
Suddenly, this girl began to 
remove the band from her hair 
“ and say to me, "I’ll give this to 
you as a present and we’ll be 
good friends." 

At first I refused the gift, but 
she insisted so I took it. I had 
made my first Chinese friend 
and had learned that when the 
Chinese talk about people-to- 


New Phase Begins 
For Immunization 
NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
national childhood immuniza¬ 
tion campaign of the National 
League for Nursing is begin¬ 
ning a new phase. 

A $260,000 contract with the 
federal Center for Disease 
Control will finance expansion 
of the on-going project. It will 
coordinate networks of volun¬ 
tary organizations already es¬ 
tablished in each state with 
local and state health officials 
and professional associations. 

The league’s program is part 
of a federal government cam¬ 
paign announced last April by 
Joseph Califano, secretary of 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. Califa¬ 
no said at the time that almost 
40 per cent of America's 52 
million children under the age 
of 15 are not immunized 
against one or more of the 
diseases for which vaccines 
are available: for example, 
measles, mumps, polio, 
diphtheria, rubella and 
whooping cough.

people diplomacy, it Is not only 
the Chinese government talk¬ 
ing. It is also the Chinese 
people. 

In another incident, we again 
were able to view how suc¬ 
cessfully the Chinese have 
instilled a sense of national 
morality. One day at lunch, my 
father turned to me and said, 
"I wonder what would happen 
if we left a tip. I think I’ll leave 
one." 


Before coming to China we 
had been told, "No tipping in 
China." But as time passed and 
we learned that more and more 
of previous travelers’ admoni¬ 
tions no longer applied, if they 
ever had, we began to prefer 
developing our own rules 
through trial and error. 

Even if no tipping was the 
government policy we thought 
it would be lnterei to know 
if the individus. ..aiter or 


waitress could avoid the temp¬ 
tation of acquiring a small 
additional bit of money that 
none of their comrades need 
know about. So Dad left one 
yuan, about 55 cents. Then we 
set off for an afternoon of 
sightseeing. 

When we returned to the 
hotel, the money Dad had left 
on the lunch table was returned 
to him. 

The honesty of the person 


who returned the money may 
be the result of brainwashing, 
but in my opinion it is a healthy 
sort of brainwashing called 
morality that is too scarce In 
our own country. There are few 
lessons we can learn from the 
Chinese because our culture 
and standard of living is so 
different from theirs. When it 
comes to promoting morality, 
however, they have much to 
teach us 


The Chinese have made 
great progress in eliminating 
the hierarchical relationships 
stressed under Confucianism. 
They are equalizing the 
societal relationships of all 
individuals, regardless of sex, 
nationality or occupation. 
Admittedly they still have far 
to go. Women receive the same 
pay as men for doing the same 
job, but proportionately hold 
more lower paying jobs 


But the break with the past 
has not eliminated material 
desires. Many families are 
able to place a portion of their 
monthly salaries into savings. 
With the money saved, they 
buy items such as sewing 
machines, bicycles and 
musical instruments. I was 
amused to hear one of our 
guides proudly report, in an 
effort to exemplify recent 
improvements in living 
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standards, that hers was i 
three-bicycle family! 

Seventeen days of sight 
seeing and discussion laugh: 
me a lot about Chinese polic> 
and progress. But it is no! 
enough time to appreciate the 
more subtle and personal 
aspects of the Chinese society 
and people. So if you’ll excuse 
me, I’m going to study my 
Chinese, so that next time I will 
be able to understand even 
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Mrs. Metzenbaum finds China has 'a mood of individuality' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Prab, drab, drab. That was the 
stereotype I had in mind before 
we visited the People's Repub¬ 
lic of China. 

1 had visions of millions of 
people in shapeless, olive drab 
or dark blue clothing, walking 
through their days with little or 
no color in their lives. 

I was wrong. 

There Is a oneness - a 
regimentation that Is per¬ 


vasive - but a mood of in¬ 
dividuality is also there and it 
is expressed in many ways, 
from the bright colored fabrics 
in the shops to the gorgeous art 
work and embroidery we saw 
throughout the country. 

And, instead of an Orwellian 
atmosphere of erasing the past 
from memory, the Chinese 
seem intent on preserving and 
promoting their heritage. 

In the humid weather of 


China this summer, few of the 
Mao jackets were to be seen. 
Instead, we were surprised to 
see men walking around in 
undershirts dyed in brilliant 
red or vibrant royal blue. 
Women were dressed in vari¬ 
colored pants and tops. The 
Shanghai women were more 
fashionable than the women in 
other cities we visited. 

The fabric stores were 
plentifully stocked with beauti¬ 


ful brocades and colored silks. 
Much of the material, we were 
told, is used for quilt covers 
and pillow covers, but a sizable 
amount is fashioned by the 
women into brightly colored 
blouses and inner jackets that 
are worn under the Mao 
jackets in winter and in the 
privacy of their homes. 

I have long been interested in 
working with the elderly and 


retarded so I made It a point to 
inquire about the problems 
they may have In caring for 
these groups in China. The 
answers I got seemed to 
contain a degree of incredulity 
— a sense of surprise that 
problems should even exist 
anywhere. 

We were told that there are 
no nursing homes for the 
elderly, that they are cared for 
"within the bosom of the 


family'' and If there is no 
family, there is always some¬ 
one else to care for the aged 
person. 

It is almost structured in 
steps — If the family isn't 
there, then a neighbor will be. 
If a neighbor cannot care for 
the person, then the neighbor¬ 
hood committee will take over 
— but someone will care for 
that person. 

As far as the retarded are 


concerned, we were told that 
there are very few retarded 
children born because 
pregnant Chinese women don't 
take medication. 

One of the biggest expendi¬ 
tures of time as you travel 
through China is The Brief 
Introduction, which came to be 
known to us as simply "The 
BI." 

At every stop along the way. 
the BI is standard operating 
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procedure, and It was identical 
in every case. First you would 
be ushered into a room and led 
to a chair with the ever present 
cups of tea on the table in front 
of you. 

After welcoming you to 
China, the various dignitaries 
would be introduced and the 
interpreter would launch into 
the Brief Introduction — that 
never was very brief. 

In addition to a description 
and explanation of everything 
you were going to see. a liberal 
dose of propaganda would be 
Inserted, telling of all the gpod 
things that happened because 
they carried high the banner of 
Chairman Mao and all the bad 
things caused by the Gang of 
Four. 

After the first few BI's, we 
tried politely to have them cut 
the introduction short, but it 
never worked. It became ob¬ 
vious that this was their job 
and they were going to do it. 

In Shanghai, there are at 
least a dozen educational and 
recreational centers, known by 
the rather Incongruous name of 
Children's Palaces. They are 
an adjunct to the schools, 
appearing to specialize in 
extracurricular activities 
and indoctrination. 

The children get musical 
instruction, build models, learn 
woodcarving, martial arts and 
take part in all kinds of sports. 

At the Children’s Palace we 
visited, 2,000 youngsters be¬ 
tween the ages of 7 and 16 at¬ 
tend it every day between 3:00 
and 5:30 p.m. The children 
were unbelievably neat and 
clean. In fact, they were 
almost too clean — but children 
are children the world over 
and, being the mother of four 
daughters, it was a great relief 
to finally spot one little girl who 
had very dirty knees. It made 
me feel good. 

Each of us was assigned a 
child who was our guide and 
they were extremely polite and 
well trained. Throughout the 
building, we found youngsters 
being taught how to put 
together TV sets, practicing 
table tennis, doing embroidery 

— and being told over and over 
to "study, keep fit and work 
hard” because that is good for 
the Party and good for the 
country. 

China is a beautiful country 
but we ended up finding our¬ 
selves in much the same 
situation that most tourists do 

— too much to see and not 
enough time. And, as most 
tourists, we rushed from place 
to place as in the old saying of 
"If it's Tuesday, this must be 
Belgium." 

The Chinese have a phrase 
for that also. And it is far more 
beautiful. 

They said we were "looking 
at the flowers from a galloping 
horse." 

Sees Underground 

Future for Business 

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) — 
The movement to save energy 
has gone underground here. 

Dr. Truman Stauffer of the 
University of Missouri at 
Kansas City, a recognized 
authority on the industrial use 
of underground space, says the. 
answer to the high cost of 
energy for business and indus¬ 
try lies in huge limestone 
caverns — not in reserves of 
coal, oil or natural gas. 

He points as examples to the 
huge caverns beneath this city 
that house manufacturing, 
freezer storage, warehousing, 
distribution and general office 
operations employing over 
2,000 persons. 

"Crippling winter cold spells 
and summer heat blackouts in 
many parts of the country do 
not need to impede the energy¬ 
conscious business," the geo¬ 
scientist says. "The answer 
lies in over 80 million square 
feet of temperature and 
humidity controlled space 50 to 
200 feet below the Kansas City 
metropolitan area." 


Teens Are Target 
Of New Campaign 
MIAMI BEACH (UPI) - A 
nationwide campaign to help 
reverse the epidemic of 
teenage pregnancy was 
launched by the National 
Organization for NonParenls 
at its convention here. 

Half the country's teenagers 
have sexual intercourse by age 
18, but only 20 per cent of them 
regularly use contraceptives, 
said N.O.N. president Peter 
Colt. 

Project director Kenneth 
Hunter said the campaign by 
the Baltimore-based group in¬ 
cludes development of motiva¬ 
tional and educational ad¬ 
vertisements, buttons, bumper 
stickers, posters and pam¬ 
phlets for distribution in 
teenage markets. The project 
has a (30,000 grant from the 
Education Foundation of 
America. Westport, Conn. 
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64 seniors cited for 
high aptitude ratings 


Forty seniors at Newton 
North High School and 24 
seniors at Newton South High 
School have been commended 
by National Merit Scholarship 
Corporation for their high 
Scores on aptitude tests. 

Principal Ernest Van 
Seasholes of Newton South and 
Assistant Principal Atwood 
Dunham of Newton North 
announced that these seniors 
are among the 35,000 seniors in 
the country who represent the 
top 2 percent of their 
graduating class.

CETA offers dental Physician, health information 
technology program 9 iven on phone by N-W hospital 


A dental technology training 
program for CETA-eligible 
applicants to be conducted by 
Boston University Medical 
Center has been announced by 
Newton Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann, chairman of the Newton 
Area Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
fCETA) program. 

The course begins Nov. 1 and 
continues for 10 months. 

Applicants must meet CETA 
eligibility requirements and 
take an entrance qualification 
test. For this program ap¬ 
plicants must have been 
unemployed 30 days or more, 
meet federal low-income 
guidelines, and live in the 10- 
community CETA area. This 
includes Newton, Waltham, 
■ Brookline, Needham, Bedford, 
Lexington, Lincoln, Wellesley, 
Weston and Dover. 

"We are particularly pleased 
to offer this dental laboratory 
program because of the 
significant starting salaries 
that can be commanded by 
those who successfully com¬ 
plete the course,” Mann more 
said. These are estimated at 


between $10,000 and $12,000 per 
year. 

Students will receive in¬ 
struction in all aspects of 
laboratory craft. On com¬ 
pletion of the course a 
recommendation will be made 
as to which aspect of the dental 
laboratory craft the student 
should specialize in. 

Students with managerial 
backgrounds will be able to 
follow a special managerial 
oriented program, and will be 
channeled into the ad¬ 
ministrative section of the 
dental laboratory industry. 

The Boston University 
School of Graduate Dentistry' 
will issue a certificate of 
competency to successful 
students and will help place 
them in jobs. 

Those interested in applying 
for this training should come to 
the CETA Training and Job 
Center, 141 Moody St., 
Waltham, to determine if they 
meet the CETA guidelines for 
eligibility, and to learn when 
the qualifying examination will 
be given.

New senior programs 
at Newtonville center 


The physician referral 
sendee can assist newcomers 
in search of a family physician 
or act as a reference for 
medical and surgical 
specialists and community 
health services. 

Organized according to 
towns where doctors' offices 
are located, the referral ser¬ 
vice directs patients to 
physicians closest to their 
homes or businesses. 

The referral service is also 
broken down according to 
specialty and subspecialty 
under the headings of general 
practice, internal medicine, 
obstetrics and gynecology, 
pediatrics, psychiatry and 
surgery. 


One of the most rewarding 
occupations in today's job 
market is helping people in 
trouble, but a career in human 
services usually requires a 
strong commitment and in¬ 
vestment of time. 

However, one can test out an 
interest in work with 
emotionally disturbed people 
by volunteering at one of the 
community programs serving 
clients from Newton, 
Wellesley, Weston and 
Needham. 

Currently, there are five 
programs in need of volun¬ 
teers. NEWW Center is a two- 
day-a-week "resocialization" 
program helping people who 
have been hospitalized or who 
have suffered a serious 
emotionial illness. In con¬ 
sultation with the clinical staff, 
volunteers work with clients 
individually and in groups on 
strengthening their in¬ 
dependent living skills, making 
friends and finding satisfying 
activities. 

Similar goals exist for the 
clients of Steps, a one af¬ 
ternoon a week social and 
recreational drop-in center, 
but the program is less 
structured and more informal 
that than NEWW Center. 
Volunteers at NEWW Center 
are asked for a commitment of 
one full day a week for on year; 
Steps requires a half a day a 
week. 

Ongoing group supervision 
by psychologist Dr. Gilbert 
Kotzen is offered in the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
Outpatient Clinic's "friendship 
therapy" program. Each 
volunteer is assigned to a client 
needing a supportive 
relationship with a neutral but 
friendly person. Participation 


in this progaram takes about 
three hours per week and a 
commitment of one year is 
asked. 

Interested individuals who 
have only nights and weekends 
available for volunteer activity 
are encouraged to visit 
Alternative Home, a house for 
young adults. Alternative 
Home residents work during 


the day. They need help with 
getting along in the community 
and finding productive and 
satisfying ways to spend free 
time.

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Singer, 'born again,'became a missionary

The expression "born again" 
was practically unknown to the 
all-knowing, sophisticated 
public until Jimmy Carter 
began his campaign for the 
presidency. 

Carter used the term to 
underline his new outlook on 
life and some of his opponents 
attempted unsuccessfully to 
make it a political issue. 

Long before President 
Carter became an office- 
seeker, Lee Russell was "born 
again." 

Russell, known, round the 
world as “The Singing Mis¬ 
sionary,” was the lead singer 
in the Vincent Lopez orchestra, 
one of the best of the big bands, 
around 20 years ago when he 
met a deeply religious woman 
who changed his life. 

He gave up a promising 
career as a professional singer 
of popular music and began a 
mission that was to take him to 
Burma, India, Indonesia and 
Africa. He found that his strong 
feeling of religious faith ena¬ 
bled him to change the at¬ 
titudes of handicapped per¬ 
sons, in many instances 
healing them physically. 


Russell did not abandon 
singing, rechanneling nis voice 
into hymns, most of them of his 
own composition. Over a 15- 
year-period, Russell recorded 
a dozen albums and used the 
royalties to finance his 
missionary work. 

Russell’s latest album is 
"Born Again (Dear Mr. Presi¬ 
dent)" (Steepletone LR-1007), 
which can be obtained by or¬ 
dering directly from Lee 
Russell at Box 565, Radio City 
Station, New York, N.Y. 10019. 

Even if this album was not 
dedicated to the President, it 
would stand up as a worthwhile 
contribution to contemporary 
religious music. 

Russell’s hymns are general¬ 
ly lively, with the upbeat 
tampo reflecting his feeling of 
joy in prayerful song. In “Born 
Again," Russell uses a narra¬ 
tive to set the scene for each of 
the 10 numbers. Only one, "In 
the Garden," was not written 
by Russell. 

The music that influenced 
Russell as a composer deve¬ 
loped during and after the 
Great Depression of the 1930s, 
when the big band flourished 
and radio was the home en¬ 
tertainment device. 

Most of the good music of 


that era was written by such 
esteemed composers and lyri¬ 
cists as Richard Rodgers and 
I-arry Hart, Cole Porter, Irving 
Berlin and Jerome Kern. 

These men had a knack of 
knowing what the public 
wanted to hear and they 


channeled their talents into 
music to meet that appeal. 

A good example is a recent 
re-issue of "The Rodgers and 
Hart Songbook" by Ella Fitz¬ 
gerald (Verve VE2-2519). 

Ella was in her—nmsteBl' 
prime then and she put all of 


her charm into the Rodgers 
and Hart hits, among them 
"Where or When," "Blue 
Moon,” "Lover," "My Funny 
Valentine." "Bewitched,” 
"There’s a Small Hotel,” 
"Manhattan," "I Could Write a 
Book" and "Thou Swell." 


Another excellent re-issue of 
1930s band music is “Joe 
Haymes and His Orchestra, 
1932-1935 (Bluebird AXM2- 
5552). a two LP-album. Most of 
the tunes in this selection had 
faded away, but some are still 
heard now and then — "The 


I-ady in Red," "Honeysuckle 
Rose," "Old Fashioned Ixive” 
and "I Would Do Anything for 

You." 

Boots Randolph, whose name 
is always associated with good 
music, has an oldie, 
"Blueberry Hill," In his latest 


album, "Sax Appeal" 
(Monument MG 7611). 

The old-time composers 
didn't have a monopoly in 
producing good tunes as is 
evident in such songs in this 
album as "I Write the Songs" 
and "Ode to Billie Joe."

Adults are the major offenders, 
including those who persist in 
smoking in bed, but children, 
too, are responsible for star¬ 
ting tens of thousands of 
dwelling fires each year by 
playing with cigarettes, 
matches and lighters.

People who intentionally or 
negligently inflict injuries upon 
police officers and firefighters 
may find themselves sued by 
the cities and towns of those 
public servants, according to a 
bill passed by the legislature 
and now before the governor. 

The bill would allow cities 
and towns to recover costs paid 
out for medwal expenses and 
receive restitutuRKfar ex- 
penses incurred in replacnTfj-s, 
police officer or firefighter 
during his or her period of 
incapacity. 

"This bill would correct an 
unjust doctrine of municipal 
law which has developed over 
the years," said Rep. David J. 
Mofenson, a principal sponsor 
of the legislation, "and relieve 
the inhabitants of cities and 
towns of the financial burdens 
created by assailants and 
tortfeasors who intentionally 
or negligently inflict injuries 
upon police officers and 
firefighters." 

“It is a growing concern in 
Newton and other communities 
that both intentional injuries 
caused by persons engaged in 
violent conduct and those 
negligently inflicted, par¬ 
ticularly in motor vehicle 


related incidents, have been on 
the rise,” Mofenson said. 

“It's bad enogh when public 
servants such as police officers 
and firefighters are injured in 
the line of duty and are in¬ 
capacitated," said Rep. A. 
Joseph DeNucci, another 
sponsor of the bill. "To com¬ 
pound this trauma by not 
permitting municipalities to at 
least recover damages against 
those who cause the harm 
makes the matter worse. I am 
hopeful this bill will help solve 
the problem," DeNucci said. 

The bill has an'mergency 
preamble" and will become 
law effective immediately 
upon the governor's signature.

GUADALAJARA, Mexico (UPI) — Authorities fear new 
rioting may erupt today at the Oblatos state prison where 
rival gangs are still carrying knives and pipes used in two 
days of fighting that killed at least 14 inmates. 

Visitors to the overcrowded prison said looting and 
damage was widespread and that some of the dead inmates 
were mutilated. 

J. Trinidad Estrada Salas and Porfirio Anguiano Men¬ 
doza, doctors from the municipal medical service who were 
among the first outsiders to visit the prison, told officials all 
the cells, the prison's stores and workshops were looted. 

A reporter for the Jalisco state news agency, Informacion 
de Jalisco, said he was told by prisoners that two more in¬ 
mates had been hung in their cells. If confirmed, it would 
bring the death toll to 16 

The reporter said he saw one of the 14 victims of Mon¬ 
day's fighting being removed from the prison grounds. 

"They had put out his eyes, scalped him and castrated 
him and then burnt him. He had more than 140 stab 
wounds," the reporter said. 

Pedro Parra Zenteno, director of the prison, said there 


had been no inspection as of Tuesday night, and "the 
prisoners have probabilities of provoking another riot, 
because they still have the weapons they used yesterday." 

Authorities said 14 inmates were beaten or stabbed to 
death Monday in fighting which started when inmates 
belonging to two leftist groups, the September 23 Com¬ 
munist League and the People's Armed Revolutionary 
Forces, fought another gang known as the "Jackals” for 
control of the prison's narcotic trade. 

Members of the two leftist groups later circulated a 
statement which said: "The dead were put to death by the 
(prison) population because we could no longer support 
their abuses and arbitrary behavior. This is not a crime but 
an act of justice." 

The riots were the worst of a series this year at the 
Oblatos facility, built some 40 years ago to house 900 
prisoners. The prison's population today in about 3,000, and 
is possibly the most obsolete in Mexico. 

The United States Consul in Guadalajara said the 10 
American inmates in the antiquated prison did not take part 
in the riots and were unhurt. 


Rocky reception for Hartford artist's display 


HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI) - Hartford 
attorneys ducked the issue of whether the 
36 boulders are sculpture — but they said 
the city should pay artist Carl Andre his 
$87,000 fee. 

Andre was hired to design and build a 
sculpture to decorate a tiny Hartford 
park. Andre hired a crane and supervised 
placement of 36 boulders on the park. 

He then demanded his fee. 

The rocks have caused an uproar in the 
city, with some residents calling the 
design "sheer genius" and others saying 
it is “a ripoff." 


Andre, who was unruffled by the 
complaints, said from whit he observed 
before his handiwork, the only thing the 
park was being used for was a latrine for 
dogs. 

Once Hartford gets $87,000 from donors 
of the work — the Hartford Foundation 
for Public Giving and the National 
Endowment for the Arts — Andre must be 
paid, according to an opinion by Deputy 
Corporate Counsel Richard M. Cosgrove 
released Tuesday. 

The opinion was asked for by Mayor 
George Athanson, who said when he first 
saw the work, "I could have done that.” 


Athanson claims the sculpture has 
made Hartford the subject of “in¬ 
ternational ridicule. He said Tuesday he 
has not given up his fight to force removal 
of the rocks and denial of Andre's fee. 

“1 don't know what action may be taken 
under the circumstances,” he said. "I 
don’t know what the alternatives are. 
There may be some.” 

Cosgrove wrote, "Although there may 
be legitimate disagreements between 
persons as to whether this constitutes 
sculpture, it would appear Mr. Andre has 
fulfilled his agreement." 


Arguments start in far-reaching Bakke case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court's marble-columned court chamber 
was crammed to capacity for 
arguments on Allan Bakke's suit against 
the University of California’s special 
admissions program for the disad¬ 
vantaged. 

Bakke, the 37-year-oid engineer who 
wanted to become a doctor, claims the 
program discriminates against while 
applicants and has denied him a medical 
education 

His lawyer, Reynold Colvin of San 


Francisco, says the court is bound to 
decide in his favor on the facts of the 
case. Until the California Supreme Court 
struck down the plan, the university 
reserved for minorities 16 of the 100 slots 
for firstyear students. 

Professor Archibald Cox, famous as the 
Watergate prosecutor fired by Richard 
Nixon in the "Saturday Night Massacre," 
represents the university. He wants the 
court to sustain the effort at “affirmative 
action" aimed at easing some of society's 
discrimination based on race. 


U.S. Solicitor General Wade McCree, a 
former federal judge, is presenting the 
Carter administration’s view that at¬ 
tention to race is permissible in such a 
setting. 

After the hearing the nine justices were 
to take the case under advisement and 
were not expected to issue an opinion for 
some weeks. 

The justices have allotted an hour and 
45 minutes to the arguments, seen by 
many as among the most crucial to race 
relations since the famous 1954 decision 
desegregating the nation's public schools.

Two rookie coaches — both 
former NHL players — will 
square off in Pittsburgh with 
I-eo Boivin calling the shots for 
the St. Louis Blues and Johnny 
Wilson for the Penguins. 

Two of the other three NHL 
contests scheduled for opening 
night have Jean Guy Talbot at 
the helm for the New York 
Rangers against the Van¬ 
couver Canucks and Hon 
Stewart masterminding the 
lx)s Angeles Kings against the 
Cleveland Barons. 

Minnesota at Montreal is the 
other game on the sked, and 
the awesome C'anadiens — 
winners of two straight Stanley 
Cups in which they dropped a 
total of three games — look 
even more unbeatable. 

Their triad of super defen¬ 


semen, Guy Lapointe, Larry 
Robinson and Serge Savard, 
remains intact and injured 
Yvan Coumoyer rejoins Mont¬ 
real and adds his explosive 
speed to an already-quick 
squadron of forwards. The 
Canadiens lost only eight of 80 
games last season and if 
perfection can be improved 
upon, Coach Scotty Bowman 
will be there trying. 

Also going into action Thurs¬ 
day night are the New York 
Islanders at Buffalo, with new 
Coach Marcel Provonost;

Jaroslawicz, 25, who lived in 
Brooklyn with his wife and 2- 
year-old daughter, visited Dia¬ 
mond District merchants in the 
course of a day’s work. He was 
last seen Tuesday at Tal's 
office, according to his cousin, 
Isaac Jaroslawicz. 

Broken glass from the 
window of a locked alcove door 
was scattered over the floor of 
Tal's office, Patrolman 
Edward Lacey said. 


"We assume we have a 
burglary," Lacey said, but said 
he could not determine if 
anything was stolen from the 
gem cutter's office. 

"It’s always in disarray," he 
said, adding that Tal apparent¬ 
ly kept no inventory. "This 
stuff comes in and out. It’s all 
cutting material here. 1 
wouldn't know a diamond from 
a piece of glass here, and 
there's a lot of glass on the 
floor from the broken win¬ 
dow." 

Lacey said Tal's wile will file 
a missing person report with 
Plainview police.

Reds Borbon on 
trial for assault 

CINCINNATI (UPI) - Cin¬ 
cinnati Reds' pitcher Pedro 
Borbon probably will stand 
trial next month on two 
misdemeanor assault charges, 
an attorney for the ace reliever 
said Tuesday. 

Borbon said he hoped to 
leave for Latin America this 
week for the winter baseball 
season, bul he may have to 
return to Cincinnati next 
month for the jury trial. 

At a preliminary hearing 
Tuesday , Borbon again plead¬ 
ed innocent to the two 
misdemeanor assault charges.

The formation of MATS 
represents the first time a

Orent Bros, founded 
65 years ago today 


NORWOOD - Today marks 
another major milestone for 
Orent Brothers, Inc., of Nor¬ 
wood, a leading retailer in 
men's, women's and children's 
clothing. 

It was just 65 years ago on 
October 12,1912, that Louis and 
Herman Orent, up from 
Sagamore on Cape Cod, 
established Orent Brothers as 
a men's and boys' store in 
Norwood. Not long afterward 
_both went off to war, Louis in 
the Navy and Herman in the 
Army, while relatives carried 
on the business. At the close of 
World War I, Louis decided to 
make Norwood his home and 
was married to the former 
Bebe Segal of Haverhill. The 
couple had two children, a son 
Malcolm and a daughter, now 
Anne-Shirley Greene. 

The business prospered and 
the Orents opened a second 
store in North Attleboro 
managed by a cousin, Aaron 
Karman. In 1922 a manufac¬ 
turing firm was added under 
the name of Granny's Knit with 
Herman as its president, while 
Ixrnis took over the retail 
operation. 

In 1927 Orent Brothers 
moved from Guild Street in 
Norwood to larger quarters in 
the Odd Fellows block on 
Washington Street where the 
inventory was enlarged to 
include Ladies', girls' and baby 
apparel. 

1945 was a year for major 
remodeling both inside and out. 
It was also a banner year for 
the company because Louis' 
son, Malcolm' back from four 
years in the Army during 
World War II, joined the firm 
as vice president. 

Another important event 
occurred in 1956 when Louis 
purchased brother Herman's 
share of the business, and son 
Malcolm assumed a more 
important management role. 

The firm saw its greatest 
expansion in 1963 when a new 
store was built m the heart of 
the Uptown shopping district 


facing the Town Square, its 
present location. The store has 
a rear entrance from the 
Talbot municipal parking lot. 

Over the years the Orents 
have been fully involved in the 
life of the community. Louis 
founded the Norwood Com¬ 
munity Chest, forerunner of 
the United Fund, and served as 
its president. He was one of the 
founders of the Retail Trade 
Board. He has also served as 
president of the Norwood 
Rotary Club, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, 
director of the Norwood Co¬ 
operative Bank, member of the 
Greater Boston Salvation 
Army Advisory Board, trustee 
of the Booth Memorial 
Hospital, and is an honorary 
life trustee of the Norwood 
Hospital. He is also a past 
president of Temple Shaare 
Tefilah and served as an of¬ 
ficer of the Temple for over 23 
years. 

Malcolm too has played a 
leading role in the community. 
He is past commander of the 
Jewish War Veterans past 
president of the Cleveland 
School PTA, past president of 
the Norwood PTA Council, past 
Noble Grand of Tiot Lodge, 
I.O.O.F.' past president of 
Temple Shaare Tefilah, past 
president of the Norwood 
Community Chest, has held a 
number of important posts in 
the Boy Scouts of American, 
and was co-organizer of the 
Norwood recreational 
swimming team. 

Orent Brothers was signally 
honored in 1967 when it won a 
nation-wide competition by 
being chosen "Brand Name 
Retailer of the Year."

Today Louis is semi-retired.

three levels of security built 
into the system to insure 
proper funds transfer." 

A secret code number will be 
issued to the customer, in 
addition to a special Pay-by- 
Phone account number. This 
insures that no one else can 
credit or debit his or her Pay- 
by-Phone account. In addition, 
different merchant codes will 
be assigned to each customer 
as yet another measure of 
security. 

"The process is extremely 
simple," said Wood. "The 
customers call their bank, give 
their electronic signature, the 
individual merchant code, and 
the amount they want to pay. 
The rest is handled by MATS." 

The service will be in 
operation 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, enabling 
customers to pay bills at any 
time. 

The convenience has obvious 
benefits such as savings in 
postage and check printing 
costs, elimination of checks 
lost or stolen in transit, rapid 
transfer of funds from 
customer's bank account to 
payment account, and a 
complete, centralized record of 
transactions. 

Funds paid to merchants are 
guaranteed by the banks and 
eliminate the substantial 
problem of returned checks. 
Electronic funds transfer, the 
basis of Pay-by-Phone, also 
has the capability of being 
programed directly into the 
merchant's accounts 
receivable computer system, 
which drastically reduces 
large volume paperwork and 
lag time. 

Tlephone Computing Ser¬ 
vices iTCS) of Seattle, 
Washington, will be providing 
the computer programs for 
MATS, and Digital Equipment 
Corporation of Maynard, 
Massachusetts, will supply the 
computer equipment. 

TCS originally developed the 
concept of telephone banking 
and has nationally 
trademarked the Pay-by- 
Phone logo. Howard Phillips, 
president and founder of TCS, 
has been developing Pay-by- 
Phone systems since the in¬ 
corporation of his firm in 1971.

Newton Corner's problem — 
it's 'gateway to everywhere'

"Unfortunately, Newton Corner is the 
gateway to everywhere’” Lon Hooker 
said last Thursday night. 

Valerie Hotvedt said she has travelled 
the streets of New York City and Dallas 
with her guide dog, but has to take a taxi 
from her home to her bank eight blocks 
away in Newton Corner. 

These traffic and pedestrian problems 
voiced at the Hunnewell Hill 
neighborhood of Newton Corner echoed 
complaints heard at four earlier 
neighborhood meetings with an urban 
design team working with Corner 
residents. 

Illegal apartments in single- and two- 
family homes were debated among the 
residents for about an hour' at the 
meeting with a trio from Skidmore, 
Owings, and Merrill iSOM) 

Glenn Morris said he knows of twc 
homeowners that lived on Hunnewell Hill 


for 17 years each. They both have extra 
apartments and "need relief from the 
fact that building inspector could close 
them down"’ he said. 

He added that to some extent these 
illegal apartments that are equipped with 
stoves may be safer than some older, 
legal boarding rooms where the tenants 
use hot plates to cook on. 

George Whitesides of Grasmere Street 
added the neighbrohood is made up of 
"mostly older homes," and the house 
next door to his was just given a variance 
to become a two-family home. 

Whitesides said the one thing that 
shouln't be done is a house-by-house 
change in usage allowed by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, which would make the 
area more attractive for absentee lan¬ 
dlords. 

One woman opposed the conversion of 
homes to allow for greater density, 
feeling high-rise apartments would be the 
next step. 


Edward Tsoi of SOM offered four rules 
that could be incorporated into the zoning 
laws setting up orderly conversions of 
large homes in the 19th century 
neighborhood. 

The rules would be 1, that the home 
2, that only one more family than the 
zone calls for would be allowed; 3, that all 
cars be accommodated off the street; and 
4, that no physical changes be made in the 
outside of the house. 

One effect such rules could have is 
squashing the speculative atmosphere 
created by real estate agents who tell 
prospective buyers the homes could be 
bought, converted to larger use, and then 
completely rented out. 

Tsoi also said the proposed addition to 
the ordinances could also include 
provisions of turnbacks to former use at 
the time of sale, and limiting the one 
additional apartment to houses that have 
a minimum of land area.

Abutters protest 
South High facility

Abutters to a proposed Newton South 
High School athletic facility presented 
their case Tuesday night against what 
proponents called a minimal plan that 
would make athletic facilities equivalent 
to those on the north side of the city. 

The two-hour hearing before the Public 
Buildings Committee heard each side 
testify for about an hour. About 40 or 50 of 
the estimated 225 persons at the hearing 
were against the facility. Among those in 
favor were about 100 Newton South 
students. 

William Holzman of 45 Brandeis Rd., 
an abutter to Newton South, led the op¬ 
position to the facility by saying the city 
would be "losing assets which can't be 
bought later” by building on the 
wetlands. 

Holzman said that a survey showed 
there were 91 species of plants, 71 species 
of birds, and seven species of animals 
that inhabit the wetlands that are used as 


The School Committee and the Newton 
Teachers Association each eased up a 
little on their demands and moved — . - 
closer to a new contract during Monday’s 
negotiating session, but the teachers’ 
work-to-rule action continues.

24-0 vote kills Murley plan

A unanimous vote of the 24-member 
Board of Aldermen slammed the gate on 
the proposed Murley-Hopkins con¬ 
dominium development in Ward 8 
Monday night. 

The architect for the ill-fated project, 
who threatened to seek subsidy for a 
large low- income housing development 
on the site if the condominiums were not 
approved, has an appointment to present 
such a plan to the Planning Department 
Friday, according to a City Hall source. 

In denying the requested zone change 
from Residence A to D and permissive 


use for the 100 condominiums, the Board 
of Aldermen upheld the report of the 
Land Use Committee, which voted 7-0 
against the proposal. 

The reasons for rejection, cited by the 
land Use Committee, were the probable 
change in the existing character of the 
neighborhood, the potentially adverse 
impact of increased traffic and density, 
and, foremost, doubt as to the financial 
credibility of the developer. 

Developer Stephen Hopkins was still 
hoping for more time on Monday night 
and asked permission to address the 
Board of Aldermen. An 18-6 vote allowed 
him to speak. 


Hopkins said that a marketing study 
requested by the Planning Board was 
ready but would need some examination 
by the Board and suggested that the 
Board hold off on action until the next 
meeting. 

Hopkins again argued that the Board 
should not ignore the $500,000 that would 
accrue to the city in taxes on his 
development and the fact that "the 
demand from senior citizens is very 
strong" for the condominiums, whose 
price would average $100,000 each. 

Opposition to the project has 
diminished, Hopkins said, from 130 who

Custodian decision appealed 


The Newton School Custodians and the 
School Committee have both appealed the 
decision of the State Labor Relations 
Commission calling for reinstatement of 
five custodians who were laid off last 
June. 

The custodian's union president, 
Robert Robards, said his group was 
pleased with the Oct. 4 decision, but 


decided to appeal it and ask for back pay 
for the men after it was learned that the 
School Committee filed an appeal. 

Robert McCormack, counsel for the 
Labor Relations Commisssion, said the 
appeal will probably delay any rehiring 
of the five men. 

McCormack said the commission 
meets once a week and may hear the 
appeal "perhaps in three weeks." 


Director of Support Services for the 
School Department Roy Cornelius said 
Tuesday that he would not discuss the 
details of why the School Committee 
decided to appeal the decision 

The commission issued a cease and 
desist order requiring the Committee to 
bargain collectively in good faith with the 
custodians. 


Mayoral candidates talk money

Newton’s finances were the topic last 
Thursday night in the first public con¬ 
frontation between mayoral candidates 
Peter Harrington and Mayor Theodore 
Mann since the Oct. 4 preliminary 
election. 

The topic was apt, since the opponents 
made their first appearance before the 
Newton Taxpayers Assocation. 

Harrington charged that the Mann 
administration is using federal revenue 
sharing funds to pay salaries, a practice 
he feels is wrong. 

"Revenue sharing funds should not be 
used for normal budegetary expenses 
while we are floating bonds for equip¬ 
ment," the candidate said. 

Harrington said it is the revenue 
sharing money that should be used to pay 
on for items such is citywide 
examination of fire hydrants, public 
works equipment or construction im¬ 
provements, things the city would have 
long after the revenue sharing money is 
gone. 

Harrington got a reaction from 
members of the Taxpayers Assocation 
with this approach and one man quizzed 


the mayor on his use of what he called 
"soft money." 

Harrington explained that if revenue 
sharing money is used to pay something 
like salaries, it serves to lower , or keep 
down, the tax rate, but if the revenue 
sharing money were to be withdrawn 
from Newton, not only would the tax¬ 
payers have to reabsorb the salary cost, 
they would have nothing tangible to show 
for the money. 

Mann, when asked about this, recited a 
litany of federal programs providing 
money to Newton that have no bearing on 
the tax rate and indicated he did not feel 
the use of revenue sharing funds to pay 
salaries was particularly signficant. 

The mayor, in other remarks, asked the 
Taxpayers to judge Newton in com¬ 
parison to other communities. 

"Are we to be compared with the worst 
of our society or the best of our society," 
he asked. 

"It serves no purpose to debase our 
community," he said. 

Responding to Harrington's charges 
that the city, under the Mann ad¬ 
ministration, has abandoned routine 
public works programs such as street 
repairs, street sweeping and main¬ 


tenance of vehicles, Mann said that his 
administration is addressing itself to 
problems and not "kicking them under 
the rug." 

He pointed out that the city labor force 
in Newton is gradually being reduced and 
noted the city is "picking up more rub¬ 
bish and doing it for less money.” 

"We brought in a system tliat has 
proved beneficial," Mann said. 

"This administration has capably 
performed under the most trying cir¬ 
cumstances." 

An estimated 80 people were at the 
candidates’ meeting at the Newtonville 
library, including a handful of politicians 
that arrived at the meeting after the 
candidates began speaking, having left a 
dinner, ironically, for Willard Pratt, 
former head of the Newton Public Works 
Department, the department under 
discussion during the evening. 

Other confrontations between the two 
candidates will take place next Tuesday 
morning before the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Thursday, Oct. 27, at Newton 
Highlands Congregational Church at 8 
p. m. and Tuesday, Nov. 1 at 
Meadowbrook Junior High School at 7.30 
p.m.

being made to fill the in taxes 
between what is being paid by 
undervalued homes and the 
amount the city needs. 

One businessman com¬ 
plained that his tax bill had 
tripled since last year; another 
said he had had a 40 percent 
increase. 

Aronson conceded there is a 
possibility that errors have 
been made, and asked anyone 
who has questions about the 
accuracy of the assessment 
should come and talk to him. 

"Maybe the assessment was 
40 percent too low," Aronson 
said to the second man. 

The reason why business 
assessments have been too low, 
Aronson said, is that the ap¬ 
praisal firm of Cole-Layer- 
Trumble used a different 
method of calculation for value 
of business properties. 

The CLT method, using coat 
minus depreciation, is invalid, 
Aronson said, and did not in¬ 
clude a sales analysis for 
properties. 

The CLT statistics, not their 
valuations, will be used, 
Aronson said, and the 
Assessing Department will use 
sales figures and the "income 
approach" in assessing the 
businesses. 

The result of the 
‘capitalization of income" 
approach, Aronson said, is that 
owners of apartment houses 
can expect to pay 28 percent of 
their gross income in taxes. 

Owners of office space 
should be paying on the 
average 22 percent of income 
on rentable space, Aronson 
said. 

But the assessors will use 
"economic rents" in deter¬ 
mining what the tax should be, 
Aronson said, meaning that the 
assessors will not base the tax 
on actual rents if they are 
grossly below market 
Retail and commercial space 
has “too many variables," 
Aronson said, to have an 
average percentage worked 
out for taxes, and each case 
should be considered in¬ 
dividually. 

The meeting last week was 
the first time businessmen had 
gotten together with members 
of the Board of Assessors to 
discuss what they consider the 
inequities of business 


The so-called Greek Church 
on Washington Street in l-ower 
Falls will not be acquired by 
the Newton Community 
Development Authority. 

The Planning 4 Develop¬ 
ment Board last Thursday 
ratified that decision of the 
Authority, whose sole member 
is Charles Thomas, also the 
city's planning director. 

The church, one of few 
remaining buildings of the last 
century in Lower Falls, is in 
the south-side development 
area and owned by the Shipley 
Company, which also owns a 
large parcel and buildings 
behind the church. 

The decision not to acquire 
the church leaves Shipley free 
to use the building as it wishes, 
although the Authority and 
Planning & Development 
Board vote asked Shipley to try 
to retain the church. Per¬ 
mission must be given by the 
Authority for demolition. 

Shipley had once indicated 


that it was considering use of 
the church as conference 
center. 

The Historical Commission 
and Ward 4 Alderman Carol 
Ann Shea are in favor of 
preserving the church, but the 
citizen group that deals with 
the renewal project, LOP AC, 
does not want it retained. 

At the Planning & 
Development-Community 
Development Authority 
meeting, Jonathan Hale, an 
architect associated with a 
firm that specializes in plans 
for the reuse of old buildings, 
showed slides of other con¬ 
versions, mainly much larger 
buildings, and introduced the 
proprietor of a Waltham 
restaurant who was interested 
in occupying the church. 

But the renewal plans do not 
provide for a restaurant, 
Thomas said, and it would be 
"murder" to get a restaurant 
through, PDB member Harry 
Crosby added.

Flex-Time law, testified last 
week on proposed regulations 
to provide part-time em¬ 
ployment opportunities to state 
employees. 

The legislation, the first of its 
kind in the nation, was enacted 
in 1974 and requires 10 percent 
of the state's positions to be 
available to part-time workers 
by 1979. In addition, the state 
was mandated to adopt a 
flexible work hours plan for its 
employees. 

The flextime program was 
instituted last year, but im¬ 
plementation of the part-time 
segment of the law has lagged. 
While Pines expressed 
pleasure that the necessary 
regulations had finally been 
issued she was critical of the 
administrative obstacles and 
delays encountered in the 
process. 

"While there is substantial 
room for improvement, these 
regulations, with the maternity 
exception, do represent a 
substantial, although belated 
step forward." 

Pines strongly opposes a 
provision that gives to 
supervisors the option of 
granting maternity leave. 
"This cannot and should not be 


a discretionary act,” she said. 

In emphasizing the need to 
quickly expand part-time 
opportunities, Pines cited a 
recent Carnegie Council report 
which pointed to part-time 
employment as one of the most 
vital steps American society 
can take to arrest the steady 
decline in the strength of the 
American family. "We simply 
must provide an option to 
women who are caught bet¬ 
ween the responsibilities of 
child raising and the need for 
the financial, intellectual, and 
spiritual rewards of a career." 

"To those women with 
children, to the handicapped 
whose time availability is 
limited, to the student who 
must accommodate an 
academic schedule, to the 
professional who wishes to 
provide some experience and 
advice to government, and to 
full-time employees who seek 
to reduce their hours, part- 
time employment promises 
much. I will continue to fight to 
fulfill that promise to make the 
Massachusetts law into the 
model for the public and 
private sector that its authors 
had originally intended," Pines 
said. 


Nine projects to make public 
buildings accessible to the 
handicapped will be funded 
with two years’ allocation of 
community federal community 
development funds. 

Bids received for the 
projects were nearly double 
what was expected and the 
Mayor’s Committee on the 
Environment of the Han¬ 
dicapped agreed that the 
projects should be done, even 
though the cost will be *65,760. 

The projects are principally 
the construction of ramps and 
bathroom facilities. The work 
will be done at the police 
station, the Main Library, the 
Boys and Girls' Library, the 
Albemarle Playground field 
house, the Aubumdale 
Playground field house, the 
Auburndale library, the 
Newton Centre library, the 
Waban library, and the Gath 
pool.

More than half the han¬ 
dicapped were over age 65 
1466); there were 361 han¬ 
dicapped between ages 19 and 
64; and 56 people under age 18 
were handicapped.

set a selling price. 

According to CDA Chairman 
Charles Thomas, the Authority 
can control the designs of the 
houses and decide on whether 
to sell the lots to one developer 
or to individuals. 

Six of the lots, on Moulton 
Street, were planned to be 
occupied by subsidized single¬ 
family houses' but there are 
now no such subsidies 
available. 

The three other lots, one on 
Moulton, one on Colgate Circle 
and one on Grove Street, were 
to be offered at low cost to 
persons displaced by the urban 
renewal project. 

All displaced persons have 
either moved elsewhere or are 
relocated in the renewal area. 


Slone Avenue, a short street 
in Chestnut Hill, has been 
permanently closed to through 
traffic by a vote of the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night. 

The whole area of Chestnut 
Hill opposite the Boston 
College campus Road has felt 
the impact of tl.e closing of the 
Reservoir bridge in Brookline, 
especially streets between 
Hammond and Beacon streets 
lhai have been used as cut- 
throughs. 

The order to close the street 
to through traffic came nearly 
a year after a resolution was 
passed by the Board and sent to 
the state Department of Public 
Works urging it to reconstruct 
the bridge as soon as possible. 
The bridge was closed for 
safety reasons. 


The Board also passed a 
resolution submitted by Aid. 
Terry Morris asking that the 
city of Newton petition the 
state legislature for the right to 
develop the air rights over the 
Massachusetts Turnpike ex¬ 
tension. 

The Turnpike Authority now 
owns rights to build over the 
Turnpike. 

Morris feels that building 
over the Turnpike "represents 
a practical reconciliation of the 
seeming conflicting interests of 
the preservation of open space 
and neighborhoods, and 
development and business 
expansion." 

Restoration of air rights to 
the city would require action 
by the state legislature.

Their wrongs 

Judge John Sirica appears justified in 
reducing the terms of Watergate par¬ 
ticipants John Mitchell, Robert Haldeman 
and John Ehrlichman. They have paid a 
large penalty for their involvement in the 
conspiracy which has never been completely 
explained. Their arrogance seems to have 
disappeared. They have at least said for the 
record that they were wrong. 

Meanwhile the person to whom those 
judgments were relinquished, Richard 
Nixon, rakes in probably a million dollars 
for his television reminiscences, protected 
forever by that ill-conceived pardon. 
Perhaps the real justice in that affair came 
in the presidential elections of 1976. The par¬ 
don was probably a major reason why 
Gerald Ford was defeated. 

The reduction in sentences for the three 
men means they may be released within a 
short time. They certainly are no threat to 
society. In essence, they have confessed 
Another chapter in the Watergate story has 
ended. 

But the book isn't finished. Of particular 
interest in the coming months should be 
Haldeman s account of the long-drawn-out 
episode. He has promised to relate incidents 
truthfully, as he saw them. Of course, there 
may be self-interest but balancing his ac¬ 
count with that of Nixon should make for 
some sort of real interpretation of a most 
unique and fascinating part of American 
history

Charges that could haunt Dukakis

Shortly after taking office, Governor Michael S. Dukakis 
charged he had inherited "a legacy of corruption" — but in 
next year's statewide election he may find himself defen¬ 
ding his Administration from similar accusations. 

Thai, at least, is a reasonable assumption in view of the 
mushrooming investigaUon into the scandal in the state's 
vocational education system in which some quarter of a 
million dollars allegedly was looted. The fact this in¬ 
vestigation comes close on the heels of serious questions 
raised about the stale's computer management contract 
and Medicaid computer contract exacerbates the problem. 

When scandal rears itsugly head it does nobody in public 
office any good, but the most accessible fall guy usually is 
the political leader in charge (in this case Dukakis) and the 
political party in power. 

Hence this expanding investigation into an alleged huge 
conspiracy will hurt not only Dukakis but Lt. Gov. Thomas 
F. O'Neill 3rd and the Democratic party as well. 

There is no hint, of course, that Dukakis is involved in this 
scandal. Nonetheless he is vulnerable to accusations about 
his ultimate responsibility as chief executive on this and 
other issues. As a politician and a man, Dukakis' personal 
integrity is of the highest — but so was that of former 
Governor Frank Sargent whose administration was 
smeared when Dukakis said he inherited "a legacy of 
corruption." This won't be the first time a politician's 
words returned to haunt him. 

The Dukakis Administration appears especially 
vulnerable on this issue. The fraud allegedly was per-

petrated by his Administration's former associate com¬ 
missioner of education, Patrick Weagraff, now under in¬ 
dictment. The bureaucrat, Weagraff, was hired after 
Dukakis assumed office and responsibility. Further, added 
problems loom in that a Lynn attorney, Samuel A. Vitali, 
chief administrative aide to Lt. Gov. O’Neill, has been 
implicated by a key figure in the investigation. 

While thus far there has been no substantive evidence 
supporting these allegations, Vitali, and, by inference, the 
lieutenant governor, have been tarred along with Dukakis. 
Immediately after the allegations first surfaced, Vitale 


went "on leave" but subsequently popped up in the state's 
Federal liasion office in Washington. 

As if this latest specific woe were not sufficient for 
Dukakis O'Neill and the Democratic party, a Boston 
television station (Channel 4) recently accused a number of 
Massachusetts legislators of accepting free trips and other 
questionable political conduct. In the immediate wake of 
this alleged influence peddling, the House of Represen¬ 
tatives voted 22W) to order its Ethics Committee to evaluate 
the charges. 

In each of the scandals surfaced to date, Dukakis has 
moved swiftly to put distance between himself and those 
involved. So has O'Neill, but there has to be political 
damage done both despite the fact that ties between the 
scandal and the state's two top elected officials has been 
illusory at best. 

Nonetheless, the question of responsibility looms large, 
especially in view of Dukakis' own "a legacy of corruption” 
charge hurled nearly three years ago at the prior 
Republican Administration. 

Meanwhile, the GOP, generally considered at death's 
door as a political factor here after Dukakis' victory three 
years ago, is gleefully and not so quietly figuratively licking 
its chops at the Administration’s plight. 

No matter how sliced, when scandal rears its ugly head 
there are many prepared to think the worst of incumbents 
- and the situation carries the potential for effective 
partisan campaigning by the Republicans next year.

The Canal 

One of Boston's outstanding attorneys 
expresses the opinion that approval of the 
proposed Panama Canal Treaty would be in¬ 
terpreted as a sign of weakness by the Soviet 
Union and the Third World countries.

"I feel certain that if we approve the 
proposed Panama Canal Treaty, the Russians 
and the Third World countries will not only 
interpret but gleefully exploit such action as 
a sign of weakness on the part of the United 
States and further evidence of the declines of 
its position as a world power."

NEW YORK — Violent crimes against the aged, com¬ 
mitted by ruthless youth, are among the most repulsive 
forms of savagery in many of our urban jungles. Outcries 
follow each outrage and yet the sickening assaults of the 
young monsters against their defenseless elders continues. 

Morally, the problem is simple. These anti-social 
adolescents are a menace and should be punished promptly 
and severely. 

Socially, however, the problem is more complex. Why is 
this sickness plaguing our society at the moment? There 
have always been young people with criminal propensities; 
there have always been older people without physical 
defenses. Yet the violent crimes of the "grandchildren" 
against their ''grandparents" were rarely as wild and as 
widespread as now. Why now? And why here? 

One fact is the very large number of youth who come 
from what amounts to parentless homes, who are angry 
with everyone and everything around them, and who have 
no jobs 


Consider a few chilling facts 

In 1960, there were 9.5 million youths between the ages ol 
18 and 21; in 1976, this number had risen to more than 16.5 
million. These were the products of the big baby boom after 
World War II. 

In 1960, 9 percent of children lived in one parent homes, 
by 1976, that percentage had doubled. In 1975, 36 percent of 
children under age 6 had working mothers 

In the black community, the child is even less apt to have 
a parent at hand. In 1975, 39 percent of nonwhite children 
lived in single-parent homes; 48 percent of black children 
have a mother at work. 

Teen-age unemployment Especially hard-hit are teen¬ 
agers who are in the Dlack community where jobless rates, 
since 1950, have been double that of white. The result is a 
black youth jobless rate of 40 percent. 

Add to that the findings of Norman O. Carlson, director of 
Federal Bureau of Prisons; "The higher the rate of 
joblessness, the higher the rate of prison commitments 
There is no question about it." ✓

Adult education comes into its own 


Newton Citizens for Education (NCE) 
is presenting a series of articles In this 
column on topics that It considers im¬ 
portant for debate before the November 
School Committee election. 

By JOYCE PICARD 

Long a stepchild of the public school 
system, adult education is beginning to 
come into its own. 

Nationwide, the interest in adult 
education has never been higher with one 
out of every 50 adults engaged in some 
formal adult education program at the 
elementary, secondary or college level 
Taking into consideration community 
schools and other enrichment programs, 
the number of adults going back to school 
is incalculable. 

Newton has responded to this interest 
with an array of programs sponsored by 
Continuing Education, Community 
Schools, and the Recreation Department. 

Course offerings have been either in¬ 
spired by community needs, as in the 
case of Continuing Education, or have 
stemmed from community input as 
happens in the community schools 
program While the courses in both 
programs are heavily avocational, 
stressing the arts and crafts, a sprinkling 
of preparatory academic courses in math 
and language are offered, as well as an 
array of clerical skills courses. 

A sprinkling of vocational courses is 
being introduced, but this function is 
generally regarded as being reserved for 
institutions of higher learning 
Overlapping of some courses does occur 
in the two programs, but according to the 
former director of Community Schools, 
not of the philosophy and structure of the 
two departments. 

In response to growing community 
interest in expanding adult education in 
Newton, the superintendent of schools 
recently announced that underenrolled 
daytime classes at the high schools will 
be open to adult enrollment, subject lo 
faculty approval for each course. 

This marks a turning point which, 
perhaps, the Newton community should 
examine at greater length, particularly 
in the light of our most pressing problem, 
declining enrollment. 

Although publicized recently for its 
effect on elementary schools, declining 
enrollment will have adverse effects in 


succeeding years on our high schools as 
well. 

Smaller families, more childless 
families, a higher divorce rate and in¬ 
creased numbers of displaced 
homemakers have produced a climate of 
changing educational needs within our 
community 

In some school districts one-fourth to 
one-third of the children are from single 
parent families People now ready for 
community recognition number among 
them mature women seeking 
reentry into the world of work or 
academia, retired citizens eager to stay 
productive, adults forced into career 
change and adults with special needs. 

Perhaps as we make adjustments for 
declining enrollment we can begin to 
think of the advantages of expanding 
educational services to some of these 
people. 

For one thing the yield to the com¬ 
munity from programs maximizing the 
potential of its citizens must be 
acknowledged From a mental health as 
well as economic perspective, a com¬ 
munity can only benefit from a greater 
number of productive and involved 
citizens. Many of these adults are paying 
the educational tax dollar and receiving 
very little in direct services in return. It 
makes sense to draw these adults into the 
schools and encourage their enthusiasm 
and support once again for public 
education. It can mean transforming the 
liability of declining enrollment into an 
asset for our community. 

We might learn from universities 
facing similar problems of declining 
enrollment Determined lo stay viable 
and maximize resources (staff and 
buildings alike), many are initiating 
major new programs which seek out, 
attract and satisfy older people. 

By the same token, our high schools can 
have a significant role in attracting back 
lo their doors young adults, the middle 
aged, the unemployed, the early retired 
and the elderly. In return, excellent 
teachers may be retained in the system 
and a higher morale in staff fostered 
because of this. It may be that stability in 
staff reduction will be the trade off for 
diminished salary demands by the 
bargaining teachers union. 

What can we do for these people? With 
imagination, creativity and commitment 
much! And not necessarily at the expense 


of abandoning guidelines of fiscal 
restraint. 

To begin, we must provide urgently 
needed career development counseling 
for th< "empty nest" woman, the 
displaced homemaker, the adult facing a 
forced career change and the young 
adults who postponed choosing a career 

These services could be provided 
through better utilization of the two 
superb career resources rooms in the 
high schools Additional professional 
staffing and more flexible hours, 
evenings, Saturdays and perhaps sum¬ 
mer accessibility, should be considered. 

People in need are more likely to seek 
assistance in the Career Resource Room 
than from a social or state agency. 
Because of this, an excellent opportunity 
can be created for a referral service to 
other agencies. 

Life planning counseling for the retired 
and aged citizens feeling useless and 
abandonded should be considered as well. 

Publicity and outreach to these people 
should be implemented through existing 
vehicles for community communication. 

Consumer fees for these services would 
offset to some the cost for funding these 
new offerings. Goodwill, in extent return, 
would build bridges between schools and 
community. 

The opening of high school courses to 
adults, that occurred this September is a 
good beginning; however, more attention 
needs lo be given to the content of the 
course offerings. Skill acquisition and 
career-oriented programs need to be 
considered and developed whether they 
be in multi media, pre-law, computer 
technology, real estate, and-or insurance. 
Many of these are being offered to the 
high school student now. 

Instead of offering child development 
courses to only the high school non- 
parent, why not offer parenting to the 
young families in our community as well? 
This is particularly meaningful in light of 
the emerging knowledge on child abuse, 
suggesting that it cuts across all 
economic boundaries. 

Given the increasing mean age in 
Newton, we also need to address the 
special educational needs of the elderly 
by offering courses in nutrition, 
budgeting, health care benefits, in¬ 
vestments, physical fitness and even 
politics. 

Options for delivery of these courses 


need to be explored further, whether they 
be part of the regular curriculum or 
structured as separate sections for adults 
only. or perhaps a combination of the two. 

Another option worth considering as we 
begin to serve a diverse group of people 
are leasing school space in cooperative 
ventures with institutions of higher 
learning For example, bringing the 
college campus to Newton in an extended 
campus program emanating from say 
Bentley or Northeastern Perhaps 
teachers could have dual employment, 
working part time as high school faculty 
and part time for a college extended 
campus program in the Newton High 
Schools. 

We must remember that colleges are 
seeking to expand their enrollment as 
well and are receptive to new concepts. 

In addition our schools must be more 
receptive to cooperating with other 
facilities in our community. There should 
be no need for the Newton Library and 
Family Counseling to duplicate materials 
of the high school career resouce rooms 
when sharing of these resources for a 
number of groups result in more efficient 
use of these resources. 

Duplication of services and resources is 
a luxury communities suffering under 
fiscal austerity should no longer tolerate. 
In short, the tight little islands must give 
way lo common harbors for greater ef¬ 
ficiency and delivery of services. 

What we are suggesting is that given 
the changing demographic and social 
conditions in our community, we must 
begin to view public education in a larger 
framework. 

Where we draw the line in terms of how 
much Newton provides its adults 
educationally and what is within the 
legitimate province of higher institutions 
of education is a point ready for debate, 
not resolved by this article. We must, 
however, embrace the concept of our 
community addressing the educational 
and counseling needs of all of our citizens 
in a seasonable manner, not only for the 
wellbeing of the individual, but for the 
improved vitality of our community as 
well. 

It would be wonderful, indeed, for 
Newton, long the leader in education, to 
he a pacemaker in this new venture.

As for the money spent on 
abortion — the person who 
consents to this should look 
around and see what it does to 
the body and the system. Ask 
any doctor. The money should 
be spent finding jobs and 
getting people off welfare. 


To the Editor: 

Mr. Farina (candidate for 
alderman-at-large, Ward 6) 
has proposed several tax 
saving suggestions for the City 
of Newton. 

His basic target has been to 
lower the borrowing costs of 
the city's bonds. I have always 
been skeptical of most 
politicians’ "movney saving 
ideas,” so I took Mr. Farina's 
pamphlet that outlines his 
specific proposals to the 
manager of Municipal Bond 
Sales for one of the leading 
bond underwriting houses in 
the state. Following is a 
summary of my findings: 

Mr. Farina proposes 
reducing up to a full per¬ 
centage point of the municipal 
bond interest rate just by 
improving city accounting 
procedures. 

The suggestion of using the 
procedures of the National 
Municipal Financial Officers 
Association to provide a 
uniformity with other cities for 
better comparability is a good 
idea. 

However, to suggest that it 
would lower Newton’s 
borrowing cost is misleading. 
Newton is considered to be one 
of the safest and best 
municipal bond buys on the 
market. That fact is reflected 
by Moody’s Bond Record, 


giving Newton its highest 
rating, AAA. The uniform 
accounting procedures is 
designed to disclose potentially 
damaging information about a 
city's financial condition, such 
as occurred with New York 
City. In Newton’s case, it 
already has the highest rating 
and therefore it has no place to 
go but down. 

By comparison, I examined 
the current Moody’s Bond 
Record and learned that of the 
395 tax exempt bonds that 
Moody's rates in 
Massachusetts, there are only 
10 that receive the highest 
rating, AAA. Of those 10, two 
are Harvard and MIT. 

"Money could be saved if 
Newton joined with surroun¬ 
ding communities in collective 
bonding,” is the second 
proposal. 

Again, I checked Moody’s for 
the ratings of our surrounding 
communities. Of the 17 im¬ 
mediately surrounding, only 
four (Belmont, Brookline, 
Lexington and Wellesley) have 
AAA. 

The remainder all have 
lower rates. The collective 
rating would drop Newton’s 
effective rating and would 
improve the other lower-rated 
cities at Newton's expense. 

"State bonds you can bank on 
. Vin Farina intends to file 
legislation creating a statewide 


bond bank if the regional ap¬ 
proach is not feasible. Similar 
legislation saved the cities and 
towns of Vermont $3 million in 
1970.” is the third proposal. 

The points relevant here are: 
the state of Massachusetts has 
a rating several points below 
that of Newton 
Massachusetts is not viewed 
very favorably by the financial 
community as attested to by all 
the publicity over the state's 
financial plight; Mr. Farina is 
correct in his statement about 
the Vermont bond bank, but 
Vermont created its bonding 
vehicle to assist the multitude 
of small, rural communities. 

I can only hope that the 
voters will carefully scrutinize 
such “money saving" 
proposals before deciding who 
should represent them at City 
Hall.

Police Chief William Quinn 
this week warned residents, 
particularly the elderly, to 
beware a team of "two or three 
dark-skinned” women 
responsible for several 
“confidence" operations in the 
city. 

"They may use one of 
several ruses to gain entrance 
to a person's home, such as 
using the name of a neighbor or 
asking for a particular person 
or street in the area, creating 
the impression they are 
legitimately in the 
neighborhood and are lost," 
Quinn said. 

"Once inside the house, they 
will usually try to divert the 
occupant, by engaging her in 
conversation while another 
member of the team wanders 
through the house and steals 


items that are small and easy 
to conceal, such as jewelry," 
Quinn said. 

Elderly women are par¬ 
ticular targets of these people. 

The women are described as 
dark-skinned, with black or 
possibly red hair and are of 
average height, 5’4" or ’5”. 

"A simple way to prevent 
anyone from gaining entrance 
to your house is to keep the 
door locked and don't unlock 
the door until you are sure the 
person is at your house on 
legitimate business," Quinn 
said. 

The trio was operating in 
Newtonville at the end of last 
week. 

If you suspect these people 
are at your home or in your 
neighborhood, call 911 and 
summon the police. 


Two men held 
for car breaks 

Two 20-year-old Newton men 
were charged with burglary 
and larceny from cars early 
Friday morning after an in¬ 
cident on Grove Street, Lower 
Falls.

in need of protective shelter or 
in transition last week was 
given legislative approval and 
sent to the governor, who was 
lo sign it this week. 

According to State Rep. 
David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), House chairman of 
the Committee on Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs, 
his bill will authorize the Office 
of Human Services to establish 
temporary protective shelters 
for women in need. Using Title 
XX federal funds, the support 
residences would provide 
temporary housing, 
emergency counseling, and 
community referrals for other 
needed services. 

"The problem of battered 
women crosses all class, racial 
and ethnic lines," Mofenson 
said. "According to some 
reports more than 2 million 
persons are affected nationally 
and the FBI estimates that the 
crime of battery is the largest 
single offense committed in the 
country and probably the least 
reported." 

One of the greatest 
deterrents to a wife's lodging a 
complaint with a court or at¬ 
tempting to remove herself and 
her children from a potentially 
lethal situation is said to be the 
fact that there is no place to go. 
According to testimony 
presented to Mofenson’s 
Human Services Committee, 
the homes of friends and 
relatives are often unsafe 
because they are not secure 
and when found there, women 
and children are frequently 
subjected to the possibility of 
further and more intense 
battering.

With limited earning power, 
often with no marketable 
skills, battered women are 
frequently trapped in a 
destructive family situation 
because of economic depen¬ 
dence. 

Children, even when not 
physically assaulted, suffer 
deep and lasting emotional 
effects. Mofenson noted studies 
showing that wife-beaters and 
battered women tend to come 
from families in which the 
father was a wife-beater or 
where they themselves had 
been battered as children. 

"The program must provide 
the safety and security 
necessary to start the 
therapeutic process of healing 
psychological and physical 
damage and, with the aid of 
counselors trained in crisis 
intervention, help these women 
clarify life goals and needs,” 
Mofenson said. 

The program would not cost 
the state anything. The 75 
percent of the program put up 
by the federal government 
would be matched by 25 per¬ 
cent raised locally, which can 
be provided in matching funds 
through “in kind" voluntary 
service.

CETA offers class toward 
general education diploma

A class for adults to prepare 
for a high school equivalency 
certificate program will begin 
at the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
(CETA) Learning Center, 15 
Crescent St., Waltham, the 
first week in November. 

The class, which will be 
limited to 10 people, will be 
open to CETA-eligible clients. 
As with all CETA training 
programs, students will be 
given an opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in a work experience 
program during the ap¬ 
proximately four-and-one-half 
month course. Students usually 
spend two afternoons in the 
classroom and the rest of the 
working week at a job site. 

Upon successful completion 
of this program, students may 
enter the General Education 
Diploma (GED) class, which 


leads to a high school 
equivalency certificate. 

To be eligible for this class, 
applicants must meet federal 
guidelines for a low-income 
family, be unemployed at least 
30 days and live in one of the 10 
communities served by 
Newton Area CETA — Newton, 
Waltham, Weston, Brookline, 
Needham, Bedford, Lexington, 
Lincoln, Dover and Wellesley. 

Those who have special 
problems in finding a job, such 
as being a member of a 
minority group, a special 
veteran, a law offender, a 
welfare recipient, a high school 
drop-out under the age of 22, a 
person with limited English- 
speaking ability, a head of a 
household with dependents, or 
a person over 45 will be given 
special priority. 

Applicants should apply at 


the CETA Training and Job 
Center, 141 Moody St., 
Waltham, and state their in¬ 
terest in enrolling in the pre- 
GED class. 

Newton CETA also offers on¬ 
going classes in Adult Basic 
Education, which are designed 
for adults who need to upgrade 
their basic reading and math 
skills. This course also includes 
a number of life-coping skills 
that prepare the participant to 
face the world with more 
confidence and to determine 
the next positive step to be 
taken that will lead to the in¬ 
dividuals personal goals.

Superintent Fink, who lives at 50 
Beaumont Ave., one block from the North 
High, also testified to the use of the North 
field by resident joggers, and "could not 
see any tremendous problem with the 
parking (at South) on the few Saturdays 
involved" when home football games are 
played. 

Fink supported the "very modest 
proposal" in the interest of education. 

School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell responded to the criticism by 
abutters that they had only been infored 
of the proposal by a letter of the Con¬ 
servation Commission informing them of 
a hearing on Aug. 4 of this year. 

Mandell said he first brought up the 
subject of a facility in May, 1976, at a 
public meeting of the Aldermanic 
Education Committee and School 
Committee. All four Newton papers 
carried reports of the meeting, he said. 

City Engineer Cynthia McCarthy 
reviewed her plans for the site which she 
said would not intrude upon any wetlands 
that have not already been filled in, and 
said the faci lity would not cause further 
flooding problems in the basements of 
abutters.

Engineer McCarthy stood by her fin¬ 
dings after a report made by Brewster 
Fuller, a landscape architect for the 
abutters. He said the plans showed the 
project intruding on the limits of the slope 
of the wetlands, and there would probably 
be more flooding in the basements of 
nearby homes since the water table 
would be upset by building on the peat. 

Mayoral candidate Peter Harrington 
hoped that a compromise could be 
reached beteen both sides that might 
result in a smaller facility being built in 
location that would more please the 
abutters. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, who lives two 
streets away from Newton South, said the 
students at the school deserve "this 
appropriate facility for what will become 
a four-year high school."

The next step 

The plans for the facility which have 
already been approved by the Design 
Review Committee are now being ap¬ 
pealed by the abutters to the State 
Department of Environmental Quality 
and Engineering. 

That was an appeal of the favorable 
approval by the Conservation Com¬ 
mission.

I.and Use Committee Chairman Eliot 
Cohen delivered himself of a long, often 
impassioned defense of the committee’s 
and his own action in regard to the denial 
of the Murley proposals, both now and 
earlier this year, when a larger 
development was denied. 

Cohen explained that when more time 
was requested to wait for the marketing 
study he saw no point in waiting' since he 
felt sure the matter would be denied. 

Cohen said Hopkins and persons

Noting that on the basis both of the 
number of abutters opposed and the 
percentage of land area owned by op¬ 
ponents the vote would require 18 instead 
of the usual 16 votes to change the zone, 
Cohen said he could not be held respon¬ 
sible for contributing to the requirement, 
since he had not signed any opposing 
petition. 

Cohen said that naturally many of the 
opponents are his "friends, neighbors and 
constituents." 


"Each ot us has a right to vote for his 
constituency. I resent an attempt to deny 
me this right." 

The Board voted with no debate to deny 
the petitions by the 24-0 vote. 

I-ast week Hopkins said that he would 
not have anything to do with a plan for 
low-income housing. The landowner, 
James Murley, has a developer ready to 
buy the land and build a subsidized 
housing development of 300 or more 
apartments, Hopkins said. 

In view of Newton's shortcomings in 
low-income housing — more than 4000 
units, according to state criteria — such a 
project seems destined to be approved by 
the state Housing Appeals Committee if 
denied by Newton's Zoning Board of 
Appeals.

Traffic complaints were made loud and 
clear at the hearing with residents 
repeatedly griping about trying to get to 
the Main Library on Centre Street and to 
the stores on Washington Street. 

A member of the Newton Corner 
Neighborhood Association said his group 
has counted as many as 90 traffic 
violations an hour at one of the worst 
intersections. 

One of the other 55 persons at the 
meeting in Eliot Church said, "The 
phenomenon is not Newton Corner, it's 
really Massachusetts drivers who are not 
bothered by traffic lights of any color." 

Residents were curious about a 
proposal in the early stages of con¬ 
sideration that may result in a trial 
period of making a one-way loop around 


Washington, Park, Tremont, and 
Waverly streets. 

David Tannozzini, the Planning 
Department's traffic planner, said the 
one-way loop would make Washington 
Street empty in to the Corner and 
Tremont Street one-way toward Boston 
until it intersects with Waverly Avenue. 

The proposal is now in memo form 
before the Traffic Commission for con¬ 
sideration . It has not been formally put 
on the commission's docket. 

Barbara Whitesides of Grasmere 
Street suggested a pedestrian tunnel 
under the roads, which she said had been 
successful in Europe to separate 
pedestrians from cars. 

Suggestions were also made for a series 
of elevated crosswalks similar to the ones 


near the Charles Street MBTA station in 
Boston, and strong cries were made for 
anything that would stop the cars to allow 
for children (and adults) to cross to the 
library at any time of day. 

The small amount of open space in 
Hunnewell Hill area consists of a strip 
near the turnpike and the privately 
owned property called Hunnewell Woods. 
Some residents said they would like to 
have the city buy the two-acre woods near 
the Boston line. 

Karen Alschuler from SOM said the 
firm should have its draft report of what 
the whole Newton Corner ommunity 
wants mailed out to residents by the 
beginning of November and have a 
meeting with all Newton Comer residents 
around the second week of November to 
discuss the next moves. 


Chief William F. Quinn 
announced that the crime 
prevention effort of the Newton 
Police Department has taken 
on a new look. 

As a result of a CETA grant 
five people have been assigned 
to the Community Services 
Bureau to enhance a program 
of police and community 
partnership. 

Chief Quinn stated, “Our 
relationship with the Newton 
community has been out¬ 
standing in the amount of 
cooperation the community 
has given over the past few 
years. 

Many of our major arrests 
have been as a result of a 
neighbor calling in suspicious 
actions or persons under the 
Crime Check program in¬ 
stituted five years ago. In 
addition the acceptance of 
other programs have reduced 
criminal activity in Newton," 


he said. 

The Chief indicated that the 
newly hired citizens working 
closely with police officers 
enhances the police- 
community partnership. In this 
vein the new unit will accent a 
“Neighborhood Watch” 
program which has a pilot 
program in operation in 
Auburndale. 

Recently the Sisterhood of 
Temple Emanuel heard a 
complete explanation of the 
workings of the program. 

The program included short 
presentions by Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann, Donald L. 
Dahlstrom of Mass. Crininal 
Justice Training Council, 
Barbara Gilmore of the Rape 
Crisis Center, Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital; and 
Graham Bates, private citizen 
from Auburndale. 

The Community Relations 
group under the direction of Lt. 


Charles E. Feeley also con¬ 
ducted a workshop on 
neighborhood watch and home 
protection, and also engraved 
small carryable items as part 
of the program.

HOLLYWOOD <(UPI| - 
They used to call him Lew 
Baby when he was an agent. 
When he became the savior of 
British television they knighted 
him and it was Sir Lew. Now by 
the grace of Elizabeth II, he's 
Lord Grade. 

His real title is England's 
Mr. Show Business. 

Lew Grade is a bald, 
bespectacled Britisher with a 
wrong-side-of-the-tracks 
English accent and a healthy 
ego tempered by a self- 
deprecating sense of humor. 

He came to Hollywood this 
week to announce grandiose 
plans to revitalize England's 
comatose film industry by 
pumping $97 million into 10 new 
movies all filled with major 
stars in the next two years, 
Grade has come a long way 


since his days as a flesh ped¬ 
dler when, as head of 
England’s largest talent 
agency, he represented Bob 
Hope in England and Europe. 
But he’s still unproved as a 
filmmaker 

Ip the last couple of years 
Grade made six pictures. None 
were hits — "The Eagle Has 
Landed," "The Cassandra 
Crossing," “Voyage of the 
Damned," "The Domino 
Principle," "March or Die" 
and "Cross of Iron." 

Grade says they failed to 
make it big because they were 
produced in partnership with 
American moneymen. 

"They were nice people and I 
liked them," Grade said. "But 
I don't like partners. I'm used 
to making decisions myself. 
From now on I’m going on my 


own. And financing my own 
films." 

He went on to say that he 
erred in making only action 
adventure movies. Future pro¬ 
ductions will include comedy, 
drama and love stories. 

His production slate is more 
impressive than any two major 
studios combined. 

Perhaps his most ambitious 
project is "The Lone Ranger," 
to be made in partnership with 
Jack Wrather. Grade ex¬ 
plained that Wrather, like 
himself, makes instant 
decisions and is the exception 
to his aversion for partners. 

"Double Feature,” a 
comedy, will star George C. 
Scott. 

Grade has hired his old 
client, Hope, to costar with 
Bing Crosby in "The Road to 


The Fountain of Youth." 

"It’s the funniest thing I ever 
heard in my life," Grade said, 
chuckling happily. "Bing and 
Bob find the fountain of youth 
all right. And it makes 
everybody younger — except 
Bob and Bing who drink the 
water and turn into King Kong 
and a baboon." 

Grade has signed Gregory 
Peck and Laurence Olivier to 
star in "The Boys From 
Brazil" based on the current 
best-selling novel. 

He’s rounded up Charles 
Bronson and Jill Ireland for 
“Love and Bullets, Charlie," 
not to mention Roger Moore, 
Raquel Welch, David Niven 
and Telly Savalas for "The 
Athena Boodle." 

Another triumph is com¬ 
bining Sweden’s two most 


famous Bergmans in a movie 
for the first time — director 
Ingemar and actress Ingrid — 
for "Autumn Sonata." 

He’s signed television’s "The 
Muppets" for a feature film 
and will convert another pair of 
best-selling novels to the 
screen, "The Golden Gate" 
and "Raise The Titanic." 

"We will get the best talent 
available," he said. "And we'll 
shoot our films in Hollywood 
and on various locations 
around the world. 

"People ask why I put big 
stars in my pictures," Grade 
said, "and I tell them that a 
great performer raises the 
performances of everyone else. 

"I’m a great believer in 
names because they don’t 
become stars by accident. It's 
because they’ve established 


themselves in performances. 
The thing to do is inspire them 
to attain the heights again.” 

Grade is a generous man who 
gives his stars and directors a 
percentage of the profits. It's 
not so much philanthropy as 
business acumen. 

"I like to involve the actors, 
directors and producers finan¬ 
cially," he said. "It gives them 
an incentive." 

Grade, a dynamic and un¬ 
pretentious man, ascribes his 
enormous success to his adher¬ 
ence to three tenets: 

"Never run after a woman or 
a bus because another will be 
coming along.

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A thirst for learning about wine

Americans have been drawn into the romantic world of 
wines and statistics reveal they are imbibing one and one- 
half gallons of wine per person per year. Yet while 
developing a taste for wines, many still squirm when 
handed a wine list in a restaurant for few are well-informed 
about wines. Often it takes an expert like George Hark of 
Norwood to provide assistance. 

Hark, the wine merchant for Eliot Macy's Liquors in 
West Roxbury, advises those who wish to get serious about 
wine to follow the same procedure he did. He bought a book 
by Frank Schoonmaker listing the wines and organized like 
a dictionary. 

Each evening he would open a small bottle of wine, sip it, 
and read about it—sip and read. Admittedly that is a time 
consuming project, and costly. For those in a hurry, Hark 
says a wine-tasting party can provide people with in¬ 
formation that ordinarily would take many months to leam. 

However, the subject of wines is complex, and one must 
decide whether to devote oneself to learning about 
American wines or French wines...sweet wines or dry 
wines. Most Americans, says Hark, "start with sweet wines 
and then get into dry wines.’’ 

Lately, he said many people are ordering dry white wine 
and "even martini drinkers are switching to white 
wine...there are less calories and they say it doesn’t mess 
up their day." 

In the home serving wine can be a dilemma. Hark says if 
the red wine costs more than $2, remove the cork about one 
hour before so air can improve the bouquet (fragrance). It 
also improves the taste and smell of the wine and removes 
any harshness so “it goes down without a bite." The wine 
should be served at room temperature, 60 to 65 degrees, or 
chilled for 15 to 20 minutes. 

He said that "don't use a champagne glass for wine—the 
glass should come together to keep the bubbles in.” Swirl 
the glass and the little drippings "called ‘legs’ are an in¬ 
dication of good quality wine—particularly for red wine," 
said Hark. 

White wine should be served cold and it doesn’t need 
decanting. In fact, open the bottle right at the table and 
serve it immediately, says Hark. 

In addition to serving wine, buying wine troubles many 
consumers. Hark’cautioned that if after turning a bottle of 
white wine upside down, it looks cloudy, and you can’t see 
the outline of your finger —don’t buy rt. 

He pointed out that it is normal for red wine to have some 
sediment, but “not for it to be cloudy.” "If you see 
sediment, shake the bottle gently and it should settle to the 
bottom. ” If it doesn't, leave it on the shelf. 

The cork should not feel spongy and should not move, yet, 
it should not be hard as a rock. Bottles of wine are stored on 
their sides because "air is the enemy of wine” and when 
they are on their sides, "the cork expands and doesn’t let 
the.air in to spoil the wine.” 

When looking at the bottle, the level of wine should be 
roughly one-quarter of an inch away from the cork—if it is 
below the shoulders, don’t buy it "The only wine that can 
be that low is the popular Lambrusco, which is a stabilized 
wine and would not be affected by air because of its low 
alcoholic content and its high sugar content.” 

He recommends the average consumer buy the newest 
wines and says that vintage dates “only mean something 
with French wine—not American wines.” That is because 
the weather in California is consistent and there is usually 
some rainfall. In France, he said, the weather is not 4 as 
predictable and climate variables like an early frost can 
spoil a crop. "Many factors go into making a good wine.” 

He dismissed the old saw that only expensive wine is 
good. He pointed out that younger vines (eight to 20 years 
old) can be replanted adjacent to an estate on which 100 
year old vines are growing. The younger vines can yield a 
less expensive wine “which many experts think is almost as 
good as wine grown on the adjacent property." 

In one instance, Hark said a wine with a mixture of two 
grapes from France was selling for $1 a bottle only because 
of poor packaging. The back label revealed the wine was 
made out of the Chardonnay grape and the Sauviqnon. The 
finest white wines in the world are made from the Char¬ 
donnay grape. The Sauvignon also yields a high quality 
wine. 

Vintage dates said Hark mean something only if you are 
knowledgeable. For example he noted that 1970 "was the 
last good Bordeaux year until 1975 which will be available in 
Boston in the spring of 1978." 

While 1971, ’72, 73 and 74 were not as qood years for 
Bordeaux, "they are not bad—of those years, 71 was the 
best and 73 next..74 was third and '72 was a wipeout ” 

But looking only for the qood years can prevent shoppers 
from trying a wine, produced in an off year and reduced in 
price, which they ordinarily couldn’t afford. "The only 
thing wrong with that wine is it is ready immediately and 
should be consumed within one to three years." 

In France the words appearing on a label, Appellation 
controlee", indicates the product is genuine. In this 
country, legislation is forthcoming to provide the same kind 
of assurance for consumers. 

Wines are also classified in terms of first or second 
growth. The classifications in France are determined by a 
group of wine experts and controlled by the French 
government. An indication of how important classifications 
are is illustrated by what happened when Chateau Mouton 
Rothschild was reclassified. 

Originally classified as a second growth, in 1973, it was 
finally reclassified as a first growth. To celebrate the event, 
the 1973 labels were printed with a painting of "Bac- 
chanale" by Pablo Picasso. Today, Hark said it is a 
collector's item. 

In his business, the West Roxbury wine merchant has 
applied a unique, but successful, sales technique . He 
learned about business from his father who taught him the 
art of bargain hunting and good shopping. 

How he feels about wine is evident in the ambiance of the 
wine cellar he had built downstairs in the liquor store. 
Walking down a steep flight of stairs, the commercial liquor 
store is transformed into an intimate setting where wine 
tasting is a serious business. It also reveals the sense of 
drama, "the little bit of Broadway, Hark admits is his. 

Recently he covered sale merchandise with sheets to 
stimulate customers' curiousity. The sheets were removed 
the day of the sale. "Customers went wild filling carts,” 
saidHark, "and 600 cases were sold in four hours." 

So successful was the first sale that he says he got 
"bolder" and went to a larger company where he bought 
1800 cases to put on sale. Beaming he says "I tied up traffic 
for four blocks.” .... 

What does the man who can buy any wine he wants drink 
at home. "I drink Italian wine—they are the bargain of the 
wine world. They make more wine than any country and I 
like lighter bodied red wines and find the California and 
some red burgundys too heavy. A consumer should not have 
to pay over J3 for wine except for a dinner party or to make 
an impressioa"

SNAPPY BITES 

1 lb. sweet Italian sausage with peppers

1 tablespoon spicy brown mustard 
Y« teaspoon garlic salt 

water just to moisten 

Remove sausage from casings. Cook sausage in large 
skillet until done. Cool and drain off as much fat as possible. 
Add the next four ingredients, in large bowl, to the sausage 
meat and mix with fork. Add enough water to moisten. Roll 
into one inch balls, place on large greased cookie sheet two 
inches apart and bake in hot oven about 15 min. or until 
puffed and browned Cool on wire racks. They freeze well. 
They can be ser ved warm with a quick cheese fondue dip:

GERMAN CHICKEN BURGUNDY 

2 small broOerfryer chickens, cut in parts 
V« cup butter 

1 large onion, cut into rings (1 cup) 

1 stalk celery, diced (1* cup) 

1 cup chicken broth 

4 cup burgundy wine 
6 peppercorns 

2 cloves 

1 bay leaf 
1 lemon 

Brown chicken parts in melted butter over medium high 
heat in large skillet for about 10 to 15 minutes. Add onion 
rings and diced celery, and saute 5 more minutes. Drain off 
all but 2 tablespoons of butter. Add chicken broth, wine, 
peppercorns, doves & bay leaf. Sprinkle with lemon juice. 
Simmer covered for 30 minutes. Serve hot on prepared 
noodles. Serves: 6-9.

I would also like to have a recipe (or 
Chinese sauce with shrimp or lobster?

Dear Mrs. Corso, I found two recipes—one for taffy ap¬ 
ples and the other for caramel apples. Neither use 
molasses. Also found delicious recipe for the sauce which 
can be used with either lobster or shrimp. 

TAFFY APPLES 

Boil together one cup white sugar, one cup brown sugar, 
4 cup vinegar, and 4 cup water. Cook until small amount 
dropped in cold water cracks between fingers (290 deg. F.). 
Dip apples on sticks in syrup. Cool. 

CARAMEL APPLES 

1 1-lb. package dairy caramels 

3 tablespoons hot water 

6 medium red apples, washed, dried 
6 wooden skewers 
chopped walnuts (optional) 

Melt the caramels in a double boiler, over boiling water. 
Add water to the caramels stirring frequently, until a 
smooth sauce. Remove the stems from apples. Then insert 
a wooden skewer part way into stem end of apple. Remove 
the sauce from the heat Holding each apple by a skewer 
and tilting double boiler top, quickly twirl apple in caramel 
sauce. Remove from sauce; continue twirling to allow 
sauce to spread smoothly over apple. Quickly dip bottom or 
completely roll each apple in the chopped walnuts; then 
place skewer side up on lightly buttered cookie sheet and 
refrigerate until serving time Makes 6. 

CANTONESE SAUCE 
(For shrimp or lobster) 

2 tablespoons peanut ofl 
2 cloves garlic, minced 

1 slice ginger, minced 

2 tablespoons salted black beans, mashed 

4 teaspoon salt 
4 lb. ground pork 

1 teaspoon sugar 

14 tablespoons light soy sauce 

2 tablespoons sherry 
2 cups soup stock 

2 tablespoons heavy soy sauce 
2 tablespoons corn starch 

1 lb. large shelled, washed, drained shrimp (or l-to-14 lb. 
lobster) 

2 eggs 

2 tablespoons soup stock 
2 tablespoons peanut oil 
4 scallions, sliced 

Mix the garlic, ginger, black beans and salt together and 
set aside. Mix the sugar, light soy sauce and sherry and set 
aside. Mix heavy soy sauce and com starch and set aside. 
Beat the eggs slightly and add 2 tablespoons soup stock. Set 
aside. 

Put the oil in a hot skillet and bring to a high heat. Add the 
garlic mixture and stir fry for 15 seconds. Add the ground 
pork and stir fry for 2 min. Add the sugar, soy sauce mix¬ 
ture and then the 2 cups soup stock. Add the shrimp and 
cook for three to five min. Add the com starch mixture 
slowly. Stiry-fry until sauce thickens and coats all the 
ingredients well. Remove from the heat and add 4 of the 
egg mixture all at once. Do not stir, but let the mixture set 
for 30 seconds. Remove the entire contents of the skillet at 
once to serving dish. Pour remainder of the egg mixture on 
top. Heat the two tablespoons oil until smoking and pour 
over shrimp and sauce Garnish with scallions and serve. 

If using lobster, chop them into bite-sized pieces. Remove 
and crack claws. Discard gills, head shell and legs. Add the 
lobsters after the sugar mixture and cook 5-7 min., after 
bringing mixture to a boiL Follow the steps; after the com 
starch mixture is added, cook for 24 min. or until the 
lobster is tender. Make certain lobster is well coated with 
the sauce.

'Drop and roll' avoids 
severe burn injuries 


Remembering the simple 
instruction, "Drop and roll,” 
can make the difference bet¬ 
ween living and dying, between 
escaping with minor injury or 
suffering the deep, painful, 
slow-healing burns that can 
destroy limbs, damage 
eyesight, or leave disfiguring 
scars. 

"Learn not to burn!" and 
"Drop and roll" are essential 
rules in learning not to burn," 
says Chief Harvey D. Preble of 
the Newton Fire Department. 

The moment fire ignites 
clothing, hair, or skin, "Drop 
and roll" should go into action, 
advises Chief Preble. Get the 
burning person to the floor or 


ground wherever he is. Then 
roll him over and over until all 
the flames are out. If there is a 
coat, blanket or light rug 
handy, roll the victim in it, but 
never take the time to run 
around looking for something 
in which to roll him. 

No matter what the cir¬ 
cumstances, don't let a burning 
person run or even remain 
standing. Get him into a lying- 
down position immediately, so 
flames and toxic smoke don't 
reach his face or lungs. 

Take time to instruct 
everyone in the family about 
"Drop and Roll,” suggests 
Chief Preble.

North plays catchup, tips Quincy

QUINCY — When your offense has scored 76 points, while 
your defense has aDowed but six all season, you probably 
haven’t had too much practice playing catchup ball. Well, 
the Newton North Tigers proved what quick learners they 
are, escaping a third quarter attack and defeating Quincy, 
19-14, last Saturday at Veteran's Memorial Stadium. 

The victory upped the Tigers' Suburban League record to 
3-0, while their overall record is a perfects!). 

It did not appear at the outset that Newton was going to 
have any trouble dealing with the Presidents. As in past 
performances, Newton's defense and special teams took 
over early. 

Eric DiMartino gave the Tigers their first opportunity 
early in the game. On Quincy’s second play of their second 
possession, the 165 pound junior hit President Len Picot, 
jarring the ball loose. He recovered on Quincy’s 39. 

From there, North took eight plays to score. The entire 
drive was accomplished on the ground, with sophomore 
Gary Frechette leading the way. His 20 yard run was the 
major play of the drive. Quarterback Charlie Slack carried 
on four plays, usually rolling to his left He finally scored 
from one yard out at 6:45 of the game. Dallas Morgan’s 
extra point boot was good, and the Tigers held a 7-0 lead 

Both underclassmen, Frechette and Slack ran well 
against Quincy. Frechette was the game’s leading ground 
gainer, picking up 61 yards in nine carriers. He also scored 
the winning touchdown. Slack carried ten times and gained 
38 yards with one score. 

Tactical errors on the part of Quincy, and alert Newton 
play especially that of Tom Parker allowed the Tigers 
another «we 

Following a punt by Newton's Chris Flaherty (subbing for 
Steve Fleming), Newton’s tough defense kept the 
Presidents from advancing. Leading this attack were 
George Sementelli and Tom Parker. On three straight 
running plays, the ferocious Newton linemen allowed but 
one yard. 

Parker Scores TD 

At 4:54 of the quarter, Len Picot backed up into punt 
formation only to have the snap sail over his head into 
Quincy's endzone Rather that smothering the ball and 
taking a two point safety, Picot attempted the kick. Un¬ 
fortunately for Picot, Newton's Tom Parker was right on 
top of him when Picot’s foot hit the ball. The ball rolled 
away and Parker alertly dove for it and six points. 

Parker has been one of Newton’s most important linemen 
all year. The 185 pound senior has been the Tigers starting 
center while also being a regular on the interior of the 
Tigers defensive walL 

The conversion boot was wide to the right, and Newton 
held a comfortable 13!) lead. 

Newton had another opportunity with less than 1:00 left in 
the half when Quincy's saf etyman fumbled Chris Flaherty's 
punt The subsequent Newton recovery put them on the 
President 31. The Tigers failed to cash in on this break when 
they fumbled the ball away on the next play. 

The teams left the field at halftime with North holding the 
13 point lead. The first half statistics indicate North's 
control of the play. They outgained their hosts 78-13 on the 
ground and had made a minimum of mistakes. The 
lacklustre play of Quincy made it appear as if Newton 
would walk away with their fourth shutout in five games. 
The Presidents, on the other hand, had different ideas. They 


came out in the second half to score 14 points off the Tigers, 
more than twice the offense the Tigers had allowed in their 
previous four games. 

Quincy Comeback 

Just to let everyone know that they were putting up a 
fight, the Presidents opened with a long, 4:55,13 play drive 
to open the second half. The drive covered 90 yards. The 
major force in this march was the Len Picot. The Quincy 
back carried on nine plays and gained 46 yards. He picked 
up 60 yards total during the course of the game in 20 carries. 
Another important factor in the drive was split end Ron 
Donovan. 

Quarterback Mike Giordani hit the lanky senior twice for 
20 yards in the drive, including the thirteen yard touchdown 
play Donovan caught six passes during play and had an 
outstanding game. Jim Maze’s boot moved Quincy to within 
six points of the Tigers (13-7). 

Quincy struck again just 1:37 later when senior Mark 
Assad recovered a blocked Newton punt in the endzone to 
tie the game. Jim Maze left the Tigers trailing the 
Presidents by one. 

North head coach Norm Walker responded to this Quincy 
threat by sending Steve Fleming his No. 1 quarterback into 
the game. Captain Fleming, wo normally handles the 
Tigers signal calling and punting duties, had been sitting 
out due to an injured Achilles tendon suffered the day 
before the Tigers contest with Weymouth North on Oct. 8. 

“I knew I could play Steve if I needed,” said coach

Walker, "but I didn’t want to unless it was necessary” 

It was. 

On North's second possession following Fleming's entry 
into the game, the Tigers put together the winning scoring 
drive. 

Newton took over near midfield following a Quincy punt 
with : 53 left in the third quarter. On the opening play from 
scrimmage, sophomore Gary Frechette took off through a 
hole in the left side of the line opened yp by Jim Boyle. 
Frechette scooted all the way down to the 17 before being 
stopped. 

From there Fleming barreled down to the three On his 
second attempt from three yards out, Frechette scored the 
winning points at :41 of the final quarter. The attempt for 
the two point conversion failed, and the Tigers held a 19-14 
edge. 

Tiger Defense 

It was now up to the Presidents to score within the 9:19 
remaining. Newton's defense, however, eld firm. Led by 
Parker and Bob Donahye, tiyo seniors who have played 
important roles in North defensive line and backfield all 
season, Quincy’s first possession following the Newton 
score resulted in a net loss of 5 yards. 

A North possession, which was aided by a roughing the 
kicker penalty, consumed 3:19. The Tigers were forced to 
punt though, giving the Presidents the ball on their own 15 
with 4:00 1ft. 

Due to the efforts of Eric DiMartino, Chris Flaherty, and 
Phil Jennings, the Presidents were only able to advance to 
their 18, with just 2:20 to go. Lee Waxman then intercepted 
a Mike Giordani aria! at midfield and returned it to the 
President’s 15. This seemed to close the door on any Quincy 
hopes for victory. Penalties, however, on the Tigers 
charged this. Infractions against the Tigers moved them 
back to their own 38. 

A brilliant 38 yard run by quarterback Fleming was 
nullified by a 15 yard .’lipping penalty. 

The Tigers were forced to punt the ball away with under 
2:00 6 ft. The belated Quincy drive ended at midgield when 
time ran out 

This was the Tigers' first close battle of the entire season. 
For the first time, the roles were reversed and their op¬ 
ponents proved to be the strong third quarter team. 
Statistics indicate Quincy’s strong second half play. 

For the first time all season the Tigers did not outgain 
their foe. The Tigers gained 152 yards compared to 200 for 
Quincy. The Orange and Black was also out firstdowned for 
the first time this year 8-9. 

Next Saturday, Newton will open the second half of their 
season, hosting the Red Raiders from North Quincy at 1:30 
p.m. 

“And if we never come that close to losing again,” said 
one Tiger, “it will be OK by me.”

One can attribute it to (a) the 
stars, fbi biorythms, (c) 
sunspots, or (d) all of the 
above, but regardless of the 
cause the effect is the same — 
the lions' most discouraging 
♦’* game of the season, a 5-1 loss to 
the Weston Wildcats. 

What made the loss so 
^ painful and surprising was the 
fact that the lions had played 
well in recent games against 
Bedford and Iincoln-Sudbury. 

The defeat dropped Newton 
South into last place in the 7- 
team Dual County league with 
a 1-6-1 record. The Lions travel 
to Wayland for a 3:30 game 
today and will host Acton- 
Boxborough tomorrow and 
Concord-Carlisle on Tuesday. 

"We had a complete mental 
letdown," said Lion coach 
Hans Westerkamp, who was 
seething after the game. 

"I wouldn't be so mad if I 
knew they couldn't do better," 
he said. "They overplayed 
(were too deliberate! after the 
first ( Weston) goal. They had a 


bad attitude and had some 
mental lapses." 

Indeed the Lions were 
maligned by the Wildcats who 
won their first game of the 
season and doubled their 
season's goal output from 5 to 
10 . 

"It was just a matter of 
time,” said Weston coach Pete 
Foley, "We've only been out of 
one game so far." 

The game was tied 1-1 
midway through the second 
period after Mike Schafer and 
Albert Pazos traded 
breakaway goals. 

Schafer scored at 8:10 of the 
first period when halfback Ara 
Aftandilon sent him in alone on 
goalie Scott Ziegler with a long 
pass from midfield. 

Early in the second period 
Pazos blasted his fourth goal of 
the year through the arms of 
goalie Fred Jordan from 
twenty yards out. Steve Gans 
set him up with a pass from the 
right side after sweeping 
around the Wildcat defense. 

It was not until late in the 


second period, after Bill 
Kanzer was credited with the 
second Weston goal during a 
scramble infront of the IJon 
goal net at 13:00 that South did 
their Mission Impossible act 
and self-destruct In thirty 
seconds. 

"We played nice soccer until 
it was 2-1," said Westerkamp. 
"After the mistake (that led to 
the second goal) we didn't play 
anymore." 

Weston dominated the 
remainder of the period and 
the entire second half, con¬ 
trolling the play, beating South 
to the ball, and scoring three 
limes. 

An errant South goal kick 
went directly to Wildcat for¬ 
ward Mark Zabrisld. He fed 
Schafer, stationed at the left

Ben Brewster, himself, 
started in youth soccer and 
moved on later into many roles 
associated with the sport. He 
attended Brown University, 
where he was honored as All- 
American Soccer Player. At 
Yale University, he coached 
the Freshman Soccer Team for 
three years and stayed in 
Connecticut to play pro soccer 
for the Connecticut Wildcats. 

He then became an im¬ 
portant asset to the 
Massachusetts Minutemen and 
coached at the University of 
Connecticut. With a year’s 
sojurn out of New England, he 
was associated with pro soccer 
in Washington, as a member of 
the Tacoma Tides, but 
returned to the New England 
Oceaneers this past summer. 

Brewster's present position 
as soccer coach at BC is truly a 
full-time job. Along with 


assistant coach, Bill Fraser, 
Brewster has set a tone of 
optimism for his players. 
Thirty to thirty-five varsity 
players met for pre-season 
training and conditioning in 
August, before facing their 17 
game season. 

The rigorous schedule for¬ 
mally ends on November 12th, 
when BC meets Vermont, one 
of the top three teams in New 
England. However, for Coach 
Brewster, who must project 
ahead to his next season, 
winter months bring an indoor 
program of soccer play. In the 
spring, soccer at BC focuses on 
a mini-program and leads to a 
choice of a new varsity team 
for the coming season. 

Ben Brewster’s enthusiasm 
for soccer on all levels of play 
— youth, college, and 
professional — is contagious. 
We, in Newton, are located on 
the winning end, whatever the 
final outcome of the BC season.

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As the coach goes, so go his athletes 


SM1THFIEID, R.I. (UPI) 
Athletic skills aren't the only 
habits high school students 
pick up in the lockerroom and 
on the playing field, according 
to a University of Rhode Island 
study released today. 

Richard M. Hagopian, who 


questioned 170 high school 
athletes for his UIQ master's 
degree thesis, found coaches 
who don't smoke or drink set 
an example often followed by 
players. 

"The personal example of 
the coach was highly related to 


the smoking and drinking 
behavior of the athletes in the 
study," Hagopian said. "If a 
coach does indulge, he 
shouldn't do it in front of the 
athletes. He shouldn’t light up 
a cigarette at halftime or 
during a lockerroom talk. 


"This study appears to have 
implications for coaches nil 
youth sport teams," said 
Hagopian, 40, a varsity basket¬ 
ball coach at Johnston High 
School. 

He studied varsity soccer, 
football and cross-country ath¬ 


letes from three Rhode Island 
high schqols and 170 non¬ 
athletes selected at random 
from study halls and regular 
physical education classes. No 
girls were included. 

The athletes were less likely 
to smoke or drink than their 


non-athletic counterparts, the 
study showed. 

"The results support the 
traditional American belief 
that athletes in general adhere 
to a higher standard of 
healthful living," Hagopian 
said. 

Although questions about sex 
and drug use were dropped 
from the stud^, Hagopian said 


it is possible coaches also set 
examples in those areas. 

"We found that a coach's 
example is much more influen¬ 
tial than the attitudes of an 
athlete’s best friends," 
Hagopian said. "It’s possible 
that the Influence is more 
broad than drinking and 
smoking." 

Members of six teams with 


coaches who said they never 
smoked in front of athletes had 
a "significantly lower" tenden¬ 
cy to smoke than players who 
saw coaches smoke during 
practice. Hagopian said. 

“One of the coaches charac¬ 
terized himself as a teetotaler 
and this team had the lowest 
average of drinking of the nine 
teams," he said.

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - The 
(rend toward smaller, lighter 
cars should not hurt the 
American steel industry be¬ 
cause steelmen say auto 
production will increase and 
cars of the future will be built 
primarily of “high-strength, 
low-alloy" steeL 

limousine. The option,

Much of the steel produced in 
America goes into autos and 
with the federal government 
pushing for lighter and more 
fuel-efficient cars, steelmakers 
are placing their hopes on 
HSLA steel which, pound for 
pound, is stronger than regular 
carbon steel. 

"By the 1980s, you’re going to 
find that practically 
everything made of steel in a 
car will be replaced by HSLA 
steel,” said Stan Lore, coor¬ 
dinator of high strength steels 
for United States Steel Corp. 

"We're anticipating a near 
tripling in HSLA steels in cars 
between now and 1980 or 1981, 
representing an increase of up 
to 300-350 pounds per car," 
added John Thornton, U.S. 


Steel’s transportation in¬ 
dustries coordinator in Detroit. 

Technological advantages 
and safety factors, the 
steelmakers say, will enable 
them to compete successfully 
with HSLA steel against 
materials such as aluminum 
and plastic. 

Patrick J. Coletta, vice 
president of GM's manufactur¬ 
ing staff, said HSLA steel's 
“manufacturing technology is 
similar to that of conventional 
steels and this means existing 
production facilities and 
machinery can be used with 
very little modification. 

“HSLA steel competes 
mainly with plastics in load- 
bearing automotive structures 
where strength must be 


combined with weight-saving," 
he said. 

"We’re presently testing 
wheels made from this mate¬ 
rial. They reduce total car 
weight significantly and the 
results are encouraging." 

Discussing safety, Thornton 
said "HSLA steel provides 
better a way of protecting the 
individual.” Regular steel has 
a 30,000 pounds per square inch 
yield point; HSLA steel, 50,000- 
100,000 pounds per square inch; 
aluminum, 10,000-15,000 pounds 
per square inch; and rein¬ 
forced plastics, 5,000-20,000 
pounds per square inch, he 
said. 

Nevertheless, plastic, alumi¬ 
num and fiberglass now are 
offering stiff competition to 
steel. 

In 1965, the average car 


contained 3» pounds of plastic. 
That climbed to 185 pounds in 
today’s average car and should 
increase to between 350 and 500 
pounds by 1985, Coletta said. 

Lore and Thornton said a 
main reason more HSLA steel 
is not being used now is that the 
auto industry is not yet 
designing up to HSLA steel's 
full capacity because of inex¬ 
perience. 

Industry and financial ana¬ 
lysts look for the auto industry 
to have its best year ever in 
1977 with the sale of almost 15 
million cars and trucks, includ¬ 
ing imports. 

According to Thornton, 
"until 1982, experts say, the 
amount of steel lost because of 
the downgrading of vehicle 
sizes will be offset by an in¬ 
crease in production. So the 


steel content industry-wide 
probably is going to remain 
pretty stable". 

While most financial 
analysts are predicting a 
slowdown in auto sales toward 
the end of this year and intc 
next year, they say the 
reduction will not be drastic 
and truck sales should continue 
to climb.

(UPI) 
i— Companies seeking a 
guaranteed fuel supply moved 
into Western Maryland to take 
advantage of the vast coal 
supplies nearby. Then environ¬ 
mentalists walked in and said 
coal was too dirty to burn. 

Many switched to other fuels, 
including Kelly-Springfield 
Tire Co., one of the area’s 
major employers wtih 2,900 
workers. 

But now Kelly-Springfield 
has turned back to coal and 
believes its experience may be 
an incentive for other firms to 
find ways to bum coal without 
emitting thick black swirls of 
smoke or other pollutants. 

With a saving of |2 million 
annually on fuel, Kelly-Spring¬ 
field will take just over a year 
to recover the |2.6 million 
expense of installing coal 
handling facilities and 
pollution controls. 

“It took us almost two years 
(to convert back to coal), but 
now we have no fuel problem,” 
said Henry H. Lowery, the 
firm's executive vice president 
of manufacturing. 

The Cumberland plant, in 
operation for 50 years, is the 
oldest of Kelly-Springfield’s 
facilities. 

“It had been on the endan¬ 
gered list for a few years 
because of the high costs. It 
was an easy one to cl jse down 
in time of recession or if sales 
dropped,” Lowery said. 

“But now it’ll be just over a 
year before we get our money 
back plus — and this is the 
most important element — the 
security of having a nearby 
dependable source of fuel," he 
said. “During last winter — 
one of the worst in the United 
States — we never shut down 
because we used coal the whole 
time. It's a hell of a good thing 
for us. Nobody lost a day’s 
work." 

The tire company converted 
to oil in 1970 because "the

pressure was extremely heavy 
from the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency and the Mary¬ 
land Air Quality Department. 

"We went to oil instead of 
using coal which is underneath 
our plant," said Lowery. "We 
weren’t very popi '«.r socially 
or politically in b ,r. oal. 
We could see the liandv.nling 
on the wall and the government 
was putting press ire on u». 

"We tried to go to gas, Lut 
even in 1970 the gas suppliers 
were telling us there would be 
no gas. 

"So we went to oil at 9 cents a 
gallon — not a bad deal. But in 
five years it went from 9 cents 
to 35 cents. Then the number of 
oil suppliers dwindled to one," 
be said, noting the supplier 
obtained all its oil from 
Venezuela. 


"Our hearts were in our 
mouths thousands of times 
while we wondered if we were 
going to get it," he said. 

Then, Lowery said, the oil 
embargo hit in 1973 and "all of 
a sudden we woke up to the fact 
that coal would save us $2 
million a year. We wuuld have 
a dependable supply of fuel in 
cur own ccal." 

The project began in August 
1 76 and by June the company 
was in full compliance with air 
quality standards with most of 
the conversion cost going for 
two electronic precipitators to 
clean the particles out of the 
smoke. 

"They are ultra-efficient 
stack gas cleaners," Lowery 
said. "There are no visible 
emissions. You could even see 
it when we were burning oil.

WILD ROSES: If you have 
roses which produced flowers 
entirely different from the 
original rose, chances are you 
have a wild type. In other 
words, something (such as 
diseases, or weather) killed off 
the top part, allowing the 
understock to continue growth 
These suchers or shoots that 
come up from below usually 
have leaves light in color, 
green, dull and almost rough in 
appearance. Usually the 
leaflets are longer and 
narrower than the cultivated or 
natural varieties, and the 
canes are very thorny. You’ll 
find the growth is rampant, 
and the plants are not worth 
having. Pull them up and 
replace them with a good 
variety in spring.

State Sen. Jack Backman. 
chairman of the Joint Com¬ 
mittee on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs, has been cited 
by Cong. Robert F. Drinan for 
his aid in passage of national 
legislation to end mandatory 
retiremeut. 

Drinan told Backman, "I am 
certain that it was your voice 
that helped to bring about the 
overwhelming vote of 359 to 4 
by which the U.S. House of 
Representatives phased out 
mandatory retirement." 

“Your voice is still needed, 
since the U.S. Senate Human 
Resources Committee has 
voted to deny the right to work 
after the age of 65 to college 
professors, public school 
teachers and businessmen with 
an income over some $40,000. 


The Senate Committe has also 
voted to add another year of 
delay before the effective date 
of the ban on forced 
retirement," Drinan said. 

In the committee report of 
Cong. Drinan's Select Com¬ 
mittee on Aging, Backman was 
quoted as saying, “As I see it, 
the question we must ask is 
whether a man or woman after 
working 40 or 50 years must be 
doomed to poverty, idleness 
and indignity at age 65 because 
of forced retirement 
provisions. There are now over 
23 million Americans over age 
65, in Massachusetts over 
900,000. 

"One of the great tragedies 
of the fantastic technological 
century in which we live is that 


these people, our fathers and 
mothers, are being dumped 
onto the ash heap, being forced 
out of work and asked to go into 
cold storage without adequate 
income to live or opportunity to 
utilize their talents, their 
energies, their aspirations, 
their humanity. We are 
treating them as factory 
rejects, cancellations from the 
community at large. 

"Unfortunately,” said 
Backman, "one of the other 
great tragedies of the 20th 
century is that in the midst of 
vast technological advances 
we are still operating on an 
utterly false economic theory 
that our country is better off 
with a good measure of 
unemployment.

"We must explode the false 
and bizarre economic theories 
of this country today that 
unemployment is the fault of 
the victim or that it is good for 
the country or, even more 
cruel, that it is good for the 
elderly. 

"Our answer instead must be 
for a national full employment 
policy where every individual 
is given a right to a meaningful 
job. — We must work together 
to enact federal legislation that 
will prohibit forced retirement 
without cause. For our elderly 
and our whole nation, we must 
develop a plan where every 
person who desires a job op¬ 
portunity will have this right at 
decent pay according to his or 
her abilities," concluded Sen. 
Backman.

Itisa maximGoldaMeir has 
lived by. "Between life and 
death, choose life." Very 
evident in some of her 
decisions and more subtle in 
others, these words guided one 
of the most remarkable women 
of this century. In "Golda," a 
dramatization on the life of 
Golda Meir. one sees, via 
flashbacks, the events in her 
life that molded her and 
ultimately led her to become 
the prime minister of Israel. 
We are whisked back through 
time to see Golda as a child, 
teenager, and young woman. 
We see how she strived for a 
Jewish state and the resultant 
sacrifices that had to be made. 
She is haunted by the memory 
of her husband, Morris, and the 
children that she had lost. 
There was more to life than 
bickering in the marketplace. 
From her days of defying her 
father, who threatened to drag 
her home by the hair if she 
followed her plans to give 
speeches in public on a soap¬ 
box, to her days of negotiating 
with Nixon and Kissinger, 
Golda believed that "survival" 
was a synonym for “Jewish." 
What had to be done was no 
stopgap measure but the 
meticulous laying of the 
foundation upon which the 
Jewish people could live in 
peace. She sees Israel not as a 
country but as a human 
frontier. Written by William 
Gibson, ‘ * G o1d a’ ’ 
magnificently depicts the title 
character and the philosophies 
by which she lived. Though 
rich in history, the play 
nevertheless has its light 
moments which round out the 
character and give the play 
further dimension. In a period 
. of danger, she must travel 
incognito to meet King 
Abdullah. When Golda points 
out to him that she can't speak 


through her veil, King 
Abdullah offers that perhaps 
that is why veils are required 
for Arab women. First and 
foremost, "Golda" shows that 
the struggle for Jewish sur¬ 
vival is not a part-time job. 
Golda's devotion and com¬ 
mitment to her people is 
neverending. In ways, she is 
presented as a Mother Earth 
character. War meant losing 
boys. She very nearly is 
brought to tears at the thought 
of more boys dying. Even in the 
late 1940's before the Jews 
were granted their in¬ 
dependent state, Golda is 
shown visiting a dismal 
Cypriot camp at which Jews 
are waiting to emigrate to 
Palestine. She pleads with 
them to give their place on the 
list to the mothers and children 
who must survive if Jews are 
to. One of these children is 
Mordecal Stem, whose death 
she must grieve in a later war. 
"Golda" is fascinating. It is so 
good, I didn't want the first act 
to end. Anne Bancroft's 
characterization is excellent. 
Stooped neck, shrugged 
shoulders, false nose, etc. lend 
a remarkable resemblance to 
the real Golda, Jewish accent 
and all. Characters such as 
Moshe Dayan and Ben Gurion 
are presented, but they are lost 
in the brilliance that is Ban¬ 
croft and "Golda." Four stars 
are given director Arthur Penn 
whose last task in Boston was 
directing the equally suc¬ 
cessful "Sly Fox" with George 
C. Scott. Special mention must 
be given to Lucie D. Grosvenor 
and Jules Fisher for the special 
effects, visuals, backdrop, etc. 
Due to the recent fire at the 
Wilbur Theater where “Golda" 
opened, the play is presented 
across the street at the Shubert 
Theater until the Wilbur is 
ready once again. "Golda" 
runs through Oct. 29

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Arbitration 
gives police 
8.5% raise 

The Newton police association has won 
in final and binding arbitration on a two- 
year contract with the city. 

A state-appointed arbitrator accepted 
the patrolmen's association's "final and 
best offer," the final procedure after 
mediation and fact-finding have failed. 

The police settlement on the two-year 
contract , which is retrooactive to July, 
1976, will give policemen a 5 percent 
increase for the first year and a 3.5 
percent increase plus increased benefits 
for the second year. 

A patrolman who now makes $14,089 
base pay will be getting paid $15,310 after 
the contract is signed. 

New features of the contract gained by 
the police association are increases in 
longevity pay, up to an additional $440 per 
an extra holiday, Policemen’s Memorial 
Sunday; and a 3 percent night pay dif¬ 
ferential. 

The city administration's offer was a 5 
percent increase each of the two years. 

Current base salaries are: patrolman, 
$14,089; sergeant, $16,624; lieutenant, 
$19,118; captain, $21,985. 

The entire package will cost the city $48 
less than the administration’s offer, 
according to Thomas Fleming, president 
of the patrolmen’s association. 

The two-year settlement will cost the 
city about $500,000, a spokesman from the 
mayor’s office said. 

The contract has not been signed yet. 


Ambulances 
to be rolling 
in two weeks 

The ambulance service, first scheduled 
to start in September, then delayed until 
October, now will start in about two 
weeks, according to Fire Chief Harvey 
Preble. 

The state approved the two new am¬ 
bulances last Friday, Preble said, and 
called them "very acceptable,” but “a lot 
of little things haven’t fallen into place.” 

Some equipment had to be returned to 
the manufacturer, and there are still 
some details of training to be completed , 
Preble explained, and the radio equip¬ 
ment that will allow communication with 
the Newton-Wellesley Hospital is not all 
complete. 

The ambulance service, which will cost 
$45 per call, is to be used only for 
emergency transportation to Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. Police will still be 
allowed to transport in nonemergency 
cases but will not be used as a free taxi 
service to the hospital. 

Billing will be done by the hospital, to 
health insurers when appropriate, or 
directly to the patient when there is no 
insurance coverage.

Four CETA contracts 


signed for 

Despite protests from officers of Local 
800, the Public Works Department em¬ 
ployees’ union, the city intends to proceed 
with most of the CETA contracts that will 
employ about 200 people in fixing up the 
city. 

The union has protested that the CETA 
employees will be taking work away from 
the regular city employees. City officials 
deny the allegation. 

Mayor Theodore Mann recently signed 
the first four contracts totaling more than 
$425,000. Three are public works con¬ 
tracts that will improve the landfill area, 
institute a "trash patrol” to keep the 
business squares clean, clean streams

and brooks, plant shrubs and repair 
headstones and grass in three old 
cemeteries. 

The Building Department will use a 
$93,000 contract to gather information 
toward developing a program for energy 
conservation in municipal buildings. 

The CETA public service jobs are 
designed as short-term, transitional 
employment to last from 15 to 44 weeks. 

All the public wqrks jobs will be filled 
by persons classified as laborers, a 
category disputed by Local 800. 

Pay will be at the same rate as for 
regular city-employed beginning 
laborers. 


Committee refutes 
teachers' charges

The School Committee decided to 
refute accusations of failing to bargain in 
good faith with the Newton Teachers 
Association by sending a letter to all 
households in the city with the recent 
facts surrounding negotiations. 

School Committee negotiating lawyer 
Richard Murphy said he would ordinarily 
not recommend such a move, but, "I do 
feel strongly that if the Committee is 
accused of not meeting or bargaining in 
bad faith, ... the public is misled.” 

The unexpected decision, approved by 
a 6-2 vote, will have Murphy prepare a 
summary of his five-page report 
presented to the Commmittee Monday. 
That report will fit onto both sides of one 
sheet of paper and be approved by all 
School Committee members before being 
sent out at cost estimated to be around 
$ 1000 . 


To try to keep the letter from polarizing 
both sides in the 15th month of 
negotiating, Newton Teachers 
Association President Richard Murphy 
will also be shown a copy of the letter 
before it is printed. 

Committee members Manuel Beckwith 
and Honora Kaplan voeted against the 
letter. Beckwith felt the press could do a 
sufficient job of informing the public, and 
Kaplan did not want to do anything to 
further jeopardize negotiations. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
spoke indirectly against the letter by 
urging the Committee not to take further 
action that would polarize the community 
and the two negotiating parties. 

The School Committee members were 
irritated by an Oct. 20 letter signed by 
NTA President Adams and sent to 
teachers who live in Newton. 

The letter begins, "Dear Colleague: 

"The Newton Teachers Association is 


currently involved in a crisis due to lack 
of progress in collective bargaining with 
the Newton School Committee which 
began in June of 1976. 

"A second fact-finding session has been 
scheduled for early November, but thus 
far the School Committee has been un¬ 
willing to display significant movement." 

Adams admitted authorizing his 
signature on the bottom of the letter, 
which he said was sent by the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association to 
about 400 teachers who live here but 
teach elsewhere. 

The letter also urges teachers to picket 
City Hall at 3 p.m. Monday along with the 
Newton teachers. 

Committee members were upset 
because this letter came out after a 
negotiating session Oct. 17 during which 
both sides agreed progress had made

Tenants moving into 
NCDF apartments 


Nine years ago a group of Newton 
clergy started trying to get some low- and 
moderate-income housing built in 
Newton. They formed a group called 
Newton Community Development 
Foundation. By t his week, had eight or 
nine tenants moved into The Hamlet, the 
Newton Community Development 
Foundation’s only housing development, 
which will ultimately house 50 tenants. 

In 1970, NCDF dropped its bombshell on 


the city: It wanted to build 500 units of 
low- and moderate-income housing on 10 
sites all over the city. 

Citizens unfavorably reacted, and over 
the years NCDF was not able to get 
permission from the Board of Aldermen 
or lost its options on various pieces of 
land. 

The Hamlet is the last parcel belonging 
to NCDF, but might be considered the 
NCDF-See page 11

plagued by lack of parking 


Newton Comer business people had the 
opportunity to talk over their needs and 
problems in Newton’s oldest business 
district last Thursday with the thrust of 
the discussion centering on tran¬ 
sportation. 

Edward Tsoi of the urban planning firm 
Skidmore, Owings, and Merrill, 
presented drawings of improvements 
done in other established business areas 
such as Arlington. 

That project was done with federal, 
municipal, and private money together, 
Tsoi said’ and the key to any large im¬ 
provements is a coordinated effort. 

The merchants were receptive to a 
coordinated storefront image, but the 
most immediate concern to the the 30 
members of the Newton Comer Business 
Association present was the lack of 
parking. 

Thomas Clay of Clay Chevrolet, one of 
the three auto dealers on Wa would 
shington Street, said he like to expand his 
parking area north to a lot he owns on 
Hovey Street. 


That would require zoning change a 
but without the some more off-street 
parking, improving his facade would not 
be worthwhile if no one would be able to 
park near the business. 

Clay said he has 50 cars in the street 
every day, most of which belong to 
customers awaiting service. He owns a 
lot with 100 spaces on Crafts Street, he 
said, but it wouldn’t pay to run a shuttle 
service from there to the business. 

At one of the earlier Newton Corner 
neighborhood meetings, Clay was 
criticized for his use of land behind his 
business which is used for car storage. He 
said he and an architect have talked over 
the problem with the abutters and are 
trying to reach a solution. 

Roland Faucher from the Paramount 
Theatre said, “My front doors are used as 
a garbage disposal whenever anyone gets 
on the bus." 

Most of the MBTA buses that travel 
through Newton Comer, about 600 a day, 
stop in front of his business or somewhere 
along the block. 


Faucher said he had even offered to 
build a bus shelter to get the T’s patrons 
away from his front door. 

One rather immediate solution to the 
bus problem there is closing the south end 
of Bacon Street which runs into 
Washington Street, and using that space 
as the bus stop. 

Planner Peter McManmon said the 
MBTA “realizes they are not making any 
friends in Newton Comer,” and that they 
have to move the bus stop. 

A long-term solution to the bus 
congestion problem which may help the 
pedestrian crossing problem would be if 
the MBTA were to build a bus terminal in 
the air rights over the Mass. Pike. 

A cost estimate on such a project is 
being compiled by an agent for the 
MBTA, McManmon said. 

One businessman combined complaints 
about the buses and the parking, saying 
the express buses bring in all-day 
parkers. Even when police ticket for

Village squares concern 
candidates for mayor 


'Sweet talk'doesn't 
persuade Committee

The plans may differ, but the goal is the 
same— revitalization of Newton's unique 
system of village squares. 

Mayoral candidates Theodore Mann 
and Peter Harrington discussed their 
plans for the village squares at a 
breakfast meeting sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce Tuesday. About 
50 people attended. 

Mayor Mann, when asked about the 
city's commercial districts, pointed out 
that Community Development money is 
already being spent to upgrade the 
shopping areas of Newton Corner, West 
Newton, Newton Centre and Newton 
Highlands. 

Voters' Guide 
out next week 

The Newton Graphic next Thursday 
will be publishing a Voters’ Guide for the 
city election Nov. 8. 

It will contain information on all 
candidates for mayor, alderman-at- 
large, ward alderman and School 
Committee. 

We elect eight School Committee 
representatives, 16 aldermen-at-large 
and one ward alderman. 


Harrington has his own plans for the 
village squares, which he says have 
"declined substantially" over the past 10 
years. 

He envisions a systematic upgrading of 
the squares with input from the 
neighborhood, the city government and 
the businessmen to determine exactly 
what should be done. 

Harrington advocates surveying the 
shoppers in particular to determine what 
stores they would like to have in a village 
square and then trying to attract such 
businesses to the area. 

What really sets his plan apart from the 
mayor’s is that Harrington envisions 
what he calls a "unifying motif” for each 
square. He gives Newburyport as an 
example. 

Harrington thinks the age of the 
buildings should be used to determine 
what era is dominant in a square and that 
era should be recreated. 

He says new federal monies are about 
to be made available for upgrading 
deteriorating business areas in older 
cities. 

The candidates also touched on parking 
meters, snow removal, revaluation, 
manufacturing and transportation. 

Asked about the city’s responsibly for 
snow removal in busuiess districts, 
Harrington said simply that he felt the 
existing program for snow clearance was

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Two nutritionists working for the city 
argued against the School Department’s 
breakfast program Monday night which 
provides packages of sugared cereal to 
139 children a day. 

Director of Support Services Roy 
Cornelius said at the School Committee 
meeting that the parents of those 139 
children requested sugared cereals, and 
there were 43 parents of children in the 
elementary breakfast program that 
requested nonsugared cereals. 

Of all school parents polled 1324 
favored nonsugared cereals and 165 
favored sugared cereals be offered in the 
schools. 

June Goodman, a nutritionist for the 
Newton Health Department, and Pat 
Granahan, a nutritionist working for a 
federally funded program in the schools, 
both asked the School Conunittee to 
change the current policy. 

The underlying issue in the debate 
seems to be to what extent children 
should be allowed to choose for them¬ 
selves how much sugar, if any, they want 
on their cereal. 

Cornelius said after the end of the 
meeting Monday, "If you leave the choice 
to the cliildren, there's going to be a 
predominance toward sugar." 

Nutritionist Granahan, who works in 
the Education Center with the Learning 
for life program that is federally funded, 
said she wants children and parents to 


have more than a one-time choice bet¬ 
ween sugared or nonsugared cereal in the 
morning. 

According to Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink who met with the Learning 
for Life workers, the group would like to 
give parents an option of allowing their 
children to be served nonsugared cereal 
at least one day a week. 

Superintendent Fink said this option 
would "sort of wean them (children) 
from the process" of having a lot of sugar 
in the morning. 

Nutritionist Goodman objected to any 
sugared cereals being offered at all 

"I think we're doing a great disservice 
to youngsters by making this junk 
available,” she said. 

She noted the schools are trying to 
teach students to choose tneir car¬ 
bohydrates carefully by eating foods that 
are more nutritious than refined white 
sugar. These carbohydrates the body 
then breaks down into usable sug and gets 
other nutrients as well. 

Both Goodman and Granahan agreed 
that they would like the schools to offer a 
sugar packet with nonsugared cereal 
instead of forcing the choice between 
sugared and nonsugared. 

The breakfast program was in three 
elementary schools last year to meet 
federal guidelines and was added to five

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Mofenson wants Carter 
welfare plan 'clarified' 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson fD-Newton) has 
written to members of the 
Massachusetts congressional 
delegation asking for 
clarification of President 
Carter's welfare reform 
proposal. 

While Mofenson agrees with 
the broad outline of the 
program, and generally 


supports ettorts *oward 
preserving families, providing 
work opportunities for those 
without jobs, and giving 
financial relief to the states, he 
said he has "serious concerns" 
regarding some specific points. 

He said he did not know how 
the program could be both 
meaningful, in terms of job 
opportunities provided, and 
efficient, in terms of keeping 
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the overall program within 
budgetary limitations. 

According to Mofenson. one 
big unanswered question in the 
President’s proposal is how to 
handle the participants’ 
medical expenses. Under 
existing law, AFDC and SSI 
recipients are automatically 
eligible for Medicaid; food 
stamp recipients, slated to be 
included in the new plan, are 
not currently eligible. 

"If Medicaid coverage were 
extended to all 32 million 
persons expected to participate 
in the Carter plan, the cost 
would skyrocket well above the 
President's estimates," he 
said. "But if the federal 
government doesn't provide 
for the medical needs of the 
poor, the responsibility will 
rest with the states." 

The administration did not 
deal with the Medicaid 
problem in its proposal, an¬ 
ticipating the enactment of a 
national health insurance plan 
before the welfare proposal 
takes effect in 1981. Mofenson 
warned that if the welfare 
changes went into effect before 
a national health insurance 
plan, states, especially 
Massachusetts, would be left 
with a huge Medicaid bill. 

"This would not be the kind 
of federalization of welfare we 
have been calling for," 
Mofenson said.

Parents who want their 
children to attend schools 
outside the normal school 
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district lines in the city may be 
heading toward the Education 
Center in Newtonville Monday 
morning which is the earliest 
date that out-of-district 
transfer requests will be ac¬ 
cepted. 

The School Committee last 
spring agreed to set Oct. 30 as 
the earliest date for such 
requests to be accepted by the 
Attendance Department, but 
Attendance Supervisor Irwin 
Hoogheem said the requests 
will begin to be taken Monday 
because Oct. 30 is a Sunday. 

Applications are processed 
in the order which they are 
received, and last year some 
students who wanted to attend 
Meadowbrook Junior High 
were denied space because of 
the order of applications. 

There was some problem last 
year about all parents being 
notified of having to apply for 
out-of-district transfers, and 
also about which junior high 
school students were expected 
to attend. 

After several parents of 
graduating Angier elementary 
students complained about 
their children being denied 
room at Meadowbrook, last 
year, the School Committee 
asked the superintendent to 
have all the principals send 
home notices about the 
procedure. 

The School Committee's 
policy allows for any transfer 
to an elementary or junior high 
school as long as no extra staff 
would be needed at the school, 


and as long as the parents 
provide transportation. 

Transfers to a different high 
school are allowed for a dif¬ 
ferent program, such as 
Murray Road or technical- 
vocational programs, or in 
other extenuating cir¬ 
cumstances. 

The latest date for parents 
submitting transfer requests, 
which can be obtained from 
principals, is. April 1,1978, for 
the following school year, more

Zoning violations trouble aldermen 


Newton’s aldermen want to 
act in an ethical manner but 
don’t want the threat of being 
formally censured by an ethics 
committee. 

At a session of the alder- 
manic Legislation & Rules 
Committee Monday night a 
proposal by Aid. Mark White to 
establish an ethics committee 
with the power to censure was 
defeated by a 5-1 vote. 
Defeated along with White’s 
proposal was a related 
proposal from Aid. Ethel 
Sheehan to create a written 
code of ethics. 

Sheehan agreed that many of 
her standards of ethics are 
either matters of common 
courtesy or can be dealt with in 
a review of the rules of the 
Board, which will be going on 
soon. 

Board President Joseph 
McDonnell argued that the 
state conflict-of-interest law 
covers most points of actual 
wrongdoing. 

In debate on the ethics 
committee, White said he 
wanted to be prepared for a 
case needing a censure' but 
admitted that he has not seen a 


hint of such a situation on the 
Board. 

"Every legislative body has 
a committee to deal with 
ethics. I don't want to wait until 
something happens,” he said. 

In his proposal, any one 
alderman could go to the 
president of the Board with his 
complaint of unethical 
behavior. The president would 
have to convene the committee 
on ethics to consider the 
transgression. 

Aid. Robert Stiller objected 
strongly to this suggestion. 
"This could become a tool of 
invictiveness, a tool of 
retribution"’ he said, and 
added, “An indictment is a 
conviction in the minds of 
many people." 

In other business the com¬ 
mittee, voted to combine a 
review and revision of the 
Board rules with a revision of 
the committee structure, to be 
done by a subcommittee of the 
Legislation & Rules Com¬ 
mittee. 

Three proposals have been 
presented to the committee 
that would cut down on the 
number of aldermanic com¬ 


mittees, from its current 12 
committees to six, seven or 
eight, depending on which one 
is chosen or combined with 
another. 

The aim seems to be get 
related matters into one 
committee, but how many 
related matters constitute an 


overload or an unhealthy 
concentration of power in one 
group of aldermen will be a 
topic of debate. 

The committee hopes to have 
a new committee structure set 
up before the new Board of 
Aldermen takes its seats Jan. 
1. 
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Zoning violations, mainly the 
use of single-family houses for 
more than one family, was 
again the subject of discussion 
at the City Planning Com¬ 
mittee Tuesday night, and 
again the matter was put off 
for further talk. 

The committee has been 
trying to arrive at some 
method of enforcement of 
zoning regulations that will not 
impose undue hardship either 
on property owners, who may 
need the extra income they are 
getting from illegal apart¬ 
ments, or on tenants of such 
apartments, who would lose 
their homes. 

City Planning Committee 
Chairman Terry Morris 
presented three alternatives — 
flat enforcement, rezoning of 
areas, or changing the zoning 
laws. 

Rezoning certain areas to 
"legalize" existing violations 
” would be “like taking a stop 
sign down at an intersection 


where nobody stops,” Aid. 
Wendell Bauckman observed. 

Along with the dilemma 
presented by the conflict 
between housing and zoning is 
the still unresolved problem of 
what constitutes a “family." 

Building Commissioner 
Allan Fraser, in response to a 
question, said that if two 
families bought a single-family 
together there would no 
violation as long as there were 
only one kitchen. 

The Land Use Committee 
and the Board of Aldermen 
have been through hours of 
discussion trying to arrive at a 
definition of a family, but 
never did. 

Many unrelated persons may 
occupy a large single-family 
house, as long as the kitchen is 
used communally and the 
house is not broken up into 
distinctly separate apart¬ 
ments. 

The only controls on oc¬ 
cupancy by unrelated people

codes and those that can be 
imposed by enforcing the 
parking ordinances. 

Fraser has been conducting 
checks of small areas in the 
city to try to determine the 
extent of zoning violations 
city wide that will eventually be 
his problem. 

At the same he has been time 
pursuing zoning complaints 
received in his office, and said 
Tuesday night that he had 
taken eight violators to court 
and won his case each time. 

Others have agreed to 
correct the zoning violations 
without court action. 

Fraser thinks if he continue 
to "tighten up procedures" and 
there is enough public 
awareness that he will in¬ 
vestigate complaints and will 
follow through to court if 
necessary, there will be more 
and more voluntary com¬ 
pliance. 

"Once we start enforcing on 
a large scale, a lot of illegal 
apartments will disappear," 
Fraser said. 

Other business included 
further discussion of the 
“Greek church” on 
Washington Street, Lower 
Falls, which the Historical 
Commission wants preserved. 

It belongs now to the Shipley 
Company, which owns a large 
complex behind the church, 
and is undecided about what to 
do with the church. 

Elsie Husher, chairman of 
the Historical Commission, 
received City Planning 
Committee approval of a 
resolution asking Shipley to 
incorporate the church into 


their plans for new con¬ 
struction. 

Mrs. Husher hopes to 
establish a small historic 
district in Newton Lower Falls 
so that the Baury House, the 
former Greek church, a house 
next door to the church, and St. 
Mary’s Church on Concord 
Street will not be subject to 
demolition or exterior change. 

She and Aid. Carol Ann Shea 
are the principal supporters of 
trying to retain some in¬ 
dications of what the village of 
Newton Lower Falls had been. 

Aid. Robert Stiller’s 
resolution on a survey of the 
Needham Street-Oak Street 
industrial area was approved. 
Stiller wants the Community 
Development Authority to see 
whether federal funds can be 
obtained for "a survey for an 
urban and industrial project” 
in the Upper Falls area. 

The committee agreed to 
recommend to the Finance 
Committee that most of the 
parking area surrounding 
Claflin Hall, a building of the 
defunct Newton Junior College 
at Washington Park and 
Walnut Street, be reclaimed 
for residential use by allowing 
the construction of townhouses 
on it. 

Further, the committee 
referred to the Finance 
Committee its earlier 
recommendation that the 
Claflin Hall building be con¬ 
sidered for a combination of 
residential and commercial 
use.

Blue Laws 
hanging on 

Governor Dukakis will make another fight 
early next year to repeal the archaic Sunday 
Blue Laws. 

Despite the optimism of some of his aides, 
who believe Dukakis got his foot in the door 
when the Legislature adopted a bill allowing 
department stores and most other retail es¬ 
tablishments to remain open on the four 
Sundays between Thanksgiving and Christ¬ 
mas. the Governor's chances of wiping the 
ancient Blue Laws from the statute books 
appear so slim as to be almost non-existent. 

Before the bill was passed authorizing vir¬ 
tually all stores except those selling liquor 
by the bottle to open for business on the four 
Sundays before Christmas, it was sweetened 
for store employees by inserting the provi¬ 
sion that any employee has the right to 
decline to work on Sunday and cannot be dis¬ 
ciplined or punished for refusing to do so. 

Store-owners would find it difficult to per¬ 
suade any employees to work on the Sundays 
between Thanksgiving and Christmas when 
Yuletide shopping will be at its peak except 
that they will pay them time and a half for 
doing so. 

The store operators say they could not af¬ 
ford to pay that additional wage on the other 
Sundays throughout the year except possibly 
on a Sunday or two before Easter. Many 
store-owners don't want to remain open on 
most Sundays because of the extra expense 
involved in doing so. Store operators near 
the New Hampshire line are an exception. 

Without the provision that store 
employees cannot be required to work on the 
Sabbath against their will, the bill allowing 
the stores to open for business on the four 
Sundays before Christmas would not have 
been passed by the House of Represen¬ 
tatives. 

The mood of the Legislature on the issue of 
Sunday and holiday store openings was 
reflected when Republican Representative 
Nils L. Nordberg of Reading offered an 
amendment which would have allowed 
department stores to open on Veterans Day 
and Columbus Day. His proposal was voted 
k down by the overwhelming margin of 215 to 
14 in the Massachusetts House. 

Governor Dukakis, in recommending the 
repeal of the Blue Laws, proposed that each 
city and town be granted a home rule option 
of allowing its stores to open on Sunday or 
requiring them to remain closed. 

Under the Government's plan, the stores 
in one town might be open on Sunday while 
those in an asjoining community remained 
closed. 

However, there is no local option clause in 
the bill permitting retail stores to do 
business on the Sundays between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas. They will be 
able to open for business on those four Sun¬ 
days without getting anyone's permission. 

That special bill does not apply to package 
liquor stores. Shoppers will still have to buy 
their booze on weekdays. 

While Massachusetts is generally 
regarded as the most liberal of the 50 states 
(it was the only one to vote for George 
McGovern in 1972), it has not yet come into 
the 20th Century on the question of scrap¬ 
ping the Sunday Blue Laws because of the 
powerful forces lobbying to keep them on the 
books.

Judiciary Committee making 'landmark decisions'

Recently, the House Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee, on which I serve, witnessed three 
victories, all of which might eventually 
be landmark decisions. 

The House enacted a bill to assist states 
to give compensation to victims of violent 
crimes. Since the senate has twice passed 
this legislation in previous years, it 
seems virtually certain that starting in 
1978, the federal government will allow 
very modest sums to supplement the 
plans of those states which allow some 
compensation to the victims of crime 
when no non-governmental funds are 
available. 

This bill, which the House Judiciary 
Committee worked carefully on over an 
extended period of time, gives symbolic 
and significant recognition to the fact 
that society has sought to help the victims 
of discrimination, accidents, chronic 
disability, but it has never sought to offer

WASHINGTON - As it becomes in¬ 
creasingly possible that President 
Carter's National Energy Program 
(NEP) may end up being nothing more 
than a home insulation tax credit, Mr. 
Carter is becoming increasingly 
hysterical. Thus, in his most recent press 
conference, the president sought, 
desperately in my judgment, to convince 
us that his NEP is now a basket case 
because it has been ganged up on by the 
forces of evil — Big Oil. 

But, the facts simply do not bear the 
president out. What has happened is that 
his NEP, originally presented as an 
energy program, upon close examination 
has been found to be what Heritage 
Foundation policy analyst, Milton 
Copulos, calls "the most significant in¬ 
crease in the middle-class American’s 
tax burden in our Nation's history.” 
According to Mr. Copulos’ analysis the 
Carter NEP, during the next eight years, 
would cost a total of $337 billion, over 
$5,390 for every family in this country. 


even the slighest assistance to the victim 
of crimes. 

The new federal law will assist 
Massachusetts, which was one of the 
pioneer states in establishing a program 
to aid the victims of violent crimes. 

My Subcommittee in the House 
Judiciary Committee has Just reported 
out a bill which would authorize the 
United States attorney general to bring 
appropriate judicial action to vindicate 
the rights of persons who are in¬ 
stitutionalized. 

This law, when enacted, would clarify 
and extend the right used by the federal 
court in Massachusetts to order the 
correction of deplorable conditions in the 
institutions for the mentally retarded, 
such as Belchertown. The new law will 
also protect Americans in public nursing 
homes from any extraordinary 
deprivations of their federally guaran¬ 
teed constitutional rights. 


In order to prove that the opposition to 
the Carter NEP is much more broadly 
based than from just Big Oil, one has only 
to look at the list of organizations that 
have testified either wholly or in part 
against the President’s program. Over 
the past several months, the following 
groups have given congressional 
testimony critical of the tax aspects of 
Mr. Carter's NEP:

My Subcommittee of the House 
Judiciary Committee has also persuaded

The formulation of a system of just 
laws for America is a task as complex as 
the composition of a symphony or the 
writing of a novel. But over the last few 
weeks the House Judiciary Committee 
has taken three important steps in its 
never-ending journey towards a just and 
compassionate society.

The teachers' contract: What's in it?

Since ” 
negotiations are currently in process, we 
have limited our discussions to the 
contract now in effect and have not 
discussed the issue with present mem¬ 
bers of the negotiating teams. 

Collective bargaining 
Collective bargaining may be defined 
in its simplest terms as a series of 
meetings between representatives of 
labor and management to confer on and 
sign a written document containing all 
agreements reached. 

Labor in private industry has had 
collective bargaining rights since the 
passage of the National Labor Relations 
"7 Act in 1935. These rights were extended to 
federal employees by an executive order 
issued by President Kennedy in 1962. 
During the 1960's, many states passed 
laws giving bargaining rights to public 
employees including teachers. 
Massachusetts passed its law in 1965; it 
was amended in 1973. 

What is the law? 

The law grants to state, county and 
municipal employees the right to bargain 
collectively through representatives of 
| their own choosing with respect to wages, 
hours, standards of productivity and 
performance, and other terms and 
conditions of employment. All 
agreements must be in writing and may 
not exceed a term of three years. 

The state Labor Relations Commission 
determines the appropriate bargaining 
unit; for example, teachers and 
professional staff are in one unit and 
school custodians in another. If there is a 
question, as to who represents the 
bargaining unit, the commission 
determines the exclusive representative 
by calling for an election whenever: 1. An 
employer’s petition alleges that one or 
more employee organizations claim to 
represent a substantial number of em¬ 
ployees in an appropriate unit. 2. An 
employee organization petitions that a 
substantial number wish to be 
represented. 3. A substantial number of 
employees in a unit allege that the ex¬ 
clusive representative no longer 
represents a majority of the employees. 


" Negotiation issues 

Some language is absolutely necessary 
to maintain the integrity of the 
agreement and to provide stability in 
management-staff relations. For 
example, one article establishes a 
procedure for the orderly resolution of 
alleged contractual violations. This 
clause, which is the backbone of the 
contract, delineates certain steps that 
must be taken in processing a formal 
grievance. 

These procedural "steps" require the 
grievant to meet with members of the 
administration beginning with the im¬ 
mediate supervisor or principal and, if 
not resolved, at subsequent steps with 
higher levels of authority. If not resolved, 
the dispute may ultimately be placed 
before a mutually selected, impartial 
arbiter who is given the authority to 
make a final decision that is binding upon 
both parties to the agreement. 

Many other parts of the contract that 
directly relate to working conditions have 
a positive effect on learning conditions as 
well. Class size, for example, has been 
proven to have an effect on the type and 
quality of education available to students. 
It is likely that a student in a class of 30 
will not be able to receive as much 
professional attention as a student whose 
classmates number 25, 22 or less. 

Contractual language governing 
sabbatical leaves and other areas of 
professional development also has a 
positive effect on education because such 
rights tend to result in a more highly 
educated and experienced faculty. 

Contractual provisions that relate 
primarily to what are called "cost and-or 
job security items," such as sick leave, 
salary, personal leave and reduction-in¬ 
force, are direct benefits for teachers. 
Such provisions recognize that a price 
must be paid for a service rendered. 

In addition, many of these provisions 
provide a more stable work situation and 
insure employees that decisions that 
could adversely affect careers will be 
made fairly and objectively. The contract 
also provides an appeals procedure if 
these decisions are questioned. 

How negotiations start 

Prior to the 1975-77 contract 
negotiations, the School Committee 
approached the bargaining table with the 
attitude that the prior contract was 
basically a good document which treated 
all sides fairly. Thus, the initial sessions 


were spent in listening to the proposed 
changes, reviewing the meaning of each 
change, assessing the impact of each 
change, and then resolving differences. 

Citizen participation 

Recently, collective bargaining for 
teachers has come under hostile scrutiny. 
Some opponents are in favor of repeal of 
the collective bargaining law, arguing 
that such bargaining is inconsistent with 
democratic government in that tax¬ 
payers are not adequately represented at 
the bargaining table. 

Alternatives have been suggested by 
some who feel that repeal is a drastic and 
perhaps impossible step. One proposal is 
that a referendum be held on proposed 
contracts in order to give the electorate 
the final decision. Another alternative, 
which was contained in a bill before the 
state legislature, would have amended 
the law so that the appropriate legislative 
body, in our case the Board of Aldermen, 
would accept or reject the request for 
appropriations. Should they reject the 
request to fund the contract, the 
agreement would be returned to the 
parties for additional negotiation. 

Who should negotiate? 

In most Massachusetts communities 
the bargaining procedure is the same as 
in Newton: a school committee 
negotiating team and its professional 
negotiator bargain with the teachers' 
team and its professional negotiator. 
Many people feel that there should be 
input from the public; that there should 
be additional representation at the 
bargaining table from the public, the 
student body or municipal government. 
They feel that this becomes more im¬ 
portant now as the scope of bargaining 
increases and involves more and more 
educational policy. 

Others feel that taxpayers and students 
are already represented by the school 
committee which has been elected at 
large to serve the community’s interests. 

Open or dosed seaslous? 

In most conun unities in Massachusetts, 
bargaining sessions are conducted in 
secret and the public is not informed as to 
the progress of the negotiations. 

Many people believe that secrecy is an 
essential feature of any negotiation; 
neither side wants the other to know what 
they are going to propose. They would 
argue that observers might not un¬ 
derstand the complex and at times 
ritualistic nature of the process. 


Observers might be shocked by the 
often outrageous initial proposals made 
by both sides. In communities where the 
public was invited to attend as observers, 
interest often petered out either because 
the sessions were long and tedious, or 
because of their roles as observers and 
not active participants. However, others 
stress that the public should have the 
right to attend the sessions, to understand 
and comment at some point on proposed 
tradeoffs which may have significant 
effects on fiscal or educational policies. 

Alternatives 

There have been various methods tried 
in other states to involve the community 
in collective bargaining. For example, in 
one city the teachers’ union asks 
representatives of the community to 
assist in the formulation of initial 
demands; in a Maryland district two 
parents participate in bargaining 
sessions as observers' and in a Virginia 
suburb final ratification of the teachers' 




One of the more successful plans h 
been California's "sunshine" law whi 
requires that all initial proposals be ma 
public and that the community have 
opportunity to respond at school coi 
mittee meetings before negotiatio 
begin. New subjects which come 
during the bargaining process are to 
made public within 24 hours along w 
any vote taken by school committ 
members. 

In 1975-76 the League of Women Volt 
m Massachusetts studied the ways 
which the collective bargaining law 
feels the quality of education in pub 
elementary and secondary schools. T 
collective bargaining process w 
examined in depth and Leagues acr< 
the state readied a position in support 
public meetings and other measures 
provide opportunities for public commt 
on initial contract proposals, publicizi 
contract proposals before negotiatk 
begin, and progress reports 
negotiations continue. (Members a 
affirmed the principle that responsibi) 
for setting educational policy rests w 
the school committee.) 

It is not easy to decide whether si 
mechanisms would further complicate 
already complex process or would 
productive ways in which to invo!

Chestnut Hill traffic problems 


(Editor’s note: Following is 
a letter that was sent to the 
mayor with a copy to the 
Graphic) 

Dear Mayor Mann: 

Thank you for your con¬ 
sideration in listening to my 
concerns of the traffic 
problems facing the residents 
of Chestnut Hill; specifically 
the Hammond Street area. 

I am particularly relieved 
that you, too, are concerned 
over the safety of our children 
and impressed by your swift 
action to see that proper Go 
Slow-Children signs were 
posted on Suffolk Road. We feel 
they are a distinct help in 
curbing the speed of traffic in 
our neighborhood. There are 38 
children under the age of 10 
living west of Hammond Street 
in the Suffolk Road area. 

I was born in Chestnut Hill 
and have strong interests in 
preserving the qualities of life 
that have always been a part of 
this neighborhood. The fight 
over redirecting traffic off 
Hammond Street is rapidly 
dividing the neighborhood. The 
debate seems to be shifting 
traffic from one side of the 
street to another, which 
temporarily shifts the 
problem, not solves it. 

Traffic travelling from Rt. 9 
to Beacon Street will never be 
significantly reduced until 
motorists use the alternate 
route, Hammond Pond 
Parkway, which was designed 
to help relieve the traffic flow 
on Hammond Street. 

Traffic travelling from Rt. 9 


to Beacon Street can in fact be 
directed to Hammond Pond 
Parkway by means of signs 
and traffic lights. I specifically 
recommend the following: 

Signs be placed at the Horace 
James Circle directing traffic 
to Beacon Street via the 
Hammond Pond Parkway. 

The traffic light at the in¬ 
tersection of Hammond Street 
and Route 9 be adjusted for 
drivers coming north on 
Hammond Street (toward 
Beacon Street) to cause a long 
left hand turn toward Ham¬ 
mond Pond Parkway, a long 
right hand turn toward Boston 
and a very short straight¬ 
ahead signal. 

Drivers heading south into 
this intersection on Hammond 
Street should be able to 
proceed in all directions 
without unusual delay. 
Although I am not a traffic 
expert, the timing 
requirements outlined above 
do not appear to be in¬ 
compatible with each other. 

For traffic moving west on 
Beacon Street, the light at the 
intersection of Beacon and 
Hammond Streets should be 
adjusted to cause a long left 
hand turn onto Hammond 
Street. A “turn left on arrow 
only” system would achieve 
this goal. By so doing, traffic 
heading for the Horace James 
Circle would be strongly en¬ 
couraged to proceed onto the 
Hammond Pond Parkway. 

All of these steps are 
designed to move traffic from 
Hammond Street to Hammond 
Pond Parkway. The use of 
Hammond Pond Parkway as 


an alternative to Hammond 
Street is not a major in¬ 
convenience: travelling from 
the Horace James Circle to the 
intersection of Beacon and 
Hammond streets covers an 
additional distance of V« mile. 
The benefits which would 
result from such a shift in 
traffic patterns would clearly 
outweigh this minor in¬ 
convenience. Furthermore, the 
financial costs of such a plan to 
the municipal and state parties 
involved would be minimal. 

I am well aware that even 
with your every good intention 
it does not fall within your 
jurisdiction to take action on 
this. The Town of Brookline 
would be responsible for signs 
at Horace James Circle and the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts responsible for 
the traffic lights on Route 9 at 
Hammond Street. Therefore, I 
am enclosing carbon copies to 
the governor, the chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, Town 
of Brookline, other interested 
officials and our local 
newspapers. 

You have been most at¬ 
tentive to our problems and I 
urge you to give this letter your 
utmost consideration.

him that it is nothing personal, 
but they could not jeopardize a 
client's case by having him 
handle it. 

Soon he is in a play in a 
church basement, where he is 
discovered by none other than 
Eugene O'Neill. It is not much 
longer before his star is rising 
and he is touring. 

Dean graphically presents 
the early 20th-century barriers 
against Negroes that Robeson 
had to conquer. And despite the 
pickets outside the Colonial 
Theatre who claim that the 
play is distortion of Robeson's 
life and a low blow to the 
Robeson family, what is 
presented is nothing but a 
tribute to the man. 

Jones is majestic and proud 
as Robeson. Often, when he 
speaks, it seems as if he should 
be in a pulpit. The only other 
person on stage is Burt 
Wallace, playing the piano, and 
softly, smoothly singing. 

Whereas the first act builds 
to a crescendo, the second act 
sputters. What the first act 
had, and lost in the in¬ 
termission, the second act 
never recaptured. Though 
Robeson is revealed to be a 
man that pioneers, the 
emotion-filled second act just 
doesn't carry. As a result, 
"Paul Robeson" is a disap¬ 
pointment. It is too bad there 
has to be an intermission. 

| After having seen what a 
rone-man" biographical play 
jean be, I must conclude the 
'weakness lies more in the 
script than in the performance. 
It is more of a matter of how 
the material should have been 
presented.

“Pal Joey" Spingold Theater, 
Rrandeis 

Brandeis University's 
Department of Theater Arts is 
presenting a stylish production 
of the venerable Rodgers and 
Hart musical, "Pal Joey." 

An egocentric nightclub 
singer, Joey Evans, has all but 
lost his job when he brusquely 
offends a wealthy socialite, 
Vera Simpson, who had graced 
the club with her presence (as 
well as her two companions, 
Mr. Armour and Mr. Swift). As 
one might guess, the setting is 
Chicago. 

Joey pleads with Mike, the 
nightclub owner, to give him 
two nights to get Mrs. Simpson 
back into the club. Despite his 
arrogant personality, or 
perhaps because of it, Mrs. 
Simpson is smitten by Joey and 
ends up financially supporting 
him during their affair. 

As may be expected, there is 
a girl, Linda English, who falls 
for Joey and hopes that she can 
bring out the good in him. The 
dancers in the club are putty in 
Joey’s hands. Naturally, there 
is a dancer, Gladys Bumps, 
who knows it all and knows 
Joey for what he is, and plays a 
perfect foil. 

What's a singer without an 
agent? Enter Ludlow Lowell 
and his title of “artist’s 
representative.” In the second 
act, he threatens to blackmail 
Joey, Mrs. Simpson and her 
husband unless he is given 
$20,000 cash. 

Brandeis offers a mixture of 
professional actors, faculty 
members, and students in its 
cast, all to the good of the 
production. It is far more 
credible to see someone 
playing a person his own age 
than to see a young person with 
gray sprayed in his hair and 
dark lines drawn on his face. 

The shining star in this 
production is a professional, 
Carol Bruce, who plays Mrs. 
Simpson. Her elegant precision 
and masterful control are a 
delight to follow. It is un¬ 
fortunate that she has little to 
play off in the person of James 
Sherman as Joey. 

From the moment he hits the 
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stage to open the show, one 
hopes that this isn’t Joey, the 
backbone of the musical. 

He consistently sings flat, 
and his acting is poor. The one 
overriding, glaring mistake in 
this production is his being 
miscast in this role. He simply 
cannot carry off the 
swaggering, supposedly 
charming character 
believably. I find it hard to 
believe that Brandeis could not 
improve upon this. 

However, the rest of the show 



is commendable. It is a 
pleasure to hear the beautiful 
soprano of Susan Rarus, who 
plays Linda. When she and 
Carol Bruce sing the duet of 
"Take Him," it is one of the 
high points of the show. 

The female dancers are 
excellent, essentially Sarah 
Pearson (Gladys), Diane 
Dowling, Marta Kauffman, 
and Amy I^emer. Pearson 
especially delights in "The 
Flower Parade.” Her acting is 
adequate. 


Despite his limited stage 
time, Vaughn West sparkled as 
Victor. Marshall Hambro is 
fine as Mike. Sharon Asro has a 
cameo appearance as Melba, a 
newspaperwoman who is to 
interview Joey. She carries off 
her solo, "Zip,” with much 
enthusiasm. Charles Werner 
Moore, though adequate as 
Ludlow Ixiwell, has little feel 
for the comedy in the 
character's lines and as a 
result the comic relief that 
Ludlow is supposed to provide 


falls far short. Besides, his 
forced staccato accent doesn't 
work effectively and at times is 
hard to understand. 

The choreography of Cheryl 
G. McFadden is to be ap¬ 
plauded (and was). As well, it 
was a pleasure for once not to 
have to strain to hear the 
singers above the band, much 
to the credit of musical 
director Fred Frabotta and 
The Band. The beautifully 
stunning costumes are the 
work of Gail Brassard. In a 
wise decision, the director's 
name has been omitted from 


the program, for much of any 
criticism of the production can 
be attributed to his or her hand. 
The casting (and there are 
other questionable castings 
besides Joey), poor delivery of 
comic lines (surprisingly, 
there is little to a laugh at), and 
the like cannot be tolerated. 

Overall, I was very surprised 
to see Brandeis put on such a 
flat production. They could 
have done much, much better. 
Hard-core "Pal Joey" fans can 
see it at Brandeis’ Spingold 
Theater in Waltham through 
Oct. 29. 
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Use new 
equipment 
to find 
violators 

DALLAS (UPI) - The 
Federal Communications 
Commission has been slow to 
respond to citizen complaints 
about CB radios, but interest in 
the crowded band is in¬ 
creasing. And the commission 
has new equipment to find 
violators. 

A unique direction-finding 
device was developed in Dallas 
and is now in use nationwide. It 
works like the high frequency 
Omni signal seeker aboard 
aircraft and fits easily into an 1 
unmarked car. 

It is no longer necessary to 
triangulate or plot coordinates 
to find a transmitter, and the 
FCC's chase cars don’t attract 
much attention. The special 
direction-finding antenna is 
concealed in the rear window. 

Engineers just dial a mobile 
receiver and watch needles 
that point toward the offending 
station. 

Illegal CB operators have 
only one thing in their favor — 
there are so many of them. But 
certain violations attract at¬ 
tention faster than others. 

"With 90,000 CB operators in 
Dallas and Fort Worth, there's 
no way to just spend your time 
trying to monitor Citizens 
Band,” said Carl Pyron, FCC 
engineer in charge of the 
Dallas district office. 

"What we do is operate on a 
response situation where we’ll 
find one guy. The way it works 
is we get complaint after 
complaint on the same guy, 
week after week, so we'll try to 
see what he’s up to. On the way 
over there, of course, if there’s 
something on the air we can 
stop and see what's hap¬ 
pening.” 

Pyron said his crew looks for 
certain violations, particularly 
failure to identify or making 
out-of-band transmissions. 

"If you're not identifying, 
your station with your FCC call! 
sign, we’ll come for you first," 
he said. 

Monitoring stations nation¬ 
wide log violations and notify 
district offices when operators 
drift away from the correct 
channel, sometimes into the 
_ amateur bands. 

The direction-finding job 
sometimes gets tough in an 
area with a lot of signals 
nearby, but when the engineers 
get close, they pull a special 
receiver from their pocket. No 
larger than a package of 
cigarettes, the "snifter" can 
pinpoint an antenna and then 
its just a matter of finding the 
operator. 

Violators usually are fined on 
the first offense. If they are 
caught again, Pyron says they 
usually would receive a "show 
cause order why his license 
should not be revoked. Then, if 
he continues to operate, the 
license would be revoked after 
a hearing." 

Another violation after that 
and Pyron said the case may 
be referred to the Justice 
Department for actual 
criminal prosecution. 

"We have several cases like 
that," he said. 

The former engineer in 
charge of the Dallas office, Gus 
Howard, a few years ago got 
the idea to use the aircraft-type 
direction-finding equipment. 
When pilots fly over a station, a 
needle swings from “to" to 
"from," so Howard just 
changed it to read "Left-Right, 
Ahead-Behind." 

“Since then our technical 
staff in Powder Springs, Ga., 
has developed antennas that 
are imbedded in our windows,” 
Pyron said. "They’re not 
visible. 

"When a station comes on, if 
he’s on for one second, we know 
whether he's to the left or to the 
right of our car or to the front 
or rear of it," he said. When the 
needle lines up at zero, we’re 
looking right at the residence 
of the operator. 

"The guys that are really 
going to cause trouble make it 
easier for us because they put 
in their amplifiers and sud¬ 
denly the neighbors can't 
watch TV so they’re calling our 
office,’ he said. "When we get 
several complaints on the 
same man, they say, well, the 
River Rat’ or whoever he is, 
he lives next door. 

"So we just go park on his 
front door, and when he comes 
on, drive around the block and 
we’ve got him,” he said.

inward an agreement' yet there were 
references to a "crisis.” 

In his letter to the Committee Murphy 
said that when negotiations started in 
June, 1976, the NT A had 65 items on the 
table and the Committee had about 40. 
Now each side has less than 10. 

The last formal offer was made by both 
sides on Oct. 1 is the one that the state- 
appointed factfinder will consider when 

he starts his meetings which a re 

scheduled for Oct. 31, Nov. 2, and Nov. 16. 

According to Murphy's summary, the 
teachers asked for a package that would 
cost $1'488,000, and the Committee of¬ 
fered $815,899 in wages.

In his negotiations report Murphy said 
he was at the Cape a few weeks ago and a 
Newton parent asked him why the 
Committtee had been refusing to meet. 

"This statement shocked me because 
the Committee had been extremely 
conscientious in making themselves 
available at any reasonable time’" 
Murphy wrote. 

This anecdote illustrated what the 
lawyer referred to as "a split per¬ 
sonality" in negotiations this yesr, with 
both sides being "polite, courteous, 
peaceful, and low-key” at the table, he 
said. 

"Later," Murphy said, "I could un¬ 
derstand why the parent could have been 
misled when I read some of the ads and 
literature being distributed.” 

The summary mailed to all households 
will probably include a timetable of all 
the meetings the two sides have had to 
date. 

According to Murphy, there were about 
11 meetings by the end of March and then 


there was a two-month delay when the 
NT A was challenged as the bargaining 
unit. 

Then there was a one-month delay to 
the end of August when a mediator 
retired. On Aug. 23 both sides agreed to 
enter factfinding, Murphy said. 

It is unusual to bargain while awaiting 
factfin factfinding, ing, he said, but when 
it starts by the end of this month there 
will have been three negotiating sessions 
from the date factfinding was filed for. 

The Committee members expressed 
fears of the mailing looking like a 
political move during the election, but felt 
if the summary it would look less was 
written by their lawyer' political and 
inform the public, of the facts of 
negotiating.

adequate and that he saw no reason to 
terminate it. 

The mayor, on the other hand, 
discussed last year’s problems with 
snow, particularly snow on the sidewalks 
in business districts. 

"Our ordinances say that business 
people must remove snow from the 
sidewalks in front of their businesses," 
Mann told the Chmamber members, "it's 
a matter of being a good neighbor and it's 
a matter of enhancing the business." 

"I've been disappointed with the 
overall cooperation on this from the 
business community," he told them, 
wondering why the business people 
themselves didn't realize that it was bad 
for business to have impassable 
sidewalks. 

Mann responded in the same vein to a 
question on whether or not it was really 
necessary to give parking tickets to cars 
parked in offstreet lots on Saturday. 

“If the ordinance says there will be 


tickets given, there will be," he said. "My 
mind is open if the business community 
feels the ordinance should be changed." 

Harrington felt there should be a 
"flexible poilicy.” 

"If the needs of a particular com¬ 
munity change, I think it should be 
brought to the attention of the ad¬ 
ministration and there should be trials 
with bagged meters," he said. 

Both candidates, when asked about 
manufacturing land in the city, gave it a 
low priority. 

"At the presents time, we have a 
enough," Harrington said. “If we want to 
continue to preserve the residential 
character of the city, I can't see areas for 
expansion." 

He also suggested that some land 
currently zoned for manufacturing might 
be upgraded to confrom with existing 
uses. 

"I’m of a mind to downplay 
manufacturing in a community of this

type,” the mayor responded. "I'm much 
more concerned with a policy of 
revitalization." 

On the subject of revaluation, the 
mayor turned to Franklin D. Roosevelt 
for his initial response, telling the 
audience "the only thing we have to fear 
is fear itself." 

"The thrust of revaluation is to bring 
about equity," he said, pointing out that 
after a voters' referendnum next year the 
issue of 100 percent valuation may be 
moot. 

He also said he has been trying to 
"spread the word” on abatements and 
deferred taxes. 

Harrington said he thinks the assessors 
should be instructed to grant hardship 
abatements, particularly in cases where 
revaluation cause would cause a sign¬ 
ificant increase in the amount of taxes 
paid. He said this kind of tax increase 
should then be phased in gradually over a 
period of three to five years .

beginning of a more realistic approach to 
getting housing built. 

Of the 50 units, 20 are for low-income 
families, 10 for families of moderate 
income, and 20 for families able to pay 
market rents. 

The 37 families approved for occupancy 
so far include 20 low-income families, 
eight market-rate families, and 
ninemoderate-income families. 

Of the 37 families, 15 are from Newton 
and six others have members working or 
attending school here through the Metco 
program. 

Tenants were selected by the Newton 
Department of Housing Services and 
NCDF,drawing lots to determine in what 
the low-income applications were to be 
processed and conducting credit checks 


and personal interviews with prospective 
tenants. 

Three of the nine buildings in the 
development have been completed; three 
more will be ready for occupancy within 
a week or so, and the final three within 
the next three weeks, Rev. Gilbert Avery, 
NCDF president, said this week. 

Rental income for the nonprofit 
development foundation will come in part 
from tenants' rents and’in part from state 
subsidy. NCDF is a nonprofit, limited- 
dividend corporation. 

According to Rev. Avery, "the foun¬ 
dation does not see itself as interested in 
building a single development." 

NCDF was founded to try to meet the 
new for housing in Newton, and that need 
has not diminished but probably in- 
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creased, he said. “We plan to continue to 
try to meet that need." 

"Maybe people will see housing in a 
more positive light now," he said. 

One of the new tenants accepted for the 
apartments is a Newton police officer, 
Avery said, who will occupy a moderate- 
income apartment. 

Of the 37 accepted families, 12 are 
minority families, including black, 
Spanish-speaking and Orientals.

Budapest: an exciting metropolis

BUDAPEST, Hungary <UPI> 
— It was a small cafe, with 
candles spluttering in wax- 
encrusted wine bottles, waiters 
in rusty-black jackets and bow 
ties, and filled with the strains 
of soulful gypsy violins. 

But no sooner were we seated 
than one of the violinists leaned 
close to the blonde wearing a 
N. Y.C. Big Apple sticker on her 
blouse and began serenading 
her with “The Sidewalks of 
New York," “Take Me Out to 
the Ballgame" and “Daisy, 
Daisy.” 

Then, as other diners Joined 
in the applause, he whispered 
in broken English into her ear: 
"God Bless America." 

It was only one of several 
paradoxes during a visit to 
Communist Hungary. In fact, it 
was difficult at times to 
remember this was East 
Europe, inside of what was 
once called the Iron Curtain. 

Unlike some other East 
European cities we have 
visited, Budapest is a delightul, 


exciting metropolis with fine 
hotels and restaurants, 
fashionable shops and stores, 
theaters and cinemas and 
lively night life. 

To visitors, like our party of 
U.S. travel writers, shops 
appeared well stocked 
although some prices were 
relatively higher than at home. 
And we saw no queues outside 
the butcher, baker or can¬ 
dlestick maker during our brief 
visit. 

The pedestrian mall of Vaci 
Utca and other shopping 
centers were as jammed as 
New York’s 5th Ave. on sales 
days. The streets were busy, 
too, with cars, trucks, buses 
and trolleys. 

Clothing looked more west 
than east, too. Young girls 
wore mod boots and slit skirts 
and young men were dressed in 
jeans and heavy-soled shoes. 
Some also wore safety pins or 
razor blades — proof that 
western punk rock had reached 
Hungary. 


There were some red flags on 
public buildings, but uniforms 
were conspicious by their 
absence, although we did spot 
several armed militiamen 
guarding apparently strategic 
installations. 

A few buildings still bore 
wounds from the 1956 Hungari¬ 
an uprising, but there were no 
overt signs of Soviet presence. 
The Russians maintain a 
garrison near Budapest, but we 
were told soldiers were forbid¬ 
den to wear uniforms in the 
capital city. 

Budapest was a popular 
international tourist center 
before the war. Today it is a 
favored destination for visitors 
from Russia, Poland, East 
Germany and other East 
European countries. But it also 
is attracting increasing num¬ 
bers of tourists from the west, 
including Americans. 

Budapest is divided by the 
Danube River, which was 
disappointingly brownish 
rather than the blue of song 


and poetry. The older section of 
Buda sprawls across the hilly 
slopes on the west bank. The 
more modern Pest lies on flat 
land on the east bank. 
Incidentally, the correction 
pronoundation is Buda’ peshL 
But then nobody but the 
Hungarians speak Hungarian 
correctly. 

The dty's history goes back 
about 2,000 years. The Romans 
were here and so were the 
Turks, among others. Memen¬ 
tos of their occupations 
remain. 

Much of Budapest — includ¬ 
ing all eighstored. 

There also are numerous 
museums, including the 
Museum of Fine Arts whose 
priceless collections include 
seven paintings by El Greco 
and five by Goya in addition to 
the works of Italian, Dutch and 
Flemish masters. 

The National Gallery and the 
Historical Museum of 
Budapest are housed in the 
restored former Royal Palace, 


which dates back to the 13th 
century, on 700-foot-high Castle 
Hill which commands a 
sweeping panoramic view of 
the river and Pest. 

It is only a short walk to the 
rebuilt Matthias church, which 
also dates back some 700 years, 
where Hungary's former kings 
were crowned. It houses royal 
and religious relics which can 
be seen for a small charge 
during a guided tour. The 
church holds regular services 
year round. 

Next door Is a new sightsee¬ 
ing attraction — the deluxe 
Budapest Hilton, constructed 
on the site of a 13th century 
Dominican monastery and into 
which was incorporated 
several walls, parts of the 
cloisters, a restored 80-foot- 
high tower and the many- 
turreted Fishermen’s Bastion. 

The 320-room hotel was 
opened early this year and is 
included in some sightseeing 
tours. It has five restaurants, 
including one in the tower and 


one in the Bastion, two bars, a 
coffee shop and a late 
discotheque. 

The only other deluxe rated 
hotel in Budapest is the Duna 
Inter-Continental on the Pest 
side near the massive House of 
Parliament with its huge 
center dome and many towers. 
A-l category hotels include the 
Gellert and the Grand Hotel 
Margitsziget. (Rates for a 
double room begin about $40.) 

We came here as guests of 
Hilton International and Pan 
American World Airways. 
Americans need a valid pass¬ 
port and a visa obtainable at 
Hungarian consulates or ports 
of entry ($6). Tourists get 20 
florints for one U.S. dollar, but 
there are some currency 
restrictions. 

Pan Am flies to Budapest 
from New York via Frankfurt. 
The Hungarian Malev airlines 
and other international 
carriers also provide services 
to and from Budapest.

parking violations, ‘‘There is no follow-up 
on the tickets," he said. 

Burt Finkel of Beale Brothers clothing 
shop said he would be willing to help pay 
for improving the parking lot on Pearl 
Street behind his store if he had some 
control over who parked there. 

One merchant asked why the parking 
lot and the rear facades should be fixed 
up behind the main row of stores if the 
area stays so "dumpy.” 

Rick Heym, an architect recently hired 
by Gorin and I^eder, the owners of the 
row of buildings, said the firm will soon 
be hiring someone to paint the upper 
floors of the fronts of the buildings, and to 
.fix up the back. The storefront im- 
f* provements will await the conclusion of 
: neighborhood planning efforts. 


Heym, himself a Newton Corner 
resident and active in the area's affairs, 
said that there has been a communication 
problem in the past between tenants and 
the landlord. 

But he feels that Gorin 4 Leeder is 
taking a new look at Newton Corner, and 
all of the suggestions he has made which 
are economically feasible, the 
management has agreed to. 

Frances Fletcher, the manager of 
Howard Johnson's Motor Lodge, said 
more lighting in the Corner would help a 
lot. Plantings she has made have been 
destroyed by vandals, and a lot of her 
customers would like to walk around the 
square at night but it is too dark' she said. 

In summarizing the early morning 


meeting, Tsoi said he heard more that 
was in sympathy with the neighbors' 
complaints than he had expected. 

He saw that merchants do want im¬ 
provements in lighting, appearance, 
parking, and bus transportation, and they 
were willing to work with someone to plan 
the whole area. 

Some tough decisions may have to be 
made when it comes to the lighting and 
the parking lots, but the ideas presented 
will be included in a summary report of 
all meetings to date that will be published 
soon.

more elementary schools this year to 
meet additional state requirements.

She said soda and candy 
machines have been taken out of the 
schools for nutritional reasons, and the 
same should be done with sugared 
cereals. 

Kaplan realized she did not have 
support from other Committee members, 
so there was no formal vote. 

Cornelius agreed to take another poll of 
participating families in about January, 
and perhaps make some changes then. 


Cornelius' objection to offering a sugar 
pack with nonsugared cereal is that it 
would be too difficult to control the eating 
situation so that children whose parents 
don’t want sugar on children’s cereal 
would not be sneaking someone else's full 
or half-full sugar pack. 

Cornelius added that there is a federal 
hearing on the school lunch and breakfast 
program and nutrition at Faneuil Hall 
Thursday and Friday, Oct. 27 and 28, 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

The Support Services director admitted 
there is a slight difference between the 
objectives of the nutritionists and the 
breakfast program, with the latter trying 
to make sure that children do eat 
something before they start studying.

RENE'S FILLING 

1 cnp milk 
V* cup sugar 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 
4 teaspoon salt 

1 egg, beaten 
1 teaspoon butter 
4 teaspoon vanilla extract 

Scald the milk in the top part of a double boiler, over 
boiling water. Mix sugar, cornstarch and salt. Stir the 
ingredients into milk. Cook, stirring until thick. Cover and 
cook 10 min. longer. Add small amount of the mixture to the 
beaten egg and put mixture back in double boiler and cook, 
stirring constantly for two to three min. Add the butter 
immediately after removing from heat. Put the filling 
mixture into a bowl and sprinkle a small amount of sugar 
over the top to prevent skin from dorming. Chill, and add 
vanilla extract. Stir gently. (Can be flavored any other way 
desired).

pastry; Sweet braided holiday breads; 
Spanakopita, spinach pie (12-16 pieces as 
a main course); Baklava; Katatfe, 
shredded phyllo pastry with spiced 
honey-nut filling; FinOda, individual 
syrup soaked cakes; Kourablethes, 
almond crescents and Cocktail Kef- 
tedakia, Greek meatballs. 

The idea for a DIAL-A-BAKLAVA 
originated in the St George Greek Or¬ 
thodox Church, Bethesda, Maryland and 
the name has been trademarked.

ITALIAN RUM CAKES 
(Mama Leone’s) 

6 egg yolks 
6 tablespoons oil 
1 cup sugar 
pinch of salt 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
Si teaspoon lemon Juice 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 cups cake flour, sifted and measured 
6 tablespoons water 

6 egg whites 
14 cups sugar 
Si teaspoon cream ot tartar 
4 cup white rum 

In a large bowl, place the egg yolks, oil, sugar, salt, 
baking powder, lemon juice, vanilla, flour and water. With 
electric mixer, set at medium speed, beat for eight min. 
Wash and dry beaters. In a smaller bowl, have the egg 
whites at room temperature and, at high speed, beat until 
frothy. Add sugar and cream of tartar and beat for three 
min. or until mixture holds peaks. Carefully fold egg white 
mixture into egg yolks until the egg whites disappear. 
DON’T OVERMIX. Pour into nine or ten inch greased and 
floured cake plan and place immediately into preheated 350 
degree F. oven. (If using nine inch pan, only fill 4" way 
up.) Bake for 60 min. Test to make sure done and cool in pan 
for 15 min. Remove and put In freezer for about one hour 
before cutting. 

Cut the cake, lengthwise, into three layers, and sprinkle 
the rum on top of each layer. Set aside. 

FILLING 

4 cups milk 
1 cup sugar 

4 tablespoons cornstarch 
4 eggs 

3 tablespoons cocoa 

Bring three cups milk and sugar to a boil. Add cornstarch 
and eggs to remaining cup of cold milk. Beat lightly. Add to 
boiling milk and cook for two min., stirring constantly. For 
chocolate layer, add cocoa to 4 of filling; mix thoroughly 
and cool filling. On a cake platter, place bottom layer of 
cakes. Spread evenly with chocolate filling. Cover with 
second layer and spread evenly with white filling. Top with 
last layer. 

TOPPING 

1 cup heavy cream whipped (flavor with rum) 

Spread whipped cream over the sides of the cakes, 

sprinkle chopped pistachio nuts over the top of the cake. 
Refrigerate one hour before serving. Serves 12.

YOGURT HONEY BREAD 

2 cups natural whole-milk yogurt 
24 cups whole wheat flour 

*4 Up. baking powder 
Si tsp. salt 

4 cup hooey 

1 cup brown sugar 

3 eggs 

Juice of one lemou 

Combine yogurt, lemon juice, eggs, and honey Just 
enough to mix. Add flour, salt, baking powder and sugar. 
Do not overmix. Pour into a “brownie” pan, greased with 
butter. Bake in a pre-heated 350 degree F oven for one hour. 
Cool and slice thinly. Serve with your favorite Jellies, jams, 
or preserves. 


SPANAKOPETA 
(Spinach Pie) 

3 packages frozen spinach (chopped) 
l 1 : bunches of scallions 

4 cup chopped onions (3 oz. dry 
measure) 

41b. feta cheese 

3 eggs 
41b. butter 

1 bunch parsley 
14 tsp. salt 

4 tsp. pepper 

2 tsp. dill weed 

1 lb. cottage cheese 
41b. butter for basting 

1 lb. fllo 

Sautee in butter scallions, onions, 
parsley; add spinach and all spices. Add 
crumbled feta and cottage cheese; stir in 
cheeses and remove from heat. 

Beat eggs until frothy. 

Butter ten pieces of filo and spread 
filling on top of the tenth piece evenly. 
Butter 12 to 15 pieces of filo on top of 
filling; score thru top layers - cutting the 
shape you wish to use for serving. 

Bake at 350F. for 45 min. to one hour in 
a nine inch by 13 inch pan. 

Recipe should be doubled for larger 
pan. 

Yield 12-16 large pieces. 

TSOUREKIA 
(Sweet Bread) 

2 cups milk 
24 cups sugar 
4lb. butter 

3 teaspoons salt 

1 heaping teaspoon 
mehlep powder 

5 packages yeast 
1 cup hot water 

6 eggs, well beaten 
16 cups flour, (4 lbs.) 
sesame seeds 

In medium sauce pan, heat milk until 
bubbles form around edge of pan; 
remove from heat. Stir in sugar, butter, 
salt, and mehlep. 

In small bowl dissolve yeast in warm 
water. Beat eggs until light and fluffy in a 
large bowl. Slowly beat in milk mixture, 
dissolved yeast, and 2 cups of flour. Blend 
well. Transfer to a large deep mixing 
pan; add more flour, and beat with a 
wooden spoon. Stir in remaining flour, 
adding only enough flour to make a soft 
dough. Dough may be sticky. Turn out 
onto floured surface, knead until smooth, 
about 5 minutes. Place in large, deep, 
pan, greased; turn dough over to grease 
top. Cover with a damp towel and let rise 
in a warm place until doubled in bulk. 
About 3 hours. 

Punch down dough. Kead a few times. 
Divide into 5 parts. Shape into braided 
loaves. Place on large greased cooky 
sheet. Cover; let rise again until double in 
bulk, (60 minutes). Brush tops with a 
beaten egg diluted with 1 tbs. water; 
sprinkle with sesame seeds. Bake at 325 
degrees for 20 - 25 minutes, until golden 
brown, and loaf gives a hollow sound 
when Upped. Remove from pans; cool. 


PAXIMADIA 

3 eggs 

1 cup sugar 
1 stick butter, melted 
14 teasp. vanilla 
24 cups flour 
24 teasp baking powder 
1 cup pecans, chopped 
Beat eggs with sugar; add melted 
butter. Add flour and baking powder; 
then add vanilla and nuts and mix 
together. Shape dough into 3 small loaves 
and bake about 25 min. in moderate oven. 
Cool slightly. Cut each loaf in slices (as 
bread slices) and toast on both sides in 
moderate oven, 350 deg. - (Usually 
toasted under broiler) Yield: 65 
KOURAMBIETHES 
(Almond Crescents) 

1 lb. unsalted butter 
7 T. confectioner's sugar 
4 cup chopped toasted almonds 

4 cups (approx.) flour 

Cream butter, add sugar and beat until 
mixture is frothy and creamy. (4 hour). 
Add almonds. Add flour, being careful not 
to add too much, to make a soft dough. 
Shape as desired. Place whole clove in 
centers. Bake on ungreased cooky sheets 
in 325 deg. oven for about 25 min. Sift t 
confectioners’ sugar over them while still 
hot. Yield:65 

FISH ROE SALAD 
(TARAMASALATA) 

1 Jar fish roe (7 oz.) 

3 cups olive oil 

10 slices bread, trimmed and soaked 
Juice of 2 lemons 

Squeeze water from soaked bread. 
Blend fish roe with bread in large mixing 
bowl. Slowly add olive oil, alternately 
with lemon juice, beating continuously 
until mixture acquires a uniform con¬ 
sistency. Mixture should resemble 
mayonnaise. Yield: About 28 oz. OR 4 
JARS 

BAKLAVA 

14 lbs. filo 
1 lb. ground walnuts 

4 tsp. cinnamon 
4 cup sugar 

1 lb. melted sweet butter 

Mix ground walnuts, sugar and cin¬ 
namon together. Line a buttered 9 x 13 
pan with 10 pieces of filo brushing each 
layer with melted butter. Spread a thin 
layer of nut mixture. Butter 3 more 
layers of filo and again spread a thin 
layer of nut mixture. Continue doing this 
until all the nut mixture is used up. Top 
with 10 layers of filo again brushing each 
layer with melted butter. Put aside until 
the butter sets. Then cut into diamonds 
before baking. Bake about 40 min. in 375 
degree F. oven until golden and crisp. 
Pour cooled syrup over hot baklava. 
Syrup: 

4 cups sugar 

2 cups water 

1 tbsp. lemou juice 
4 cup bouey 

Stir sugar and water together until 
sugar is dissolved. Bring to boll and add

honey and lemon juice; then, simmer for 
15 min. Set aside to cool. 

TIROPETES 
(Cheese Triangles) 

4 lb. feta cheese, crumbled 
4 lb. cottage cheese 

3 eggs 

4 lb. butter, melted 
1 lb. pastry sheets 

Blend crumbled feta and cottage 
cheese an mix thoroughly. Add eggs, one 
at a time and mix well. Proceed as 
follows: Cut phyllo (pastry sheet) into 
strips about 14 inches wide, and line 
them up on a board and brush with 
melted butter. Place one teaspoon of the 
filling on one end of the pastry strip and 
fold corner over to make a triangle. 
Continue folding from side to side in the 
form of a triangle along the full length of 
the strip. Repeat this procedure with the 
remaining strips. Place in buttered pan, 
lightly brush each triangle with melted 
butter, and bake in a moderate oven until 
golden brown. Serve warm. May be 
frozen before baking. Yield: 100 hora 
d’oeuvres size pieces 

FINIKIA 
(Syrup Cakes) 

4 lb. butter 
1 cup oil 

4 cup orange juice 
4 tablespoons water 
4 tablespoons whiskey 
4 teaspoons baking powder 

1 orange rind 

4 teaspoon baking soda 

2 drops lemon Juice 
approximately 8 cups flour 

Melt butter, oil and whip with whisk for 
10 minutes. Add orange Juice, water, and 
whiskey. Mix baking soda with lemon 
juice and add to mixture. Gradually mix 
flour and sugar into oil and butter mix¬ 
ture by hand and knead until a dough is 
formed that does not stick to the hands. 
Add more flour if necessary. Shape into 
small ovals, place on ungreased baking 
sheets and bake in a 400 degree oven for 


10 min. Lower oven temperature to 350 
degrees and continue to bake for 15 min. 
longer or until well browned. Keep syrup 
simmering while adding 7 or 8 cookies at 
a time. Allow them to remain in syrup for 
2-3 min. Remove and place again on 
baking sheets to drain. Sprinkle with 
chopped nuts at once. Store in airtight tin 
when cooled. These cokies may be baked 
in advance and stored, and dipped into 
syrup as needed. They, also, can be 
frozen. 

SYRUP: 

Combine 2 cups sugar, 14 cups water 
and Juice of 4 lemon. Bring to a boil and 
simmer for 15 min. Yield: 7 dozen. 

PASTA FLORA 

Crust 

4 pound whipped cream cheese 
4 pound butter 
24 cups sifted flour 

Filling 

14 pounds Smuckers Apricot 
Preserves 
1 Jigger Brandy 

Topping 
4 cup sugar 
Y« cup ground walnuts 
1 egg yolk 

Cream butter, add cream cheese and 
mix well. Add sifted flour and mix 
thoroughly. Roll pastry dough into a ball 
and knead gently. If dough is too sticky 
add more flour. Roll out two-thirds of 
dough to fit ina 12” x 4” ungreased round 
"pizza" pan so that dough covers the 
bottom and sides of pan. Spread apricot 
and brandy mixture over bottom of 
pastry. Roll out remaining one-third of 
pastry so that you can get 18 one-half inch 
strips by 12 inches to make a lattice top 
over the preserves. Brush entire pastry 
surfaces with egg yolk, sprinkle top with 
sugar and walnuts. Bake at 375 for 45 min. 
until golden brown. When cool cut in 
squares. Makes 36 medium squares or 49 
small squares.

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Smoke detectors 
controversy continues 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-The 
smoke detector market is 
booming, and consumers are 
being showered with advertis¬ 
ing claims about faster- 
warning times and the 
lifesaving advantages of one 
device over another. 

The industry expects to sell 
about eight million smoke 
detectors this year, some to 
commercial establishments, 
but many to consumers for 
home use. Five years ago the 
industry sold only 50,000 units 
during one 12-month period. 

Government safety experts 
see the sales boom as a healthy 
sign. Seven thousand Ameri¬ 
cans die In home fires an¬ 
nually. Most are killed, not by 
flames, but by smoke. Some 
experts have estimated up to 90 
percent of those killed in home 
fires could be saved if their 
residences were equipped with 
smoke detectors. 

Increased detector sales are 
attributed to lower prices and 
wide promotion. 

Much advertising compares 
photoelectric with ionization- 
type devices. Both sense the 
presence of smoke but do it in a 
different way. 

The photo devices use a 
beam of light that is in¬ 
terrupted when smoke par- 
tides get into it. The ionization 
types employ radioactive 
particles in a small chamber. 
The particles create an electric 
charge that can be interrupted 
when smoke enters. 

F.arlier this year. Consumers 
Union tested both types. It 
found photoelectric devices 
sound their alarms much 
faster than ionization types for 
a smoldering fire, one in which 
smoke gradually builds up as 
from a fire in furniture or a 
mattress. 

CU found ionization types are 
set off faster than photoelectric 
models in blazing fires. 

Gillette Co. is using the 
differences to promote its 
battery-powered "Captain 
Kelly” photoelectric alarm. It 
contains a light emitting diode. 

The ads say most home fires 
are the smoldering variety, or 
at least start that way, and that 
the Gillette product provides 
extra seconds to evacuate the 
house or alert occupants soon 
..enough to put out the fire 
before it flames. 


We recently watched a test 
by Gillette. Six smoke detec¬ 
tors, three of each variety, 
were placed in a room where a 
smoldering fire was started 
with sticks on a hot plate. The 
three photoelectric devices 
went off first, the ionization 
types several minutes later. 

At the same time, the testers 
readily admitted that the 
reverse would have occurred if 
they had placed a trash can full 
of flaming newspapers in the 
room. 

The National Fire Preven¬ 
tion and Control 
Administration, an arm of the 
Commerce Department, takes 
no position on the controversy. 

The agency says consumers 
should only be sure the 
detector they buy is approved 
by Underwriters Laboratories 
and meets the requirements of 
UI. Standard 270. 

The federal government sets 
no standards for smoke detec¬ 
tors. The UL standard requires 
both types to sound their 
alarms when a certain amount 
of smoke is present. It also 
specifies a good life expectan¬ 
cy. 

Gillette thinks the UI. rules 
should be made tougher, to 
require smoke detectors to go 
off earlier That idea still is 
being discussed. 

"Both types are well within 
the bounds of safety,” said one 
official of the Commerce 
Department agency. "The 
ideal would be a smoke 
detector which detects both 
types of fires fastest. But that 
would be almost impossible 
and would cost too much 
money People didn’t buy 
smoke detectors when they 
were high priced.” 

M,e anlime. federal 
legislation to give smoke 
detector purchasers a tax 
deduction equal to the pur¬ 
chase price is stalled in the 
House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee and not expected to 
emerge

Education doesn't 
narrow class gap 


1.0ND0N i UPI i - In the 
bright new world that was 
supposed to follow World War 
II. British educators, taking 
equality as their banner, 
marched behind a successon of 
worthy ideas intended to 
narrow the gap between the 
working classes and the middle 
classes 

More than 30 years later a 
study in the sociology 
magazine New Society finds 
their ideas littering the field of 
battle along with all the other 
casualties since R.H. Tawney 
proclaimed in a book published 
in 1931 that "the hereditary 1 
curse upon English education 
is its organization along lines of 
social class.” 

The magazine says that 
linancial barriers to access to 
higher education have been 
removed and the chances of 
able youngsters proceeding to 
university are greater today 
than in 1945. But. it went on: 

’”Ai the end of it all. the 
prr portion of university stu¬ 
dents who come from working- 
class backgrounds is scarcely 
higher than it was 50 years 
ago." 

This failure of egalitarian 
policies, it says, is the greatest 
single postwar defeat for the 
liberal approach to social 
problems. 

"The educational gous that 
failed” is the New Society 
headline And the dissatisfac¬ 
tion with British education as it 
stands spilled over into the lay 
press with a stinging editorial 
iq the Sunday Times headlined, 
wjth some Justice. "What 
schools next?” 

The Sunday Times critique 
was directed at the com¬ 
prehensive schools, the 
backbone of the governing 
Labor parly's educational 
program. These were intended 
to be classless schools (arge 
ettfugh to teach all subjects to 
al| pupils. Once installed 
everywhere, they would signal 
the end of the more elite 
grammar schools and the 
famous public tactually 
private i schools, which would 


have to change or lose 
preferential tax status and 
other advantages. 

"Vast and chaotic, the worst 
of them have achieved the 
opposite effect from what their 
creators intended,” the 
newspaper said. "Far from 
giving every individual child a 
new and fair chance, these 
have depersonalized 
education, lowered teaching 
standards and made school an 
unhappy place to be." 

Some public schools suc¬ 
cumbed to the government 
threats, but many others 
raised their fees to make up for 
the loss of official grants and 
stayed in business as parents, 
unhappy about the comprehen- 
sives. applied for places in 
record numbers. They were 
supported by the opposition 
Conservative party, whose own 
plan for education was a 
mixture of schools with greater 
opportunity for parental 
choice. 

"Small is beautiful and is 
being acknowledged as such,” 
said the Sunday Times, 
pointing out that even 
Education Minister Shirley 
Williams is now in favor of a 
more varied setup. 

What caused some dismay 
among educators and parents 
was the latest version of the 
comprehensive which would 
abandon the practice of 
"streaming” - taking note of 
ihe different abilities of stu¬ 
dents in arranging learning 
plans. In these schools, no 
student would "fail" but would 
simply receive a lower grade 
certificate. 

This idea enthused New 
Society no more than others 
which have been and gone. 
Nursery education, it said, is 
now known to make no dif¬ 
ference to the school attain¬ 
ments of working-class chil¬ 
dren. Ditto the "look and say” 
method of teaching reading to 
preschool children. And the 
early teaching of foreign 
languages to 8 year olds.

'Quarterly' advises on 
choosing a doctor 


Choosing a doctor who’s 
right for you and yocr family is 
a difficult task, especially if 
you are new to town and don’t 
know who’s who, or if you don’t 
know your way around the 
medical profession. 

The September issue of the 
Newton-Wellesley “Quarterly” 
gives several guidelines to help 
make this decision. "A doctor 
is a doctor is a doctor" defines 
key medical profession terms 
and explains what lies behind 
medical credentials. 

At the end of the article 
"Who’s Who” a quiz, serves as 
an educational tool so that 
terms like otolaryngology, 
neurology, nephrology and 
others will be familiar ones. 

In addition, a directory is 
provided of physicians actively 
practicing in offices in Newton, 
Wellesley, and Weston and 
affiliated with Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. For con¬ 
venience, it is organized by 
office location and type of 
practice. 

Another article, "Giving 
Baby his Due," reveals the 
changing attitude of ob¬ 
stetricians toward childbirth 
as reflected in the increasing 
number of cesarean deliveries. 

"Historically the emphasis 
in obstetrics has been on the 
care of the mother and 
lowering the maternal mor¬ 
tality and morbidity rate. We 
were concerned primarily with 
her well-being during 
delivery.” says John Yeran- 
sian, M.D. chief of the 
hospital’s obstetrical service. 
With this well accomplished 
with today’s mothers, the 
emphasis can now safely be on 
protecting the baby, he says. 

Also in the fall issue of 
"Quarterly" is a discussion of 
thyroid tumors. Dr. Richard J. 
Sampson, pathologist, who has 
done extensive research on 
thyroid cancer in Hiroshima 
and this country, labels the 
public alarm about the subject

Cars require care before temperature drops 


Whoever doesn't larn from 
history is condemned to repeat 
it. 

This often quoted truism has 
special meaning for the 
nation’s car owners. 

Those of us who lived 
through the bitter winter of 
1976-77 have stories that will 
make our grandchildren wince 
at rehearsing. Throughout 
most of the United States there 
were lengthy sieges of sub-zero 
cold. 

Some areas experienced 
snow depths that would make 
Siberian wolves howl in 
disbelief. The normally balmy 
southland suffered through 
cold normally found only in 
Minnesota. It even snowed on 
Miami Beach! 

Whether those shocking 
weather conditions were one- 
year meteorological freaks or 
the heralds of a new ice age, 
the motorists of the nation 
would be well advised to 
prepare their cars for any 
wintertime eventuality. 

Even normal winters are 
tough on cars and their drivers. 
Virtually every system of the 
car is taxed to its limits when 
cold, snow, and rain attack. 

This Car Care section is 
devoted to providing a winter 


driving survival kit to car 
owners. 

The most basic advice is to 
take your car to an auto service 
person whose work you know 
and trust. In that way, you'll 
have your winter car depen¬ 
dability down cold. 

Make sure the car is safe for 
winter. That means having the 
right tires for any sort of 
weather condition. It also 
means having brakes in good 
shape, making certain lights 
and windshield wipers enable 
you to see and be seen. In 
addition it means having a 
tight exhaust system protec¬ 
ting driver and passenger from 
lethal carbon monoxide fumes. 

Is your car dependable for 
winter? Will it start even on the 
coldest mornings? And will it 
continue to run without stalling 
when you do start? Certainly 
that battery and electrical 
components should be in good 
shape. 

But the overwhelming body 
of statistics shows a tuned 
engine is the best insurance 
against starting trouble and 
stalling. 

The entire cooling system 
should be checked along with 
hoses, belts and clamps. 

Is your car protected against 


winter cold? Fresh anti-freezi 
should be installed foi 
maximum protection agains 
the elements and a rust 
clogged radiator.

Is your car fuel efficient? 
The cold weather months are 
the least economical for saving 
gas. Warming the engine in 
below-freezing temperatures 
burns disproportionate 
amounts of gas. 

Stop and go driving with long 
periods of idling is wasteful of 
fuel. 

Once again, keeping your 
car's engine in tune is the most 
effective way to counteract the 
rigors of winter driving on fuel 
economy. 

Is your car emission- 
efficient? Since winter con¬ 
ditions confine most cars to 
heavily populated areas, the 
potential for saturating the air 
with pollutants is greater. 

So, attention to emission 
control equipment is even 
more important in winter. And 
a tuned engine emits far less 
than a neglected one.

Watch out for “temperature 
traps." These are spots along 
an otherwise clear highway 
where water might have 
flowed onto it and frozen. 

Watch out for shady spots 
where ice may have formed. 
Remember, too, that bridge 
surfaces freeze before road¬ 
ways. 

Slow down. Often the safe 
speed on a snowcovered or icy 


highway is half the posted 
speed. It takes three to 12 times 
the distance to stop on snow 
and ice as on dry pavement, so 
allow yourself that distance. 

Maintain more distance than 
normal between your car and 
the one in front of you. You’ll 
be glad to have that extra 
margin should you go into a 


skid. If you do skid, don’t jam 
on the brakes - you’ll only 
make it worse. Immediately 
take your foot off the gas pedal 
and carefully steer in the 
direction of the skid.

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►Well maintained automobile worth 
hundreds more at trade-in time 


According to most educated 
opinions, the used car market 
will be "firm” during coming 
months. In consumer 
language, that means your car 
is likely to hold its value if you 
keep it in shape. 

That’s a big IF. Car Care 
Council says a well maintained 
automobile is worth several 
hundred dollars more at trade- 
in time than its neglected twin. 

As important as the 
mechanical condition may be 
states Car Care Council, ap¬ 
pearance condition is what 
first hits the critical eye of a 
used car buyer. Repairing 
body rust and damage can be 
an expensive proposition. The 
CCC advises: 

1. Weekly washing, 
especially in winter where salt 
or other chemicals are used to 
keep roads clear. 

2. After your wash job, give 
your car a close examination 
for surface rust and paint 
chips. Cover them with wax or 
clear nail polish until you can 
repair then properly with 
primer and touch-up paint. 

3. Wax your car whenever 
the paint begins to show dull 
from the elements. Twice a 
year is a good practice. Use a 


good cleaner or mild rubbing 
compound before applying 
wax. 

4. Give the car a thorough 
interior cleaning about onc+ a 
month, more often if it begins 
to look dingy. This should 
iAclude vacuuming of carpets 
and wiping ofi the upholstery 
with vinyl cleaner or mild 
upholstery cleaner, depending 
upon the type of interior. Clean 
ail glass with a product that 
leaves no film. Just as with a 
house, a car tends to ac¬ 
cumulate dirt to a point where 
a cleaning job is much moie 
difficult than if it had been 
performed on a regular basis. 

5. Keep your vinyl roof clean 
Because of the grain pattern 
vinyl tends to collect dirt and 
road film and should be 
scrubbed with a soft brush and 
vinyl or leather cleaner. Then 
apply a vinyl protective 
coating. 

6. Pay particular attention to 
signs of rust formation Use 
chrome cleaner to remove 
surface rust. Then apply liquid 
wax. Advanced rusting, 
usually first indicated by 
bubbling of the paint, may 
have to be treated by removing 
the paint to the metal in that 


area and doing a spot prime 
and paint ob. 

If you or the previous owner 
were wise enough to have in¬ 
vested in a quality rustproofing 
job when the car was new, you 
may not have to be concerned 
with more serious rusting from 
the inside. If your car is fairly 
new and has not been rust- 
proofed, you may want to in¬ 
vest in this service to prevent 
future deterioration of the 
body. 

7. Don’t delay collision 
repairs. The longer you 
postpone having the damage 
taken care of, the more ex¬ 
pensive it will be because of the 
rusting of adjacent parts of the 
car. 

In conclusion, the Council 
suggests the possibility that the 
condition of a car could be an 
indication of the owner’s 
personality. If so, a little elbow 
grease might be an effective 
way of enhancing one’s image.

Sox executors play executioners Cauthen record

BOSTON (UPI) - Except 
for a few letters, there is little 
difference between the words 
••executors” and 
executioners" as they apply to 
the ownership transfer of the 
Boston Red Sox. 

Mrs. Jean Yawkey and 
Joseph LaCour flew to Boston 
Monday to wield the ax that 
made three heads roll out the 
Red Sox front office. In three 
separate swoops the executors 
of Tom Yawkey's estate ended 
the good life for Dick O'Con¬ 
nell, John Gaibome and Gene 
Kirby. 

The triple trimming had 
been expected since Sept. 29 
when LaCour announced 
Haywood Sullivan’s group — 
buoyed by Mrs. Yawkey’s $3 
million financial aid in¬ 
vestment — had been selected 
from among five bidders. 

O’Connell, hired by Yawkey 
to run the Lynn Red Sox in 1946, 
had been in charge 12 full years 
and empowered by Yawkey to 
serve as the club’s owner 
without challenge. 

But O’Connell and Mrs. 
Yawkey had not spoken over 
the last few years and once 
Yawkey died in July 1976, his 
days seemed numbered. Sul¬ 
livan. a former Boston catcher 
hired by O’Connell in 1966 as 
director of player personnel, 
had become a favorite of Mrs. 
Yawkey. He sat with Mrs. 
Yawkey in her private rooftop 
box through many games over 
the last two seasons. 

It was inevitable O'Connell 
and the two men he hired would 
be fired once Sullivan took over 
as president and general 
manager. The surprise came in 
the manner of the firings. 

In a well-planned move, 
however, the executors 
decided to swing the ax instead 
of leaving blood on Sullivan's 
hands. 

LaCour said at a Monday 
news conference it was "a 
dirty job" but a deed better 
done now than later. 

Certainly, as Sullivan said, 
the organization would be 
"topheavy” if everyone kept 
his job. Yet Sullivan also said 
he planned to hire, and already 
had contacted, another man to 
handle the player personnel 
and contract negotiation 
duties. 

Obviously O’Connell had no 
place in the organization and 
one would have to be the 
ultimate idealist to think good 
businessmen would continue to 
carry a spare tire — just out of 
compassion or fair play. 
O’Connell, however, was the 
only front office person with a 
contract and presumably will 
get a financial settlement. 

Kirby, who has no contract, 
also was odd man out, since he 
traveled in O’Connell's circle. 

No logical reason can or will 
be given for the firing of 
Claiborne. The sole purpose of 
his dismissal was to complete 
the package-purge of O’Connell 
and the men he hired. 

But Gaibome is a man who 
has done more for the fans than 
can be imagined. He possibly 
kept ticket prices down with his 
fair but hard-line negotiating 
that resulted in Carlton Fisk, 
Rick Burleson and Fred Lynn 
forsaking free agentry for long 
terms at Fenway Park. Before 
coming to Boston, Claiborne 
made Charlie Finley an even 
richer man by bargaining 
down the contract demands of 
Reggie Jackson, Joe Rudi, 
Rollie Fingers. Gene Tenace. 
et al. 

Jerry Kapstein, the agent 
who should know, said recently 
"John Claiborne is one of the 
four or five best minds in 
baseball. He's intelligent and 
honest, and people will never 
know how much money he 
saved the franchise." 

Claiborne’s future in 
baseball is bright and he might 
come back to haunt the Red 
Sox from the front office of 
another team. 

It seems strange, in the face 
of the Sullivan group’s 
financial outlook, that 
Claiborne was swept rather 
than kept. 

But the trust must have 
consulted Sullivan before 
making the cuts that LaCour 
said “was the executors’ 
decision." Since Sullivan's 
staled aim is to strengthen the 
ballclub through trades and-or 
the free agent draft of Nov. 4, 
he will need to have a good 
negotiator. 

One thing is certain: Mrs. 
Yawkey wants Sullivan to run 
the team next year, even if the 
sale falls through. By naming 
him general manager Monday, 
the trust assured Sullivan 
would be the No. 1 man in the 
Red Sox organization next 
season. 


Sullivan said the manage¬ 
ment changes were made now 
to eliminate the confusion 
some players had over who 
was in charge. LaCour ad¬ 
mitted it would be easier for 
the new owners if the three 
were fired by the trust. 

Whatever the reason, 
Sullivan has a tough act trying 
to follow O’Connell. The Red 


Sox passed the one million 
mark in attendance in each of 
the last 10 seasons, won two 
pennants and challenged twice 
more under O'Connell. In 1977, 
they played before a record 
two million fans. 

Sullivan is within two weeks 
of getting owners' approval. 
Assuming he will get the ex¬ 


pected approval, he will have 
one day to savor his good 
fortune. On Nov. 4, he must 
start spending a fortune to 
bring the Red Sox the World 
Series flag that has eluded 
them the past 59 years. 

Anything short of a World 
Series victory will leave Red 
Sox fans saying, "Sullivan’s no 
better than O’Connell." 


NEW YORK (UPI) - In a 
typical display of nonchalance, 
Jockey Steve Cauthen Monday 
expressed more enthusiasm 
over his winnings in a card 
game than over the milestone 
he passed at Aqueduct. 

"Five million's all right, but 
1 won (45 in a card game 
today," the 17-year-old Jockey 
from Walton, Ky., said after 
becoming the first jockey ever 
to ride $5 million in purses in a 
year. 


Cauthen, known for his quiet, 
even terse nonchalance when 
discussing the sport he is 
threatening to dominate, rode 
Rare Noel to a one-length 
ictory in the mile-and-one- 
eighth second'race. It was his 
420th winner of the year and 
the (6,000 purse placed his 
winnings at (5,004,312. 

After allowing Alan Patter¬ 
son. guiding Franglais, to set 
the pace most of the way, 
Cauthen made his move on the

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Newton women enjoying first flag football sea so n

Forty-five Newton women 
are making local sports history 
this fall as they kick, pass, 
punt, and score for the first 
Newton Women’s Twilight 
Flag Football league. "I love 
it," enthused Chris Carey, 
manager of the Swycr Brothers 
Kickbacks. "After watching 
football for so many years, it's 
great to have the chance to get 
out on the field and play with 
such a well-organized league.” 

The women range in age 
from eighteen to well into their 
forties. Only a very few have 
ever played football before. 
The particular rules of flag 
football are new to everybody. 

Flag football is a noncontact 
variation of traditional foot¬ 
ball. It is designed to maintain 
the skills, techniques, and 
strategies of football, while 
minimizing injuries and ex¬ 
pense. There is no need to wear 
protective clothing. 

Offensive plays are similar 
to those known by every 
football fan - passes, punts, 
runs touchdowns, and con¬ 
versions. There are no field 
goals. 

Defensive tackling and 
blocking are out, however, 
replaced by "ripping the flag," 
which gives the game its name. 

Each players wears an of¬ 
ficial nylon belt with two 
twelve-to-fifteen inch nylon 
ribbons called rip-flags at¬ 
tached on each side with strips 
of Velcro. Forward play is 
stopped when a defensive 
player rips the flag from the 
woman with the ball, a 
maneuver which must be quite 
skilled, since she cannot come 
into contact with her in any 
other way. 

"Stopping a player without 
touching her involves a whole 
set of skills that the players are 
learning,” explained referee 
Pat Savage. "You have to 
learn how to react to another 
person's moves, learn to fake 
motions, and know when to 
speed up or when to slow¬ 
down." 


enthusiastic organizer. "This 
summer a lot of women on the 
softball teams said they’d like 
to play, so the time was right to 
start." 

"I wanted to play football my 
whole life, but never had the 
opportunity more than an 
occasional pick-up game,” 
explained Fran. "I also wanted

This philosophy has paid off. 
So far there has been only one 
injury, a freak accident when a 
player banged her face against 
another player's barrettes. 

The three evenly matched 
teams play twice a week on 
Monday and Wednesday nights 
at 8 at Albemarle Field. The 
season will be capped off with 
playoffs and a trophy 
presentation in November. 

The Recreation Department 
sponsors the sport, providing 
the training, organization, 
fields, equipment, and of¬ 
ficials.

- Weight is a poor guide to 
physical condition, says Tom 
Pipes, who prescribes exercise 
programs for athletes and 
other people who want to tone 
up. 

"Working on a height-weight 
scale is difficult," he said in an 
interview. 

Pipes is head of a consulting 
firm, an adviser to athletes and 
director of preventive and 
sports medicine at a health and 
racquet club in northern San 
Diego County. 

He said the most reliable 
guide is the ratio of fat to 
muscle. 

That set of numbers is ob¬ 
tained by being weighed twice, 
once under water. 

"We know the density of 
muscle, bone and fat," Pipes 
said. "We know that muscle 
and bone sink in water, and fat 
floats. We can tell with a great 
deal of accuracy the proportion 
of fat." 

The dry weight, the wet 
weight and a mathematical 
formula give Pipes the per¬ 
centage of body fat. Under¬ 
water weight is measured by 
suspending a person from a 
springboard with the help of a 
scalerigged plastic basket. 

Men are considered in good 
condition if only 14 to 17 per 
cent of their total body weight 
is fat. The comparable range 
for women is 22 to 26 per cent. 

The key is not really the 
quantity, but the quality of 
weight. Pipes said. 

"We consider obesity for 
men. over 25 per cent fat and 
for women, over 35 per cent." 

Appearance can be decep¬ 
tive. Ron Cey. the 5-9, 185- 
pound Ixis Angeles Dodgers 
third baseman, is among 
athletes Pipes has checked. 

"He looks pudgy, but he has 
only 5 per cent body fat," Pipes 
said. "He's really a very fit 
athlete." 

Pipes found the expected low 
percentage of body fat on 
jockeys, but learned from 
“studying Willie Shoemaker 
that shoemaker utilizes oxygen 
very well and is strong. 

"They don’t just sit up there 
on a horse. They work a lot 
harder than I thought." 

Athletes’ condition varies 
widely from sport to sport, and 
sometimes from position to 
position, he said. 

He rated boxers highest in 
overall fitness, followed in 
order by basketball, football, 
hockey, soccer and baseball 
players. 

He called Ce> an exception; 
pitchers generally are the most 
fit among baseball players. 

' "Running backs are the most 
fit of professional football 
players," Pipes said. "Wide 
receivers and defensive backs 
are next." 

Pipes. 26, is working toward 
a doctorate in exercise physi¬ 
ology at the University of 
Southern California. Originally 
he studied physical education 
and physiology at the Universi¬ 
ty of California at Davis to try 
to improve as a discus thrower. 

His testing of sports pros was 
done largely under the 
auspices of the National 
Athletic Health Institute. He 
has advised teams in 
professional baseball, basket¬ 
ball, football and hockey. He 
will be a consultant to the 1980 
United States Olympic team. 

"The whole idea of this field, 
preventive medicine, sports 
medicine. is screening 
people," Pipes said. "We can 
give them a fitness prescrip¬ 
tion. 

He uses three standards for 
it: frequency, duration and 
intensity. 

•If i as a do-it-yourself 
exerciser) you don't know what 
to do and how much to do, you 
have a problem," Pipes said. 

He helps club members 
choose body-building activities 
such as tennis, racquetball, 
swimming or yoga. He then 
works out a prescription to 
strengthen the muscles, heart 
and lungs without overtaxing 
them. 

• More and more people are 
giving up jogging because they 
think there is no other way," 
Pipes said of the need for 
variety in workouts. "Any 
exercise that you do has to be 
fun, or you're not going to do 
it." 

He often puls more emphasis 
on converting fat to muscle 
than in weight loss. 

"You can lose 10 pounds of 
fat weight and gain eight 
pounds of muscle weight,” he 
said.

Tiger 11 falls from unbeaten ranks 


Newton North's unbeaten season is over. 

TheTigers, who had won 15 regular season football games 
in a row Stretching over two seasons, got a jolt from 
Suburban League rival North Quincy last Saturday, falling, 
20-7, in the biggest upset of the day.

To casual fans and statistical devotees it appears that the 
Newton South Lions are being folded, spindled, and 
mutilated again this year on the soccer field. Their record 
stands at 1-8-1 and they have been outscored 28-14. 

But despite the prospects that South may not improve 
upon 1976’s 3-8-1 record, an air of euphoria has surrounded 
the team since late summer when twice-a-day practices 
began. 

The principle reason is the presence of a new coach — 
Hans Westerkamp — who coached soccer at the collegiate 
level for the past seven autumns, the last four as head coach 
at Boston College. 

"Our record disappoints me but I know we are doing well. 
That's the satisfaction," said Westerkamp, who is aware 
that the Lions have played good soccer where it counts — on 
the field — even if that success is not reflected on paper. 
Why? It's simple. 

"You want to work for him," says forward Steve Cans, a 
senior. 

Under Westerkamp, the Lions have developed a positive 
attitude. In addition, they have played, for the most part, 
sound and consistent soccer. 

South has been overwhelmed but once by their Dual 
County League (DCL) opposition, a league which many 
coaches feel contains some of the best Division 2 soccer in 
eastern Massachusetts. 

Some of the Lion's best efforts have been fruitless. South 
lost to league-leading Lincoln-Sudbury 1-0; played second 
place Acton-Boxboro evenly, but lost twice 5-3 and 2-1, after 
giving away a pair of first period goals in each game; and 
deserved a tie, at least, against third place Wayland, only to 
have a referee’s non<alls give the Warriors a 4-2 win. 

South’s win (2-1 over Weston) and tie (2-2 vs. Bedford) 
have been the only indication to outsiders that 
Westerkamp’s program has been successful. In reality, 
however, he has transformed Newton South into a 
respected soccer in the DCL. 

"Hie whole league knows we’re a good team,” proclaims 
ctKaptain Albert Pazos. 

Westerkamp's Coaching philosophy has played a major 
role in the team’s metamorphosis. 

“I give them what they need not what 1 want to give 
them," he says. "I can be a tough guy or a friendly guy. I 
can be close to them but still have their respect." 

A respect that is mutual. 

"I treat them as individuals. I have no favorites,” adds 
the coach, whose willingness to spend thirty minutes or 
more with a player to discuss (not dictate) the finer points 
of the game gives an indication of his commitment to the 
learn. 

His statement that "I'm willing to put as much as possible 
into the program” was illustrated four Saturdays ago after 
the Lions lost 2-1 to Concord-Carlisle. Westerkamp sensed 
the team's anger. He paid five dollars at a “car smash" to 
let the players take out their frustrations on an old Chevy. 
They tipped it over. 

The Lions have responded to Westerkamp. 

"He's a great coach," says Gans, "but more imprtant 
he's a great man." 

Pazos echoes the Lions' sentiments when he says: “We 
hate playing lousy in front of him. We let him down against 
Weston (where South was bombed 5-11." 

They have confidence in him. 

Halfback Peter Levin, South's second co-captain says: 
"He's a good judge of talent. He can spot it when a player 
has good skills and a sense for soccer." 

Senior Stuart Sussman believes that Westerkamp did not 
force the Lions into a style of play they could not handle. 
"He used the existing taloit and molded us from that." 


Perhaps Westerkamp’s most difficult task during pre¬ 
season was preparing South’s goalies, seniors Rafi Krasa 
and Scott Ziegler for the 12-game schedule. Krasa had 
never played goalie before. Ziegler had no varsity ex¬ 
perience. Yet under Westerkamp the duo, despite their 
eleventh hour introduction to varsity soccer, have per¬ 
formed far better than one would expect considering the 
circumstances. 

“It’s magic what he’s done with the goalies,” says Gans 
who, with the rest of the team, has seen the improvements 
Krasa and Ziegler have made since preseason. 

The tribute goes on and on. The players enjoy practice. 
They don’t want to quit on the coach who communicates so 
well with them. They blame themselves, not the coach, 
when they lose. 

"We’re having a lot of fun,” points out Pazos, ignoring the 
team’s record and their last place position in the DCL 
standings. 

If there is an unfortunate aspect to the 1977 season, it is 
that 13 seniors will be leaving the team due to graduation. 

“Next year’s the year,” Gans laments, seeing the team's 
potential, “but we seniors don’t want to admit it." 

That's because they can see that Westerkamp has laid the 
foundation of a successful soccer program, and that greater 
dividends will be visible in upcoming seasons.

specific problems: back, leg, 
muscle strain and work very 
closely with their doctors. 
Having a physical problem 
does not mean necessarily, 
that you will not qualify for the 
exercise class. 

"We stay away from things 
like spot reduction. I believe 
the whole body should be done 
at the same time. In other 
words, if the exercise can be 
done with one motion, and I can 
add two more parts of the body 
to it, why not? I have had some 
very dramatic results with 
some of my students. Martha 
Lento, from Somerville, lost 40 
pounds and went from a size 22 
and now she is down to a 16 . 

"Charlene Keegan, from 
Everett, was just a little girl, 
and she went from a size 14 
down to a five in a relatively 
short period of time, in only 
three months.
